To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen : — I  desire  to  submit  the  following  report  upon  the  affairs  of  my  office, 
and  the  condition  of  the  litigation  pending  in  the  Courts  at  this  time,  in  which  the 
city  is  interested. 
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In  1876,  when  I  took  charge  of  the  office,  there  were  fifty-one  cases  pending  in 
the  Courts  in  which  the  city  was  a  party.  At  this  time,  there  are  twenty  such  cases 
upon  the  dockets,  as  follows:  In  the  Superior  Court,  Special  Term,  nine;  in  tha 
Superior  Court,  General  Term,  four;  in  the  Circuit  Court,  three;  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State,  two;  in  United  States  Circuit  Court,  one;  in  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  one. 

I  have,  during  my  term  of  office,  disposed  of  one  hundred  and  five  civil  cases  in 
which  the  city  was  interested,  of  which  seventy-five  were  determined  in  favor  of 
the  city,  twelve  were  decided  against  the  city,  seven  were  compromised,  and  eleven 
dismissed.  Of  said  one  hundred  and  five  cases,  twenty-eight  were  suits  against  the 
city  to  recover  damages  on  account  of  injuries  to  persons  and  property,  twenty-two 
of  which  were  determined  in  favor  of  the  city,  four  resulted  in  judgments  against 
the  city,  and  two  were  compromised. 

This  report  does  not  embrace  a  large  number  of  cases  that  were  appealed  from 
the  Mayor's  Court,  upon  prosecutions  for  the  violations  of  city  ordinances.

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  through  President  McKay,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report ;  which  was  read  and  considered  by  clauses, 
and  the  same  were  severally  concurred  in : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — We  would  respectfully  report,  as  follows,  upon  sundry  papers  re- 
ferred to  us  : 

1st.     Is  a  motion  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
Prospect  street,  between  Dillon  and  Reid  streets. 
Wo  recommend  this  work  be  not  done. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  deposit  the  scrapings 
taken  from  the  gutters  north  of  Washington  street,  south  of  First  street  and  west 
-of  the  canal,  on  the  fill  between  the  mill-race  and  the  bridge  on  Michigan  street. 

We  recommend  this  motion  be  not  concurred  in. 

3d.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the   gutters  of 
"Thomas  street,  from  Dakota  street  to  West  street. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  not  done. 

4th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in 
Davidson  street,  between  Vermont  and  Market  streets. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

5th.     Is  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  : 

"Whereas,  The  property  holders  on  E.  South  street,  from  East  to  Noble,  have 
-petitioned  for  the  changing  of  the  name  of  said  street;  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  name  of  E.  South  street,  from  East  to  Noble,  be  changed  to 
Fletcher  avenue." 

We  have  considered  this  matter,  but  have  been  presented  with  no  evidence,  in 
the  shape  of  petition  or  otherwise,  that  this  change  is  desired  by  all,  or  the  major- 
rity,  of  the  property  owners  on  that  part  of  South  street.  We  would,  therefore, 
•recommend  the  said  change  be  not  made. 

6th.     Is  a  motion  granting  permission  to  H.  H.  Beville  to  erect  a  post,  on  which 
to  place  a  wind-mill,  at  No.  76  N.  Delaware  street. 
We  recommend  said  permission  be  not  granted. 
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7th.  Is  a  petition  of  M.  C.  Hildebrand,  James  Bogert,  Patrick  Eagari,  and  oth- 
ers, asking  that  a  bridge  be  erected  over  the  canal  at  the  crossing  of  Walnut  street. 

We  would  recommend  that  inasmuch  as  the  appropriation  for  this  kind  of  work 
is  about  exhausted,  and  no  estimates  or  appropriations  made  for  the  coming  year, 
the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not  granted. 

8th.     Is  the  matter  of  the  improvement  of  Highland  street. 

We  have  examined  this  matter,  and  would  recommend  the  City  Civil  Engineer 
be  instructed  to  establish  a  proper  grade  on  Market  street,  from  Arsenal  avenue  to 
Pogue's  Run,  make  the  grade  of  the  proposed  improvement  on  Highland  street 
conform  to  that  of  Market  street,  and  that  the  contract  for  said  improvement  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder. 

9th.  Is  an  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  grading  and  graveling  of  the  first  alley 
north  of  Lockerbie  street,  from  Liberty  street  to  Noble  street. 

We  find  that  a  part  of  this  alley  has  already  been  improved,  and  we  would  re- 
commend that  said  ordinance  be  amended  to  read  "from  Liberty  street  to  the  first 
alley  west  of  Noble  street,"  and  put  upon  its  passage.

The  Council  and  Aldermanic  Judiciary  Committees  and  the  City  At- 
torney submitted  the  following  joint  report ;  which  was  considered  and 
duly  concurred  in  by  clauses : 

To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committees  on  Judiciary,  together  with  the  City  Attorney, 
to  whom  were  referred  sundry  petitions  and  motions,  make  thereon  the  following 
report : 

First.  Is  a  petition  from  James  N.  Russell  &  Co.,  which  represents  the  contem" 
plation  of  the  erection  of  a  morgue,  for  the  benefit  of  this  county  and  city,  acces" 
sible  to  all  citizens ;  and  respectfully  solicits  the  city's  assistance  in  such  under" 
taking,  by  making  therefor  a  small  appropriation  ;  and  also  asks  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  by  this  Council  to  confer  with  the  County  Commissioners  upon  the 
subject. 

After  careful  investigation,  we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be 
not  granted. 

Second.  Is  the  petition  of  Sarah  J.  Little  to  have  an  erroneous  tax  assessment 
cancelled. 

The  petitioner  represents  that,  in  1875,  she  loaned  to  James  Frank  the  sum  of 
$2,000.  secured  by  mortgage.  She  has  paid  taxes  on  said  notes  since  that  time.  In 
1876,  she  released  said  mortgage,  and  received  a  Sheriff's  certificate  for  a  lot  on 
the  corner  6f  Nebraska  and  Kennington  streets,  as  security,  and  that  she  has  paid 
the  taxes  on  6aid  lot  from  1874  to  1878.  Further,  that  she  has  been  paying  double 
taxes — once  on  the  notes  and  then  on  the  lot;  and  requests  that  the  City  Assessor 
be  instructed  to  cancel  the  assessment  on  said  notes,  which  are  of  no  value,  and 
allow  her  to  pay  on  the  lot  only. 

We  find,  upon  examination,  that  some  of  the  representations  made  are  not 
verified  by  the  record,  and,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tioner be  not  granted. 
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Third.  Is  the  petition  of  J.  H.  Satcamp  to  have  tax  assessment,  on  the  amount 
of  $3,500,  stricken  from  the  tax-duplicate  for  the  year  1878. 

"The  petitioner  represents  that,  about  the  24th  of  April,  1878,  he,  in  company 
with  his  father,  purchased  of  Henderson  George  the  merchandise  and  good-will  of 
said  Henderson  George,  giving  therefor  their  promissory  notes ;  and  that,  by 
mistake,  petitioner  was  listed  for  taxation  for  said  stock  of  merchandise  for  the 
year  1878,  making  out  an  assessment  list  on  the  27th  day  of  April,  1878,  when,  in 
fact,  the  same  nor  any  part  thereof,  was  owned  by  the  petitioner  or  his  father 
before  the  24th  day  of  April,  1878,  and,  consequently,  was  not  subject  to  taxa- 
tion for  that  year.  And  further,  that  the  said  Henderson  George  gave  in  for 
taxation,  for  said  year  1878,  the  notes  received  for  said  stock  of  goods,  as  aforesaid 
so  sold  to  your  petitioner,  for  said  year  1878,  and  is  so  assessed  against  the  said 
Henderson  George  on  the  city  tax-duplicate  for  the  year  1878." 

"  The  Honorable  Board  of  County  Commissioners  have  this  day  allowed  my 
prayer  as  above."

William  Hadley,  City  Assessor,  on  the  14th  day  of  April,  1879,  certifies  that  he 
has  examined  into  the  facts  in  relation  to  this  assessment,  and  finds  them  as  stated 
by  the  petitioner,  and  that  the  assessment  has  been  erroneously  made,  and  should  be 
certified,  off. 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  the  petition,  and  certified  as  correct  by  the  City 
Assessor,  we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted,  and  that  the 
City  Assessor  be  directed  to  strike  said  erroneous  assessment  from  the  tax-duplicate 
for  the  year  1878. 

Fourth.  Is  the  amended  petition  of  Elizabeth  Barth,  of  Corydon,  Indiana,  and 
John  W.  Barth,  of  Indianapolis,  to  have  money,  to  the  amount  of  $17,  refunded, 
as  the  said  amount  was  paid  by  mistake. 

The  petitioner  represents — "  That,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  1877,  Eliza- 
beth Barth  was  the  owner  of  lots  one  (1)  and  three  (3),  in  square  ten  (10).  in  Af- 
fenstranger's  Sub.,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  that,  on  that  day,  sold  and 
conveyed  one  of  said  lots — to-wit,  lot  three  (3) — to  William  H.  Young,  by  deed  of 
warranty,  a  copy  of  which  deed  is  filed  herewith,  marked  lA.' 

"That  afterward — to-wit,  on  the  18th  day  of  November,  1878- -your  petitioner, 
John  W.  Barth,  upon  instruction,  by  letter,  from  said  Elizabeth  Barth  to  pay  her 
taxes,  paid  to  City  Treasurer,  the  sum  of  $61.80,  the  same  being  the  amount  of 
taxes  assessed  against  both  lots,  1  and  3,  as  above  described,  for  1877,  as  per  City 
Treasurer's  receipt. 

"That  $17  of  said  sum,  so  paid  by  said  John  W.  Barth  for  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Barth, 
as  aforesaid,  was  the  amount  assessed  against  said  lot  3,  after  it  had  been  conveyed 
to  William  H.  Young. 

"  Wherefore,  in  view  of  the  premises  that  the  taxes  for  1877  on  said  lot  3 — 
to-wit,  the  sum  of  $17 — was  paid  by  mistake,  as  aforesaid,  your  petitioners  pray 
that  said  sum  of  $17  be  ordered  refunded  by  said  William  M.  Wiles,  City  Treas- 
urer, to  your  petitioners,  and  that  the  same  be  charged  against  said  lot  3,  and  to 
the  owners  thereof,  to  the  end  that  justice  may  be  had  and  done." 

The  deed  referred  to  in  the  petition  contains  a  clause  to  the  effect  that  the  grant- 
ors agree  to  pay  the  taxes  for  1876,  and  has  no  bearing  on  the  question  involved 
in  the  petition,  as  the  demand  is  for  the  tax  of  1877. 

After  careful  consideration  of  and  examination  into  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  the 
petition,  we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not  granted. 

Fifth.  Is  a  motion  that  your  committee,  together  with  the  City  Attorney,  be 
directed  to  confer  with  Mr.  Hensly,  in  accordance  with  his  request,  with  a  view  to 
compromise  with  him  for  injuries  he  claims  to  have  received,  some  time  since,  by 
falling  into  an  open  well  on  N.  Mississippi  street.. 

Mr.  Hensly  has  already  instituted  suit  against  the  city  for  $10,000.  Wc  recom- 
mend that  no  further  steps  be  taken  in  the  matter. 
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Sixth.  Is  General  Ordinance  No.  15,  1878,  providing  for  license  for  "  Crone's 
City  Garden." 

After  careful  examinatian  of  the  ordinance,  we  recommend  that  it  be  stricken 
from  the  files. 

Seventh.  Are  General  Ordinances  Nos.  12  and  13,  1879,  both  relating  to  the 
cleaning  of  privy  vaults,  water  closets,  &c. 

After  careful  examination  of  said  ordinances,  your  committee  recommend,'  that 
Ordinance  No,  12  be  passed  and  that  Ordinance  No.  13  be  stricken  from  the  filese 

Eighth.  Is  the  petition  of  Thomas  Wren,  requesting  the  Council  to  appoint  a 
Civil  Engineer  to  act  with  an  Engineer  to  be  selected  by  him,  to  ascertain  the  amount 
of  work  done  by  said  Wren,  in  the  grading  and  graveling  of  Tennessee  street,  in 
the  year  1866. 

As  this  matter  has  been  before  the  Council  at  different  times  since  1866,  and,  af- 
ter being  reported  on  adversely  by  the  different  committees  to  which  it  was  referred, 
now  appears  again,  your  committee,  after  examination,  recommend  that  the  prayer 
of  the  petitioner  be  not  granted. 

Ninth.  Is  the  petition  of  Sarah  C.  Davis,  representing  that  in  the  matter  of 
opening  Kohampton  street  she  was  assessed,  as  benefits,  the  sum  of  $78  on  lot  21,  in 
Fiscus*s  Sub.,  in  Johnson's  Heirs'  Addition,  being  a  lot  forty  feet  front  on  Ko- 
hampton street,  and  the  same  distance  from  the  point  where  the  street  was  opened  ; 
that  she  is  a  widow,  and  is  wholly  unable  to  pay  the  same.  The  petitioner  was 
led  to  believe  that  the  cost  would  not  exceed  fifteen  or  twenty  dollars,  which 
amount  she  is  willing  to  pay.  Wherefore,  she  asks  that  the  City  Treasurer  be 
directed  to  receive  that  amount  in  full  satisfaction  of  said  assessment. 

We  recommend  that  the  petitioner  be  allowed  to  pay  into  the  city  treasury 
twenty  dollars,  and  that  the  City  Treasurer  be  directed  to  receipt  in  full  to  the 
petitioner  for  all  claims  against  her,  on  account  of  opening  Kohampton  street. 

Tenth.  We  recommend  that  the  Committees  on  Accounts  and  Claims  be  in- 
structed to  include  in  the  next  general  Appropriation  Ordinance  all  allowances 
adopted  in  this  report,  and  that  the  City  Clerk  be  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on 
the  City  Treasurer  for  such  sums.

Proceedings  of  Joint  Convention. 


FIRST  SESSION— May  16,  1879. 

The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis convened  in  First  Joint  Convention  for  the  year  1879-1880,  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  on  Friday  evening,  May  16th,  A.  D.  1879,  at  eight 
o'clock,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  five  of  the  following 
enactment  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  (approved 
March  5th,  1877),  viz.: 

An  Act  supplementary  to  an  Act  approved  March  14,  1867,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
repeal  all  general  laws  now  in  force  for  the  Incorporation  of  Cities,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  Incorporation  ot  Cities,  prescribing  their  Powers  and  Rights,  and 
the  manner  in  which  they  shall  exercise  the  same,  and  to  regulate  such  other 
matters  as  pertain  thereto." 

It  appearing,  from  an  informal  count,  that  a  quorum  of  both  Aldermen 
and  Councilmen  were  in  attendance,  on  Councilman  McKay's  motion, 
Hon.  J.  M.  Ridenour,  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  was  called 
to  the  chair,  to  serve  as  presiding  officer  until  the  Joint  Convention  could 
be  permanently  organized. 

On  assuming  the  chair,  Alderman  Ridenour  announced  the  first  busi- 
ness to  be  dispatched  would  be  the  election  of  President  and  Secretary, 
to  serve  in  all  the  Joint  Conventions  held  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Thereupon,  Alderman  Grubbs  nominated  His  Honor,  John  Caven,  for 
the  position  of  President. 

No  further  nominations  being  made,  Mayor  Caven  was  duly  elected 
by  an  unanimous  viva  voce  vote,  and  was  declared  President  of  Joint 
Conventions  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Councilman  McKay  nominated  Benj.  C.  Wright,  City  Clerk,  for  the 
position  of  Secretary. 

No  further  nominations  being  made,  Mr.  Benj.  C.  Wright  was  duly 
elected  by  an  unanimous  viva  voec  vote,  and  was  declared  Secretary  of 
Joint  Conventions  for  the  balance  of  his  official  term. 

President  Caven  was  inducted  as  presiding  officer,  and  ordered  the 
Secretary  to  call  the  rolls  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and 
sig.  3.  [19] 
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Commora  Council ;  which  being  done  the  following  qualified  members 
of  the  Joint  Convention  were  found  to  be

man, Piel,  Seibert,  and  President  Ridenour — 10.  And  Councilmen  Bermann, 
Bieler,  Brown,  Bryce,  Carey,  Dowling,  Downey,  Hamilton,  Harmening,  Kahn, 
King,  Lamb,  Morrison,  McGinty,  McKay,  O'Connor,  Pearson,  Prier,  Hooker, 
Shilling,  Tucker  VanVorhis,  Wiese,  Wood,  and  President  Caven — 25.  Total 
present — 35. 

Absent — Councilman  Sheppard — 1. 

His  Honor,  the  President,  now  read  section  five  of  the  Legislative  Act 
(the  title  of  which  is  recited  above),  and  called  especial  attention  to  this. 
provision  of  the  same : 

"For  the  appointment  of  such  officers,  commissioners,  trustees,  and  boards,  the 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  meet  in  Joint  Convention,  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  on  the  first  Priday  evening  after  the  first  annual  meeting  of 
the  Common  Council,  at  eight  o'clock,  and  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  such 
officers,  commissioners,  trustees,  and  boards,  by  ballot;  and  such  Joint  Convention 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  its  work  is  completed." 

On  motion,  the  First  Joint  Convention  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
its  statutory  duties. 

His  Honor,  the  President,  appointed  Councilmen  Downey  and  Dowling 
as  tellers,  and  announced  that  nominations  for  the  several  offices  in  the 
gift  of  the  Joint  Convention  would  now  be  in  order. 

Councilman  Brown  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  term  of  office  of  all  officers  elected  by  this  Joint  Convention 
•hall  commence  upon  the  first  day  of  June,  1879,  and  they  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  officers  upon  said  date,  if  properly  qualified. 

Councilman  Layman  offered  the  following  resolution,  amendatory  to 
the  foregoing : 

Resolved,  That  the  term  of  office  of  all  officers  to  be  elected  by  this  Joint  Convention 
shall  be  for  two  years  and  one  year,  as  the  laws  provide,  and  shall  commence  with 
the  1st  day  of  June,  1879,  and  expire  on  the  31st  day  of  May.  1880  and  1881,  respec- 
tively; except  that  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Hospital,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  commence  on  July  1st,  1879,  and  expire  on  May  31st,  1880. 

Which  amendatory  resolution  was  duly  adopted  by  the  following  vote  :

For  Superintendent  of  City  Hospital  and  Branch — Alderman  Grubbs 
nominated  William  N.  Wishard,  M.  D. 

No  further  nominations  being  made,  on  Councilman  Morrison's  mo- 
tion, Secretary  Wright  was  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Joint  Convention  for  aforesaid  nominee. 

William  N.  Wishard,  M.  D.,  having  thus  received  35  votes,  President

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The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  through  President  McKay,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report ;   which  was  duly  approved : 

To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council 

and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — In  presenting  our  report  of  the  past  year,  we  take  pleasure  in  being 
able  to  place  before  you  an  accurate  statement  of  all  expenditures,  believing  that 
our  endeavor  to  judiciously  apply  the  funds  placed  in  our  hands  is  fully  appreciated 
by  you  We  shall  consider  it  sufficient  to  give  total  amounts  expended  under  the 
several  branches  of  our  Department,  with  some  observations  thereon.  The  largest 
item  of  expense  is  the  Pay-Roll.  In  this,  you  will  understand,  is  included  the  pay- 
ment of  the  men  in  the  sewer,  bowlder,  and  bridge  gangs,  and  all  the  laborers, 
teams,  and  foremen  employed  by  the  city.  It  amounts  in  the  aggregate,  to  $24,- 
460,98,  being  fully  82  per  cent,  of  the  entire  expense  of  our  Department.  By  this 
it  will  readily  be  seen  what  a  large  proportion  of  the  money  expended  has  gone 
into  street  repairs,  where,  you  will  all  agree,  it  was  much  needed,  and  where  con- 
siderable more  could  have  been  judiciously  expended. 

We  believe  that  the  streets,  with  the  exception  of  those  improved  with  wooden 
blocks,  are  in  better  condition  than  they  were  one  year  ago.  We  repaired  three 
squares  of  the  block  pavement  on  Meridian  street,  from  New  York  to  North  street, 
last  June.  That  part  is  in  fair  condition  now.  Meridian  street,  from  North  to 
Seventh,  and  Tennessee,  from  Washington  to  Seventh,  are  in  such  poor  condition 
that  we  have  thought  it  unwise  to  expend  money  on  them  in  repair. 

The  construction  of  roadways  has  engaged  the  attention  of  municipal  govern- 
ments for  many  years.  Various  new  methods  have  been  adopted,  and,  after  sev- 
eral years  of  trial,  abandoned,  proving  neither  durable  nor  economical.  It  is 
admitted  by  all  that  suitable  stone  and  gravel  are  the  best  materials  for  streets 
that  have  yet  been  tried.  This  being  true,  we  should  consider  our  city  singularly 
fortunate  in  having  near  at  hand  an  inexhaustible  supply  of  both,  and  should  at 
once  try  to  adopt  some  systematic  method  of  improvement  with  these  materials, 
and  adhere  to  it.  Bowlders  for  business  streets  are  considered  the  best,  and  should 
not  be  supplanted  by  stone  or  gravel.  More  care  should  be  taken  with  the  found- 
ation ;  it  is  as  essential  to  the  street  as  to  the  house.  The  width  of  our  roadways 
add  much  both  to  construction  and  repair.  It  should  be  reduced  on  all  streets  not 
used  for  business,  as  rapidly  as  they  need  re-improving. 

In  no  case  (except  some  remote  or  little-used  street)  should  an  ordinance  be 
passed  for  improvement  that  does  not  provide  for  bowldered  gutters,  curbed  with 
stone.  In  the  gutter,  next  the  curb,  should  be  placed  a  fiat  flag-stone  not  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  width,  presenting  a  smooth  surface,  thereby  giving  all  possible 
assistance  to  the  drainage,  though  the  fall  be  slight.  Not  only  is  this  economy 
to  the  property  holder,  but  a  sanitary  measure.  It  is  also  of  great  importance  in 
the  cleaning  of  streets  to  have  this  kind  of  improvement;  for,  with  the  unskilled 
laborers  we  are  compelled  to  employ,  a  gravel  or  dirt  gutter  is  left  in  such  an 
uneven  condition  that  the  free  flow  of  water  is  impossible,  and  immediate  repairs 
demanded. 

On  the  8th  day  of  January,  1879,  the  stone  yard  was  established,  and  located  on 
leased  ground,  on  lot  12,  square  100,  S.  Alabama  street.  We  were  directed  to  have 
the  lot  properly  inclosed  and  a  suitable  house  built,  for  the  purpose  of  working  the 
prisoners  confined  in  the  Station  House.  This  we  did  at  an  entire  cost,  including 
labor  and  materials,  of  $185.86.  The  object  in  view  was  to  demonstrate  whether 
it  would  be  of  any  advantage  to  the  city  to  thus  employ  the  prisoners,  before  more 
costly  buildings  should  be  erected.  We  believe  the  present  temporary  buildings 
all  sufficient,  and  regard  the  experiment  as  entirely  satisfactory.  More  work  has 
been  done  than  we  expected.  No  out-breaks  or  disorderly  conduct  on  the  part  of 
the  prisoners  have  been  attempted.  There  is  a  large  quantity  of  broken  stone  now 
on  hand.  We  have  been  using  it  quite  freely  in  repairs  on  N.  Illinois  and  E. 
Market  streets,  and  find,  when  properly  used,  it  makes  a  durable  street. 

We  have  adopted  this  plan  for  repairing  chuck-holes:     1st,  Remove  all  the  old 
material  to  the  depth  of  eight   or   ten    inches,    leaving   perpendicular   walls   all 
the  excavation  level  full  with  broken  stone;  cover  this  with  the 
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old  material  removed  ;  then  make  it  solid  and  smooth  with  a  heavy  iron  roller. 
When  a  chuck-hole  is  repaired  in  this  manner,  that  much  good  durable  street  is 
made.  So  far  we  are  pleased  with  the  result,  and  contemplate  adopting  the  same 
method  where  repairs  are  made  with  gravel. 

There  are  several  items  of  expense  charged  in  the  Pay-Roll  that  properly  be- 
long to  other  departments, — for  instance,  we  constructed  and  paid  for  the  bridge 
over  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  Eailway,  at  Benton  street,  $97 ;  also  the  bridge  over  Pleasant 
Run,  at  Spruce  street,  $55.  These  should  have  been  charged  to  the  "Bridge 
Fund."  We  paid  $167  for  filling  the  lot,  and  grading  and  graveling  the  streets 
and  sidewalks,  of  the  West  Market.  This  should  have  been  charged  to  the  "  Mar- 
ket Fund." 

The  largest  sum  expended  for  any  item  of  material  was  $1,815.22  for  lumber. 
When  we  consider  that,  during  the  year,  three  hundred  repairs  have  been  made 
on  wooden  bridges,  407  repairs  made  on  wooden  culverts,  137  new  wooden  foot- 
bridges, and  50  new  wooden  culverts  constructed,  the  sum  does  not  seem  large. 

73  repairs  have  been  made  with  gravel  and  cinders. 

1037  squares,  or  100  miles,  of  streets  cleaned. 

79  repairs  made  on  bowldered  streets. 

47  cleanings  of  gutter-pipes  and  329  cleanings  of  catch-basins  have  been  made. 

18  catch-basins  cemented. 

54  cleanings  of  drinking-fountains  made. 

560  feet  of  fencing  built  along  the  west  bank  of  White  River. 

Both  sides  of  Pogue's  Run,  from  McNabb  street  to  South  street,  have  been  fenced 
with  double  rail  and  cedar  posts. 

180  feet  of  Akron  pipe  put  in  Railroad  street,  to  connect  with  catch-basin. 

6  stone  crossings  have  been  put  down.

Councilman  Brown,  submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Select  Committees  on  Printing,  etc.,  to  whom  was  assigned  the 
duty  of  receiving,  opening,  considering,  and  reporting  upon  bids  for  doing  the 
city  printing  and  blank-book  work,  furnishing  stationery  supplies,  publishing 
the  city  delinquent  tax-list,  doing  the  city  advertising,  and  doing  the  city  bill- 
posting,  would  report  that  we  met  at  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  on  Wednesday 
evening,  the  15th  instant,  and  organized  by  the  selection  of  Alderman  Layman  as 
chairman  and  Councilman  Brown  as  secretary  of  the  joint  committees. 

On  Wednesday  evening  we  opened  and  classified  all  the  bids  ;  but  not  finishing 
our  work,  we  adjourned  until  Saturday  evening,  17th  instant.  At  the  adjourned 
meeting,  in  consequence  of  Alderman  Layman's  absence  from  the  city,  we  called 
upon  Alderman  Chandler  to  preside. 

We  submit  the  following,  as  the  result  of  our  deliberations : 

FOR   CLASS   A — BOOK-WORK   AND    PRINTED   BLANKS 

There  were  five  bidders — viz.:  "The  Indianapolis  Journal  Company,"  "The 
Indianapolis  Sentinel  Company,"  William  B.  Burford,  Eandall  &  Fish,  and  J.  A.

Class  A  consists  of  ninety-six  (96)  items,  and  embraces  the  printing  and  bind- 
ing of  the  journals  of  your  honorable  bodies,  the  composition  and  presswork  on 
annual  reports  and  other  book-work,  the  furnishing  of  printed  blanks,  and  the 
doing  of  other  enumerated  job-printing. 

The  first  five  items  in  "  Class  A"  consist  of  printing  two  hundred  copies  of  the

After  consultation  with  the  City  Clerk  and  other  city  officers,  your  committee 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  not  any  likelihood  of  more  than  twenty

As  there  are  great  differences  both  in  the  number  of  copies  proposed  to  be  pub- 
lished and  the  price  for  each  ''description"  in  the  bids  of  the  above  named  news- 
papers, your  committees  would  recommend  that  the  City  Clerk  be  instructed  to- 
advertise  for  new  proposals  for  this  portion  of  the  city  advertising. 

Your  committees  would  state  that,  in  their  opinion,  an  issue  and  distribution  of 
five  hundred  copies  of  the  delinquent  tax-list  on  the  four  weekly  dates  required  by 
law,  with  the  delivery  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  copies,  on  each  of  said  dates,, 
at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  would  be  really  or  quite  a  sufficient  supply. 
The  County  of  Marion,  your  committees  are  informed,  only  have  about  1,000  copies 
of  its  delinquent  tax-list  printed.  The  County  delinquent  tax-list  must  be  fully- 
double  that  of  the  city.  It  is  possible  to  save  some  money  to  the  city,  if  you  siall 
agree  with  us  in  our  judgment  as  to  the  minimum  issue  we  here  suggest.  Last 
year,  "  The  Indianapolis  News"  had  this  contract,  and  furnished  5,860  copies.  It' 
is  very  doubtful  whether  500  copies  of  this  enormous  issue  reached  delinquent  tax- 
payers through  news-carrier  distribution.  The  number  of  city  tax  delinquents. 
Doth  resident  and  non-resident,  average,  annually,  about  1,000.  Therefore,  we 
repeat  that,  in  our  opinion,  2,400  or  2,500  copies  of  the  delinquent  tax-list  will  be- 
an ample  issue. 

We  would,  also,  add  that  it  is  the  custom  of  the  present  City  Treasurer  to  call 
the  attention  of  all  delinquents  by  postal  cards,  and  the  matter  of  publishing  the 
delinquent  tax-list  is,  therefore,  solely  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  the  law.

That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  purchase  stone  for  four  double- 
stone  crossings  at  the  intersection  of  Market  and  Delaware  streets,  for  one  single- 
stone  crossing  at  the  intersection  of  Delaware  and  Wabash  streets,  and  for  one 
double-stone  crossing  at  the  intersection  of  Court  and  Delaware  streets. 

That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  ordered  to  supply  the  fountain,  at  the  corner 
of  Illinois  and  Tinker  streets,  with  dippers.

Alderman  Seibert  moved  to  amend  the  preceding  proposed  amend- 
ment by  reducing  the  salaries  of  Aldermen  and  Councilmen  to  $125  per 
annum. 

President  Ridenour  stated  that  the  question  to  be  first  decided  would 
be — "Shall  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  be  adopted?" 

And  said  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  duly  adopted. 

Aldtrman  Mussmann  moved  that  the  ordinance  be  referred  to  a  select 
committee;  which  proposition  was  defeated  by  the  following  "aye  and 
nay"  vote  :

9th.  Is  a  remonstrance  of  real  estate  owners  on  Madison  avenue,  between  Ne- 
braska street  and  the  J.,  M.  &  I.  Kailroad  tracks,  against  the  passage  of  Special 
Ordinance  12,  1879,  providing  for  grading  and  graveling  said  avenue  and  side- 
walks, from  Nebraska  street  to  the  J.,  M.  &  I,  Kailroad  tracks.

The  Board  of  Health  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  duly 
received : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

In  compliance  with  an  order  issued  by  your  honorable  body,  the  slaughter-house 
of  Coffin  &  Co.,  has  been  visited,  and  the  nuisance  complained  of  was  found  to  be 
caused  by  the  washings  of  blood  being  allowed  to  escape  on  the  ground,  instead  of 
into  the  river,  as  directed  by  the  orinances.  Coffin  &  Co.,  promised  to  conlorm 
their  shutes  to  the  ordinances,  and  thereby  abate  the  nuisance. 

Eor  the  purpose  of  counteracting  any  exaggerated  report  that  may  have  gone 
abroad  respecting  the  health  of  this  city  a  careful  comparison  of  the  death  rate 
of  the  city,  for  the  the  past  seven  years,  for  the  months  of  April  and  May  has  been 
made.  The  average  rate  for  April,  for  the  time  specified,  was  118;  and  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  for  April  this  year  was  102.  The  average  deaths  for  May,  of 
same  period,  is  108;  while  the  number  for  May  (present  month),  taking  the  first 
half  as  a  basis,  will  be  about  80.  Taking  the  report  of  the  week  ending  on  May 
17th,  1879,  of  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States,  Indianapolis  shows  a  less 
death  rate  than  any  city  of  the  list — 9.60  per  thousand  being  the  rate  for  Indiana- 
polis ;  the  next  lowest  being  St.  Louis,  with  10.4  per  thousand.  The  average  mor- 
tality for  the  principal  cities  of  the  United  States,  as  shown  by  the  report  referred 
to,  is  17,6  making  a  fair  showing  for  this  city. 

The  sanitary  officers  connected  with  this  Department  have  been  industrious  and 
diligent  in  seeking  and»reporting  nuisances.  They  have  served  750  notices,  this 
spring,  to  clean  vaults,  alleys,  yards,  etc.  The  citizens,  as  a  rule,  have  been  tardy 
in  obeying  notices  given  by  the  Board,  and  the  sanitary  officers  have  been  com- 
pelled, in  many  instances,  to  visit  the  same  premises  two  and  three  times,  in  order 
to  have  the  work  done. 

It  is  useless  to  deny  that  there  is  a  great  amount  of  filth  in  this  city,  consisting  of 
slops  from  the  kitchens  and  decaying  animal  and  vegetable  matter,  thrown  in  out- 
of-the-way  places,  secreted  in  nooks  and  corners  and  vaults — anywhere  in  fact  to 
conceal  it  from  the  public  gaze  if  not  from  the  public's  nostrils,  and  thereby  avoid 
the  expense  of  removal.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  only  way  to 
more  than  approximate  towards  being  a  cleanly  city  is  by  the  enforcement  of  the 
garbage  ordinance  enacted  in  May,  1875,  or  one  of  similar  scope  and  purposes. 
As  long  as  citizens  are  required  to  remove  all  matter  detrimental  to  the  public 
health  and  welfare,  at  their  private  expense,  just  so  long  will  a  very  large  propor- 
tion of  them  continue  to  avoid  removing  it  by  the  moans  indicated;  some  are  un- 
willing, and  some  are  unable;  and  the  two  classes  make  a  large  portion  of  the 
whole  number  of  citizens. 

Because  this  city  has  heretofore  escaped  all  epidemics  is  not  a  sufficient  reason 
that  it  will  continue  to  be  exempt.  The  city  is  young,  and  has  not  had  time  to 
suffer  from  the  continued  accumulation  of  substances  deleterious  to  health.     In  the 
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opinion  of  this  Board,  we  can  not  coniinue  to  exhibit  our  low  death  rate  for  many- 
years,  unless  some  more  adequate  measures  are  put  in  force  than  at  present  exist 
for  the  purifying;  and  cleansing  of  this  city.

PRIVILEGED    QUESTION. 

Councilman  McKay  called  for  the  reading  of  an  informal  report  pre- 
pared for  the  Select  Committees  on  Rules,  in  which  report  an  argument 
was  made  in  favor  of  adopting  a  Manual  of  Rules  by  means  of  a  resolu- 
tion, instead  of  by  passage  of  an  ordinance,  and  stating  that  since  the 
present  code  was  ordianed  and  established  (June  12th,  1865),  no  less 
than  twenty-five  ordinances  amendatory  of  the  same  had  been  introduced, 
sixteen  of  which  had  been  passed,  seven  had  been  stricken  from  the  files, 
and  two  were  yet  pending. 

Councilman  Tucker  moved  as  follows  : 

That  the  rules  governing  this  body,  same  as  during  past  year,  be  adopted. 

Also,  that  same  committees  be  appointed,  except  as  follows:  Consolidating 
Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  with  Committee  on  Laying  Out  and  Opening 
Streets  and  Alleys;  also,  consolidating  the  following  committees, — Sellers'  Farm, 
Tunnels,  Sewers,  and  Tomlinson  Estate,  to  be  known  as  Committee  on  Public 
Property. 

Councilman  McKay  moved  to  lay  the  preceding  motion  on  the  table ; 
which  proposition  failed  of  adoption. 

Councilman  Tucker  moved  that  the  Committee  on  Rules  be  instructed 
to  report  an  ordinance  in  keeping  with  his  motion. 

Councilman  Lamb  moved  to  incorporate  the  Committee  on  Parks  with 
the  Committee  on  Public  Property. 

Councilman  Kahn  moved  to  refer  the  foregoing  propositions  to  the 
Select  Committee  on  Rules.

Gentlemen : — I  see  from  the  proceedings  of  your  honorable  body  on  the  12th  of 
this  month,  that  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  recommend,  among  other 
things  with  reference  to  the  improvement  of  Highland  street,  that  the  City  Civil 
Engineer  be  directed  to  establish  a  proper  grade  for  Market  street  from  Arsenal 
avenue  to  Pogue's  Run,  and  that,  then,  the  grade  of  Highland  street  ba  made  to 
conform  to  said  grade  of  Market  street. 

Now,  against  any  change  in  the  grade  of  Market  street,  the  undersigned  would 
most  respectfully  protest.  The  grade  of  that  street  (and  a  proper  grade,  too,  1 
contend)  was  established  by  the  city  authorities  years  ago;  and  said  street,  with  its 
sidewalks,  was  improved,  and  paid  for  by  the  property  holders,  according  to  the 
grade  so  established.  I  paid  for  the  improvement  in  front  of  my  property,  where 
the  street  was  cut  down,  graded  my  yard,  built  my  fence,  and  planted  out  shade 
trees ;  and  if  the  grade  was  changed,  as  proposed,  I  would  not  only  lose  my 
trees,  and  the  money  expended  in  making  the  improvements  above  referred  to,  but 
would  be  put  to  the  expense  of  having  the  work  all  done  over  again,  besides  hav- 
ing my  property  greatly  damaged  by  the  proposed  change. 

Now,  as  there  are  no  parties  petitioning  or  asking  for  a  change  in  the  grade  of 
Market  street,  there  are  no  parties  from  whom  the  city  could  collect  the  damages 
that  might  be  occasioned  by  such  change  to  any  property  holder,  and  the  city  her- 
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self  would  thus  lose  all  the  damages  that  might  he  sustained — which  said  damages 
would  have  to  he  paid  or  tendered  "before  the  grade  could  he  changed,  as  your- 
honorable  body  well  know.  So  that  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Board  of  Public  Im- 
provements went  outside  of  the  record,  when  they  recommend  a  change  to  be 
made  that  is  not  asked  for,  and  would,  if  said  recommendation  was  carried  out,, 
make  the  city  alone  liable  for  the  damages  done.  So  that  I  most  respectfully,  hut 
earnestly,  request  your  honorable  body  to  take  no  further  steps  looking  to  the 
change  in  the  grade  of  Market  street,  which,  while  it  could  be  of  no  benefit  what- 
ever to  the  city,  would  almost  ruin  the  property  of  the  undersigned.

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REPORTS,    ETC.,   FROM    CITY   OFFICERS. 

The  City  Civil  Engineer  and  Street  Commissioner  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report ;  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  City  Attorney  for 
his  legal  opinion  on  the  matters  reported  therein : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — We  were  directed  to  make  a  fair,  just,  and  careful  examination  of 
the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company's  tracks,  and  report  whether  or  not  said 
company  has  built  her  roads  and  laid  her  tracks,  and  has  kept  the  same  in  repair, 
according  to  the  terms  of  her  charter ;  and  wherein  any  failures  are  found  on  the 
part  of  said  company  to  comply  with  her  charter. 

So  far  as  said  company's  compliance  with  the  terms  of  her  charter  is  concerned, 
we  would  prefer  not  to  express  an  opinion,  inasmuch  as  it  involves  a  question  of 
lawful  construction  of  said  charter ;  but  we  would  report  the  result  of  a  careful 
examination  of  the  said  company's  road-beds  and  tracks. 

We  find  what  is  known,  as  the  T-rail  used  on  Alabama  street,  from  Seventh 
street  to  Exposition  avenue ;  on  Pennsylvania  street,  from  Seventh  street  to  Sec- 
ond street;  on  Washington  street,  from  State  street  to  Oriental  street;  and  on  the 
English  avenue  line,  from  Virginia  avenue  to  the  terminus  of  the  line. 

On  Massachusetts  avenue,  from  the  Bee  Line  Railroad  to  Noble  street;  on 
Washington  street,  from  Oriental  street  to  Noble  street ;  and  on  Indiana  avenue, 
from  Illinois  street  to  the  terminus  of  that  line, — the  rails  are  laid  reversed,  caus- 
ing considerable  complaint,  and  rendering  a  satisfactory  repairing  of  the  streets 
doubtful. 

At  various  points  along  all  the  lines  repairs  are  more  or  less  needed.     The  road- 
way is  worn,  and  needs  filling  up;  the  rails,  at  some  points,  need  leveling;- -in 
fact,  a  general  overhauling  of  the  lines  would  add  much  to  the  comfort  of  the 
traveling  public  and  greatly  enhance  the  appearance  of  the  streets.

James  B.  Smith  shows  unto  your  honorable  bodies — 

That  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  March  17th,  1873,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  passed  an  ordinance,  viz. :  Special  Ordinance  No.  17,  1873 — For 
the  improvement  of  1ST.  Meridian  street,  between  Ohio  and  Market  streets,  with 
wooden  block  pavement. 

Afterwards,  to-wit,  on  April  22d,  1873,  he  entered  into  a  written  contract  with 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  making  the  improvement  on  the  street,  and  completed 
the  work  under  the  terms  thereof,  and  the  work  was  accepted  by  the  city.  The 
city  paid  its  portion,  as  also  did  all  of  the  property  holders  except  Robert  B. 
Duncan,  Esq.,  who  owned,  and  still  owns,  122  feet  front  on  the  west  side  of  said 
street,  off  the  south  side  of  the  northeast  J  of  square  15.  On  said  Duncan  refusing 
to  pay,  a  proper  affidavit  was  filed  and  a  precept  issued — whereupon  Mr,  Duncan 
took  an  appeal  to  the  Marion  Civil  Circuit  Court.  The  matter  came  on  for  a  hearing 
last  September,  and  the  Court  held  that  the  estimate  issued  by  the  city  to  your 
petitioner  was  void,  and  that  the  claim  could  not  be  enforced  against  the  property 
of  Mr.  Duncan.     The  claim  is  for  $606.98,  with  interest  amounting  to  $200  00.

The  above  cases  include  the  treatment  of  almost  every  kind  of  disease,  and  nearly 
every  accident  incident  to  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  and  obstetrics. 

In  the  putting  up  over  twenty-five  thousand  prescriptk  ns,  no  errors  have  occurred, 
and  every  prescription  is  now  on  file  and  is  in  the  record  of  the  case.  That  in 
making  so  many  thousand  visits  there  has  some  delay  occurred  at  times,  in  making 
calls,  can  not  be  avoided. 

The  physicians  who  have  done  the  Dispensary  work  have  been  selected  by  a 
board  of  examiners,  composed  of  the  best  physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  city,  and 
the  attending  physicians  have  at  all  times  had  special  aid  and  advice  from  Drs. 
Harvey,  Comingor,  Chambers,  Wright,  and  Thompson, — the  two  latter  having 
treated  cases  in  their  special  line  of  practice,  which  has  saved  the  eyes  of  hundreds 
of  poor  persons.

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  an  order  issued  by  your  honorable  body  on  the 
12th  day  of  May  last,  the  Board  of  Health  visited  the  Sellers'  Farm,  and  found  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  buildings  and  lots  surrounding  bad.  The  tankage  was 
found  spread  all  over  the  adjacent  lots,  in  the  open  air,  which  is  in  direct  violation 
of  the  ordinance  relating  to  the  same. 

No  blood  from  the  slaughter-houses  of  the  city  has  been  received  at  the  Farm 
since  February  last,  showing  that  said  slaughter-houses  have  been  making  other 
disposal  of  their  blood  than  is  directed  by  ordinance. 

The  number  of  notices  served  for  the  month  of  May,  1879,  by  the  day  patrol- 
men, for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  is  196.  The  number  served  by  the  sanitary 
policemen  is  256. 
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We  have  to  report  an  increased  interest  by  citizens  in  cleaning  up  their  premises, 
so  much  so  that  the  scavengers  are  at  present  the  busiest  class  in  the  city.

QUESTION    OF    PRIVILEGE. 

By  consent,  Councilman  Rooker  was  permitted  to  bring  up  the  matter 
of  repairing  the  block  pavements  of  Meridian  and  Tennessee  streets,  and 
stated  that  a  committee,  appointed  at  a  late  meeting  of  the  property  own- 
ers on  said  streets,  was  in  attendance. 

On  Councilman  Lamb's  motion,  aforesaid  committee  was  furnished 
with  seats  within  the  bar,  and  extended  the  courtesy  of  personally  ad- 
dressing the  Common  Council  in  behalf  of  its  constituents. 

Hon.  A.  W.  Hendricks,  as  representative  of  the  property  owners  on 
Meridian  street,  first  addressed  the  Common  Council,  and  then  presented 
the  following  memorial : 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor,  and  Common  Council,  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

A  public  meeting  of  property  holders,  residing  on  N.  Meridian  and  N.  Tennes- 
see streets,  was  held  at  the  St.  Joseph  street  Reel-House  on  the  evening  of  31st  ult., 
to  consult  about  the  condition  of  those  streets,  and  what  action  should  be  taken  for 
their  repair. 

The  meeting  was  largely  attended  and  the  subject  earnestlydiscussed.  The  un- 
dersigned were  appointed  a  committee  to  lay  before  your  honorable  body  the  views 
of  the  meeting. 

Pursuant  to  this  appointment,  we  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  the 
opinion  of  those  we  represent : 

It  is  not  necessary  to  urge  the  fact  that  the  portions  of  those  streets  that  were 
paved  with  wooden  blocks  a  few  years  ago  are  wretchedly  out  of  repair.  This  fact 
is  notorious.  That  their  immediate  repair  is  a  matter  of  urgent  necessity  seems  to 
be  conceded  on  all  hands.  It  is  thought  by  many  that  the  decaying  wood  in  these 
pavements  must  be  prejudical  to  health,  and  that  for  that  reason,  also,  they  should 
be  removed. 

The  only  question  that  is  made  is :  By  whom  should  the  burden  of  restoring 
these  streets  to  a  condition  fit  for  public  use,  be  borne? 

It  has  been  the  long  settled  policy  of  the  city  to  open  its  streets,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, at  the  expense  of  the  abutting  property  holders,  or  those  peculiarly  bene- 
fited, and  to  maintain  them  in  repair  at  the  public  expense  afterwards. 

When  these  block  pavements  were  laid  down  under  authority  of  a  former  Coun- 
cil at  our  expense,  we  had  a  right  to  expect,  and  did  expect,  that  the  city  would 
maintain  them.  There  was  a  clear  and  strongly  implied  obligation  to  that  effect. 
No  one  residing  upon  the  lines  of  these  streets  would  have  thought  for  a  moment 
of  building  that  kind  of  street  if  he  had  supposed  that,  while  it  would  be  subjected 
excessive  wear  and  tear  by  disproportionate  public  use,  no  care  whatever  would  be 
given  to  its  preservation. 

During  all  the  years  that  these  streets,  thus  re-built  at  our  private  cost,  have  been 
left  uncared  for,  and  abandoned  to  premature  destruction,  we  have  borne  our  pro- 
portion of  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  other  streets  of  the  city. 

Even  if  it  were  just  that  we  should  repair  these  streets  at  private  cost,  it  would 
be  impracticable  to  do  so,  as  we  are  advised  that  no  existing  law  could  compel  it, 
while  unanimous  consent  of  abutting  owners  could  not  be  hoped  for. 
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But,  to  require  of  us  to  keep  up  repairs  of  the  streets  upon  which  we  live,  at  our 
private  expense,  and,  at  the  same  time,  tax  us  for  the  repair  of  all  other  streets, 
would  be  manifestly  unjust  and  oppressive. 

So  far  as  could  be  gathered,  from  the  sentiments  expressed  at  the  meeting  re- 
ferred to,  and  so  far  as  can  be  learned  from  other  sources,  it  is  the  unanimous 
judgment  of  those  we  represent,  that  these  streets  should  be  repaired  at  the 
expense  of  the  city;  and  the  justice  of  this  view  is,  we  think,  pretty  generally  rec- 
ognized by  citizens,  other  than  those  immediately  interested. 

If  the  finances  of  the  city  were  in  a  more  comfortable  condition,  we  might  insist, 
as  a  matter  of  justice  and  implied  agreement,  that  these  streets  should  be  restored 
and  maintained  as  block  pavements.  But,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  city  is  sup- 
posed to  labor  under  some  embarrassment,  by  reason  of  its  restricted  power  of 
taxation,  we  do  not  urge  an  improvement  involving  so  great  expense  as  a  new 
block  pavement  would  involve. 

"We  respectfully  suggest  the  following  plan  of  improvement,  which  would  be 
greatly  less  expensive,  viz. : 

That  the  wooden  blocks  be  removed  from  the  drive- way,  or  central  portion  of 
the  streets,  and  re-placed  by  screened  river  gravel,  laid  on  the  present  foundations, 
so  as  to  give  a  sufficient  roadway,  leaving  the  gutters  as  they  are  now,  except  as  it 
may  be  found  expedient  to  re-place  defective  blocks  with  blocks  taken  from  the 
middle  of  the  street.

Resolved,  That  all  such  improvements  of  such  roads,  now  streets,  when  made,  shall 
be  under  a  proper  ordinance  providing  for  the  assessment  of  the  property  fronting 
the  same  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  that  no  repairs  of  such  streets  shall  be  paid 
from  the  Street-Repairs  Fund.

fail  at  any  time  before  the  expiration  of  ten  years,  it  shall,  in  such  case,  be  repaired 
or  re-constructed  at  the  expense  of  such  property  holders. 
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Resolved,  That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  is  hereby  instructed  to  furnish  the  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  with  a  list  of  all  streets,  originally  constructed 
as  above,  prior  to  June  1st,  1869.

born  resident  of  this  city,  to  sell,  under  proper  license,  anywhere  in  the  city,  for 
one  month,  providing,  only,  that  in  so  doing  he  shall  not  cause  to  be  obstructed 
the  streets  or  sidewalks  of  said  city,  wherever  he  may  expose  his  wares  for  sale; 
and  only  in  case  of  such  interference  with  the  free  passage  of  such  sidewalks  or 
streets  shall  he  be  charged  with  any  violation  of  such  ordinance.

President  Ridenour  called  Vice-President  Chandler  to  the  chair,  and 
then  offered  the  following  motions ;  which  were  duly  referred  in  accord- 
ance with  the  suggestions  therein  contained : 

Whereas,  There  are  certain  districts  of  the  city  in  pressing  need  of  sewerage 
facilities — notably,  the  eastern  portion,  where  are  located  three  large  public  insti- 
tutions, namely,  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institute,  the  State  Female  Prison  and  Ee- 
formatory,  and  the  United  States  Arsenal ; 

And  Whereas,  All  these  institutions  as  well  as  all  the  territory  east  of  Pogue's 
Eun,  must,  and  does,  drain  into  that  stream ;  which,  after  receiving  a  mass  of  cor- 
rupted matter,  passes  it  in  an  open  channel,  from  the  northeast  to  the  southwest, 
through  the  heart  of  the  city,  which  must  be  detrimental  to  the  health  and  comfort 
of  all  the  people,  if  not  fatal  in  its  deadly  effluvia; 

And  Whereas,  There  is  a  suit  now  pending  in  the  United  States  Court,  where- 
in the  United  States  is  plaintiff  and  the  State  of  Indiana  is  defendant,  growing  out 
of  this  question,  and  the  officers  and  trustees  are  asking  relief  at  the  hands  of  the 
city  authorities,  which  relief  is  believed  to  be  only  possible  in  one  of  two  ways — one, 
by  converting  the  channel  of  Pogue's  Kun  into  a  covered  -sewer,  from  Ohio  street 
to  the  South  street  sewer ;  the  other,  by  starting  at  present  terminus  of  Washington 
street  sewer,  thence,  on  Washington  street  to  Pogue's  Kun,  and  up  that  stream  to 
Ohiostreet — thereby,  in  either  case,  utilizing  the  water  flowing  in  the  Eun  to  wash 
out  and  purify  all  to  be  constructed,  as  well  as  that  now  in  use  greatly  needing 
sueh  cleansing.         , 

And  Whereas,  Whilst  the  demand  for  such  work  seems  imperative,  it  is  at 
present  beyond  the  power  of  the  city  to  accomplish  it,  without  the  aid  and  co-opera- 
tion of  all  to  be  either  directly  or  remotely  benefitted  thereby:  Therefore, 

Moved,  That  the  Committees  on  Sewers  and  Eailroads,  with  the  City  Engineer, 
be,  and  are  hereby,  instructed  to  confer  with  the  managers  of  the  various  railroad 
companies  and  other  parties  interested,  along  the  line  of  Pogue's  Eun,  from  Ohio 
street  to  the  South  street  sewer,  looking  to  the  construction  of  a  sewer,  between  the 
points  named,  in  the  bed  of  said  Eun,  thereby  re-claiming  and  utilizing  a  large 
amount  of  valuable  property,  and  affording  excellent  sewerage  and  drainage  facil- 
ities to  the  whole  valley. 


Moved,  That  the  Committee  on  Sewers,  with  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  the  Judi- 
ciary Committee,  and  City  Attorney,  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  matter  of 
dividing  the  city  into  four  or  more  sewerage  and  drainage  districts,  devising  a  plan 
for  systematic  and  equitable  assessments  of  benefits  for  the  construction  of  sewers 
and  drains,  when  necessity  exists  for  such  construction,  and  report  at  an  early  day.

'"These  bonds  were  issued  in  aid  of  the  "Union  Failroad-Transfer  and  Stock- 
lards  Company,"  and  were  exchanged  for  an  equal  amount  of  the  bonds  of  said 
company. 

The  principal  of  the  said  company's  bonds,  and  the  interest-coupons  attached 
thereto,  mature  and  become  payable  one  month  prior  to  the  principal  and  courjons 
oi  the  city  bonds. 
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The  same  officer  also  presented  the  contract  and  bond  of  John  Edwards 
(penalty,  $500 ;  sureties,  E.  J.  Hardesty  and  Austin  H.  Brown) ;  which 
was  also  referred  to  the  Committees  on  Finance. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  legal  opinion ;  which  was 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  and  the  Committee  on 
Railroads,  with  instructions  to  inquire  as  to  whether  the  Citizens'  Street 
Railway  Company  is  complying  with  all  the  terms  of  its  charter,  and  if 
not  to  take  measures  to  compel  it  to  do  so : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  questions  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Street 
Commissioner  and  City  Civil  Engineer,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  tracks  of  the 
Citizens'  Street  Kailway  Company,  heretofore  referred  to  me  for  an  opinion  as  to 
the  matters  embraced  therein ;  and  I  herewith  submit  the  following  as  the  result  of 
my  investigation  : 

First.  Section  2  of  an  ordinance  amendatory  of  sections  5  and  6  of  the  original 
charter  of  said  company  provides  that  "  all  tracks  of  any  such  railway  shall  be  of 
uniform  gauge,  not  exceeding  five  feet  in  width,  and  shall  be  composed  of  the 
most  approved  rail."  (See  ordinance  passed  April  2d,  1878.)  If  the  T-rail  now  in 
use  by  said  company  is  not  the  most  approved  rail,  then  the  laying  and  using  of 
said  rail,  in  constructing  her  tracks  is  a  direct  violation  of  the  charter. 

Second.  Section  1  of  the  above  ordinance  provides  that  the  tracks  of  any  such 
railway  shall  be  laid  so  as  to  conform  to  the  established  grades  of  the  streets  of  said 
city,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  no  unnecessary  impediment  to  the  ordinary 
use  of  the  streets  and  the  passage  of  wagons,  carriages,  and  other  vehicles  upon, 
along,  or  across  said  tracks,  at  any  point  and  in  any  and  all  directions.  If  the 
laying  of 'the  rail  with  flange  out  does,  in  fact,  constitute  an  unnecessary  impedi- 
ment to  the  ordinary  use  of  the  street,  for  the  purpose  and  in  the  manner  just 
stated,  then  the  laying  of  the  rail  in  the  manner  indicated  would  be  a  violation  of 
the  charter  of  said  company. 

Third.  Section  7  of  the  above  ordinance  also  provides  that  "that  said  company 
shall  keep  the  space  between  their  tracks,  and  two  feet  on  the  outside  of  each  rail, 
together  with  all  bridges  at  the  crossing  of  gutters,  at  all  times  in  good  repair,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  shall  also 
cause  the  space  between  the  tracks,  and  two  feet  on  the  outside  of  each  rail,  to  con- 
form to  the  grade  of  the  street  upon  which  the  same  is  laid."  The  language  of  the* 
above  ordinance  needs  no  interpretation  ;  and  it  would  seem  almost  unnecessary  to 
state  that  the  failure  of  said  company  to  keep  her  tracks,  and  the  space  between  the 
rails  and  two  feet  on  the  outside  of  each  rail,  in  good  repair,  and  the  failure  to  make 
the  same  conform  to  the  grade  of  the  street  upon  which  the  same  is  laid,  is  a  direct 
violation  of  the  express  terms  of  said  charter,  and  for  such  violation  the  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen  have  power  to  prevent  the  use  of  said  tracks,  by  causing  the 
rails  to  be  removed.

We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

2d.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of  Me- 
ridian street,  between  Morris  and  Merrill  streets. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  not  done.

11th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill,  with  broken  stone, 
the  chuck-holes  in  Davidson  street,  from  Washington  street  to  North  street;  and,' 
also,  fill  a  chuck-hole  on  the  corner  of  New  York  and  Noble  streets,  east  side  of 
Noble  street. 

We  recommend  this  work  be  done,  provided  gravel  is  substituted  for  broken  stone, 
named  in  the  motion. 

12th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in 
California  street,  between  Indiana  avenue  and  St.  Clair  street. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 
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13th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in 
Indiana  avenue,  between  North  and  California  streets. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

14th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of 
"West  street,  from  Shearer  street  to  Morris  street. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  not  done. 

15th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  place  a  catch-basin,  with 
a  trap,  in  Union  street,  about  one  hundred  feet  north  from  the  Kay  street  sewer.    . 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

16th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  raise  the  stone  crossing 
(where  needed)  on  the  south  side  of  Washington  street,  at  West  street. 
We  recommend  this  work  be  done. 

17th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  raise  the  grade  of  the 
gutters  on  Oak  street,  directly  north  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  so  that  they  will 
carry  the  water  off  of  said  street,  and  to  properly  protect  the  adjacent  sidewalks- 
from  overflow.

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After  carefully  considering  the  request  of  the  property  owners  on  Tennessee 
and  Meridian  streets,  as  set  forth  above,  we  do  not  feel  warranted  in  making  a 
recommendation  for  such  a  change  in  our  present  system  of  street  improvement  as 
would  be  necessary  to  comply  with  the  request.  We  believe  that  the  property 
owners  along  the  proposed  line  of  improvement,  who  are  among  the  largest  tax- 
payers in  the  city,  will  readily  see  and  be  fully  convinced  of  the  justice  of  this  de- 
cision of  your  board,  when  they  consider  the  precedent  that  the  granting  of  their 
request  would  establish.  It  would  throw  wide  open  our  treasury  door  to  demands 
for  many  useless  improvements  that  would  have  to  be  made  in  order  to  secure  the 
building  of  deserving  streets;  for,  under  our  present  system  of  representative  gov- 
ernment, there  would  not  be  a  less  expensive  street  improvement  on  the  little-used 
and  remote  street  than  on  our  popular  streets  and  avenues. 

Again  :  The  tax-payers  on  Tennessee,  Meridian,  and  Delaware  streets  would  not 
only  pay  a  large  proportion  of  their  own  improvement,  but  would  be  subjected,  ever 
after,  to  their  proportion  of  the  payment  for  others,  and,  in  the  end,  to  grant  the  re- 
quest, it  would  subject  them  to  an  enormous  outlay,  rather  than  shield,  them  from 
expense. 

Again:  Our  entire  expenses  for  street  repairs,  last  year,  was  about  eight 
thousand  dollars;  this  year  we  hope  to  be  able  to  spend  thirteen  thousand 
dollars.  It  will  be  seen  that,  if  we  comply  with  the  request,  it  will,  according  to 
the  best  calculation  we  are  able  to  make,  take  the  entire  revenue  set  aside  for  street 
repairs  this  year  to  pay  for  these  two  streets,  and  leave  nothing  for  any  other  part 
of  the  city. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  we  recommend  that  the  request  be  not  granted.

Your  Committee  on  Finance  would  report  on  certain  papers  which  have  come 
into  its  hands  since  appointment  (June  2d,  1879),  as  follows:

We  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  J.  B.  Smith,  for  payment,  out  of  the 
city  treasury,  of  the  assessment  made  against  K.  B.  Duncan,  on  account  of  the  im- 
provement of  N.  Meridian  street,  with  wooden  block  pavement,  in  the  year  1873, 
the  Courts  having  held  that  the  estimate  allowed  said  petitioner  was  void,  and  that 
his  claim  could  not  be  enforced  against  the  property  of  Mr.  Duncan  [see  page  77, 
ante],  be  not  granted. 

8th.  Having  carefully  examined  into  the  statement  made  by  Wm.  H.  Lyons,  in 
hsi  petition  [on  page  106,  ante'],  we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  said  petitioner  be 
granted,  and  that  the  sum  of  $11.50,  with  interest,  be  appropriated  and  paid  him 
through  the  next  miscellaneous  appropriation  ordinance. 

9th.  We  recommend  that  the  petition  of  Francis  M.  Churchman,  for  refund- 
ing of  moneys  paid  in  an  erroneous  tax-sale  [see  page  107,  ante],  be  referred  back  to 
to  said  petitioner  for  such  amendment  as  will  show  what  the  actual  moneys  paid 
amounted  to,  and  for  a  statement  of  wherein  such  tax-sale  was  "  illegal,  improper, 
and  void."

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Engineer,  said  officer  is  instructed,  and  hereby  authorized,  to  order  the  Street 
Commissioner  to  do  such  work  ;  and  said  Street  Commissioner  shall  collect  the  cost 
of  such  work  from  said  Citizens'  Street  Kailway  Company. 

That  the  Hospital  Board  be  directed  to  prepare,  and  report  to  this  Council,  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  introducing  water  into  the  City  Hospital ;  also,  the  best  and 
cheapest  means  of  doing  so. 

That  William  Pfafflin  be  permitted  to  bowlder  the  gutter  in  front  of  his  property, 
on  Indiana  avenue — the  work  to  be  done  at  his  own  expense,  and  according  to 
stakes  set  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer.

On  Councilman  Tucker's  motion,  it  was  ordered — 

That  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  be  directed  to  notify  the  proper  author- 
ities at  the  United  States  Arsenal  that,  unless  they  pay  for  the  use  of  fire-alarm 
connection  the  same  amount  per  annum  as  is  paid  by  the  several  State  institutions, 
he  will,  after  ten  days,  cut  it  out  of  the  fire-alarm  circuit. 

That  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  be  directed  to  notifv  all  parties  who  have 
private  fire-alarm  boxes  that,  unless  they  place  them  where  the  general  public  will 
at  all  times  have  free  access  to  the  same,  they  must  pay  to  the  city  the  expense  of 
keeping  up  said  private  fire-alarm  boxes.  Unless  they  comply  with  this  notice 
within  ten  days,  the  Chief  shall  cut  them  out  from  the  fire-alarm  circuit. 
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Whereas,  It  is  a  violation  of  an  ordinance  ordained  August  1st,  1872,  for  any 
person  or  persons  or  corporations  to  throw,  drain,  or  otherwise  place  any  filth  or 
impure  matter  in  Pogue's  Run  or  Central  Canal,  within  the  city  limits:  There- 
fore, 

Moved,  That  the  City  Marshal  "be  directed  to  notify  all  parties  violating  said 
ordinance,  that  they  must  comply  with  said  ordinance,  and  that  the  Chief  of 
Police  be  directed  to  see  that  said  notice  is  complied  with,  and  instruct  the  Police 
Force  to  file  against  all  parties  who  may  violate  the  ordinance  after  said  notice 
shall  be  given  by  the  Marshal. 

Further,  That  the  City  Clerk  is  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  posted  up, 
along  said  Central  Canal  and  Pogue's  Run,  two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the 
ordinance  ordained  August  1st,  1872,  in  conspicuous  places,  and  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner is  directed  to  supply  suitable  boards,  tu  be  stuck  up  where  suitable  posting- 
places  can  not  be  found.

to  the  best  advantage,  under  the  directions  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Public 
Property,  and  that  said  agency  be  required  to  file  suitable  bonds,  to  protect  the 
city's  interest,  with  the  City  Treasurer. 

Further,  That  the  joint  committee  be  directed  to  employ  a  competent  builder  to 
examine  each  of  the  several  buildings  belonging  to  said  estate,  who  shall  report  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  placing  each  building  in  suitable  repairs,  to  the  committee. 

That  the  Committee  on  Public  Property  and  Parks  be  authorized  to  employ  a 
man  at  University  and  Circle  Parks,  at  a  salary  of  $1.50  a  day,  until  September 
1st,  1879,  to  take  charge  of  said  parks,  under  the  direction  of  the  committee.

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Force  to  file  against  all  parties  who  may  violate  the  ordinance  after  said  notice 
shall  be  given  by  the  Marshal. 

Further,  That  the  City  Clerk  is  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  posted  up, 
along  said  Central  Canal  and  Pogue's  Run,  two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the 
ordinance  ordained  August  1st,  1872,  in  conspicuous  places,  and  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner is  directed  to  supply  suitable  boards,  tu  be  stuck  up  where  suitable  posting- 
places  can  not  be  found.

MANUAL   OF   RULES. 

The  Manual  of  Rules  prepared  under  the  supervision  of  the  Select 
Committee  on  Rules,  which  had  been  printed,  in  accordance  with  in- 
structions given,  and  had  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Aldermen  for  two 
weeks  past,  were  now  taken  up,  and  amended  in  a  few  minor  particulars, 
so  that  they  now  read  as  follows : 


MANUAL  OF  RULES  OF  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 


ANNUAL   SESSION. 


1.  The  Annual  Session  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapoils 
shall  be  held  in  the  Aldermanic  Chamber  on  Tuesday  next  succeeding  the  Annual 
Session  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  at  eight  o'clock  p.  m. 

2.  At  the  hour  designated  in  the  preceding  rule  (if  there  is  a  quorum  of  mem- 
bers present),  the  City  Clerk  or  a  Deputy  City  Clerk  shall  call  the  body  to  order, 
and  shall  then  state  whether  or  not  the  members  of  the  new  Board  have  legally 
qualified  and  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Chamber. 

3.  If  a  quorum  of  those  present  shall  be  reported  as  having  filed  their  certifi- 
cates of  election  with  the  City  Clerk,  the  Board  shall  proceed  to  organize  by  the 
selection  of  one  of  their  number  as  Temporary  President,  when  business  shall  be 
dispatched,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  in  the  following  order : 

(a) — Nomination  and  election  of  President  and  Vice-President  for  the  ensuing 

year. 
(b) — Confirming  a  Deputy  City  Clerk  (nominated  by  the  City  Clerk)  as  Clerk  of 

the  Board, 
(c) — Assigning  Members  seats,  by  lot  or  otherwise. 
(d) — Approving  bonds  of  City  Officers  elect. 
(K) — Confirming  appointments  of  Deputy  City  Officers, 
(p) — Appointment  of  at  least  the  following  Standing  Committees,  viz. :    Committee 

on  Contracts,  Committee  on  Printing,  and  Committee  on  Rules. 

After  which  the  business  of  the  session  may  proceed  in  accordance  with  the 
order  laid  down  in  Rule  8,  post. 

4.  As  soon  as  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  have  been  duly 
elected,  the  Temporary  President  shall  so  declare,  and  shall,  thereupon,  vacate  the 
Chair  in  behalf  of  the  President  alect. 

REGULAR,  ADJOURNED,  AND  CALLED  SESSIONS. 

5.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  meet  in  regular  session  on  the  Wednesday 
evening  next  succeeding  the  regular  session  of  the  Common  Council. 

6.  Since  the  Board  of  Aldermen  is,  by  statutory  law,  a  reviewing  and  confirm- 
ing body  of  the  municipal  legislature,  and,  to  a  limited  extent  only,  a  body  in  which 
legislation  can  be  originated,  adjourned  or  called  sessions  of  said  body  shall  be  held, 
as  a  courtesy  and  right,  on  a  date  soon  following  like  sessions  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, upon  receipt  of  notic  or  message  from  the  latter  body  that  it  would  convene 
on  a  day  certain  for  the  purpose  of  legislating  upon  matters  requiring  concurrent 
action. 

7.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  be  called  to  order,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  at 
the  hour  fixed  by  the  following  schedule : 

During  the  months  of  November,  December,  January,  and  February,  at  seven 
o'clock  P.  M. 

During  the  months  of  March,  April,  September,  and  October,  at  half-past  seven 

o'clock  p.  M. 
During  the  months  of  May,  June,  July,  and  August,  at  eight  o'clock  p  m. 

[163] 
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8.  At  the  hour  designated  in  the  preceding  rule,  the  presiding  officer  (if  there 
be  a  quorum  of  members  present)  shall  take  the  chair,  and  direct  the  Clerk  to  call 
the  roll  of  the  members.  Business^  shall  then  be  dispatched,  as  nearly  as  practi- 
cable, in  the  following  order : 

(a) — Messages  and  Papers  from  the  Common  Council. 

[Petitions,  Eemonstrances,  Eeports,  Besolutions,  Motions,  etc.,  bearing 
upon  any  particular  Council  paper  under  consideration,  may  be  presented, 
submitted,  or  offered  during  this  order,  immediately  after  such  paper  is 
read  by  the  Clerk.] 

(b)  — Eeports  from  City  Officers  upon  matters  referred  to  them  by  this  body. 

(c) — Eeports  from  Official  Boards,  upon  matters  referred  to  them  by  this  body. 

(d) — Eeports  from  Standing  Committees,  in  their  alphabetical  order,  upon  matters 
referred  to  them  by  this  body. 

(e) — Eeports  from  Select  Committees, 

(f) — Special  Orders. 

(g) — Introduction  of  Miscellaneous  Business  (by  members,  in  the  order  their  names 
appear  on  the  roll-call). 

(h) — Ordinances  on  Second  Eeading. 

(i) — Ordinances  on  Third  Eeading. 

(j) — Unfinished  Business. 

9.  The  President  shall  vote  upon  all  questions.  When  the  ayes  and  nays  are 
called,  he  shall  be  called  by  the  title  of  "  Mr.  President,"  at  the  end  of  the  list. 

10.  Any  matter  which  can  not  be  disposed  of  from  want  of  time  for  thorough 
or  satisfactory  examination,  or  any  ordinance  or  other  document  which  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  may  choose  to  have  printed  before  final  action  thereon,  or  any  subject 
the  investigation  of  which  has  not  been  completed,  or  any  matter  requiring  further 
deliberation,  may,  at  the  will  of  the  majority,  be  postponed  until  a  session  certain, 
and  then  taken  up  as  a  "Special  Order." 

At  regular  sessions  "Special  Orders"  may  be  taken  up  at  any  time  after  "Ee- 
ports from  Select  Committees."  Special  Orders  assigned  to  a  particular  session,  if 
not  disposed  of  thereat,  shall  hold  good  for  each  succeeding  session. 

PRESIDING  OFFICERS — POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF. 

11.  The  President,  when  in  attendance,  shall  preside  over  and  direct  the  delib- 
erations of  the  Board.  In  event  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  duly  elected 
Vice-President  shall  take  the  chair.  Should  both  President  and  Vice-President  be 
absent,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  Board  to  order,  if  a  quorum  of  members  be  present, 
and  the  said  body  shall  appoint  one  of  its  own  members  as  President  pro  tempore. 
The  President  may,  at  any  time,  call  upon  the  Vice-President  to  take  the  chair, 

12.  The  temporary  presiding  officer,  while  in  the  chair,  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  President,  except  that  he  shall  not  have  the  au- 
thority to  sign  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Board. 

13.  The  presiding  officer,  regular  or  for  the  time  being,  shall  preserve  order 
and  decorum;  shall  have  the  preference  in  speaking  to  points  of  order,  and  shall 
decide  all  such  questions,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Board.  In  case  an  appeal 
shall  be  taken  from  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer,  the  question  shall  be, 
"Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men?" 

14.  If  the  presiding  officer  shall  deesire  to  participate  in  the  debate  on  any 
matter  before  the  Board,  other  than  a  rule  of  said  body,  he  shall  call  his  duly  elected 
assistant  or  some  other  member  to  the  chair,  for  the  time  being;  but  he  shall  not 
re-assume  the  position  of  presiding  officer  while  the  debated  question  is  pending.5* 

*The  occupant  of  the  chair,  regular  or  pro  tempore,  is  restricted  by  best  usage,  to  the  giving  of  in- 
formation on  the  subject  under  discussion,  to  explanation  of  a  rule  of  order,  and  the  like,  for  this 
reason :  Should  he  take  an  interested  side  in  debating  the  subject  before  the  body,  the  fact,  or  the 
possibility,  of  his  giving  a  biassed  decision  of  the  question  under  consideration  would  be  naturally 
supposable,  and  might  be  realized. 
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COMMITTEES. 

15.  The  Aldermanic  Standing  Committees  shall  be  as  follows: 
Accounts  and  Claims.  Printing. 

Bridges.  Public  Charities. 

Contracts.  Public  Light. 

Education.  Public  Property. 

Finance.  Railroads. 

Judiciary.  Eules. 

Markets.  Sewers  and  Drainage. 

Office  Fixtures  and  Supplies.  Streets  and  Alleys. 

Ordinances.  Water. 

16.  The  foregoing  committees  shall  each  consist  of  three  members,  unless  the 
Common  Council  shall,  at  any  time,  consent  to  a  system  of  joint  committees  of  the 
two  bodies,  when  the  Aldermanic  membership  of  all  the  above  committees  may  be 
reduced  to  two,  except  the  Committee  on  Rules,  which  is  not  a  joint  committee. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  and  one 
other  Alderman. 

17.  The  President  shall,  at  the  Annual  Session,  appoint  such  Standing  Com- 
mittees as  may  be  necessary  to  keep  legislation  moving  and  answer  official  conven- 
ience [ex.  gr.,  Committee  on  Contracts,  Committee  on  Office  Fixtures  and  Supplies, 
Committee  on  Printing,  and  Committee  on  Rules],  but  he  may  defer  the  naming 
of  the  membership  of  the  balance  of  said  Standing  Committees  until  he  shall  have 
become  acquainted  with  the  capability  and  adaptability  of  members  of  the  body 
over  which  he  presides;  provided  that  he  shall  appoint  the  full  list  of  Standing 
Committees  on  or  before  the  first  regular  session  in  the  month  following  such  An- 
nual Session. 

18.  Select  Committees  shall  be  appointed  in  open  session  by  the  presiding 
officer  for  the  time  being,  except  when  otherwise  ordered,  or  unless  the  Board  shall 
accede  to  a  request  made  by  such  presiding  officer  to  name  such  Select  Committee. 

19.  In  event  of  disagreement  on  any  matter  requiring  concurrent  action  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  this  body  may  of  its  own  volition  (and  shall,  at  the  request 
of  the  Common  Council)  appoint  a  Committee  of  Conference,  to  consist  of  an  equal 
number  in  each  body,  the  membership  of  which  shall  be  selected  from  those  who 
voted  with  the  majority  for  or  against  the  pending  proposition. 

20.  No  Standing  Committee  shall  enter  upon  the  final  consideration  of  any 
matter  to  it  referred,  unless  there  shall  be  present  at  the  meeting  at  which  its  re- 
port is  drafted  a  majority  of  the  membership  of  such  committee — which  number, 
and  no  less,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  such  committee;  and  no  report  shall  be 
received  from  any  Standing  Committee  unless  it  shall  be  signed  by  a  quorum  of 
its  members. 

21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  majority  of  a  Select  Committee  to  take  cognizance 
of  and  consider  any  matter  to  it  referred;  and  no  report  shall  be  received  from 
any  Select  Committee,  unless  it  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
thereon  appointed. 

22.  In  event  any  subject  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  this  body  in  con- 
junction with  a  like  committee  of  the  Common  Council,  for  joint  consideration,  no 
report  shall  be  received  from  such  joint  committee  unless  it  shall  be  signed  by  two 
Aldermen  and  a  majority  of  the  Council  members. 

REPORTS. 

23.  All  city  officers,  official  boards,  and  standing  or  select  committees  shall  re- 
port, in  writing,  to  the  body  making  reference  of  the  matter  to  be  reported  upon. 

24..  In  calling  for  reports  from  official  boards  and  standing  or  select  commit- 
tees, the  presiding  officer  shall  make  demand  therefor  by  name  of  board  or  title' of 
committee ;  when  it  shall  be  the  duty  and  privilege  of  the  Aldermanic  member  of 
the  official  board  called  or  the  first  listed  Aldermanic  committeeman,  to  hand  in 
such  report. 
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25.  All  papers  referred  to  city  officers,  official  boards,  and  committees,  must  be 
returned  with  aforesaid  reports,  that  such  papers  may  be  preserved  in  the  files  of 
the  City  Clerk's  office. 

26.  Every  official  board  and  standing  or  select  committee  shall  have  power  to 
demand  and  receive  information  from  any  city  officer  whose  official  functions  are, 
in  any  manner,  related  to  the  subject  under  investigation;  and  it  shall  be  the  priv- 
ilege and  right  of  any  city  officer  who  shall  be  joined  in  any  reference  made,  if  he 
shall  have  materially  assisted  in  preparing  any  report  submitted,  to  sign  the  same 
in  his  official  capacity. 

27.  All  city  officers,  official  boards,  and  committees  must  submit  written  re- 
ports upon  matters  to  them  referred,  are  forbidden  to  endorse  any  original  paper 
to  them  delivered,  and  shall  give  explicit  recommendations  or  specific  opinions, 
either  favorable  or  adverse,  when  the  subject-matter  of  the  referred  paper  so  admits 
or  demands. 

28.  In  case  a  report  embodies  or  is  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  motion,  the 
question  shall  first  be  upon  the  adoption  of  such  resolution  or  motion ;  and  the  re- 
sult of  this  action  shall  determine  as  to  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the  report. 

29.  At  any  time  before  concurrence,  adoption,  or  rejection,  any  report,  or  the 
resolution  or  motion  embodied  in  or  accompanying  the  same,  may  be  committed  or 
re-committed  for  the  purpose  of  further  investigation  or  for  amendment. 

30.  No  official  board  or  committee  shall  take  action  upon  separate  consultation ; 
and  no  reports,  except  minority  reports,  shall  be  received,  unless  they  shall  have 
been  agreed  to  in  an  actual  convention  of  a  majority  of  the  membership  of  such 
board  or  committee. 

31.  Whenever  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  not  concur  with  the  Common 
Council  upon  any  matter  requiring  concurrent  action,  due  notice  of  such  non-con- 
currence shall  be  promptly  given  by  a  message  signed  and  transmitted  by  the  Clerk 
thereof. 

32.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  every  committee,  standing  or  select,  to  whom  a  sub- 
ject may  be  referred,  to  report  thereon  at  the  next  regular  session  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  or  to  ask  for  further  time. 

ORDINANCES. 

33.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  endorse  each  and  every  ordi- 
nance, original  or  amendatory,  introduced  in  the  body  which  he  serves ;  shall  num- 
ber the  same;  shall  endorse  the  title  thereof;  set  forth  the  date  of  its  introduction, 
and  by  whom  introduced;  state,  by  endorsement,  the  date  or  dates  when  it  was 
read  the  first  time,  if  the  rules  were  suspended  to  place  it  on  its  passage,  when  read 
the  second  time,  if  amended  or  referred,  when  read  the  third  time,  and  when  passed, 
or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  be. 

34.  If  an  ordinance  shall  have  originated  in  and  been  passed  by  the  Common 
Council,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  continue  the  endorsement  on 
such  ordinance,  by  stating  the  date  when  it  was  received  by  his  body ;  when  read 
the  first,  second,  and  third  times ;  any  intermediate  disposition  of  the  ordinance ; 
and  when  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

35.  At  the  regular  session  of  each  month,  the  consideration  and  passage  of  Ap- 
propriation Ordinances  shall  be  in  order  without  a  formal  suspension  of  the  rules. 

36.  Any  account  or  claim  engrossed  in  any  Appropriation  Ordinance  may  be 
withdrawn  therefrom,  be  referred,  may  have  action  thereon  postponed,  or  be  elided 
from  the  pending  ordinance,  for  investigation  or  other  purposes,  without  delaying 
or  prejudicing  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

37.  No  ordinance  (except  Appropriation  Ordinances — see  Rule  35)  shall  be 
read  the  second  time,  or  the  second  and  third  times  and  be  placed  on  its  passage, 
at  the  same  session  at  which  it  received  its  first  reading,  unless  a  suspension  of  this 
rule  is  demanded  by  an  affirmative  vote  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  membership. 
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38.  Any  ordinance  may  be  referred  or  re-committed  at  pleasure,  and  upon 
any  reading. 

39.  Any  ordinance  which  may  be  withdrawn  from  the  files  for  the  purpose  of 
being  referred  to  a  city  officer,  official  board,  or  standing  or  select  committee,  shall, 
on  being  reported  back,  take  place  on  the  files  on  the  reading  it  had  reached  when 
withdrawn. 

40.  An  ordinance  can  only  be  amended  or  repealed  by  a  subsequent  ordi- 
nance. 

41.  Any  ordinance  which  shall  fail  to  receive  a  sufficient  number  of  votes  to 
pass  the  same  will  be  considered  as  lost,  and  shall  be  stricken  from  the  files,  provided 
such  vote  be  not  reconsidered  at  same  session  or  at  the  next  following  regular  ses- 
sion. 

42.  Any  ordinance,  after  the  first  reading,  may  be  stricken  from  the  files  by  a 
two-thirds-vote  of  the  members  elect,  or  by  a  majority  vote  after  it  shall  have  passed 
a  second  reading. 

RESOLUTIONS  AND  MOTIONS. 

43.  Every  resolution  or  motion,  except  the  following,  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  by  the  member  offering  the  same ;  and  the  verbal  motions  below  enumer- 
ated shall  take  precedence  in  the  order  named : 

To  adjourn  to  a  day  certain.  To  postpone  (unqualified). 

To  adjourn  (unqualified).  To  refer. 

To  call  up  Special  Orders.  To  re-commit. 

To  lay  on  the  table.  To  adopt. 

For  the  previous  question.  To  suspend  the  rules. 

To  postpone  to  a  day  certain.  To  reconsider. 

To  appeal  from  decision  of  the  Chair  on  points  of  decorum. 

44.  The  following  verbal  motions  shall  be  decided  without  debate : 

To  adjourn  (unqualified).  For  the  previous  question. 

To  lay  on  the  table.  To  suspend  the  rules. 

To  call  up  Special  Orders.  To  reconsider  an  undebatable  qustion. 

45.  The  following  motions  can  not  be  amended : 

To  adjourn  (unqualified).  To  postpone  (unqualified). 

To  lay  on  the  table.  For  the  previous  question. 

To  call  up  Special  Orders.  To  suspend  the  rules. 

46.  The  following  motions  must  be  sustained  by  a  two-thirds  vote  or  by  gen- 
eral consent : 

To  amend  the  rules.  To  make  a  Special  Order. 

For  the  previous  question.  To  suspend  the  rules. 

47.  Either  of  the  motions  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  when  not  in  con- 
flict with  the  following  restrictions :  Having  failed,  it  can  not  be  repeated  unless 
other  business  has  intervened.     Having  been  adopted,  it  can  not  be  reconsidered. 

48.  Any  motion  which  has  been  laid  on  the  table  may  be  taken  up,  by  consent 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  at  any  time. 

40.  "When  the  "previous  question"  shall  have  been  moved,  and  duly  seconded 
by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  members  present,  the  presiding  officer  shall  use  these 
words :    "Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?  " 

Until  the  demand  for  the  "previous  question"  shall  be  decided,  all  debate  upon 
the  main  question  shall  cease  (except  that  members  shall  be  privileged  to  explain 
their  votes);  no  further  amendment  shall  be  in  order;  nor  shall  any  motion,  ex- 
cept "to  adjourn,"  be  entertained. 

If  the  demand  for  the  "previous  question"  shall  be  sustained,  the  last  preceding 
amendment  of  the  original  question,  or  the  subsidiary  motions  "  to  lay  on  the  table," 
sig.  18. 
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"  to  postpone,"  "to  refer,"  or  "to  amend  "  shall  be  voted  on  in  the  reverse  order  in 
which  they  were  proposed;  and,  then,  if  such  foregoirjg  motions  be  not  decided  in 
the  affirmative,  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  original  question. 

Should  a  demand  for  the  "previous  question  "  be  decided  in  the  negative,  further, 
debate  or  action  may  be  had  at  once. 

5©.  The  motion  "  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain  "  can  only  be  changed,  by  amend- 
ment, at  the  session  at  which  it  was  adopted. 

51.  "When  action  upon  any  matter  is  deferred  by  adoption  of  the  motion  "to 
postpone  (unqualified),"  such  subject  shall  not  be  taken  up  during  that  session. 

52.  "When  a  motion  is  made  "to  refer"  any  matter  to  a  Standing  Committee, 
and  it  is  moved  to  substitute  a  Select  Committee,  the  question  of  reference  to  a 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  first  acted  upon. 

53.  Any  member  who  voted  with  the  majority  may  move  a  reconsideration  of 
any  decided  matter,  provided  such  motion  be  made  not  later  than  the  next  regular 
session  after  aforesaid  action. 

The  motion  "to  reconsider"  is  in  order  at  any  time,  except  when  some  other 
subject  or  motion  is  pending. 

The  motion  "to  reconsider''  a  debatable  question  is  itself  debatable. 

The  motion  "to  reconsider"  any  particular  matter  or  subject  shall  not  be  made 
more  than  once  at  same  session. 

It  shall  require  the  same  number  of  votes  to  reconsider  any  action  had  that  was 
required  to  pass  or  adopt  the  same. 

"When  a  motion  "to  reconsider  "  has  been  once  decided,  such  decision  can  not  be 
reconsidered. 

54.  All  motions,  except  the  thirteen  verbal  motions  enumerated  under  Rule 
43  must  be  reduced  to  writing,  or  the  same  may  be  declared  out  of  order  by  the 
presiding  officer, 

55.  When  any  motion  is  duly  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  presiding 
officer  before  debate. 

56.  Any  resolution  or  motion  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  member  offering  the 
same,  if  such  proposed  withdrawal  shall  be  consented  to  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers before  final  action  be  had. 

57.  All  questions  shall  be  divided,  when  the  sense  will  admit,  if  called  for  by 
any  one  member. 

58.  Any  two  members  may  demand  a  call  of  the  "  ayes  and  nays "  on  any 
question.  * 

59.  All  votes  upon  resolutions  shall  be  taken  by  "  ayes  and  nays." 

60.  The  ordinary  votings  upon  motions  shall  be  viva  voce, 

61.  If  there  be  good  reason  to  doubt  the  result  of  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  Chair 
may  order,  of  his  own  volition  or  at  request  of  a  reasonable  number  of  the  mem- 
bers, a  "  division  of  the  house"  by  rising  votes. 

62.  Every  member  present  when  the  "  ayes  and  nays "  are  demanded  shall 
vote,  unless  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons  he  shall  be  excused  by  unanimous 
consent. 

63.  Resolutions  once  adopted  shall  only  be  amended  or  rescinded  by  subse- 
quent resolutions. 

64.  Any  resolution  or  motion  whieh,  in  effect,  contemplates  a  violation  of  law, 
or  is  in  conflict  with  any  city  ordinance,  shall  be  ruled  out  of  order. 

65.  All  resolutions  and  motions  which  may  propose  the  cleaning  or  repairing 
of  streets,  alleys,  or  sidewalks  at  the  expense  of  the  city  treasury  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  for  the  purpose  of  investigation  and  report; 
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Trat  it  shall  "be  competent,  by  concurrent  action  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and 
Common  Council  to  give  aforesaid  official  board  the  power  to  exercise  its  judgment 
as  to  immediate  prosecution  of  such  work  or  otherwise. 

66.  The  proposition  "to  amend"  any  resolution  or  motion  shall  not  be  enter- 
tained" by  the  presiding  officer  beyond  that  of  amending  the  first  amendment,  and 
the  vote  had  shall  first  be  taken  on  the  amendment  to  the  amendment — then  on 
the  original  amendment. 

If  both  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  and  the  first  amendment  shall  tail  of 
adoption,  the  original  question  shall  become  susceeptible  of  being  again  amended, 
as  in  the  first  instance. 

No  amendment  which  tends  to  destroy  the  general  sense  of  the  subject  under 
consideration  shall  be  entertained. 

No  motion  or  other  proposition  differing  from  the  matter  under  consideration 
shall  be  admitted  under  the  color  of  an  amendment. 

DEBATE. 

67.  "When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat, 
and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  presiding  officer,  and  shall  not  proceed  with 
his  argument  until  duly  recognized  and  named  by  the  Chair. 

68.  When^two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  name  the  one  who  is  to  speak  first. 

69;  No  member  shall  be  recognized  as  in  order  for  debate,  unless  he  shall  be 
at  his  proper  desk,  and  standing  thereat. 

70.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  question,  nor  longer  than 
five  minutes  each  time,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  his  body,  nor  more  than 
once  until  each  of  his  fellow-members,  who  may  choose  to  speak,  shall  have 
spoken. 

71.  Every  member  who  may  engage  in  debate  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  consideration. 

7.2.  No  member  shall  impeach  the  motives  of  any  other  member's  argument 
or  vote,  nor  shall  he  indulge  in  personalities  or  reflections  offensive  to  the  feelings 
of  any  fellow-member  or  injurious  to  the  harmony  of  his  body. 

73.  No  member,  while  speaking,  shall  be  interrupted  by  another  member,  ex- 
cept for  the  purpose  of  calling  to  order  or  to  correct  a  mistake. 

74.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  shall  transgress  any  of  these 
Kules,  the  presiding  officer  or  any  member  may  call  him  to  order;  in  which  case 
the  alleged  offender  shall  immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  explain. 
Where  there  is  an  appeal  to  the  body,  and  a  decision  be  given  in  favor  of  the  mem- 
ber called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed:  if  otherwise,  he  shall  be  liable, 
if  the  offense  require  it,  to  a  vote  of  censure,  and  the  presiding  officer  shall  see  that 
the  orders  of  his  body  are  carried  out,  whether  it  be  reprimand  or  other  penalty. 

75.  When  the  presiding  officer  is  stating  a  question  or  addressing  his  body, 
or  when  any  member  is  speaking,  no  member  shall  engage  in  private  conversation 
or  pass  before  the  person  speaking. 

VOTINGS. 

76.  The  presiding  officer  shall  decide  and  a7inounce  whether  any  question  is 
carried  by  an  affirmative  or  negative  viva  voce  vote. 

If  the  presiding  officer  be  in  doubt,  a  "  rising  vote  "  may  be  ordered,  or  a  vote 
"by  "ayes  and  nays"  may  be  demanded. 

Should  a  "rising  vote"  or  an  "aye  and  nay  vote"  be  equally  divided,  the  ques- 
tion shall  be  lost. 

77.  In  case  of  a  "rising  vote"  being  ordered,  the  affirmative  shall  rise  first, 
and   remain  standing  until  the  Clerk  can  count  the  same :  then  those  opposed  to 
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the  proposition  shall  rise,  and  remain  standing  until  counted.  After  both  sides 
have  voted,  the  Clerk  shall  announce  the  number  voting  for  and  against  the  pro- 
position, and  the  presiding  officer  shall  declare  that  the  proposition  has  been  carried 
or  fails,  as  the  case  may  be. 

78.  "Aye  and  nay"  votes  shall  be  called  from  and  recorded  upon  tally  lists, 
upon  which  shall  be  printed,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  names  of  the  members,  and 
consecutive  numbers  shall  be  entered  in  the  column  headed  "aye"  or  "nay,"  ac- 
cording as  the  member  may  vote.  The  Clerk,  after  completing  the  call,  shall 
announce  the  closing  numbers  in  the  "aye"  and  "nay"  columns,  respectively; 
upon  which  the  presiding  officer  shall  declare  the  proposition  carried  or  rejected, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

79.  After  the  call  of  the  "  ayes  and  nays  "  has  been  answered  to  by  any  one 
member,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  for  any  one  to  offer  any  remarks,  except  in  expla- 
nation of  his  vote. 

80.  Every  member  present  when  a  vote  is  put  shall  vote  on  one  side  or  the 
other,  unless  a  majority  of  his  fellow-members,  for  special  reasons,  shall  excuse 
him,  or  unless  his  private  interests  are  involved  therein.  This  rule  of  voting  shall 
be  imperative  when  a  call  of  the  "ayes  and  nays"  is  demanded. 

81.  Any  member  may  change  his  vote  before  announcement  of  the  result  by 
the  Chair,  but  not  afterward,  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  members 

present. 

83,  Any  member  who  was  not  present  at  the  time  of  taking  an  "aye  and  nay" 
vote,  may  have  his  vote  recorded  at  the  next  meeting  of  his  body  if  he  so  desires, 
provided  so  doing  shall  not  change  the  result  of  the  original  vote. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

83.  When  the  reading  of  any  paper  is  called  for,  if  objections  be  made  it 
shall  not  be  read,  unless  a  majority  of  the  members  present  consent  thereto. 

84.  Any  business  which,  by  law  or  necessity,  must  or  should  be  transacted 
within  or  by  a  certain  time,  shall  be  considered  a  question  of  privilege. 

85.  No  one  but  a  member,  or  a  city  officer,  shall  be  permitted  to  address 
this  body,  except  by  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

86.  The  City  Marshal,  or  his  representative,  shall  preserve  order  in  the  lobby. 
He  shall  act  as  messenger  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  shall  deliver  all  papers, 
addressed  to  any  Alderman,  or  eity  officer,  on  the  same  day  they  may  be  placed  in 
his  hands  by  the  Clerk. 

87.  Each  city  legislative  body  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which 
any  ordinance,  resolution,  committee  report,  or  city  officer's  report  in  founded. 

88.  No  member  shall  leave  the  chamber  during  the  session  of  this  body,  with- 
out asking  permission  to  do  the  same,  and  obtaining  a  consent  of  a  majority  of  his 
fellow-members  so  to  do. 

89.  No  person,  except  members,  city  officers,  reporters  for  the  press,  and  per- 
sons invited,  shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  either  of  the  chambers. 

90.  These  Rules  may  be  amended  or  altered,  or  new  Rules  adopted,  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  all  the  members  elect,  provided  such  amendment,  alteration,  or  new 
Rule  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Rules. 

91.  These  Rules,  or  any  of  them,  may  be  temporarily  suspended  at  any  session 
of  this  body,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  taken  by  ayes  and  nays, 
and  duly  recorded  in  the  proceedings  of  said  body.  By  general  consent  any  rule 
strictly  relating  to  transaction  of  business  can,  at  any  time,  be  ignored  without  the 
formality  of  a  motion  to  that  effect. 

93.  As  these  Rules  are,  principally,  based  on  "  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  for 
Deliberative  Assemblies,"  that  manual  is  hereby  adopted,  and  shall  be  referred  to 
in  the  absence  of  a  specific  rule  herein. 
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The   foregoing  Manual  of  Rules  was  then  formally  adopted  by  the 
following  vote : 

Ayes,  10 — viz.      Aldermen  Chandler,  Coburn,  Drew,  Grubbs,  Layman,  Mussmann, 
Newman,  Piel,  Seibert,  and  President  Ridenour. 

Nays — None. 


NEW    BUSINESS. 

Alderman  Chandler  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  The  recent  appointments  made  by  the  Police  Board  have  called  forth 
an  expression  of  indignation  from  the  public,  and  have  been  and  are  distasteful  to 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  ;  And, 

Whereas,  It  is  the  opinion  and  desire  of  the  members  of  this  body  that  the 
moral  standard  of  men  on  the  Police  Force — viz.,  turnkeys,  station-house  keepers, 
and  patrolmen — should  be  raised  to  a  higher  degree  of  character,  rather  than 
lowered;  And, 

Whereas,  The  Police  Board  have  violated  their  promises  to  remove  certain 
men  from  the  force  who  are  distasteful  and  objectionable  to  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  to  substitute  men 
of  unassailable  character  :  Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Common  Council, 
That  the  Board  of  Police  be,  and  is  hereby,  declared  vacant,  and  that  a  Joint  Con- 
vention be  called  by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  new 
Police  Board. 

Which,  on  Alderman  Grubbs's  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table  by  the 
following  vote : 

Ayes,  6 — viz.    Aldermen  Grubbs,  Mussmann,  Newman,  Piel,  Seibert,  and  Presi- 
dent Ridenour. 

Nays,  4 — viz.     Aldermen  Chandler,  Coburn,  Drew,  and  Layman. 

Alderman  Drew  made  the  following  motion ;  which,  at  his  suggestion, 
was  referred  to  the  Aldermanic  and  Council  Committees  on  Markets : 

That  the  enclosed  buildings  at  the  West  Market,  located  on  Washington  street, 
be  removed  to  the  rear  of  the  lot,  and  only  open  stalls  be  allowed  on  the  aforesaid 
street,  in  order  that  the  view  from  the  street  be  not  obstructd.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  legal  opinion  : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Genilemen: — In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  Louis  Lehr,  for  damages,  on  account 
of  his  cellar  wall,  situate  at  the  corner  of  Eay  and  Illinois  streets,  falling  in,  which 
was  re'erred  to  me  by  the  Judiciary  Committee,  I  have  to  report  that  I  have  in- 
vestigated the  facts  in  reference  to  said  claim,  and,  upon  inspection  of  the  premises 
and  conference  with  Mr.  Lehr,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  falling  of  the  wall  was, 
in  all  probability,  caused,  by  a  defect  in  the  wall  itself,  as  it  seems  to  have  been 
poorly  constructed,  rather  than  by  an  overflow  of  water. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is  not  liable,  and  recommend  that 
the  claim  be  not  allowed.

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Councilman  Wiese  moved  to  postpone  action  upon  preceding  opinion 
until  next  session  of  the  Common  Council. 

As  a  substitute  for  preceding  proposition,  Councilman  Kahn  moved  to 
refer  foregoing  matter  to  the  Judiciary  Committee  and  the  City  Attorney, 
for  further  investigation  and  report.     Adopted. 

The  following  report  from  same  officer  was  then  submitted : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — I  have  to  report  that,  since  your  last  meeting,  the  case  of  John 
Hensley  vs.  The  City  has  been  tried  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Marion  County,  and 
that  it  resulted  in  a  verdict  and  judgment  against  the  city  of  $1,500  and  costs. 

This  was  an  action  for  damages,  which  plaintiff  claims  to  have  sustained  by  fall- 
ing into  a  well  on  N.  Mississippi  street.  It  appears  from  the  evidence,  that  the 
covering  of  the  well  had  been  out  of  repair  for  some  time  prior  to  the  accident,  and 
that  the  plaintiff  was  badly  hurt  by  the  fall. 

The  case  has  been  prepared  for  an  appeal;  but  if  a  new  trial  should  be  granted, 
I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  a  more  favorable  result  could  be  obtained. 

The  case  of  Simon  Yandes  vs.  The  City  et  al.  has  been  reversed  by  the  Superior 
Court,  in  General  Term,  and  cause  remanded  for  a  new  trial. 

This  was  an  action  brought  by  the  plaintiff  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  on  certain 
real  estate,  a  portion  of  which  had  been  condemned  by  the  city  in  the  opening  of 
Second  street.  The  Court,  in  General  Term,  held  that  the  proceedings  for  the 
opening  of  said  street  are  irregular  and  void.  I  am  not  yet  able  to  say  what  will 
be  the  result  of  the  decision,  but  will  make  report  thereof  at  the  proper  time. 

The  case  of  The  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company  vs.  The  City  has 
been  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

This  was  an  action  touching  the  validity  of  the  contract  made  by  the  city,  in 
1876,  with  said  gas  company,  to  furnish  gas  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  of  the 
city,  etc.  The  effect  of  the  decision  is  to  hold  the  contract  valid  and  binding  on 
the  city. 

An  effort  will  be  made,  in  behalf  of  the  city,  to  obtain  a  re-hearing  of  the  cause.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  City  Attorney  and  City  Civil  Engineer,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  application  of  S.  A.  Fletcher  &  Co ,  for  the  first  payment  due  under  the  con- 
tract with  the  C,  C,  C.  &  I.  Railway  Company,  in  reference  to  the  arrangement 
of  their  tracks  in  said  city,  would  report  that,  upon  examination  of  the  decree  in 
the  cause,  referred  to  in  said  application,  they  ascertained  that  there  was  a  finding 
in  the  Court  that  the  said  railway  company  had  fully  complied  with  the  terms  of 
said  contract,  except  the  C  ,  C,  C.  &  I.  Railway  Company  had  not  executed  a  deed 
for  Maryland  street  extension  through  square  79;  and  an  order  was  entered  in  said 
decree,  requiring  said  company  to  execute  the  same.  But  notwithstanding  this, 
the  Court  ordered  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Alderman  to  pay  the  $15,000, 
provided  for  in  said  contract,  in  three  annual  installments  of  $5,000  each,  with  six 
per  cent,  interest  from  June  1st,  1878,  the  same  to  be  paid  to  Francis  M.  Church- 
man and  E.  King. 
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This  decree  was  assented  to  by  the  City  Attorney,  waiving  all  right  of  appeal — 
so  that,  in  our  opinion,  all  question  as  to  the  payment  of  the  money  has  been  settled 
-by  said  decree. 

We  also  find  that  the  interest  of  E.  King  in  the  decree  has  been  assigned  to  S.  A. 
Fletcher  &  (Jo.  on  the  order-book  of  the  Court  in  which  said  decree  is  entered,  and 
duly  attested  by  the  Clerk.  We  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  S.  A.  Fletcher 
v&  Co.  are  entitled  to  the  payment  of  said  sum  of  $5,000,  with  interest  from  June 
1st,  1878,  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum.

Gentlemen: — The  Dispensary  Board  herewith  submit  their  first  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  City  Dispensary  under  the  ordinance  re-organizing  the  same. 

The  Board  organized  by  electing  Dr.  H.  G.  Carey  as  president,  and  Dr.  Caleb 
A.  Eitter  as  secretary. 

It  was  ordered  by  the  Board  that  the  following  physicians  be  appointed  mem- 
bers of  the  medical  staff"  of  the  Dispensary,  viz.:  Drs.  F.  S.  Newcomer,  T.  B. 
Harvey,  I.  C.  Walker,  L.  L,  Todd,  J.  A.  Comingore,  W.  B.  Fletcher.  H.  Jameson, 
C.  E.  Wright,  J.  M.  Dunlop,  J.  A.  Sutcliffe,  John  Chambers,  and  H.  L.  Thompson. 

The  medical  staff  have  organized,  by  electing  Dr.  F.  S.  Newcomer  as  president, 
and  Dr  iSutcliff'e  as  secretary,  and  adopted  a  regular  time-table,  by  which  one  mem- 
ber of  the  staff  will  visit  the  Dispensary  at  eleven  o'clock  a.  m.  each  day.  They 
have  recommended  that  J.  R.  Rubush,  M.  D ,  be  appointed  as  Assistant  Dispensary 
Physician,  and  Frank  Ferree  as  Dispensary  Clerk.  They  also  recommended  that 
No.  32  E.  Ohio  street  be  procured  and  fitted  up  for  the  use  of  the  Dispensary. 

The  Dispensary  Board  have  appointed  Dr.  Rubush  as  Assistant  Dispensary  Physi- 
cian and  Frank  Ferree  as  Dispensary  Clerk,  and  ask  your  honorable  bodies  to  con- 
firm these  appointments,  and  to  direct  the  City  Clerk  to  issue  certificates  of  ap- 
pointment to  them  and  also  to  the  medical  staff*. 

The  Dispensary  Board  have  received  from  Dr.  W.  B.  Fletcher  the  following 
property,  belonging  to  the  old  City  Dispensary.     [See  inventory,  marked  "A."] 

After  consultation  with  the  Committee  on  Public  Property  of  the  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen,  the  Dispensary  Board  have  agreed— permission  being  granted 
— to  reconstruct  No.  32  E.  Ohio  street  for  the  future  home  of  the  Dispensary.  The 
Board  ask  that  this  work  may  be  done,  under  their  direction,  at  a  cost  not  to  ex- 
ceed five  hundred  dollars.  E.  B.  Twyman  has  a  lease  on  No.  32  E.  Ohio  street 
until  November  1st,  which  he  agrees  to  cancel  for  fifty  dollars.  The  Board  re- 
commend that  the  above  amount  be  paid  said  Twyman,  and  the  lease  be  canceled, 
and  the  property  be  taken  possession  of  at  once  by  the  Board.

and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  we  have  investigated  the  matter 
of  introducing  water  into  the  City  Hospital,  and  have  had  approximate  estimates 
made  for  the  necessary  piping,  closets,  baths,  etc.,  which  we  find  will  cost  about 
$400;  and  we  find' that  a  wind-mill  and  pump,  erected  on  the  premises,  will  cost 
about  $200  Parties  are  proposing  to  erect  and  maintain  these  mills  for  a  series  of 
years,  and  guarantee  an  adequate  supply  of  water  for  all  the  requirements  of  the 
Hospital. 

We  are  led  to  believe  that  a  very  satisfactory  arrangement  of  this  kind  can  be 
made;  and  as  there  is  a  very  urgent  necessity  for  the  introduction  and  use  of  a 
greater  quantity  of  water  in  the  institution,  we  earnestly  request  and  recommend 
that  we  be  directed  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  its  introduction,  at  an  outlay  not 
-exceeding  $600.

Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  in, 
Delaware  street,  from  Madison  avenue  to  Merrill  street. 
We  would  report  that  this  work  has  already  been  done. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  grade  and  fill  the  cross- 
walks and  roadways  at  intersections  of  New  Jersey  and  Bicking  streets  and  of 
High  and  Bicking  streets. 

We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  cut  down  Massachusetts 
avenue,  at  the  crossing  of  the  old  Peru  Railroad,  and  re-bowlder  the  same,  at  a 
grade  to  conform  with  the  grade  of  the  street. 

We  would  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

4th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of  Olive 
and  Linden  streets,  south  of  Prospect  street,  where  needed. 
We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

5th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  place  a  cinder  crossing 
on  Dillon  street,  at  the  intersection  of  Hoyt  avenue. 
We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

6th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  make  a  stone  crossing- 
for  sidewalk,  on  the  east  side  of  Fort  Wayne  avenue,  at  the  west  end  of  Cherry- 
street. 

We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 
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7th.  Is  a  motion  directing-  the  Street  Commissioner  to  raise  and  re-bowlder  the 
gutter  on  the  southeast  side  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  between  Liberty  and  St. 
Clair  streets,  so  as  to  give  free  passage  to  che  water. 

We  find  at  this  place  a  pump  and  well,  and  we  would  recommend  the  owner  of 
same  be  notified  by  the  Street  Commissioner  to  provide  a  sink  for  the  waste  water; 
and  if  not  done  at  once,  said  officer  shall  remove  the  pump  and  fill  up  the  well. 

8th.  Is  a  motion  providing  that  the  city  pay  for  sufficient  stone  to  lay  a  foot- 
walk  over  alley  which  intersects  New  York  street,  between  Tennessee  and  Missis- 
sippi streets,  the  contractor  having  agreed  to  lay  same  at  his  own  expense. 

This  work  has  been  done,  and  the  crossing  referred  to  bowldered. 

9th.  Is  a  motion  instructing  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  to  investigate 
the  condition  of  West  street,  between  Washington  street  and  Kentucky  avenuej 
and  especially  that  portion  south  of  the  Vandalia  Eailroad  tracks,  and  report  the 
cheapest  and  best  way  of  making  it  passable  ;  also,  that  said  officer  be  instructed  to 
fill  the  chuck-holes  at  corner  of  South  street  and  Kentucky  avenue. 

We  have  made  proper  investigation  of  the  condition  of  said  street,  from  Wash- 
ington street  to  South  street,  and  being  of  the  opinion  that  said  street  should  be- 
improved,  we  would  recommend  that  the  Councilman  of  the  15th  Ward  introduce 
an  ordinance  for  such  improvement.

Is  a  motion  with  a  preamble,  stating  that  the  county  had  received  several 
thousand  dollars  upon  property  secreted  from  taxation ;  that  same  property  should 
pay  taxes  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  and  that  the  Finance  Committee  contract 
with  some  competent  person  to  do  the  above  work,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  fifteen 
per  cent,  of  such  taxes  recovered.  Also,  a  proposal  from  B.  F.  Riley  "to  faithfully 
and  diligently  search  for,  and  report  to  the  City  Treasurer,  hidden  and  secreted 
property  that  had  not  been  returned  by  the  City  Assessor  for  the  year  1879  and 
previous  years,  for  the  sum  of  ten  per  centum"  with  a  motion  "That  the  above 
proposition  be  accepted."

The  Judiciary  Committee,  through  Councilman  Lamb,  presented  the 
following  report;  and  the  clauses  therein  were  severally  received,  ap- 
proved, and  concurred  in ; 

To  the  Common  Council   of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  Judiciary  Committee  would  report  as  follows,  on  sundry  papers  to  it  re- 
ferred : 

1st.  We  referred  the  communication  from  the  Board  of  Health,  relative  to  the 
selection  of  a  public  dumping  ground,  to  Sanitary  Officer  Watson,  with  instructions 
to  interview  the  owners  of  the  lots  recommended  to  be  used,  and  to  report  whether 
consent  or  not  be  given  at  next  session  of  this  body. 

2d.  We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  settling  with  Ex-Market  Master  J.  B. 
Hampton  be  referred  to  the  City  Attorney,  with  instructions  to  bring  suic  against 
Hampton  and  his  sureties,  should  such  settlement  be  not  made  belore  next  regular 
session  of  this  body,  if  sufficient  facts  be  found  to  base  a  suit  on. 

3d.  We  recommend  that  the  petition  of  Fidele  Schuler  (owner)  and  E.  J.  Beer- 
bower,  in  reference  to  the  house  and  lot  now  situated  in  the  line  of  North  street, 
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immediately  east  of  Pine  street,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Opening,  etc., 
Streets  and  Alleys. 

4th.  "We  found  the  petition  of  Mrs.  Catharine  Reinken,  asking  to  be  relieved 
from  benefits  asse  sed  against  the  lot  formerly  owned  by  her  husband,  Henry  Rein- 
ken,  in  the  opening  of  Winston  street  (now  known  as  Pine  street),  to  have  been 
erroneous,  the  petitioner  having  followed  the  record  of  proceedings  in  this  case, 
which  record,  in  each  and  every  paper  and  plat,  is  grossly  inaccurate.  We, 
therefore,  have  granted  the  petitioner  leave  to  amend  her  petition  so  as  to  accord 
with  the  true  facts  in  the  premises.  This  amended  petition  we  now  present,  with- 
out recommendation.

The  following  amended  petition  (referred  to  in  fourth  clause  of  pre- 
ceding report)  was  duly  received  : 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  Mrs.    Catharine  Reinken,  for  relief  from 
Winston  street  Assessment. 

The  undersigned,  attorneys  for  the  above  petitioner,  make  the  following  state- 
ment of  the  facts  as  to  the  ground  through  which  said  Winston  street  was  opened, 
and  of  the  grounds  adjoining  thereto,  stating,  first,  that  we  drew  the  petition  herein 
filed  upon  the  authority  of  the  record  of  said  extension  of  Winston  street,  as  appears 
in  Book  1,  at  pages  118  to  127  of  the  Record  of  Street  Openings  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, and  not  upon  personal  observation  or  other  knowledge  of  the  facts. 

On  the  27th  day  of  June,  1870,  Charles  Lauer  (the  same  petitioner  that  asked  for 
the  extension  of  Winston  street)  petitioned  the  Council  to  vacate  the  alley  lying 
east  of  the  present  extension  of  Winston  street,  and  the  alley  was  vacated.  [For 
the  record  of  this  proceeding,  see  Record  of  Town  Lots,  No.  43,  at  page  530,  in 
Recorder's  Office.] 

When  this  alley  was  vacated,  the  east  half  thereof  went  to  said  lot  16,  which  was 
then  owned  by  Chris.  Teine,  and  he  fenced  it  up  with  his  lot,  and  set  his  store- 
room out  on  the  line  of  the  middle  of  the  alley.  This  was  in  1870.  The  other  half 
of  said  alley  went  to  Schmidt,  who  owned  lots  17,  18,  and.  19  in  said  Addition. 
[For  width  of  alley  and  lots,  see  Plat-Book  1,  p.  57.] 

Afterwards,  said  Teine  sold  lot  16  to  Henry  Reinken,  and  also  conveyed  the  half 
of  said  alley,  being  a  strip  seven  and  one  half  feet  along  the  west  side  of  said  lot. 
[See  Deed  Record  74,  at  p.  446.] 

This  is  the  condition  of  the  property  when  Winston  street  was  extended. 

In  the  extension  of  Winston  street,  the  full  width  thereof  (40  feet)  was  taken 
out  of  lots  17,  18,  and  19,  then  owned  by  Schmidt,  but  the  Commissioners  report 
they  only  took  20  2-10  feet.  And  a  12f  feet  strip  was  cut  off  of  the  east  end  of*  said 
lots,  and  is  now  situate  between  the  east  line  of  the  street  and  the  west  line  of  the 
lot  of  Mrs.  Reinken.  This  strip  belongs  to  Schmidt,  and  was  not,  and  could  not, 
be  condemned  for  the  extension  of  said  street. 

It  is  evident  the  Commissioners  were  mistaken  in  their  calculations  and  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  alley,  for  20  2-10  feet  and  the  15-foot  alley  would  not  make  a 
forty-foot  street,  and  they  must  have  supposed  that  the  vacant  ground  was  the 
alley,  and  made  the  assessment  on  that  basis;  for,  at  the  close  of  the  assessment 
they  use  this  language  (see  Book  1,  page  125  >,  "Henry  Reinken  taking  the  ground 
vacated  by  said  straightening  Winston  street." 

The  following  errors  are  patent  on  the  face  of  the  proceedings  and  from  meas- 
urements made  by  us  and  the  City  Engineer: 

1st.  The  whole  width  of  Winston  street  was  taken  out  of  lots  17,  18,  and  19, 
then  owned  by  Schmidt.  [The  Commissioners  reported  that  they  took  only  20  2-10 
feet.] 
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2d.  The  ground  east  of  the  street,  and  up  to  the  line  of  Mrs.  Reinken's'lot,  was 
not  an  alley,  but  the  property  of  Schmidt,  being  12|  feet. 

3d.  The  street  nowhere  touches  the  property  of  Mrs.  Reinken,  by  said  12| 
feet. 

4th.  The  Commissioners  could  not  give  Keinken  the  vacant  ground  on  the  east 
side  of  the  extended  street. 

5th.  The  alley  had  been  vacated  in  1870,  and  half  of  it  fenced  in  by  Teine,  the 
grantor  to  Reinken. 

6th.  Even  if  it  had  not  been,  the  Commissioners  and  Council  could  not  vacate 
it  in  that  proceeding;  for  that  was  a  proceeding  to  extend  a  street  and  not  to  va- 
cate an  alley 

7th.  The  assessment  of  damages  was  made  under  a  mistake  of  about  all  the  facts 
in  the  case,  and  is  a  conglomerated  concatenation  of  confusion,  showing  neither  intel- 
ligent design  or  basis  of  construction,  and  being  "  without  form  and  void" 

The  following  statements  show,  briefly,  the  facts  in  the  case: 

1st.     All  the  street  (40  feet)  was  taken  out  of  Schmidt's  lots  (17,  18,  and  19). 

2d.  All  the  ground  between  the  street  and  Mrs.  Reinken's  lot  belonged  to  Mr. 
Schmidt. 

3d.  Mrs.  Reinken  has  no  title  to  such  strip  of  ground,  and  the  city  can  give  her 
none,  not  being  the  owner  thereof. 

4th.  The  assessment  was  make  upon  the  supposition  that  title  to  the  strip  east 
of  the  street  was  conferred  upon  and  vested  in  the  owner  of  said  lot  16,  is  void  for 
uncertainty,  wrong,  and  oppressive,  and  should  be  set  aside  as  to  Mrs.  Reinken.

The  Council  and  Aldermanic  Committees  on  Printing,  through  Coun- 
cilman Hamilton,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  read  and 
considered  by  clauses : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  Committees  on  Printing  would  report  as  follows  upon  matters  to  them  re- 
ferred : 

1st.  For  the  purpose  of  making  an  intelligible  and  satisfactory  report  upon 
Councilman  O'Connor's  motion  of  June  2d — "That  the  Committee  on  Printing  be 
instructed  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  revising  and  printing  two  hundred  copies  of  the 
City  Charter  and  Ordinances,  so  as  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  same  to  each  member 
of  the  Common  Council " — we  caused  "Specifications  governing  the  making  of 
Proposals  for  publishing  "  A  Codification  of  the  General  Ordinances  of  the  City  of" 
Indianapolis,  a  Compilation  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  which  may  apply  to  said  city,"  etc.,  to  be  prepared,  and  had  notice  given 
to  the  Sentinel  Company,  the  Indianapolis  Journal  Company,  Douglass  &  Carlon, 
Baker  &  Randolph,  and  William  B  Burford  to  call  and  examine  such  specifications 
at  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  with  a  view  to  make  bids  for  such  work. 

Out  of  the  foregoing  five  printing  establishments,  there  were  only  three  bidders, 
as  follows: 

The  Sentinel  Company's  bid  was  at  the  rate  of  $4.31  per  volume  for  200  copies  of  a  500 
page  book;  and  at  the  rate  of  $5.70  per  volume  for  300  copies  of  same  book, 
complete. 

The  Indianapolis  Journal  Company'4 's  bid  was  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  volume  for  200 
copies  of  a  500-page,  or  a  600  page  book  ;  and  at  the  rate  of  $3.33^  per  volume 
for  300  copies  of  same  book,  complete. 

Douglass  §  Carloris  bid  was  informal,  in  that  it  was  not  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications,  and  does  not  name  the  number  of  copies  to  be  furnished.  Their 
bid  was  $1.00  a  page  for  the  mechanical  work,  and  $375.00  for  compiling  and 
indexing. 

The  bid  of  the  Journal  Company  is  the  lowest  one  for  the  volume  proposed  to  be 
done.  The  Compilation  of  1875  (now  fulty  exhausted)  cost  the  city  $1,300  for  an 
edition  of  200  copies,  or  $6  50  a  volume.  The  book  now  proposed  is  to  be  a  Codifi- 
cation, upon  which  the  editorial  labor  will  be  very  much  greater.  We  recommend 
the  Journal  Company's  proposition  be  accepted,  and  that  the  city  be  furnished  with 
two  hundred  copies,  at  the  aggregate  cost  of  $800,  provided  that  said  amount  be  not 
charged  against  the  estimate  made  for  printing,  but  that  a  special  appropriation 
shall  be  made  therefor. 

2d.  In  answer  to  advertisement,  the  following  bids  were  made  for  doing  public 
advertising  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Indianapolis  Republican  (formerly  "The  Southside") — Average  circulation  during* 
past  three  months,  over  2,300  copies;  at  six  cents  (6c)  a  square  for  each  inser- 
tion. 

The  People— Average  circulation  during  past  three  months,  5,000  copies;  at  eight 
cents  (8c)  a  square  for  each  insertion. 

The  Western  Citizen — Average  circulation  during  past  three  months,  2,700  copies; 
at  eight  cents  (8c)  a  square  for  each  insertion. 
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"The  Indianapolis  Republican"  being  the  lowest  bidder,  we  recommend  that 
paper  be  awarded  this  contract. 

3d.  In  response  to  same  advertisement,  the  following  bids  were  made  for  pub- 
lishing 2,500  copies  of  the  delinquent-tax  list  of  1879 : 

The  Indianapolis  Republican's  bid  was  seven  cents  (7c)  for  each  description,  or  line. 

The  People's  bid  was  seven  and  one-half  cents  (7|c)  for  each  description,  or  line. 

The  Western  Citizen's,   The  Indianapolis  Journal  Company's,  and  the  Sentinel  Com- 
pany's bids  were,  each,  eight  cents  (8c)  for  each  description,  or  line. 
We  recommend  that  this  contract  be  awarded  to  the  "  Indianapolis  Republican." 

4th.  On  the  motion  with  regard  to  the  immediate  arrangement  "for  indexing 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Common  Council,  and  Joint  Conven- 
tions of  said  bodies,  for  the  past  year — =aid  work  to  be  done  in  the  style  and  upon 
the  plan  of  the  indexes  of  1876-1877  and  1877-1878,"  we  recommend  that  the  pro- 
position made  to  your  committees  by  Geo.  H.  Fleming,  for  the  price  of  $1.50  a 
page,  be  accepted.

The  Council  and  Aldermanic  Committees  on  Railroads,  through  Coun- 
cilman Rooker,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  considered 
and  duly  concurred  in  by  clauses  : 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  Committee  on  Railroads,  with  the  Aldermanic  Committee  on  Railroads, 
have  given  the  several  street-railway  matters,  referred  \>y  your  honorable  body  on 
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May  26th  and  June  16th,  their  careful  consideration,  and  do  now  present  the  fol- 
lowing as  their  conclusions  thereupon  : 

1st.  Is  a  preamble  and  motion,  offered  by  Councilman  Eooker  on  26th  May  [see 
page  63  ante],  in  which  it  is  recited  that  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  had 
laid  the  rails  on  their  recently-constructed  Indiana  avenue  route  with  the  flange 
outside  the  track,  "thus  obstructing  the  passage  of  buggies,  wagons,  and  other  ve- 
hicles along  or  over  said  track  "  ;  and  ordering  the  Street  Commissioner  to  notify 
aforesaid  company  to  immediately  reverse  such  rails,  so  as  to  bring  the  flange  on 
the  inside  of  the  track,  or,  on  failure  of  said  company  so  to  do  within  fifteen  days 
of  such  notification,  said  officer  to  cause  said  rails  to  be  reversed,  and  charge  and 
collect  the  expenses  thereof  from  said  company. 

We  recommend  that  the  indicated  notice  be  not  served  at  present,  but  that  the 
said  company  be  at  once  notified  b}7  the  Street  Commissioner  that  it  must  not  lay 
any  more  rails  with  flanges  outwardly,  except  upon  bowldered  streets. 

2d.  Your  committees  have  been  informed  that  aforesaid  company  have  cleaned 
away  the  loose  bowlders  and  large  rocks  left  by  it  along  the  line  of  its  Indiana 
avenue  route,  thereby  complying  with  the  spirit  of  the  second  motion  on  page  63, 
without  service  of  notice  so  to  do  in  this  particular  case. 

With  a  view  to  prevent  the  necessity  of  future  action  by  the  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen,  at  as  frequent  intervals  as  in  the  past,  your  committees  re- 
commend that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  furnished  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer, 
or  otherwise  promptly  supply  himself,  with  a  list  of  all  lines  of  said  Citizens'  Street 
Railway  Company  where  its  tracks  are  not  being  kept  up  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  amendatory  ordinance  of  April  2d,  1878,  and  that  said  Street 
Commissioner  shall  then  serve  the  necessary  notice  upon  said  company,  forthwith, 
to  literally  comply  with  the  requirements  of  section  1  of  such  amendatory  ordi- 
nance. 

3d.  Is  a  petition  from  the  owners  of  property  and  residents  on  Indiana  avenue 
and  immediate  vicinity,  to  have  the  line  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company 
extended  from  its  present  terminus  on  Indiana  avenue,  at  West  street,  along  North, 
street,  to  Blake  street,  accompanied  by  a  resolution  directing  said  company  to  con- 
struct such  route  at  once. 

4th.  Is  a  petition  from  property  owners,  citizens,  and  tax-payers  for  an  exten- 
sion of  the  said  Indiana  avenue  route,  north,  on  West  street,  to  the  intersection  of 
First  street. 

Your  committees  find  that  said  company  accepted  the  order  to  construct  the  In- 
diana avenue  route  on  April  8th,  1879;  that  the  length  of  said  route  is  about  3,000 
feet;  and  that  section  15  of  the  charter-ordinance  provides  that  "a  period  of  time 
therefor  shall  be  allowed  for  such  construction  equal  to  thirty  days  for  each  one 
thousand  feet  of  such  proposed  line  of  street  railway ;' ;  *  *  *  and  "that  when 
a  notice  has  been  served  to  construct  a  line  of  street  railway,  no  notice  to  construct 
another  line  of  street  railway  shall  be  served  until  after  the  expiration  of  thirty 
days;  and  should  the  company  certify  an  intention  to  comply  therewith,  no  notice 
to  construct  another  line  of  railway  shall  be  served  more  than  thirty  days  before 
the  time  in  which  the  first  line  of  railway  is  required  to  be  completed,  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided.'' 

Taking  the  foregoing  extracts  from  said  charter-ordinance  together,  and  so  con- 
struing them,  your  committees  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  resolution  offered  with 
the  proposed  North  street  extension  may  now  be  taken  up  and  adopted;  but  that 
if  such  action  shall  be  had,  and  such  order  be  consented  to,  all  proceedings  as  to  the 
proposed  West  street  route  must  be  deferred  until  "thirty  days  before"  the  time 
allowed  for  the  completion  of  the  North  street  line  shall  have  elapsed. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  made  by  Councilman  Rooker  on  June  9th,  proposing  to  re- 
quire the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  to  place  cars  on  its  Illinois  street 
route,  from  Seventh  to  Twelfth  street,  and  to  take  up  its  turn-table  at  Seventh 
street  and  put  one  down  at  Twelfth  street,  or  otherwise  take  up  the  present  track 
between  the  points  named. 
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Your  committees  have  agreed  upon  a  compromise  of  the  above  proposed  require- 
ments, by  making  the  northern  terminus  of  the  Illinois  street  route  at  the  cross 
street  immediately  south  of  the  point  where  this  line  curves  to  go  to  the  Exposi- 
tion Grounds,  the  turn-table  to  be  placed  between  such  curve  and  the  cross  street 
south  thereof.  We  recommend  that  due  notice  be  given  the  Citizens'  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  by  the  Street  Commissioner,  to  make  the  above  recommended 
changes  within  thirty  days  from  date  of  service  of  such  notice  upon  said  company, 
or  that  said  company  be  compelled  to  take  up  such  unused  track.

The  first  clause  of  preceding  report  was,  on  motion,  duly  concurred 
in,  and  the  ordinances,  therein  enumerated,  were  severally  stricken  from 
the  files. 

The  following  entitled  ordinance  (referred  to  in  the  third  clause)  was 
introduced,  and  was  read  the  first  time,  viz.  :

No  action  was  taken  on  the  recommendation  made  in  the  fourth 
clause. 

Councilman  Harmening  was  excused  for  the  balance  of  this  session. 

The  Select  Committee  and  City  Attorney  [see  appointment  on  page 
148,  ante],  through  Councilman  Rooker,  submitted  the  following  majority 
report  : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — Your  committee  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
subject  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  Fall  Creek  dam,  adjacent  to  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, would  respectfully  report: 

That,  in  company  with  the  Board  of  Health,  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  and 
the  Street  Commissioner,  they  made  a  tour  of  inspection  of  said  dam,  and  also  of 
the  said  stream,  from  the  crossing  of  Central  avenue  to  its  mouth  at  White  Eiver, 
and  found  that  wherever  it  was  not  obstructed  by  dams  or  artificial  means,  the 
water  flowed  with  a  strong,  rapid  current,  over  a  clean  gravel  bottom,  and  was 
confined  within  well-defined  banks  of  cultivable  land.  They,  also,  found  two  dams 
across  the  stream,  which,  together,  produce  a  continuous  chain  of  stagnant  water, 
from  a  point  about  opposite  the  City  Hospital,  on  the  west,  to  the  crossing  of  Me- 
ridian street  extension,  on  the  north. 

The  limits  of  this  report  preclude  a  description  of  the  numerous  bayous,  lagoons, 
ice  ponds,  marshes,  and  waste  grounds  produced  by  these  dams;  which,  from  May 
until  November,  fill  the  air  with  their  noxious  emanations.  Many  of  them  are 
flooded  during  the  winter  season  of  the  year,  and  produce  large  crops  of  ice,  that 
is  consumed  by  our  citizens,  thus  entailing  upon  them  a  double  portion  of  poison. 
Statistics  show  a  greater  amount  of  sickness  and  a  higher  death  rate  in  that  part 
of  the  city  exposed  to  these  emanations,  than  in  the  other  portions,  with  a  denser 
population  and  less  favorable  sanitary  conditions. 

Too  much  importance  can  not  be  placed  on  the  speedy  correction  of  those  deadly 
evils;  and,  in  order  to  secure  a  clear  and  intelligent  understanding  of  this  whole 
subject,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  City  Engineer  be  directed  to  make 
a  survey  and  a  hydrograpbical  map  of  Fall  Creek  from  the  crossing  of  Central 
avenue  to  its  confluence  with  White  River,  indicating  all  dams  and  obstructions  in 
the  stream,  and  all  marshes,  bayotis,  lagoons,  and  ice  ponds  and  their  soundings; 
also,  that  the  City  Attorney  ascertain  the  vested  rights  of  the  parties  owning  the 
dams  across  the  stream;  and  that  they  both  report  to  this  body,  at  its  first  meeting 
in  August  next.

Gentlemen: — Your  petitioners  would  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  bodies 
to  take  immediate  steps  to  abate  the  nuisance  arising  from  stag.nant  pools  of  water 
along  the  line  of  Fall  Creek.  These  pools  are  undoubtedly  the  cause  of  a  large 
per  cent,  of  the  malarial  diseases  which  are  now  so  prevalent. 

We  would  call  attention,  especially,  to  that  portion  of  the  old  bed  of  Fall  Creek 
below  "Patterson's  cut-off"  as  more  especially  needing  immediate  and  energetic 
attention,  as  it  is  in  a  very  bad  condition.  The  "cut-off"  has  left,  in  that  portion 
of  the  old  bed,  many  pools  of  water  that  are  entirely  stagnant,  and  which  are  en- 
dangering the  health  and  lives  of  our  people.  As  the  especial  nuisance  herein 
referred  to  was  created  by  the  city  authorities,  we  think  that  it  is  not  only  a-  matter 
of  duty  for  the  city  to  take  steps  to  abate  it,  but  that  it  is  necessary  as  an  act  of 
protection  against  suits  for  damages  which  may  be  successfully  prosecuted  against 
the  city.

Parties  are  proposing  to  erect  and  maintain  these  mills  for  a  series  of 
years,  and  guarantee  an  adequate  supply  of  water  for  all  the  requirements  of  the 
Hospital. 

We  are  led  to  believe  that  a  very  satisfactory  arrangement  of  this  kind  can  be 
made;  and  as  there  is  a  very  urgent  necessity  for  the  introduction  and  use  of  a 
greater  quantity/of  water  in  the  institution,  we  earnestly  request  and  recommend 
that  we  be  directed  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  its  introduction,  at  an  outlay  not 
-exceeding  $600. 

Report  from  Board  of  Public  Improvements  and  Street  Commissioner, 
•giving  an  exhibit  of  moneys  paid  on  account  of  the  Street-Repairs  De- 
partment, for  the  month  of  June,  1879  [see  page  186,  ante],  was  read,  and 
was  duly  approved. 

The  following  clauses  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improve- 
ments were  read;  and  the  favorable  action  of  the  Common  Council 
thereon  [see  pages  186  and  187,  ante],  was  duly  approved: 

2d.  Is  amotion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  grade  and  fill  the  cross- 
walks and  roadways  at  intersections  of  New  Jersey  and  Bicking  streets  and  of 
.High  and  Bicking  streets. 

"We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  cut  down  Massachusetts 
avenue,  at  the  crossing  of  the  old  Peru  Railroad,  and  re-bowlder  the  same,  at  a 
grade  to  conform  with  the  grade  of  the  street. 

We  would  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

4th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutters  of  Olive 
and  Linden  streets,  south  of  Prospect  street;  where  needed. 
We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

5th.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  place  a  cinder  crossing 
-on  Dillon  street,  at  the  intersection  of  Hoyt  avenue. 
We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

6th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  make  a  stone  crossing 
for  sidewalk,  on  the  east  side  of  Fort  Wayne  avenue,  at  the  west  end  of  Cherry 
^street. 

We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 
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7th.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  raise  and  re-bowlder  the 
gutter  on  the  southeast  side  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  between  Liberty  and  St. 
Clair  streets,  so  as  to  give  free  passage  to  the  water. 

We  find  at  this  place  a  pump  and  well,  and  we  would  recommend  the  owner  of 
same  be  notified  by  the  Street  Commissioner  to  provide  a  sink  for  the  waste  water; 
and  if  not  done  at  once,  said  officer  shall  remove  the  pump  and  fill  up  the  well. 

The  following  joint  report  from  the  Council  and  Aldermanic  Commit- 
tees on  Bridges  was  read ;  and  this  body  duly  approved  the  same,  thereby 
concurring  with  the  Common  Council  in  the  recommendation  to  advertise 
for  proposals  [see  page  187,  ante] : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  following  motion  was  referred  to  your  Committees  on  Bridges:  "That  the 
City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  advertise  for  bids  to  build  the  necessary  stone 
abutments,  and  to  re-build  the  bridge  over  Pogue's  Kun,  on  Ohio  street,  the  full 
width  of  the  street  and  sidewalks,  and  that  the  iron  taken  from  the  Delaware  street 
viaduct  be  used  in  the  construction  of  said  bridge,  so  far  as  it  can  be  used  to  advan- 
tage." 

We  have  examined  the  matter,  and  believe  it  necessary  to  build  a  bridge  at  the 
point  referred  to,  and,  therefore,  recommend  concurrence  in  the  above  motion. 

The  following  joint  report  from  the  Council  and  Aldermanic  Commit- 
tees on  Finance  [see  pages  187  and  188,  ante],  was  read;  and  this  body- 
duly  concurred  with  the  Common  Council,  in  approving  the  several  re- 
commendations therein  contained : 

1st.  Is  a  motion  with  a  preamble,  stating  that  the  county  had  received  several 
thousand  dollars  upon  property  secreted  from  taxation ;  that  same  property  should* 
pay  taxes  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis;  and  that  the  Finance  Committee  contract 
with  some  competent  person  to  do  the  above  work,  at  a  price  not  exceeding  fifteen 
per  cent,  of  such  taxes  recovered.  Also,  a  proposal  from  B.  F.  Riley  "to  faithfully 
and  diligently  search  for,  and  report  to  the  City  Treasurer,  hidden  and  secreted 
property  that  had  not  been  returned  by  the  City  Assessor  for  the  year  1879  and 
previous  years,  for  the  sum  of  ten  per  centum"  with  a  motion  "  That  the  above 
proposition  be  accepted."  One  J.  W.  Wharton  also  filed  ten  per  centum  proposition 
with  your  committees,  in  almost  identical  language  of  Mr.  Riley's  proposal. 

We  think  best  to  recommend  that  the  consideration  of  foregoing  matter  be  de- 
ferred until  the  City  Assessor  shall  have  turned  over  his  Records  of  the  Assess- 
ment Lists  for  1879  to  the  City  Clerk  and  the  preparation  of  the  Tax-Duplicates- 
for  1879  shall  have  been  entered  upon. 

2d.  We  have  carefully  compared  the  City  Clerk's  report  of  "  Orders  issued  on- 
the  City  Treasurer  during  the  Fiscal  Year  commencing  with  May  16th,  1878,  and 
endiHg  with  May  31st,  1879  (twelve  and  one-half  months)"  with  books  of  said 
officer,  and  have  found  such  report  to  be  correct. 

We  have  also  compared  same  officer's  "Tabular  Statement  of  the  Bonded  Indebt- 
edness of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  on  May  31st,  1879,"  and  "  Interest-Coupon  State- 
ment," with  the  Bond  Register,  and  have  found  such  statements  to  have  been  accu- 
rately and  commendably  prepared. 

3d.  "We  return,  herewith,  the  contract  and  bond  of  John  Edwards  (sureties,  E. 
J.  Hardesty  and  Austin  H.  Brown),  with  our  approval  thereof,  and  recommend; 
like  action  by  your  honorable  bodies. 

4th.  The  contract  and  bond  of  Indianapolis  Journal  Company,  for  doing  that 
portion  of  the  city  printing  designated  as  "Class   A — Book- Work  and  Printed* 
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Blanks,"  was  handed  us  by  City  Clerk  since  the  last  sessions  of  your  honorable 
bodies.  The  principal  on  this  bond  \i  Otto  H.  Hasselman,  and  the  sureties  are  W. 
U.  Smith  and  O.  H.  Watson;  penalty  of  bond,  $1,000. 

We  have  no  hesitancy  in  recommending  your  approval  of  this  bond. 

The  contracts  and  bonds,  referred  to  in  the  third  and  fourth  clauses 
[as  printed  on  pages  188  to  191,  ante],  were  presented,  and  were  sever- 
ally approved. 

The  following  clauses  in  the  report  from  the  Council  and  Aldermanic 
Committees  on  Printing  [see  pages  194  and  195,  ante],  were  read;  and 
this  body  duly  concurred  with  the  Common  Council,  in  awarding  the 
contracts  as  therein  recommended : 

2d.     In  answer  to  advertisement,  the  following  bids  were  made  for  doing  public 

advertising  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Indianapolis  Republican  (formerly  "The  Southside") — Average  circulation  during 
past  three  months,  over  2,300  copies;  at  six  cents  (6c)  a  square  for  each  inser- 
tion. 

The  People— Average  circulation  during  past  three  months,  5,000  copies;  at  eight 
cents  (8c)  a  square  for  each  insertion. 

The  Western  Citizen — Average  circulation  during  past  three  months,  2,700  copies; 
at  eight  cents  (8c)  a  square  for  each  insertion. 
"The  Indianapolis  Republican"  being  the  lowest  bidder,  we  recommend  that 
paper  be  awarded  this  contract. 

3d.  In  response  to  same  advertisement,  the  following  bids  were  made  for  pub- 
lishing 2,500  copies  of  the  delinquent-tax  list  of  1879: 

The  Indianapolis  Republican's  bid  was  seven  cents  (7c)  for  each  description,  or  line. 

The  People's  bid  was  seven  and  one-half  cents  (7^c)  for  each  description,  or  line. 

The  Western  Citizen's,   The  Indianapolis  Journal  Company's,  and  the  Sentinel  Com- 
pany s  bids  were,  each,  eight  cents  (8c)  for  each  description,  or  line. 
"We  recommend  that  this  contract  be  awarded  to  the  "Indianapolis  Republican." 

4th.  On  the  motion  with  regard  to  the  immediate  arrangement  "for  indexing 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Common  Council,  and  Joint  Conven- 
tions of  said  bodies,  for  the  past  year — said  work  to  be  done  in  the  style  and  upon 
the  plan  of  the  indexes  of  1876-1877  and  1877-1878,"  we  recommend  that  the  pro- 
position made  to  your  committees  by  Geo.  H.  Fleming,  for  the  price  of  $1.50  a 
page,  be  accepted. 

Alderman  Coburn  was  excused  for  the  balance  of  this  session. 

The  following  report  from  the  Council  and  Aldermanic  Committees  on 
Public  Property  [see  page  195,  ante]  was  read;  and  this  body  duly  con- 
curred with  the  Common  Council,  in  approving  the  recommendation 
therein  made  : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Your  Committees  on  Public  Property  would  most  respectfully  report  that  we- 
have  granted  the  use  of  the  property,  No  32  E.  Ohio  street,  to  the  City  Dispensary, 
free  of  charge. 

We  would  further  report  that  we  have  placed  in  the  hands  of  John  S.  Spann  & 
Co.  all  of  the  Tomlinson  Estate  property,  except  No.  34  E.  Washington  street,  No. 
32  E.  Ohio  street,  and  the  Market  House  Space,  and  buildings  on  said  East  Market 
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Space,  the  said  John  S.  Spann  &  Co,  to  rent  said  property  to  the  best  advantage, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Committees  on  Public  Property,  and  to  file  with  the 
City  Treasurer  a  bond  of  $1,000. 

The  following  clauses  in  the  report  from  the  Council  and  Aldermanic 
Committees  on  Railroads  [see  pages  195  to  197,  ante],  were  read: 

1st.  Is  a  preamble  and  motion,  offered  by  Councilman  Kooker  on  26th  May  [see 
page  63  ante],  in  which  it  is  recited  that  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  had 
laid  the  rails  on  their  recently-constructed  Indiana  avenue  route  with  the  flange 
outside  the  track,  "thus  obstructing  the  passage  of  buggies,  wagons,  and  other  ve- 
hicles along  or  over  said  track  "  ;  and  ordering  the  Street  Commissioner  to  notify 
aforesaid  company  to  immediately  reverse  such  rails,  so  as  to  bring  the  flange  on 
the  inside  of  the  track,  or,  on  failure  of  said  company  so  to  do  within  fifteen  days 
of  such  notification,  said  officer  to  cause  said  rails  to  be  reversed,  and  charge  and 
collect  the  expenses  thereof  from  said  company. 

We  recommend  that  the  indicated  notice  be  not  served  at  present,  but  that  the 
said  company  be  at  once  notified  by  the  Street  Commissioner  that  it  must  not  lay 
any  more  rails  with  flanges  outwardly,  except  upon  bowldered  streets. 

2d.  Your  committees  have  been  informed  that  aforesaid  company  have  cleaned 
away  the  loose  bowlders  and  large  rocks  left  by  it  along  the  line  of  its  Indiana 
avenue  route,  thereby  complying  with  the  spirit  of  the  second  motion  on  page  63, 
without  service  of  notice  so  to  do  in  this  particular  case. 

With  a  view  to  prevent  the  necessity  of  future  action  by  the  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen,  at  as  frequent  intervals  as  in  the  past,  your  committees  re- 
commend that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  furnished  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer, 
or  otherwise  promptly  supply  himself,  with  a  list  of  all  lines  of  said  Citizens'  Street 
.Railway  Company  where  its  tracks  are  not  being. kept  up  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  amendatory  ordinance  of  April  2d,  1878,  and  that  said  Street 
Commissioner  shall  then  serve  the  necessary  notice  upon  said  company,  forthwith, 
to  licerally  comply  with  the  requirements  of  section  1  of  such  amendatory  ordi- 
nance. 

3d.  Is  a  petition  from  the  owners  of  property  and  residents  on  Indiana  avenue 
and  immediate  vicinity,  to  have  the  line  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company 
extended  from  its  present  terminus  on  Indiana  avenue,  at  West  street,  along  North 
street,  to  Blake  street,  accompanied  by  a  resolution  directing  said  company  to  con- 
struct such  route  at  once. 

4th.  Is  a  petition  from  property  owners,  citizens,  and  tax-payers  for  an  exten- 
sion of  the  said  Indiana  avenue  route,  north,  on  West  street,  to  the  intersection  of 
First  street. 

Tour  committees  find  that  said  company  accepted  the  order  to  construct  the  In- 
diana avenue  route  on  April  8th,  1879;  that  the  length  of  said  route  is  about  3,000 
feet;  and  that  section  15  of  the  charter-ordinance  provides  that  "a  period  of  time 
therefor  shall  be  allowed  for  such  construction  equal  to  thirty  days  for  each  one 
thousand  feet  of  such  proposed  line  of  street  railway  "  ;  *  *  *  and  "that  when 
a  notice  has  been  served  to  construct  a  line  of  street  railway,  no  notice  to  construct 
another  line  of  street  railway  shall  be  served  until  after  the  expiration  of  thirty 
days;  and  should  the  company  certify  an  intention  to  comply  therewith,  no  notice 
to  construct  another  line  of  railway  shall  be  served  more  than  thirty  days  before 
the  time  in  which  the  first  line  of  railway  is  required  to  be  completed,  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided." 

Taking  the  foregoing  extracts  from  said  charter-ordinance  together,  and  so  con- 
struing them,  your  committees  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  resolution  offered  with 
the  proposed  North  street  extension  may  now  be  taken  up  and  adopted ;  but  that 
if  such  action  shall  be  had,  and  such  order  be  consented  to,  all  proceedings  as  to  the 
proposed  West  street  route  must  be  deferred  until  "thirty  days  before"  the  time 
allowed  for  the  completion  of  the  North  street  line  shall  have  elapsed. 
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5tti.  Is  a  motion  made  by  Councilman  Hooker  on  June  9th,  proposing  to  re- 
quire the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  to  place  cars  on  its  Illinois  street 
route,  from  Seventh  to  Twelfth  street,  and  to  take  up  its  turn-table  at  Seventh 
street  and  put  one  down  at  Twelfth  street,  or  otherwise  take  up  the  present  track 
between  the  points  named." 

Your  committees  have  agreed  upon  a  compromise  of  the  above  proposed  require- 
ments, by  making  the  northern  terminus  of  the  Illinois  street  route  at  the  cross 
street  immediately  south  of  the  point  where  this  line  curves  to  go  to  the  Exposi- 
tion Grounds,  the  turn-table  to  be  placed  between  such  curve  and  the  cross  street 
south  thereof.  We  recommend  that  due  notice  be  given  the  Citizens'  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  by  the  Street  Commissioner,  to  make  the  above  recommended 
changes  within  thirty  days  from  dute  of  service  of  such  notice  upon  said  company, 
or  that  said  company  be  compelled  to  take  up  such  unused  track. 

Alderman  Mussmann  demanded  that  the  question  of  concurrence  in 
the  favorable  action  of  the  Common  Council  upon  the  several  recommen- 
dations contained  in  preceding  report  should  be  determined  by  an  "aye 
and  nay  vote";  which,  being  taken,  this  body  concurred  with  the  Coun- 
cil as  here  shown,  to-wit :

Resolved,  That  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
granted  the  right  to  retain  their  present  connection  with  the  Exposition  Grounds, 
from  N.  Illinois  street,  to  be  used  at  their  discretion,  but  to  be  kept  in  like  condition 
and  repair  with  their  other  tracks  in  the  city,  under  the  provisions  of  their  charter- 
ordinance. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  "T  "-rail  now  laid,  said  rail- 
way company  shall  be  allowed  to  remove  their  track,  north  of  the  said  Exposition 
connection,  or  enough  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  to  put  down  a  double  track 
north  of  the  present  turn-table  on  N.  Illinois  street;  but  the  above  rights  and 
privileges  shall  not  be  allowed  should  said  railway  company  fail  to  run  their  pass- 
enger cars,  regularly,  from  their  entire  route  on  N.  Illinois  street  to  a  point 
between  the  Exposition  curve  and  the  first  street  immediately  south  of  said  curve, 
on  N.  Illinois  street. 

And  it  was  duly  adopted  by  the  following  vote :

The  Committee  on  Public  Light,  through  Alderman  Chandler,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report;  and  the  suggestion  therein  contained  was. 
duly  concurred  in : 

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Yo'7r  Committee  on  Public  Light  would  report  as  follows  upon  a  motion  which, 
had  been  duly  adopted  by  the  Common  Council  on  June  9th  [see  page  115,  ante], 
proposing  to  re-light  the  street  lamp  at  a  catch-basin  on  the  east  side  of  Union 
street,  and  to  discontinue  the  first  lamp  south  of  said  catch-basin  on  the  west  side 
of  said  street. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  exact  whereabouts  of  the  aforesaid  lamps  is  not  partic- 
ularly defined,  but  after  some  search  your  committee  found  the  locations  intended 
in  the  square  between  McCarty  and  Ray  streets.  Union  street,  between  the  points 
named,  is  about  700  feet  in  length.  On  one  side,  12-foot  alleys  separate  the  lots,, 
having  42  feet  frontage  each,  into  pairs;  and  on  the  other  side,  the  pairs  of  lots, 
with  44  feet  frontage,  are  separated  by  14-foot  alleys;  an  occasional  short  and  nar- 
row street  appearing  as  an  east  and  west  thoroughfare.  There  are  seven  alleys 
and  streets  intersecting  Union  street  on  each  side  thereof,  so  peculiarly  located 
that  a  lamp  placed  at  the  corner  of  a  street  or  alley  on  one  side  of  the  street 
throws  its  light  about  the  centre  of  the  opposite  alley. 

The  lamps  in  question  were  situated  so  as  to  light  two  alleys  each.  About 
twenty  feet  north  of  the  lamp  on  the  west  side  of  Union  street  (which  the  motion 
proposes  to  discontinue)  is  a  small  catch-basin,  in  the  line  of  the  west  gutter;  and 
about  twenty  feet  south  of  the  dismantled  lamp  on  the  east  side  (which  the  motion, 
proposes  to  have  re-lighted)  is  also  a  catch  basin. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  report  adversely  to  discontinuing  the  west  side  lamp, 
and  suggest  that  the  best  way  to  put  the  east  side  lamp  in  service  is  to  discontinue 
the  lamp  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Union  and  McCarty  streets.

COMMUNICATIONS,    ETC.,    FROM   THE    MAYOR. 

His  Honor,  Mayor  Caven  (through  President  pro  tempore  Brown)  pre- 
sented the  following  communication;  which,  on  Councilman  Lamb's 
motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Railroads : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

^Gentlemen: — On  the  4th  of  July  last,  it  was  rumored  that  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  Kail- 
road  was  carrying  passengers  to  other  cities  for  reduced  fares,  while  refusing  to  so 
do  to  this  city.  Peeling  that  if  this  were  true,  it  was  a  great  injustice  to  this  city, 
and,  if  not,  it  was  a  great  injustice  to  the  officers  of  that  road,  it  was  important  that 
the  truth  should  be  known;  and  to  that  end  I  addressed  to  M.  E.  Ingalls,  Esq.,  the 
the  receiver  of  said  road,  a  letter,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy : 

Indianapolis,  July  4,  1879. 
M.  E.  Ingalls,  Esq. 

Dear  Sir : — I  am  informed  that,  on  to-day,  while  other  roads  carried  passengers  to 
this  city  at  reduced  rates,  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  refused  to  do  so,  although  carrying 
passengers  to  Cincinnati  at  half-fare.  Our  people  feel  this  as  a  most  direct  and 
unfriendly  discrimination  against  us. 

Being  unable  to  conceive  of  any  reason  you  could  have  for  unfriendly  action,  I 
write  to  enquire  if  this  was  so;  and  if  so,  why?  in  the  hope  there  maybe  some 
■explanation  satisfactory  to  our  people. 

While  we  hope  to  maintain  the  most  friendly  relations  with  railroads,  we  could 
not,  of  course,  rest  satisfied  to  be  thus  discriminated  against,  without  seeking  a 
remedy  for  the  future.

To  above  letter  I  have  received  the  following  reply :

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Cincinnati,  July  7,  1879. 
Hon.  John  Caven: 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  the  4th,  and  hasten  to  answer  the  same. 

We  made  no  half-rates  to  any  station  on  our  road  on  the  Fourth  of  July.  Our 
reasons  for  the  same  were — first,  that  it  took  every  coach  we  had  for  our  business,, 
at  full  rates,  and  if  we  had  reduced  to  half-fare,  we  would  have  crowded  and  dis- 
commoded the  people,  and  caused  many  complaints  ;  secondly,  there  is  much  risk 
and  danger  in  carrying  crowds  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  and  we  do  not  believe  the 
compensation  pays  the  risk. 

So  far  as  discriminating  against  your  city  is  concerned,  there  is  not  one  particle 
of  truth  in  it.  The  whole  story  was  started,  as  a  pure  fabrication,  by  parties  who, 
for  years,  have  had  personal  ill-will  toward  this  company.  We  have  a  time-card, 
which  was  made  with  special  reference  to  your  city.  We  have  a  local  freight 
tariff  that  is  much  more  favorable  to  your  merchants  than  any  that  has  existed  on 
the  road  before.  In  fact,  the  only  complaints  we  have  had  against  it  have  been 
from  Cincinnati  merchants.  The  whole  accusation  against  our  company  is  unjust 
and  unfounded;  and  I  will  feel  under  obligations  to  you,  if  you  will  take  pains  to 
contradict  it;  and  if  at  any  time  you  can  find  any  act  of  ours,  squinting  toward 
unjust  discriminations  to  your  city,  if  you  will  call  it  to  my  attention,  I  will  at 
once  correct  it.  At  the  same  time,  if  it  is  a  complaint  made  by  a  party  who  fails 
to  receive  all  the  transportation  he  wishes  for  himself  and  friends,  you,  of  course,, 
know  we  can  not  satisfy  such  a  wrong.

This  letter  seems  to  be  full,  frank,  and  unqualified  in  its  denial  of  discrimination/ 
against  Indianapolis  on  the  Fourth,  or  at  any  other  time  and  way. 

We  have,  perhaps,  been  doing  the  officers  of  that  road  an  unintentional  injus- 
tice, and  it  might  be  well  to  refer  the  matter  to  a  committee,  to  make  report,  and 
place  the  right  of  the  matter  officially  upon  the  records— as,  without  such  action,  it 
might  never  be  satisfactorily  explained  to  all  of  our  citizens.

land  street;  that  said  horses  and  equipments  be  purchased  out  of  the  general  city 
funds;  that  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  supply  feed  for  the  horses,  and 
charge  same  up  to  city  account;  further,  that  the  horses  be  fed  and  cared  for  by 
members  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  that  the  horses  be  subject  to  the  orders  of 
the  Police  Board  and  Chief  of  Police. 

Moved,  That  above  preamble  and  resolution  be  referred  to  Police  Board  and 
Chief  of  Police,  to  report,  at  their  earliest  convenience,  their  views  and  opinions 
recommending  its  adoption  or  rejection. 

The  following  petition,  presented  by  same  Councilman,  was  referred 
to  the  Judiciary  Committee  and  the  City  Attorney : 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  Marion  County,  and  State  of  Indiana: 

Genthmen: — Your  honorable  body  is  hereby  notified  that  the  south  side  one-half 
of  Louisiana  street,  between  East  and  Noble  streets,  in  out-lot  93,  is  greatly  ob- 
structed by  Cox  &  Co.  using  the  same  for  a  lumber  yard,  by  placing  post  barriers, 
sheds,  and  lumber  on  said  street ;  also,  by  I.,  C  &  L.  Railroad  Company  placing  a 
switch  and  cars  on  the  same,  on  said  Louisiana  street. 

Now,  therefore,  the  citizens  of  this  neighborhood  are  entitled  to  the  free  use 
and  enjoyment  of  said  street,  and  can  not  so  enjoy  the  same  on  account  of  such 
obstructions. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  the  undersigned,  being  one  of  the  citizens  nearest  to  said 
obstructed  street,  am  greatly  aggrieved,  annoyed,  and  damaged  on  account  of  such 
obstructions.  Such  obstructions  are  not  only  a  detriment  to  myself,  personally 
and  individually,  but  is  a  great  damage  to  my  property  on  East  and  Rockwood 
streets.  It  has  greatly  lessened  and  depreciated  the  value  of  my  property  by  allow- 
ing said  obstructions  to  remnin. 

Ifour  honorable  body  has  been  notified  divers  times  of  said  obstructions,  and 
asked  that  said  obstructions  be  removed,  and  said 'street  be  opened  and  improved, 
that  the  citizens  have  free  use,  as  they  are  legally  entitled  thereto.     No  action  was 
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taken  on  said  notices  to  remove  said  obstructions  from  said  street.  That  said  street  is 
public  street,  and  can  not  be  used,  as  it  now  is,  as  a  public  street.  There  has  been, 
also,  a  greater  portion  of  water  than  should  be  allowed  to  flow  or  run  along  and 
down  the  south  side  of  Louisiana  street,  to  the  intersection  of  East  and  Louisiana 
streets,  from  the  I ,  C.  &  L.  shops  and  from  Smith  &  Jttenbach's  stone  yards,  and 
for  want  of  a  culvert  under  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  Kailroad  tracks,  on  east  side  of  East 
street,  has  been  allowed  to  overflow  East  str<*et  in  front  of  my  property,  to  great 
annoyance,  detriment,  and  damage  to  myself  and  property.  I  have  expended 
large  sums  of  money  to  improve  my  property,  by  erecting  and  constructing 
dwelling  houses  on  East  and  Koekwood  streets;  also,  have  expended  large  sums  to 
improve  said  East  and  Eockwood  streets,  by  grading,  graveling,  bowldering, 
paving,  and  curbing  said  streets  and  sidewalks;  also,  have  expended  considerable 
sums  in  shade-trees  on  said  sidewalks  and  yards,  to  benefit  my  property,  to  make 
it  comfortable  for  tenants  who  might  chance  to  rent  said  property,  and  tu  induce  a 
good  class  of  renters  to  rent  said  property.  Now,  on  account  .of  this  switch  and 
other  obstructions,  and  the  result  following  the  occupancy  of  said  street,  I  have 
failed  to  get  that  class  of  tenants.  In  a  great  many  instances,  I  would  have  either 
to  let  my  property  lay  idle  or  take  just  such  tenants  that  would  put  up  with  these 
annoyances,  and  in  several  cases  would  be  tenants  that  were  turned  out  on  account 
of  not  paying  their  rent  where  they  came  from,  and  in  this  way  have  sustained  a 
great  deal  of  actual  damage,  all  on  account  of  said  Louisiana  street  being  ob- 
structed, and  the  result  therefrom,  which  brings  an  extensive  lumber  yard  directly 
up  to  my  property,  also  a  saw-mill  connected  therewith. 

Now,  therefore,  as  I,  the  undersigned,  have  not  been  permitted  the  free  use  and 
enjoyment  of  said  Louisiana  street,  on  account  of  said  obstructions  and  the  over- 
flow of  streets  in  front  of  my  property  by  water  and  all  the  grievances  above 
mentioned,  I  have  sustained  damages  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars 
($5,000).  1  claim  and  demand  this  amount,  and  ask  your  honorable  body  to  allow 
me  for  the  damages  I  have  sustained  on  account  of  said  obstructions  on  said  street, 
and  be  paid  by  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  County  and  State  aforesaid,  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  in  the  lawful  money  of  the  United  States. 

Your  honorable  body  is  further  notified  that  1,  the  undersigned,  will  institute 
legal  proceedings  in  our  County  Courts  to  recover  the  same,  after  giving  a  reason- 
able time  for  an  adjustment  of  said  damages  by  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  in 
Marion  County,  and  State  of  Indiana.

To  the  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

We  respectfully  submit  that  the  sanitary  force  of  this  Board  is  too  small  for  the 
effective  discharge  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  it,  and  that  it  requires  all  of  the 
time  of  the  present  officers  to  attend  to  nuisances  complained  of,  thereby  leaving 
much  filth  existing,  and  not  complained  of  through  the  diffidence  or  indifference 
of  some  citizens.  We  also  respectfully  represent  that  it  requires  a  person  of  good 
judgment  and  discretion  to  properly  deal  with  the  many  little  vexatious  matters 
coming  under  his  notice.  The  Board  think  that  Mr.  George  W.  Cronch  possesses 
the  requisite  qualifications,  and  would  ask  you  to  employ  him,  at  least  for  the 
summer  and  fall  months. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  Dr.  Watson  be  furnished  with  a  horse,  and 
its  keep,  during  the  summer  months,  or  until  his  horse  (disabled  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  city's  business)  gets  well.  He  would,  thereby,  be  enabled  to  do  double  the 
amount  of  work,  at  small  expense  to  the  city.

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Yo'T  Committee  on  Public  Light  would  report  as  follows  upon  a  motion  which 
had  been  duly  adopted  by  the  Common  Council  on  June  9th  [see  page  115.  ante], 
proposing  to  re-light  the  street  lamp  at  a  catch-basin  on  the  east  side  of  Union 
street,  and  to  discontinue  the  first  lamp  south  of  said  catch-basin  on  the  west  side 
of  said  street. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  exact  whereabouts  of  the  aforesaid  lamps  is  not  partic- 
ularly defined,  but  after  some  search  your  committee  found  the  locations  intended 
in  the  square  between  McCarty  and  Kay  streets.  Union  street,  between  the  points 
named,  is  about  700  feet  in  length.  On  one  side,  12-foot  alleys  separate  the  lots, 
having  42  feet  frontage  each,  into  pairs;  and  on  the  other  side,  the  pairs  of  lots, 
with  44  feet  frontage,  are  separated  by  14-foot  alleys;  an  occasional  short  and  nar- 
row street  appearing  as  an  east  and  west  thoroughfare.  There  are  seven  alleys 
and  streets  intersecting  Union  street  on  each  side  thereof,  so  peculiarly  located 
that  a  lamp  placed  at  the  corner  of  a  street  or  alley  on  one  side  of  the  street 
thro^  its  light  about  the  centre  of  the  opposite  alley. 

The  lamps  in  question  were  situated  so  as  to  light  two  alleys  each.  About 
twenty  feet  north  of  the  lamp  on  the  west  side  of  Union  street  (which  the  motion 
proposes  to  discontinue)  is  a  small  catch-basin,  in  the  line  of  the  west  gutter;  and 
about  twenty  feet  south  of  the  dismantled  lamp  on  the  east  side  (which  the  motion 
proposes  to  have  re-lighted)  is  also  a  catch  basin. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  report  adversely  to  discontinuing  the  west  side  lamp, 
and  suggest  that  the  best  way  to  put  the  east  side  lamp  in  service  is  to  discontinue 
the  lamp  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Union  and  McCarty  streets.

I  filed  my  bond,  with  proper  surety,  which  was  properly  approved  I  am 
now  daily  performing  the  duties  of  my  office,  and  no  written  charges  have  been 
preferred  against  me.  If  there  are  any  errors  in  my  official  conduct,  which  would 
make  me  liable  to  censure,  to  reprimand  or  removal,  I  should  be  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  these  charges,  and  be,  as  is  customary  allowed  to  defend  myself.,  if  possi- 
ble ;  and  it  is  to  me  an  inalienable  right,  as  a  man,  a  citizen,  and  a  public  officer. 
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I,  therefore  respectfully  request  of  you  that  the  resolution  of  the  Council  be  re- 
ferred to  an  Investigating  Committee,  composed  of  members  of  the  Council  and  of 
your  body,  and  the  charges  against  me  should  be  presented  to  this  committee  in 
writing,  and  that  I  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  before  such  committee,  and  present 
my  defence.  I  submit  to  you,  as  gentlemen,  as  well  as  important  public  officers,

That  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the  City  Assessor,  by  the 
Auditor  of  Marion  County,  certified  copies  of  the  reports  of  the  national  and  private 
banks,  joint-stock  corporations,  railroads,  gravel  roads,  pawnbrokers,  and  such 
other  stock  as  is  required  by  law  to  be  furnished  to  cities  by  the  County  Auditor. 

That  the  ToVnship  Trustee  be  allowed  to  grade  Twelfth  street,  from  Meridian 
street  to  Illinois  street,  without  expense  to  the  property  owners  or  the  city,  and  to 
remove  the  earth  and  gravel  down  to  such  grade,  and  use  the  same  in  making  a 
fill  on  the  Schurmann  farm,  between  the  northern  terminus  of  Meridian  street  and 
Fall  Creek.  The  City  Civil  Engineer  is  hereby  ordered  to  establish  the  proper 
grade  for  Twelfth  street,  between  the  points  named. 

That  the  proprietors  of  the  Indianapolis  Conservatory,  on  west  side  of  N.  Ten- 
nessee street,  north  of  Tinker  street,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  granted  peimission 
to  put  down  and  maintain,  at  their  own  expense,  two  driveways  (at  such  points  as 
needed)  across  the  pavement  at  the  south  corner  and  in  front  of  said  conservatory 
premises. 

That  the  Marshal  be  instructed  to  notify  the  Police  to  prohibit  any  person  or 
persons  from  dumping  garbage  on  the  banks  of  the  old  bed  of  Fall  Creek. 

That  the  City  Clerk  be  instructed  to  advertise  for  proposals  to  remove  dead  ani- 
mals to  Sellers'  Farm  for  the  term  of  one  year,  as  the  contract  of  the  Indianapolis 
Fertilizer  Company  will  soon  expire. 
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Inasmuch  as  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  placing  of  proper  signal  lights 
where  obstructions  are  left  in  and  along  the  streets  and  alleys  of  this  city,  thereby 
endangering  the  lives  of  those  using  said  streets  and  alleys,  and  laying  the  city 
liable  for  damages,  is  unreasonably  disregarded  and  violated:     Therefore, 

Moved,  That  the  Chief  of  Police  is  hereby  ordered  to  instruct  the  Police  Force 
to  file  against  every  person  or  corporation  who  may  violate  said  ordinance ;  and 
the  Marshal  is  hereby  directed  to  notify  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany that  it  must  comply  with  said  ordinance,  and,  that  unless  they  at  once  comply, 
to  file  against  said  company. 

Further,  That  the  Street  Commissioner  and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
are  hereby  requested,  directed,  and  ordered  to  report  all  persons  or  corporations 
who  violate  said  ordinance  to  the  City  Marshal,  and  the  City  Marshal  shall  file 
against  said  parties  at  once,  and  follow  up  all  cases  until  they  realize  the  force  of 
the  law  and  that  ordinances  must  be  respected,  especially  when  the  lives  of  the 
public  are  endangered. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  refused  to  concurrently  adopt  the  following 
Council  motion  : 

That  the  Hospital  Board,  in  connection  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  City 
Hospital,  be  directed  to  report  to  this  Council  the  probable  coat  of  putting  in  gas 
pipes  and  fixtures  in  the  Hospital  building.  Also,  to  report  if,  in  their  opinion,  it 
would  not  be  very  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  Hospital  to  burn  gas,  and  if,  in 
their  opinion,  it  would  not  be  quite  as  cheap  as  coal  oil. 

The  following  motion  [which  had  been  duly  adopted  by  the  Common 
Council — see  page  229,  ante\  on  Alderman  Coburn's  motion,  was  referred 
to  the  Fire  Board  : 

That  Chas.  Haag  be  directed  to  remove  his  street-sprinkler  water-plug  from 
New  York  street,  near  the  Fire  Department  Headquarters.

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  were  referred  sundry  papers, 
would  respectfully  report  as  follows  thereon : 

1st.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Board  to  examine  that  part  of  the  city  adjacent 
to  Yeiser  and  East  streets,  and  report  some  practical  and  permanent  plan  of  im- 
proving the  drainage  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  streets  referred  to. 

We  have  made  the  examination  required  by  the  motion ;  and  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  only  effectual  means  of  relief  from  the  frequent  overflow  of  Yeiser  street 
and  vicinity  is  to  construct  a  brick  sewer,  two  feet  diameter,  from  the  intersection 
of  Coburn  and  East  streets,  west,  to  Madison  avenue — a  distance  of  about  twelve 
hundred  feet.  This  will  carry  off  about  .five-sixths  of  the  water  which  is  now 
allowed  to  run  out  of  its  course,  which,  added  to  that  naturally  falling  on  Yeiser 
street,  causes  the  the  trouble  now  existing.  We  would  recommend  that  the  City 
Civil  Engineer  be  directed  to  report  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  sewer. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  ordering  the  repair  of  the  east  side  of  Illinois  street,  alongside 
the  north  end  of  the  tunnel. 

We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

3d.     Is  a  motion  directing  the  filling  of  chuck-holes,  with  gravel,  in  Pennsyl- 
vania street,  from  South  street  to  Madison  avenue. 
We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

4th.  .  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  erect  a  wooden  bridge 
across  Pogue's  Run  at  the  first  alley  east  of  Tennessee  street,  between  Garden  and 
Merrill  streets — said  Commissioner  to  use  material  left  on  hand  from  the  Ohio 
street  bridge  over  Pogue's  Run.

Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  repair  the  gutter  bridge 
on  South  street,  in  front  of  Hook  and  Ladder  House.

'Councilman  Rooker,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  duly 
received : 
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To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council 

and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  contract  existing  between  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke"  Company  will  terminate  on 
the  31st  day  of  July,  1879,  your  Committees  on  Public  Light  have  had  under  con- 
sideration the  question  of  gas  supply  for  the  year  ending  July  31st,  1880. 

The  amount  of  money  estimated  to  cover  the  cost  of  lighting,  cleaning,  and 
repairing  street  lamps  for  the  coming  year  was  sixty  thousand  (60.000)  dollars. 
Last  year  we  burned  2,200  lamps  for  2,600  hours,  lighted  and  extinguished  on  what 
is  known  as  the  "moon  table,"  at  a  cost  per  lamp  of  $25.80  For  the  year  ending 
July  31st,  1880,  your  committtees  have  decided  to  light  2,400  lamps  for  2,500  hours, 
at  a  cost  of  $25  per  lamp,  the  lamps  to  bo  lighted  and  extinguished  on  time-table  to 
be  furnished  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

Daring  our  investigation  of  the  location  of  the  street  lamps,  it  has  become  evident 
to  your  committees  that  a  personal  inspection  of  all  the  lamps  now  lighted,  and  to 
be  lighted,  should  be  made  at  once,  by  your  committees,  with  a  view  to  so  re-adjust 
the  same  as  to  better  accommodate  the  public. 

It  should  be  understood  that  the  cost  of  re-lighting  the  200  lamps,  or  the  changing 
of  the  lighting  of  other  lamps,  as  designated  by  your  committees,  will  add  no  addi- 
tional expense  to  the  city,  as  the  gas  company  agree  to  make  any  such  change  with- 
out extra  charge. 

It  will  be  readily  seem  that  the  lighting  of  2,400  lamps  for  2,500  hours  is  in  exact 
proportion  to  lighting  2,200  lamps  for  2,600  hours,  and  that  we  pay  the  same 
rate  for  gas  the  coming  year  that  we  paid  for  the  past. 

In  accordance  with  the  above,  we  herewith  transmit  the  contract  of  the  Indian- 
apolis Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  which  we  recommend  be  signed  by  the  Mayor.

This  Agreement,  Made  this  twenty- fourth  day  of  July,  1879,  by  and  between 
The  City  of  Indianapolis,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light 
and  Coke  Company,  party  of  the  second  part, 

Witmssefk,  That,  whereas,  on  the  22d  day  of  July,  1876,  said  parties  entered 
into  a  contract,  in  writing,  whereby  the  party  of  the  ^second  part  undertook  and 
agreed,  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  August  1st,  1876,  to  furnish  gas  to  light,  the 
public  lamps  of  said  city,  upon  terms  therein  stated ; 

_  And  whereas,  on  the  2d  day  of  August,  1878,  the  same  parties  made  a  provi- 
sional agreement  for  the  furnishing  of  gas  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  which  contract  will  soon  expire  by  its  own  limitation: 

Now,  Therefore,  The  parties  hereto  make  this  provisional  agreement,  for  the 
term  of  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  August,  1879,  to-wit: 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  furnish  gas  to  said  party  of  the  first 
part,  of  the  quality  and  kind  provided  for  in  the  third  section  of  the  ordinance  of 
the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  enacted  March  19th,  1866,  for  twenty-four  hun- 
dred (2400)  lamps,  all  of  which  "are  now  in  a  serviceable  condition,  in  and  upon 
the  streets  of  said  city,  except  two  hundred  (200),  which  are  to  be  placed  in  such 
condition  by  said  party  of  the  second  part— said  lamps  to  be  lighted  upon  time- 
tables to  be  furnished  by  the  said  city,  which  tables  shall  provide  for  twenty-five 
hundred  (2500)  hours  per  year  for  each  and  every  lamp ;  and  the  burners  thereof 
shall  be  of  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  four  cubic  feet  per  hour^for  each  and  every 
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lamp.  Said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees,  at  proper  and  regular  times,  to 
light  and  extinguish  said  lamps  according  to  the  schedule  furnished  by  said  party 
oi  the  first  part;  to  keep  said  lamps  clean  and  in  repair;  and  if  said  party  of  the 
second  part  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  keep  the  same  clean  and  in  repair,  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  do  so,  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof 
from  any  sum  due  the  said  gas  company. 

It  is  further  agreed,  That  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to 
deduct  from  any  amount  due  said  party  of  the  second  part  the  sum  of  fifteen  cents 
for  each  and  every  post  for  each  and  every  night  that  it  is  not  lighted,  and  kept 
lighted,  during  the  time  provided  in  the  time-tables,  provided  that  this  provision 
shall  not  apply  to  cases  of  failure  to  light  and  keep  lighted  that  are  caused  by  frost, 
over  which  said  party  of  the  second  part  has  no  control;  but  said  party  of  the 
second  part  agrees  to  use  the  utmost  reasonable  dispatch  in  thawing  out  such 
posts. 

The  city  and  her  officers  shall  have  the  right,  at  any  time,  to  test  both  the  quality 
of  the  gas  furnished  and  the  capacity  of  the  burners  on  the  street  lamps. 

The  aforesaid  twenty-four  hundred  (2400)  posts  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  selected 
and  designated  by  the  Joint  Committees  on  Public  Light  of  the  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen  and  a  representative  committee  of  said  gas  company ; 
and  said  posts  shall  be  designated  by  said  committees  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
August,  1879. 

And  said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  to  furnish  gas  for  all  offices  occu- 
pied by  city  officers,  for  all  engine-houses,  for  the  Council  Chamber,  for  all  tunnels, 
bridges,  station-houses,  and  all  other  places  where  gas  is  required  for"  the  use  of 
said  city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  at  the  price  of  two  dollars  per  thousand  cubic 
feet. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  agreements  of  said  party  of  the  second  part, 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  said  party  of  the  second  part,  for  each 
and  every  street  lamp  of  said  city  to  which  gas  is  supplied,  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  per  annum,  or  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000)  for  said  twenty- 
four  hundred  posts — said  sum  to  be  full  compensation  for  all  gas  furnished,  and 
for  cleaning,  lighting,  keeping  in  repair  and  in  order  for  service,  such  lamps  and 
posts,  as  above  undertaken  and  agreed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part;  and  the 
party  of  the  first  part  does  further  agree  to  pay  for  gas  furnished  said  city  in  her 
corporate  capacity,  except  street  lamps,  the  price  of  two  dollars  per  thousand 
leet,  as  above  mentioned.  The  compensation  herein  agreed  to  be  paid  shall  be 
paid  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  in  equal  monthly  installments,  at  the  end  of 
each  and  every  month,  and  city  warrants  or  orders  shall  be  received  at  par  in  such 
payments. 

And  the  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  with  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
that  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract  all  fines  and  damages  collected,  by 
said  city  from  persons  for  breaking  or  damaging  said  street-lamps  or  posts  shall  be 
paid,  when  collected,  to  said  party  of  the  second  part. 

And  said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  that  if  the  city  should,  at  any 
time,  require  a  greater  number  of  lamp-posts  lighted  than  above  mentioned,  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  will  furnish  gas,  light,  and  keep  the  same  in  repair 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  said  twenty  four  hundred  (2400)  lamps  above  mentioned, 
and  at  the  same  rate,  provided  that  the  same  are  on  the  line  of  the  mains  of  said 
party  of  the  second  part. 

This  contract  to  take  effect  from  and  including  the  first  day  of  August,  1879, 
and  be  and  remain  in  force  for  the  period  of  one  year. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  this  contract,  the  parties  hereto  are  to  be  re- 
mitted to  whatever  rights  they,  or  either  of  them,  may  have  under  the  contract  of 
July  22d,  1876,  the  same  as  if  this  contract  had  never  been  made.  At  and  from 
the  expiration  of  the  period  of  this  contract — to-wit,  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
August,  1880 — said  contract  of  July  22d,  1876,  shall  be  in  force  in  all  respects,  as 
though  neither  this,  nor  any  other  modifying,  contract  had  ever  existed.

The  Committee  on  Opening,  etc.,  Streets  and  Alleys,  through  chair- 
man Kahn,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  read  and  consid- 
ered by  clauses,  and  said  clauses  were  severally  concurred  in : 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  Committee  on  Opening,  etc.,  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred 
sundry  petitions  and  other  papers  relative  to  vacations,  openings,  etc.,  would  report 
thereon  as  follows : 

1  Is  a  petition  from  J.  W.  Sawyer,  presented  on  April  14th,  this  year,  and 
printed  on  page  929  of  Journal  for  1878-1879,  in  which  the  vacation  of  a  strip 
fifteen  feet  wide,  on  the  north  side  of  Norwood  street,  in  front  of  petitioner's 
property,  is  asked  for,  on  the  score  that  balance  of  said  Norwood  street,  except  at 
this  point,  is  only  thirty-five  fact  in  width,  is  but  little  traveled,  and  that  the  other 
propert}'-owners  on  said  street  would  be  neither  benefitted  nor  injured -by  such 
vacation. 

Your  committee  believe  that  no  thoroughfare  of  only  fifty  feet  in  width  should 
be  reduced  to  the  condition  of  an  alley,  especially  when  it  is  located  so  near  the 
heart  of  the  city  as  Norwood  street  is.  Besides,  if  the  vacation  were  ordered,  it 
might  be  that,  at  no  distant  day,  the  owners  of  property  on  this  street,  west  of  Illi- 
nois street,  would  petition  for  the  widening  of  their  portion  cf  said  street  to  a  width 
of  fifty  feet,  when  this  fifteen-foot  strip,  if  vacated,  would  have  to  be  condemned 
and  appropriated  at  a  large  cost.  Your  committee,  therefore,  report  adversely  to 
the  prayed-for  vacation. 

2  Is  a  petition  from  The.  P.  Haughey,  asking  to  have  lot  8,  Brett,  Braden  & 
Co.'s  Addition  set  outside  the  corporation  limits. 

"We  recommend  that  foregoing  matter  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  charged 
with  straightening  and  reducing  the  corporation  lines  of  city. 

3.  Is  a  communication  from  the  City  Clerk,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  the 
''Brothers  of  the  Sacred  Heart"  refuse  to  pay  any  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  pro- 
ceedings in  the  proposed  vacation  of  a  part  of  the  first  alley  south  of  Coburn 
street,  in  Daugherty's  Subdivision  of  a  part  of  out-lot  99,  in  defiance  of  the  pro- 
vision in  the  Act  of  March  17th,  1875,  which  reads — "All  the  expenses  of  such  pro- 
ceedings [vacations]  shall  be  paid  by  said  petitioners,  unless  the  Common  Council 
shall  otherwise  direct." 

The  "Brothers  of  the  Sacred  Heart"  and  one  Isaac  Foster  are  the  only  petitioners 
for  the  vacation  of  aforesaid  portion  of  the  alley  described  above.  In  addition  to 
their  refusal  to  pay  any  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  vacation  proceedings,  your 
committee  is  informed  that  the  portion  of  the  alley  asked  to  be  vacated  is  enclosed 
at  each  end  by  fences,  and  the  public  is  thus  cut  off  from  its  rightful  use.  Your 
committee  recommends  that  the  City  Marshal  be  ordered  to  forthwith  remove  the 
obstructing  fences,  so  that  the  general  public  may  no  longer  be  hindered  from  its 
proper,  full,  and  free  use  of  the  entire  length  of  the  alley,  and  that  no  further  pro- 
ceedings be  had  looking  to  its  vacation. 

4.  Is  a  petition  from  The.  P.  Haughey  and  eleven  others,  to  have  immediate 
proceedings  taken  in  the  matter  of  laying  out  and  extending  Fifth  street,  from  its 
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present  western  terminus,  at  east  end  of  bridge  over  the  canal,to  the  Michigan  Road, 
accompanied  by  a  plat  of  the  proposed  extension. 

We  offer  the  appended  resolution,  making  reference  of  this  case  to  the  City  Com- 
missioners, when  certain  conditions  precedent  are  fulfilled,  and  not  otherwise,  and 
recommend  the  adoption  of   such  resolution.

Gentlemen : — Your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication 
from  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  asking  the  co-operation  of  the  city  govern- 
ment in  extending  an  invitation  to  His  Excellency,  President  Hayes,  family,  and 
cabinet,  to  visit  our  city  on  Wednesday,  October  1st,  being  the  State  Fair  week,, 
would  most  respeotfully  report  that  we  believe  the  city  should  join  heartily  in  the 
invitation,  and  would  recommend  that  a  committee  of  three  (3) — two  (2)  from  the 
Common  Council  and  one  (1)  from  the  Aldermanic  Board — be  appointed  to  confer 
with  the  State  Board,  together  with  such  other  committees  as  may  be  appointed,  to 
make  such  arrangements  for  the  reception  as  may  seem  best  for  the  occasion.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution  and  invitation  : 

Resolved,  That  His  Excellency,  President  R.  B.  Hayes,  family,  and  cabinet  be,  in 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  invited  to  visit  our  city  during  the  Fair  week,, 
and  that  His  Honor,  Mayor  Caven,  be  requested  to  visit  Washington  in  behalf  of 
the  city,  in  connection  with  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  and  such  other  commit- 
tees as  may  be  selected,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  such  invitation. 
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Further,  That  if  His  Honor,  Mayor  Caven,  should  not  be  able  to  go,  to  appoint 
some  member  of  the  city  government  to  act  in  his  stead.

The  Select  Committee  on  the  Fall  Creek  Dams  submitted  the  follow- 
ing reports ;  which,  on  Councilman  Pearson's  motion,  were  severally 
received : 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council : 

Having  found  myself  unable  to  agree  With  the  majority  of  your  committee  to 
whom  was  referred  the  motion  looking  to  the  removal  of  the  Geisendorff  dam 
across  Pall  Creek,  near  the  Michigan  Road,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report: 

The  reason  assigned  for  the  propose^  removal  is,  that  an  unusual  amount  of  sick- 
ness prevails  on  Mississippi,  Tennessee,  Illino'is,  Meridian,  and  Pennsylvania  streets, 
about  one-half  mile  south  of  the  dam.  Without  any  special  investigation  in  regard 
to  the  amount  of  sickness,  but  assuming  it  to  be  as  represented,  as  a  member  of  your 
committee  I  believe  it  to  be  our  duty  to  investigate  every  thing  that  would  in  any 
way  tend  to  explain  the  cause  of  the  sickness  in  the  localities  above  mentioned. 

I  have  thought  it  to  be  the  part  of  ordinary  business  prudence,  considering  the 
large  financial  interests  depending  upon  the  dam,  that  your  committee  should  in- 
vestigate the  whole  of  Fall  Creek  bottom,  from  the  crossing  of  the  Broad  Ripple 
Gravel  Road  to  the  old  mouth  of  the  creek,  near  Washington  street,  that,  if  pos- 
sible, a  cause  might  be  found  that  could  be  removed  without  attacking  the  rights- 
of  private  property  and  involving  the  city  in  needless  litigation.  In  accordance 
with  this  idea,  as  I  supposed,  the  committee,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Board  of 
Health,  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  and  the  Street  Commissioner  passed  over  the  en- 
tire ground. 

The  head  of  the  back-water  above  the  dam  is  a  few  hundred  feet  east  of  Jie  cross- 
ing of  Meridian  street.  From  this  point  to  the  dam  just  west  of  the  Michigan 
Road,  the  water  flows  very  slowly,  and  ordinarily  might  be  regarded  as  still  water- 
There  are  no  bayous  or  ponds  on  the  south  side  of  the  creek,  except  a  small  one 
near  the  crossing  of  Illinois  street.  On  the  north  side,  between  the  points  men- 
tioned, are  a  number  of  bayous,  formed  by  a  gradual  change  of  the  bed  of  the  creek 
to  the  southward.  Most  of  these  bayous  have  a  free  communication  with  the  main 
channel,  and  nowhere,  so  far  as  I  observed,  could  the  water  be  said  to  be  stagnant 
in  the  ordinary  sense — that  is,  dead  and  offensive.  The  stream  and  the  bayous 
have  clear  and  well-defined  banks.  There  was  but  little  decaying  vegetable  mat- 
ter to  be  found,  and,  except  possibly  the  carcass  of  a  dog  thrown  into  the  stream, 
there  was  nothing  to  render  the  water  more  impure  than  water  in  streams  is  usually 
found  to  be.  Nor  was  any  thing  found  from  which,  upon  any  theory  of  which  I 
have  any  knowledge,  could  malarial  exhalations  be  supposed  to  emanate. 

At  the  dam,  the  water  was  found  to  be  running  over  two  or  three  inches  deep. 
From  the  dam  to  a  point  near  the  Branch  of  the  City  Hospital,  commonly 
known  as  the  Pest-House,  the  creek  is  confined  to  its  banks. 

Following  the  race,  from  the  dam  to  the  point  where  it  passes  under  the  canal,, 
there  is  nothing  but  a  clean,  straight  stream  of  water.     On  the  west  side  of  the 
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canal,  however,  at  the  point  of  passage  under  the  canal,  the  water  has  broken  over 
the  banks  of  the  race,  and  covers  about  an  acre  of  ground.  This  is  not  in  a  con- 
dition to  cause  any  trouble  at  present;  but,  in  my  judgment,  it  would  be  well  to 
require  the  owners  of  the  race  to  repair  the  banks  of  the  race,  that  trouble  may  not 
hereafter  come  of  it. 

Below  this,  at  a  point  about  where  Eighth  or  Ninth  street,  if  extended  west, 
would  cross  the  race,  are  two  pieces  of  ground — one  on  the  east  and  one  on  the  west 
side  of  the  race,  and  each  containing  about  ten  acres  surrounded  by  a  levee — that 
have  been  used  as  ice-ponds.  The  water  has  been  shut  off  from  these  ponds,  leav- 
ing the  bottom  partially  uncovered,  with  here  and  there  pools  of  water,  without 
outlet  or  inlet,  and  surrounded  by  vegetation.  In  my  judgment,  the  parties  own- 
ing these  ponds  should  be  required  to  keep  them  full  of  water,  and  provide  each  an 
overflow  into  Fall  Creek,  so  that  a  slight  current  can  be  kept  up  through  them. 

Just  below  these  ponds  is  what  is  known  as  the  Butsch  ice-pond.  This  is  pro- 
vided with  an  overflow  into  Fall  Creek,  and  is  a  clear  and  pure  body  of  water,  and 
I  am  unable  to  see  any  thing  about  it  objectionable. 

On  the  north  side  of  Fall  Creek,  just  below  the  dam,  between  the  Michigan 
Road  and  the  creek,  is  a  pond,  that  in  no  way  depends  upon  the  dam,  that  was  for- 
merly a  bayou,  that  has  been  converted  into  a  pond  by  a  levee  thrown  across  the 
mouth,  and  named  Spring  Lake.  The  water  in  this  pond  stands  about  four  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  water  in  the  creek.  This,  in  all  probability,  would  be  dry, 
if  an  opening  was  made  through  the  levee  down  to  the  level  of  the  water  in  the 
•creek.  The  water  in  this  pond  is,  to  all  appearance,  derived  from  the  washing  of 
hi'ls  around  and  the  overflow  of  the  creek  during  high  water.  It  is  used  as  an 
ice-pond. 

Returning  to  the  location  of  the  Central  Mills,  near  Butsch's  ice-pond,  the  glue 
factory  was  examined,  and  found  in  a  very  bad  condition.  The  ground  about  it  is 
-saturated  with  washings  from  animal  matter.  It  was  found  to  be  poured  out  in 
various  places  upon  the  ground,  and  dribbling  into  the  water  of  the  race.  The 
washings  from  some  of  their  tanks  or  vats  are  conveyed,  by  a  leaky,  wooden  flume, 
across  the  race,  to  a  point  in  the  race  below  the  mill,  from  whence,  what  does  not 
escape  from  the  flume  before  it  reaches  the  race,  is  washed  into  Fall  Creek  almost 
-opposite  the  Pest-House 

Two  or  three  hundred  yards  below  the  crossing  of  Indiana  avenue  is  another 
dam.  Into  the  water  of  this  dam  run  the  washings  from  the  glue  factory,  the 
washings  from  the  ground  about  the  Pest-House,  the  washings  and  offal  from  a 
small  slaughter  house,  and  the  sewer  from  the  City  Hospital.  And  I  deem  it  to 
be  my  duty,  and  the  duty  of  the  committee,  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that,  from 
this  pond,  ice  was  taken  during  the  last  winter,  and  is  now  being  furnished  to  the 
•citizens  of  this  city. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  creek,  and  near  Indiana  avenue,  are  some  ponds  of  stag- 
nant and  stinking  water,  in  no  way  connected  with  the  dams,  and  which,  in  my 
judgment,  should  be  filled  up,  or  an  opening  made  by  which  they  would  drain  out 
into  the  creek.     This  could  be  done  at  a  very  small  expense. 

It  will  be  remembered  that,  three  or  four  years  ago,  the  city  changed  the  bed  of 
of  Fall  Creek,  from  a  point  west  of  this  clam  to  a  point  directly  west,  in  White 
River,  and  built  a  heavy  levee  on  the  south  side  of  this  new  channel,  from  the  dam 
to  White  River,  and,  down  the  east  bank  of  the  river,  to  near  the  Michigan  street 
bridge.  This  change  has  left  uncovered  the  bed  of  Fall  Creek,  from  the  lower  dam 
to  the  old  mouth  of  Fall  Creek  into  White  River,  above  the  Washington  street 
bridge.  From  the  levee  just  mentioned  to  the  Michigan  street  fill,  there  is  abso- 
lutelv  no  drainage  of  the  old  bed  or  channel,  and  it  is,  consequently,  broken  up 
into  holes  and  pools  of  water,  that  during  the  summer  months  must  become  offen- 
sive. I  believe  that  these  ponds  can  be  almost,  if  not  entirely,  obliterated,  at  a 
very  trifling  expense,  by  scraping  earth  from  the  banks  into  the  holes  where  the 
water  stands 

South  of  the  Michigan  street  fill  the  water  is  retained  in  the  channel,  in  part  by 
levees  thrown  across  the  channel  by  parties  desiring  to  retain  the  water  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  ice,  and  in  part  by  the  fact  that  the  bed  of  the  creek  is  lower 
than  the  mouth  where  it  empties  into  White  River.     That  part  of  the  channel  next 
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to  the  Michigan  street  fill,  I  believe  can  be  made  dry  at  a  comparatively  small  ex- 
pense. Lower  down,  the  expense  will  be  more  considerable,  owing  to  the  width 
and  depth  of  the  channel.  The  whole  channel  can,  however,  be  filled  from  the 
banks,  without  hauling  a  single  load  of  dirt. 

Just  east  of  the  old  bed  of  the  creek,  below  the  Michigan  street  fill,  is  an  old 
ditch  that  contains  water,  without  outlet  or  inlet,  stagnant  and  stinking.  A  very 
little  work  will  serve  to  obliterate  this. 

The  facts  herein  mentioned  lead  me,  as  a  member  of  your  committee,  to  conclude 
that  if  the  sickness  in  the  localities  to  which  reference  has  been  made  is  caused  by 
emanations  from  Fall  Creek  bottom,  the  probabilities  are  very  greatly  in  favor  of 
the  view  that  the  emanations  are  from  that  part  of  the  creek  bottom  below  where 
Eighth  or  Ninth  street  would  cross,  if  extended.  It  will  be  observed  that  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  twenty-four  hours,  for  six  to  nine  months  of  the  year,  the 
wind  is  from  points  between  the  west  and  south,  and  most  generally  from  the  south- 
west, placing  the  glue  lactory  and  the  old  bed  of  Fall  Creek  directly  to  the  wind- 
ward of  the  infected  locality. 

In  regard  to  the  Geisendorfl  dam,  as  a  member  of  your  committee  I  am  not  at 
all  satisfied  that  the  sickness  in  the  localities  mentioned  depends,  in  any  degree, 
upon  it;  and  I  believe  it  will  be  unwise  for  this  Council  to  spend  either  time  or 
money  in  that  direction,  until  so  manifest  an  evil  as  lies  directly  west  of  the  city 
is  first  abated — being,  as  it  is,  an  evil  that  is  the  direct  consequence  of  the  change 
of  the  channel  of  Fall  Creek.  I  believe  it  will  be  unwise  for  the  Council  to  incur 
any  risk  of  expensive  litigation,  by  an  interference  with  these  dams,  until  every 
other  possible  cause  ofr  source  of  the  infection  is  removed.  Then,  and  not  until 
then,  can  this  body  act  intelligently  and  safely  in  regard  to  the  Geisendorff  dams. 

I  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  your  committee  to  recommend,  and  as  one  member 
of  it  I  do  recommend, 

1st.  That  the  proprietors  of  the  glue  factory  be  required  to  put  that  institution 
in  proper  condition.  That  they  be  required  to  remove  to  the  Sellers'  Farm  all 
waste,  of  whatever  character,  containing  animal  matter. 

2d.  That  the  parties  who  own  the  ice-ponds  before  mentioned,  from  which  the 
water  has  been  shut  off,  be  required  to  fill  them,  and  provide  overflows. 

3d.  That  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  fill. up  the  holes,  containing  water,  in  the 
old  bed  of  the  creek  between  the  levee  and  Michigan  street  fill;  and  that  the  chan- 
nel below  the  Michigan  street  fill  be  cleared  of  all  obstructions  to  the  free  flow  of 
water,  and  so  much  of  it  as  practicable  be  filled  up,  by  scraping  from  the  banks 
until  water  will  not  stand. 

4th.  That  the  mouth  of  the  old  ditch  east  of  the  old  bed  of  the  creek,  next  to  the 
river,  be  cleared  out,  and  the  ditch  filled  by  scraping,  until  water  will  not  stand  in 
it.  (See  clause  2d  of  sec.  53  of  Charter  of  City  of  Indianapolis,  hereby  made  part 
of  this  report.)

We  concur  in  the  general  statements  ot  the  foregoing  report ;  but  do  not  think 
that  sufficient  importance  is  attached  to  the  obstruetions  produced  by  the  dams 
across  Fall  Creek. 

In  addition  to  the  filth  that  is  emptied  into  the  lower  one,  from  the  pest-house, 
the  glue  factory,  the  slaughter  house,  and  the  City  Hospital,  it  is  the  receptacle  of 
all  the  washings  and  sewerage  of  that  part  of  the  city  known  as  old  Camp  Car- 
rington,  north  of  Indiana  avenue  and  west  of  the  Michigan  road. 

The  upper  dam  is  the  first  permanent  obstruction  to  the  free  flow  of  the  water 
south  of  Scofield's  mill.  It  here  forms  a  pocket,  that  catches  and  retains  all  the 
insoluble  animal  and  vegetable  matter  that  reaches  the  stream  from  the  dairies, 
sig.  28. 
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pasture  lands,  and  densely-populated  districts  through  which  it  flows,  to  the  north 
of  the  city.  It  also  receives  the  drainage  from  the  old  State  Ditch,  which  carries 
down  all  the  sewerage  from  the  north  and  eastern  portion  of  the  city.  A  large 
portion  of  the  year  there  is  not  enough  water  flowing  over  either  of  these  dams  to- 
carry  off  any  considerable  amount  of  animal  or  vegetable  matter.  Whatever, 
therefore,  is  deposited  in  either  of  them,  must  be  retained  until  it  is  decomposed 
and  thrown  off  in  poisonous  exhalations. 

These  dams,  together  with  the  pools  and  bayous  along  the  bed  of  old  Fall  Creekr 
being  the  property  of  private  persons,  before  taking  any  steps  that  would  involve 
the  city  in  any  considerable  expense,  we  would  advise  that  the  legal  question  first 
be  settled,  Whether  the  property  owners  are  not  responsible  for  what  ever  nuisances 
may  exist?  A  careful  estimate  has  been  made  by" the  former  City  Engineer,  and 
he  places  the  cost  of  draining  and  filling  the  ponds  in  the  old  bed  of  the  creek, 
from  Patterson's  line  to  White  River,  at  $18,400.  We  name  this  fact,  that  your 
honorable  body  may  not  be  misled  as  to  the  cost  of  this  part  of  the  work. 

"We  think  we  have  reached  the  point  when  the  interests  of  our  city  demand  that 
steps  should  be  taken,  looking  to  the  ultimate  removal  of  these  two  dams  from  Fall 
Creek.  The  whole  drainage  of  the  northern  and  eastern  portions  of  the  city  is, 
and  must  be,  into  this  stream.  There  is  no  other  place  for  it  to  go;  and  the  trou- 
ble from  this  source  will  increase  each  year,  as  the  population  increases  in  these 
districts.  "We,  therefore,  renew  the  recommendation  made  in  the  first  report,  that 
the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  directed  to  make  a  careful  survey  of  Fall  Creek  from 
Central-avenue  to  its  confluence  with  White  River,  and  of  itsgold  bed,  from  the  Pat- 
terson cut-off  to  Geisendorffs  mill,  and  make  a  hvdrographical  map  of  the  same; 
and  that  the  City  Attorney  ascertain  the  vested  rights  of  the  parties  owning  the 
dams,  and  whether  the  parties  owning  the  old  bottom  of  Fall  Creek  are  responsi- 
ble for  the  nuisances  that  exist  there;  and  they  both  report  to  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, at  its  second  meeting  in  August.

Councilman  Rooker  moved  that  the  consideration  of  foregoing  reports 
be  made  the  Special  Order  for  next  session  of  this  body ;  which  proposi- 
tion, on  Councilman  VanVorhis's  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

By  consent,  Councilman  VanVorhis  was  then  permitted  to  offer  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved*  That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  notify  the  owners  of  the 
land  along  the  line  of  the  old  bed  of  Fall  Creek,  from  the  Patterson  levee  to  Wash- 
ington street,  to  clear  the  old  channel  of  Fall  Creek  of  all  obstructions  to  the  flow 
of  water,  and  to  fill  up  all  holes  found  upon  said  land  containing  stagnant  water, 
or  containing  water  that  may  become  stagnant. 

If  said  owners  fail  or  refuse  to  obey  such  notice,  the  Street  Commissioner  i& 
authorized  and  directed  to  clear  out  said  channel,  and  fill  up  said  holes,  as  afore- 
said found  upon  said  property,  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  thereof,  provided  that 
the  amount  so  expended  during  this  year  shall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  value 
of  the  property  on  which  the  improvements  may  be  made,  and  provided  that  the 
whole  amount  so  expended  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

And  it  was  duly  adopted  by  the  following  vote :

Wood. 
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On  Councilman  Rooker's  motion,  it  was  then  ordered  that  foregoing 
reports,  together  with  General  Ordinance  38,  1879  [see  ^le  on  page  224, 
ante],  should  be  made  a  Special  Order  at  next  regular  session. 

The  Coburn  Investigating  Committee,  through  Councilman  VanVor- 
his,  submitted  the  following  report  and  appended  documents : 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  President  of  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  Members  of 

Board  of  Aldermen  and  of  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  joint  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  demand  of  Alderman  Coburn, 
that  certain  reports  charging  him  with  having  sold  the  city  inferior  lumber  at  exor- 
bitant prices  should  be  investigated,  respectfully  report  that  the  committee  (all  the 
members  being  present)  met  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  on  the  evening  of  July 
18th. 

Your  committee,  through  the  chairman,  directed  the  City  Marshal  to  notify  to 
be  present  at  that  time,  the  managing  editor  of  the  Sentinel,  the  editor  of  the  Peo- 
ple, the  papers  in  which  the  accusations  were  published,  and  also  Councilman 
Downey  (who,  it  was  stated  had  furnished  the  information  upon  which  the  publi- 
cations in  said  papers  were  based),  and  others.  The  notice  was  returned  to  your 
committee  endorsed  "Served,  by  reading  on  the  within  named  gentlemen,  July  18th, 
1879." 

Neither  of  the  three  parties  mentioned  appeared;  and  your  committee,  having 
heard  the  testimony  of  all  the  witnesses  present,  and  being  unable  to  learn  of  any 
other  possible  source  of  imformation,  adjourned. 

On  the  day  following,  Councilman  Downey  reported  to  the  chairman  and  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  that  he  had  not  been  notified  of  the  meeting  of  the  evening 
before,  and  that  he  desired  another  meeting  of  the  committee,  that  he  might  have  an 
-opportunity  to  appear  before  it.  A  meeting  was  accordingly  called,  and  committee 
met  (all  the  members  being  present),  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  on  the  evening 
of  July  ]9th.  Councilman  Downey  was  present,  and  read  a  statement  of  what  he 
knew  of  the  matter  under  investigation  and  an  explanation  of  his  connection  with 
the  reports  in  circulation  ;  which  is  herewith  submitted  and  made  part  hereof.  No 
other  evidence  was  obtained. 

Your  committee  understand  that  the  matter  referred  to  them,  upon  the  demand 
®f  Alderman  Coburn,  was  the  reports  in  circulation,  that  Alderman  Coburn  had 
used  his  official  position  for  his  individual  advantage,  and  had  sold  the  city  inferior 
lumber  at  exorbitant  prices. 

Your  committee  find  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  five  vouchers  of  the 
firm  of  Coburn  &  Jones,  of  which  firm  Alderman  Coburn  is  a  member,  aggre- 
gating the  amount  of  $247.04.  These  vouchers  are  for  lumber  purchased  during 
the  years  1878  and  1879,  and  are  submitted  with  the  report  as  exhibits,  and  marked 
"a,"  "b,"  "c,"  "d,"  "e." 

The  evidence  before  us  shows  very  conclusively  that  these  vouchers  cover  all  the 
purchases  (except  a  few  loads  of  kindling  and  shavings  for  the  Fire  Department) 
made  for  the  city  from  Messrs.  Coburn  &  Jones  or  in  which  Alderman  Coburn  was 
in  any  way  interested,  during  the  year  1878  and  1879,  and  that  they  form  a  very 
small  part  of  the  whole  amount  of  lumber  bought  for  the  use  of  the  city  during 
the  time. 

And  it  further  appears  from  the  statements  of  such  gentlemen  as  Charlton  Eden, 
E.  H.  Eldridge,  and  J.  E.  Shover,  that  the  prices  charged  were  as  low,  and  in  some 
instances  lower,  than  the  market  prices  for  the  same  kind  of  lumber  at  the  time 
when  these  purchases  were  made.  From  the  evidence  before  your  committee,  it 
clearly  appears  that,  in  every  instance,  there  was  a  good  and  sufficient  reason 
why  the  purchasers  were,  and  should  have  been,  made  as  they  were  made. 
The  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  states  that,  on  several  occasions,  he  had  been 
compelled  to  buy  kindling  and  shavings  of  Messrs.  Coburn  &  Jones  because  he 
could  not  find  the  articles  anywhere  else.  Some  of  the  lumber  included  in  the  five 
vouchers  was  purchased  under  the  same  circumstances,  and  for  the  same  reason, 
and  some  of   it  because  it  could  be  bought  cheaper  than  of  any  one  else. 
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Your  committee  find  that  Alderman  Coburn,  doubting  the  proprietyof  it,  always 
and  unifbrmily  objected  to  selling  lumber  to  the  city,  and  refused  to  do  so  unless 
satisfied  the  articles  desired  could  not  be  promptly  obtained  elsewhere,  or  when  cir- 
cumstances existed  that  enabled  the  firm  to  furnish  cheaper  than  others.  Your 
committee,  therefore,  report  that  there  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  Alderman  Coburn 
has,  in  any  way  been  disposed  to  use,  or  has  in  any  way  used,  his  official  position  for 
his  individual  advantage  or  the  advantage  of  the  firm  with  which  he  is  connected, 
but  that,  on  the  contrary,  he  has  given  the  city  the  advantage  of  his  knowledge  of 
the  lumber  trade,  and  saved  the  city  many  dollars  thereby. 

From  the  reference  made  to  the  committee,  we  have  not  thought  we  were  called 
upon  or  authorized,  to  render  any  opinion  as  to  whether  section  52  of  the  charter  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  which  provides  that  "No  member  of  the  Common  Council, 
or  other  officer  of  such  city,  shall,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  be  a  party  to,  or  in 
any  manner  interested  in,  any  contract,"  etc.,  should  be  so  construed  as  to  make  it 
unlawful  for  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  or  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  for  a 
firm  composed  of  two  or  more  individuals,  one  of  whom  might  be  a  member  of  the 
Common  Council  or  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  make,  in  optm  market,  current  sales  to 
the  city;  or  whether  said  section  52  should  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  only  to  con- 
tracts and  agreements  regularly  m;id^  and  entered  into.  Your  committee,  believing 
however  that  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  should  be  advised  upon 
this  question,  respectfull}T  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to  the  City  Attorney,  with 
instructions  to  report  his  opinion  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council. 

Since  the  writing  of  the  above  report,  the  affidavits  of  Mr.  James  A.  Isgrigg  and 
David  F.  Swain  have  been  left  with  the  committee,  and  are  submitted  with  the  re- 
port and  made  part  thereof.

Statement  of  Councilman  John  T.  Downey. 

I  appear  before  this  committee,  to-night,  simply  to  refute  some  of  the  insinua- 
tions emanating  from  the  investigation  last  night. 

It  has  been  stated  in  public  print  that  I  have  been  the  instigator  of  certain 
charges  against  Alderman  Coburn,  and  it  has  been  intimated  in  public  print, 
through  the  voice  of  Mr.  Coburn,  that  I  was  afraid  to  meet  an  issue  made  by  him 
for  a  public  investigation. 

I  now  say,  that  I  have  said  to  divers  individuals  that  the  firm  of  which  Mr. 
Coburn  is  a  member  had  sold  lumber,  and  that  Mr  Coburn  knew  it,  to  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  during  the  time  Mr.  Coburn  was  a  member  of  the  Aldermanic  Board, 
in  direct  violation  of  section  52  of  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis — this  far 
I  have  said  on  my  own  responsibility,  and  stand  by  it. 

As  to  over-charges,  and  the  use  of  bad  lumber,  I  have  heard  it  rumored  that  bad 
lumber  had  been  used  and  over-charges  made,  and  give  as  my  authority  for  the 
same,  James  Isgrigg.  late  Republican  candidate  for  Street  Commissioner.  I  never 
conversed  with  Mr.  Isgrigg  on  this  subject.  Mr.  Isgrigg  left  word  with  Captain 
David  Swain  that  any  information  wanted  on  this  subject  would  be  furnished,  and 
that  Isgrigg  told  Swain,  as  I  have  been  informed  by  Swain,  that  such  over-charges 
had  been  made  and  bad  lumber  used.  Of  this  rumor  I  havenot  made  free  use,  not 
knowing  whether  it  could  be  proven  or  not. 

Of  the  first  charge,  I  say  again,  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  I  am  right. 

I  want  this  statement  made  as  public  as  that  of  Mr.  Coburn  of  last  night.  I 
was  not  notified,  or  would  have  been  present  last  night.

James  A.  Isgrigg,  being  duly  sworn,  upon  his  oath  says  that  he  has,  at  no  time, 
said  that  he  knew  that  bad  lumber  had  been  sold  by  Messrs.  Coburn  &  Jones  to  the 
city,  at  exorbitant  prices.  That  he  did  not  s;iy  to  Mr.  Swain  that  he  could  furnish 
any  facts  concerning  such  reports.  That  he  has  said  to  Mr.  Swain,  and  probably 
to  others,  that  lumber  had  been  purchased  from  Messrs.  Coburn  &  Jones,  for  the 
use  of  the  city.  He  further  says  that  he  does  not  know  anything  about  the  quality 
of  the  lumber  or  the  prices  charged,  nor  has  he  ever  pretended  to  know.  That  he 
has  never  had  any  conversation  with  Councilman  Downey  in  regard  to  the  matter, 
nor  left  any  word  with  any  one  for  Mr.  Downey  or  any  one  else,  that  any  informa- 
tion wanted  on  this  subject  would  be  furnished.

David  F.  Swain,  being  duly  sworn,  upon  his  oath  says  that  he  had  a  conversation 
with  Mr.  Isgrigg  concerning  his  candidacy  for  Street  Commissioner  soon  after  the 
election  of  cit}T  officers,  in  which  Mr.  Isgrigg  told  him  that  certain  parties  were 
selling  lumber,  etc.,  to  the  city,  in  violation  of  city  ordinances.  That,  to  the  best 
of  his  recollection,  Mr.  Isgrigg  said  nothing  about  inferior  material  or  exorbitant 
prices.  That  Mr.  Isgrigg  did  not  leave  any  word  with  him  for  any  one  concerning 
this  matter. 

Affiant  further  says  that,  subsequently,  in  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Downey  con- 
cerning the  "soreness"  of  some  of  the  defeated  candidates  for  city  offices,  the  re- 
marks of  Mr.  Isgrigg  were  repeated  to  Mr.  Downey,  but  with  no  intention  of  fur- 
nishing matter  t©  make  charges  against  any  one.  That  to  the  best  of  his  recollection 
nothing  was  said  to  Mr.  Downey  about  exorbitant  prices  being  charged  or  inferior 
material  being  furnished.

once  each  day  during  dry  and  dusty  times  in  the  months  of  June,  July,  August, 
September,  and  the  first  two  weeks  of  October,  in  each  year,  and  report  the  most 
practicable  plan,  and  at  what  cost  per  lineal  foot  of  street  such  sprinkling  can  be 
done,  and  the  best  way  for  making  collections  from  the  persons  benefitted. 

The  following  motion,  made  by  same  Councilman,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Bridges : 

That  the  Committee  on  Bridges,  in  connection  with  the  Street  Commissioner, 
examine,  at  once,  all  the  city  bridges,  and  put  them  in  safe  condition. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  same  Councilman,  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote  : 

Resolved^  That  the  heartfelt  sympathy  of  this  body  be  extended  to  Councilman 
McOinty  in  his  bereavement  at  the  death  of  his  wife. 

The  same  Councilman  also  offered  the  following  resolution  : 
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Whereas,  The  City  Commissioners,  in  their  amended  report  of  April  21st, 
1879,  appraised  the  damages  arising  from  the  extension  of  John  street,  from  Peru 
avenue  to  Massachusetts  avenue,  at  $1,900,  and  found  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
should  pay  that  full  amount; 

And  Whereas,  Aforesaid  report  and  finding  was  duly  and  formally  approved 
by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  on  May  5th  and  6th,  1879; 
Therefore,  be  it  now 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Treasurer  forthwith  tender  the  appraised  damages  to 
the  parties  to  whom  the  same  were  awarded,  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  set  the. 
line  stakes  for  the  new  street,  and  that  the  extension  of  said  John  street  be  other- 
wise immediately  prosecuted  and  perfected. 

And  it  was  duly  adopted  by  the  following  vote  :

Nays — None. 

On  Councilman  Kahn's  motion,  it  was  ordered — 

That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  (within  three  days)  to  give  the  line 
and  set  the  stakes  for  the  German  Protestant  Orphan  Society,  for  the  purpose  of' 
building  a  stone  wall  on  the  south  side  of  Pleasant  Run.  upon  their  grounds  and 
at  their  own  expense. 

The  same  Councilman  presented  the  following  petition ;  and,  on  his 
motion,  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  was  duly  granted : 

Indianapolis,  July  21,  1879. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  City  Council : 

Gentlemen : — I  am  instructed  by  the  Merchants  Committee  to  ask  leave  to  erect 
a  grand  triumphal  arch  over  Washington  street,  at  the  corner  of  Meridian  street, 
for  the  gala  and  picnic  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indianapolis  Rifles,  to  take  place  on 
July  28th  and  29th.

Councilman  Lamb  made  the  following  motion  : 

That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated 
out  of  any  money  in  the  hands  of  the  treasury,  to  furnish  a  horse  and  buggy  for 
the  Chief  of  Police,  the  use  thereof  to  be  in  the  police  service. 

After  a  number  of  verbal  propositions  had  been  made,  accompanied 
by  much  debate  and  consequent  action,  the  Chair  (Councilman  McKay) 
disposed  of  preceding  motion,  by  declaring  same  to  be  out  of  order  on 
the  score  that  no  appropriation  of  the  public  moneys  could  be  made  ex- 
cept by  and  through  a  regular  Appropriation  Ordinance. 

On  Councilman  Morrison's  motion,  it  was  ordered — 

That  before  any  estimate  is  allowed  for  the  improvement  of  New  York  street, 
from  Tennessee  street  to  the  canal,  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  and  City 
Civil  Engineer  be  requested  to  examine  said  street,  as  many  of  the  property  own- 
ers on  said  street  think  the  work  is  not  being  done  according  to  specifications.

VanVorhis's  suggestion,  ordered  to  be  laid  on  the  table  : 

That  the  names  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Common  Council  be  so 
changed  as  to  agree  with  the  titles  of  the  Aldermanic  Standing  Committees;  also, 
that  the  duties  assigned  the  Council  Committee  on  Public  Property  in  connection 
with  sewers  and  drainage  be  taken  from  such  committee,  and  assigned  to  a  distinct 
Standing  Committee,  to  be  known  and  entitled  "Committee  on  Sewers  and  Drain- 
age" ;  and  that  the  two  Committees  on  Streets  and  Alleys  be  consolidated  into  one 
committee,  to  be  known  as  "Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,"  which  consolidated 
committee  shall  have  a  membership  of  not  more  than  three. 

The  following  motion,  made  by  same  Councilman,  was,  under  the 
rules,  referred  to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  : 

That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  repair  Tennessee  street,  from  Ohio 
street  to  North  street,  with  cinders. 

Councilman  Tucker  was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  the  balance  of 
this  session. 

On  Councilman  McKay's  motion,  it  was  ordered — 

That  the  Committee  on  Public  Health  and  Hygiene,  together  with  the  Board  of 
Health,  be,  and  are  hereby,  instructed  to  take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary, to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of  infectious  diseases  in  this  city,  and 
report  their  action  to  the  Council,  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

That  the  City  Clerk  give  legal  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion, to  be  held  on  the  20th  of  August. 

Whereas,  The  annual  report  from  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  submitted  on  May 
6th  and  7th,  1878  (see  pages  945  and  401,  Journals  of  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen  for  1877-1878],  is  a  brief  document,  and  yet  contains  information 
worthy  of  preservation  in  other  form  than  in  manuscript  on  the  files;   Therefore, 

-It  is  ordered  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, That  before-mentioned  report  be  forthwith  published  as  appendix-mat- 
ter to  the  Journals  of  1878-1879.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Tour  petitioners  would  respectfully  ask  your  honorable  bodies  to 
take  immediate  steps  to  abate  the  nuisance  arising  from  stagnant  pools  of  water  along 
the  line  of  Fall  Creek.  These  pools  are  undoubtedly  the  cause  of  a  large  percent. 
of  the  malarial  diseases  which  are  now  so  prevalent.  We  would  call  attention, 
especially,  to  that  portion  of  the  old  bed  of  Fall  Creek  below  Patterson's  cut-off 
as  more  especially  needing  immediate  and  energetic  attention,  as  it  is  in  a  very  bad 
condition.  The  "cut-off"  has  left,  in  that  portion  of  the  old  bed,  many  pools  of 
water  that  are  entirely  stagnaut,  and  which  are  endangering  the  health  and  lives 
of  our  people.     As.  the  especial  nuisance  herein  referred  to  was  created  by  the  city 
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authorities,  we  think  that  it  is  not  only  a  matter  of  duty  for  the  city  to  take  steps 
to  abate  it,  but  that  it  is  necessary,  as  an  act  of  protection  against  suits  for  damages 
which  may  be  successfully  prosecuted  against  the  city.

Your  petitioners,  Mariah  Louisa  Tie-man,  Mariah  H.  Tieman,  and  Catharine  L. 
Tieman  would  respectfully  show  that  the  first  named  is  the  widow,  and  the  two 
latter  unmarried  daughters  of*  Henry  F.  C  Tieman,  who  departed  this  life  October 
23d,  1873,  at  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  they  have  continued,  since  his  death,  to 
reside  in  said  city. 

That  said  deceased,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  owned  lot  No.  16  in  Rosett's  Subdi- 
vision of  out-lot  107-8,  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  that  said  widow  and  said  daugh- 
ters still  continue  unmarried. 

Petitioners  aver,  by  the  death  of  said  Henry  F.  C.  Tieman,  the  fee  simple  title 
of  said  real  estate  was  cast  upon  petitioners,  each  to  the  extent  of  one-third  thereof,

Your  petitioners  further  represent  that,  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  approved  December  21st,  1872,  and  en- 
titled "An  Act  to  provide  for  a  uniform  assessment  of  property  and  for  the  collec- 
tion and  return  of  taxes  thereon,"  said  real  estate  should  have  been  exempt  from 
State.  County,  and  city  taxation  since  the  approval  of  said  Act.  And  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  and  the  facts  herein  recited,  said  city  has  excepted 
said  real  estate  from  taxation  for  the  year  1878,  yet  petitioners  aver  that,  in  ignor- 
ance of  their  rights  under  said  Act,  they  paid  taxes  on  the  full  valuation  of  said 
said  real  estate  as  follows,  to-wit :  For  the  year  1874,  S12.78;  1875,  $19.50;  1876, 
$14.70;  1877,  $10.64— or  a  total  of  $57.62. 

Petitioners  aver  that  exemption  from  such  taxation  was  a  right  conferred  upon 
them  by  law,  and,  in  equity  and  good  conscience,  said  city  should  refund  to  them 
the  amount  so,  as  aforesaid,  collected  of  them,  and  which,  under  the  law,  they  were 
not  Required  to  pay;  and  they,  therefore,  pray  this  honorable  Council  to  direct  the 
Clerk  of  said  city  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  thereof  for  the  sum  of 
$57.62,  in  favor  of  your  petitioners.

Gentlemen : — In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  contract  existing  between  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company  will  terminate  on 
the  31st  day  of  July,  1879,  your  Committees  on  Public  Light  have  had  under  con- 
sideration the  question  of  gas  supply  for  the  year  ending  July  31st,  1880. 

The  amount  of  money  estimated  to  cover  the  cost  of  lighting,  cleaning,  and 
repairing  street  lamps  for  the  coming  year  was  sixty  thousand  (60,000)  dollars. 
Last  year  we  burned  2,200  lamps  for  2,600  hours,  lighted  and  extinguished  on  what 
is  known  as  the  "moon  table,"  at  a  cost  per  lamp  of  $25.80.  Por  the  year  ending 
July  31st,  1880,  your  committees  have  decided  to  light  2,400  lamps  for  2,500  hours, 
at  a  cost  of  $25  per  lamp,  the  lamps  to  be  lighted  and  extinguished  on  time-table  to 
be  furnished  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

During  our  investigation  of  the  location  of  the  street  lamps,  it  has  become  evident 
to  your  committees  that  a  personal  inspection  of  all  the  lamps  now  lighted,  and  to 
be  lighted,  should  be  made,  at  once,  by  your  committees,  with  a  view  to  so  re-adjust 
the  same  as  to  better  accommodate  the  public. 

It  should  be  understood  that  the  cost  of  re-lighting  the  200  lamps,  or  the  changing 
of  the  lighting  of  other  lamps,  as  designated  by  your  committees,  will  add  no  addi- 
tional expense  to  the  city,  as  the  gas  company  agree  to  make  any  such  change  with- 
out extra  charge. 

It  will  be  readily  seem  that  the  lighting  of  2,400  lamps  for  2,500  hours  is  in  exact 
proportion  to  lighting  2,200  lamps  for  2,600  hours,  and  that  we  pay  the  same 
rate  for  gas  the  coming  year  that  we  paid  for  the  past. 

In  accordance  with  the  above,  we  herewith  transmit  the  contract  of  the  Indian- 
apolis Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  which  we  recommend  be  signed  by  the  Mayor.

I  understand  that  the  reasonable  and  honorable  proposition  submitted  by  your 

body  to  the  Common  Council,  at  its  last  meeting,  to  appoint  a  Joint  Committee  of 

Investigation  upon  my  case,  and  allow  the  charges  to  be  examined  by  such  com-

mittee,  and  allow  me  the  commonest  privilege  of  the  poorest  criminal,  to  defend 
myself,  was  not  even  debated  or  allowed  to  be  discussed  by  the  Council,  but  was 
kicked  aside  in  a  hurry,  and  their  former  action  re-confirmed. 

Under  the  circumstances,  and  feeling  that  you,  as  well  as  myself,  have  been 
hastily  mistreated,  I  desire  to  say  that  having  sought  legal  advice,  I  am  satisfied  I 
can  not  be  displaced  from  my  office  without  an  investigation  and  charges  made 
•of  record,  and  a  decision  of  a  majority  your  body  and  that  of  the  Council  against 
me,  after  these  charges  have  been  examined.  I  do  not  desire  litigation  or  to  make 
the  city  liable  in  damages  for  arbitrarily  removing  me  from  office  without  trial  on 
charges  and  cause  shown  by  record.  But  if  I  am  not  allowed  the  common  and 
just  right  of  an  investigation,  and  am  driven  to  the  wall  without  trial,  I  shall  have 
to  appeal  to  the  Courts. 

In  view  of  this  position,  I  request  that  you  shall  refer  the  whole  question  to  the 
City  Attorney,  for  his  decision  as  to  Whether  1  can  be  removed  without  investi- 
gation and  trial  or  not?  and  Whether  an  arbitrary  resolution  can  remove  me  from 
office  under  the  provisions  of  the  city  charter,  and  after  I  have  accepted  the  office 
and  my  bond  has  been  filed  and  approved.

If  this  rumor  is  correct,  and  you  intend  to  take  such  action,  I 
hereby  respectfully  protest  against  the  same  as  illegal  and  unjust,  and  respectfully 
again  demand  an  investigation  before  action  shall  be  taken  by  you  for  my  removal, 
or  the  appointment  of  a  successor  when  no  vacancy  legally  exists.

Ordinance  relative  to  unsafe  and  insecure  Walls  and  Buildings"  : 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  Caven  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  your  order  of  July  21st,  1879,  with  reference 
to  the  building  on  the  corner  of  "Washington  and  Blackford  streets,  I  would  report 
as  follows: 

Complaint  was  made  to  me,  about  June  4th,  1879,  of  the  above  described  build- 
ing, and  I  proceeded  at  once  to  examine  the  same,  and  found  the  windows  and 
doors  all  open,  and  the  roof  seemed  to  be  in  a  dangerous  condition  and  liable  to 
blow  down  or  fall  at  any  time;  and  I  found,  also,  that  it  was  a  resort  for  tramps 
and  other  bad  characters,  and  that  it  was  liable  to  be  set  on  fire  at  anytime,  which 
would  very  much  endanger  adjoining  property.  From  the  above  facts,  I  con- 
demned said  said  building,  and  on  the  6th  of  June,  1879,  1  ordered  the  said  G.  W. 
Stout  and  James  Skillen  to  take  down  and  remove  said  building,  or  repair  and 
place  it  in  a  safe  condition,  the  same  within  five  days.  On  failure  to  comply  with 
said  order,  on  the  17th  of  June,  1879,  1  fi.ed  a  complaint  with  the  IVIayor  against 
said  parties,  since  which  time  I  have  not  ascertained  what  the  result  has  bcf  n,  but 
the  building  still  remains  in  the  same,  or  a  worse,  condition  than  when  I  filed  the 
complaint.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of.  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen ;—  We  respectfully  report  that  the  corner  of  Merrill  and  Missouri 
streets,  has  been  visited,  and  no  nuisance  found  in  that  locality.  Also,  that  the 
privy-vaults  connected  with  the  business  houses  on  Meridian  street,  between  Wash- 
ington street  and  the  railroad,  and  the  one  at  the  Union  Depot,  have  all  been  ex- 
amined, and  proper  notices  were  served  on  those  needing  attention.  The  Union 
Depot  Company  have  been  fined  for  maintaining  a  nuisance. 

The  owners  of  the  following  property  have  given  their  consent  for  the  ground 
to  be  used  as  a  public  dumping-place,  without  cost  to  the  city: 
Lots  31  and  26,  belonging  to  J.  C.  Yohn. 

Lots  10,  11,  21,  and  22,  belonging  to  Yohn,  Hubbard,  and  Marsee. 
Lots  29  and  30.  belonging  to  Hiram  Seibert. 
Lot  44,  belonging  to  the  city. 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  the  boundaries  of  the  lots  mentioned  be  desig- 
nated by  the  proper  officer,  so  that  the  city  may  not  be  liable  for  dumping  in  the 
wrong  place,  providing  you  approve  of  our  selection. 

For  the  month  of  July,  510  notices  have  been  served  to  clean  vaults,  etc.;  390 
being  served  by  the  sanitary  policemen  and  120  by  the  day  patrolmen. 

The  Sanitary  Police  Force  is  still  inadequate  for  the  work.  The  demands  on 
them  are  incessant  and  likely  to  continue  during  the  summer. 

The  most  d  fficult  matter  with  which  this  Board  has  to  contend  is  the  nuisance 
caused  by  waste  water  in  localities  where  there  are  water-mains,  but  no  sewers  to 
carry  off  the  overflow.     We  respectfully  suggest,  for  your  future  consideration, 
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that  water-mains  ought  not  to  be  placed  where  sewers  are  not  within  easy  reach; 
for  the  introduction'of  hydrants  multiplies  the  slop  ten  fold;  and  even  the  clear 
vwater  itself  soon  becomes  a  nuisance,  by  stagnating  in  the  gutters.

The  Fire  Board,  through  Secretary  Tucker,  submitted'  the  following 
report;  which  was  duly  received  : 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  Caven,  Board  of  Aldermen, 

and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Our  attention  was  called  by  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  to  the  fact  that  Hook  and 
Ladder  Truck  No.  1,  in  this  Department,  is  worn  out  and  unsafe,  and  must  cer- 
tainly be  repaired,  or  re-placed  with  a  new  one.  We  at  once  proceeded,  in  com- 
pany with  Mr.  (}.  H.  Shover,  to  examine  said  truck,  and  find  as  follows : 

1st.  That  the  coupling  in  the  truck  is  rotted  out,  so  that  there  is  nothing  to  hold 
it  together  but  the  iron,  which  is  also  in  bad  condition. 

2d.  That  the  frame-work  on  the  front  part  of  the  truck  is  decayed,  .is  supported 
only  by  the  irons,  and  is  liable  to  break  down  at  any  time. 

3d.     That  the  frame- work  on  the  rear  part  is  in  much  the  same  condition. 

4th.  That  the  ladders  now  in  use  have  been  in  service  for  many  years,  and  are 
/Cracked,  decayed,  crooked,  and  wrenched  out  of  shape  in  many  places — so  much  so 
that  they  are  very  unsafe. 

5th.  The  steering  apparatus  on  the  rear  part  has  been  repaired  so  many  times 
and  now  is  in  such  a  condition,  that  it  would  seem  as  though  it  .was  money  badly 
spent  to  repair  the  same. 

Should  this  truck  break  down  in  going  to  a  fire,  some  one  may  get  hurt  or  pos- 
sibly killed.  _^ 

At  times  it  is  necessary  to  put  on  these  ladders  three  or  four  men,  and  two  or 
three  lines  of  hose,  at  the  same  time;  and  should  they  break  down  under  such  cir- 
cumstances, certainly  the  city  would  be  liable  for  damages,  in  case  some  one  should 
be  injured. 

Also,  Hose-Keel  No.  10  is  worn  out.  It  has  been  in  service  for  many  years,  and 
has  had  a  great  many  repairs  at  different  times.  To  repair  it  now,  so  as  to  make 
it  good  as  it  should  be,  could  certainly  not  be  done,  without  making  it  almost  en- 
tirely new.  As  it  now  is,  it  certainly  is  liable  to  break  down  at  any  time;  and 
should  it  do  so  in  going  to  a  fire,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  call  your  attention  to 
what  we  might  naturally  expect  would  be  the  result. 

This  truck  and  reel  must  certainly  be  repaired  and  placed  in  a  safe  condition, 
which  will  necessitate  the  making  of  them  almost  new,  or  they  must  be  re-placed 
'with  new  ones. 

"We  hope  your  honorable  bodies  will  give  this  matter  such  consideration  as  in 
your  judgment  may  seem  best.

The  locality  referred  to  is  not  within  our  jurisdiction,  and  we  can  only  recom- 
mend that  notice  be  served  on  the  corporation  in  charge  of  the  road  at  said  point 
to  fill  and  drain  the  pond  aforesaid.

REPORTS,    ETC.,    FROM    COMMITTEES. 

The  Council  and  Aldermanic  Committees  on  Bridges,  through  Coun- 
cilman King,  submitted  the  following  joint  report ;  which  was  duly  con- 
curred in : 

To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  Committees  on  Bridges,  to  whom  was  referred  a  motion  that  "  they  examine, 
at  once,  all  the  city  bridges,  and  put  them  in  safe  condition,"  make  the  following 
report : 

We  have  made  personal  examination  of  the  following  bridges:  Washington 
street  bridge  over  White  River,  Indiana  avenue  bridge  over  Fall  Creek,  Third 
street  bridge  over  the  canal,  New  York  street  bridge  over  the  canal,  Shelby  street 
bridge  over  Pleas-ant  Bun,  Pine  street  bridge  over  Pogue's  Kun,  Davidson  street 
bridge  over  Pogue's  Run,  west  half  of  Delawp re  street  bridge  over  Pogue's  Kun, 
Ash  street  bridge  over  State  Ditch;  and  find  them  in  such  condition  as  to  demand 
immediate  attention.  In  some  instances  a  new  floor  will  suffice;  in  others,  it  will 
require  both  floor  and  joists  to  make  the  necessary' repairs. 

We  have  estimated  the  total  cost  of  material  and  labor  to  be  $2,000. 

We  recommend  the  work  be  done,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed 
to  at  once  purchase  suitable  material  to  put  in  good  repair  the  above  mentioned 
bridges.

The  Council  and  Aldermanic  Judiciary  Committees,  through  Council- 
man Lamb,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  considered  and 
concurred  in  by  clauses  : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  Judiciary  Committees  and  the  City  Attorney  have  jointly  considered  cer- 
tain papers  which  were  presented  in  and  referred  by  the  Common  Council,  and  do 
now  report  thereon  as  follows: 

1st.  Is  a  clause  in  a  report  from  the  City  Attorney,  in  which  said  officer  states 
that  a  verdict  and  judgment  of  $1500  and  costs  had  been  given  the  plaintiff  in  the 
-case  of  John  Hensley  vs.  The  City — an  action  for  bodily  injuries  received  by  plain- 
tiff by  falling  into  a  well  on  N.  Mississippi  street — and  which  was  referred  to  us 
with  instructions  to  report  whether,  according  to  our  opinion,  an  appeal  of  said 
case  should  be  taken  or  the  judgment  and  costs  be  now  paid. 

After  a  full  and  careful  consideration  of  foregoing  matter,  we  recommend  against 
taking  an  appeal,  and  advise  that  the  judgment  and  costs  therein  be  now  paid, 
by  and  through  the  miscellaneous  appropriation  ordinance  to  be  introduced  this 
evening. 

2d.  On  May  26th,  the  Common  Council  referred  to  us  a  certain  communication 
from  City  Treasurer  Wiles  [see  page  53,  ante],  and  we  requested  said  officer  to  fur- 
nish us,  in  writing,  a  fuller  and  more  explicit  statement  of  his  wishes  in  said  case. 
His  statement  we  here  insert : 

Indianapolis,  July  7,  1879. 
To  the  Honorable  Judiciary  Committees  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — The  following  is  a  detailed  statement  in  relation  to  the  tax  on  out- 
lots  11  and  13,  west  of  White  River: 

Total  tax  for  years  1876,  1877,  and  1878 $932  46 

A  receipt  for  $267.40  for  1876,  was  made  by  me.  for  Dr.  D.  H.  Oliver,  on  Feb- 
ruary 12th,  1878,  which  he  failed  to  take  up,  and  I  have  accounted  to  the  city  for 
the  same. 

Sophia  Collins  paid  $220.03  on  February  11th.  1879,  for  the  years  1876  and  1877, 
on  the  undivided  one-third  of  these  lots,  leaving  a  balance  due  the  city  of  $445.03. 

It  is  now  ascertained  that  the  property  has  been  erroneously  assessed,  and  that  it 
should  have  been  assessed  as  follows  : 
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Indianapolis,  Bloomington  &  Western  Railway  Co ^. 6£  acres. 

Elevator  "A."  78-100    " 

D.H.Oliver 2  15-100    » 

Total 9  43-100  acres. 

All  the  parties  interested  are  anxious  to  pay  their  taxes,  but  I  am  unable  to  furn- 
ish them  a  proper  receipt,  owing  to  the  condition  in  which  it  appears  on  the  books. 
I  desire  that,  in  order  to  have  the  city  enabled  to  receive  the  amount  due  her,  that 
the  City  Assessor  be  directed  to  put  the  lots  in  proper  shape  on  the  books,  and  the 
amount  of  $220.03.  erroneously  paid  by  Sophia  Collins,  be  refunded  to  her,  and 
also  the  sum  of  $267.40  be  refunded  to  me.

At  our  last  conference,  on  Thursday  evening  last,  we  instructed  Treasurer  Wiles 
to  obtain  all  the  necessary  pledges  fnm  persons  desiring  separation  of  property 
interests  that  they  would  promptly  pay  into  the  treasury  all  taxes  due  on  the  realty 
set  apart  to  them,  and  do  here  incorporate  the  pledge  of  the  Indianapolis,  Bloom- 
ington &  Western  Railway  Company  as  to  the  taxes  on  six  aiad  one-half  acres  oc- 
cupied by  that  corporation  : 

We  are  prepared,  and  will  pay,  immediately,  on  six  and  one-half  acres  of  out-lot 
11,  west  of  White  River,  for  city  tax  of  1876,  1877,  and  1878,  when  the  same  is 
placed  on  the  Duplicates  in  proper  form,  so  that  the  Treasurer  can  make  proper 
receipts  A.  P.  Lewis,  Agt.  I.  B.  &  W. 

We  do  now  recommend  that  the  division  of  out-lots  11  and  13  be  made  by  the 
■proper  officer  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  in  the  foregoing  communication 
from  the  City  Treasurer;  that  the  taxes  thereon  be  forthwith  collected  in  accord- 
ance with  such  distribution;  and  that  the  Treasurer  then  adjust,  by  direct  refund- 
ing, any  money  erroneously  paid,  so  far  as  equivalent  taxes  shall  come  into  his 
hands,  keeping  the  city  whole  and  from  all  loss  in  such  adjustment  and  refunding. 

3d.  With  regard  to  the  four  petitions  from  James  G.  Douglass,  for  refunding 
moneys  paid  at  erroneous  tax  sales,  we  make  the  following  recommendations: 

That  the  sum  of  $46.60,  with  interest  from  February  14th,  1877,  be  refunded 
said  petitioner,  by  and  through  the  next  miscellaneous  appropriation  ordinance. 
Aforesaid  amount  was  paid  by  the  petitioner,  on  date  before  mentioned,  in  sale  for 
•delinquent  taxes  purported  to  be  due  on  "  70  feet  west  of  30  feet  east  ends  lots  4,  5, 
and  6,  C.  West's  Addition,"  when  said  taxes  were  really  due  upon  "  70  feet  the  east 
«nds  of  lots  4,  5,  and  6,  C.  West's  Addition."  We  further  recommend,  in  this  case, 
that  the  refunded  amount  be  charged  up  to  the  property  set  forth  in  the  last  de- 
scription, and  that  the  City  Treasurer  forthwith  collect  such  delinquent  tax,  pen- 
alty, and  interest  from  the  now  owner  thereof,  covering  the  total  of  the  moneys  so 
collected  into  the  city  treasury. 

That  the  sum  of  $75.73,  with  interest  from  February  11th,  1879,  be  refunded 
same  petitioner,  by  and  through  the  next  miscellaneous  appropriation  ordinance. 
The  necessity  for  this  refunding  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  delinquent  property 
was  advertised  for  sale  as  "lot  51,  C,  C  ,  C.  &  I.  Addition,"  when  it  appears  on  the 
^ox-duplicate  as  "lot  51,  C.  C.  and  C.  C.  Addition."  We  make  the  same  further 
recommendation  in  this  case  that  we  have  in  the  one  preceding. 

That  the  City  Treasurer  re-call  the  tax-sale  certificate  erroneously  given  same 
petitioner  for  "  25  by  205  feet  northeast  corner  of  out  lot  64,  and  14  feet  by  205  feet 
northwest  corner  of  out  lot  65,"  sold  on  February  14th,  1877,  for  the  delinquent 
taxes  charged  against  John  W.  Muir;  and  also  the  tax-sale  certificate  given  same 
petitioner  for  "50  feet  on  Market  street  by  193  feet  6|  inches  on  west  line,  and  170 
feet  and  J  inch  on  east  line,  northeast  corner  of  out-lot  65,  and  25  feet  on  Market 
street  by  197  feet,  northeast  corner  of  out  lot  64,"  sold  on  February  12th,  1879,  for 
the  delinquent  taxes  of  Geo.  W.  New,  and  forthwith  correct  such  erroneous  sales 
"without  loss  to  the  city. 
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4th.  Is  a  petition  from  C.  S.  Converse,  asking  the  refunding  of  $22.78,  and 
interest  from  February  14th,  1877,  the  same  being  moneys  paid  at  a  tax  sale  of 
property  described  as  "lot  4,  County  Commissioners'  and  City  Council's  Addition, 
being  the  undivided  half  of  four  acres  in  section  34,  township  15  [16]  north  of  range  4 
east."    The  property  it  was  intended  to  sell  is  located  in  "section  24,  township  15." 

We  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  aforesaid  petitioner  be  granted ;  the  amount 
due  him  be  refunded  by  and  through  the  next  miscellaneous  appropriation  ordi- 
nance; that  the  refunded  amount  be  charged  up  against  the  property  which  was 
really  delinquent;  and  that  the  City  Treasurer  forthwith  collect  such  delinquent 
tax,  covering  all  the  moneys  so  collected  into  the  city  treasury. 

5th.  We  have  referred  the  original  and  supplemental  petition  from  F.  M_ 
Churchman,  for  the  refunding  of  tax-sale  moneys  paid  on  "25  feet  north  of  50  feet 
south  of  lot  1,  square  69,"  to  City  Treasurer  Wiles,  who  claims  to  have  certain  in- 
formation in  this  particular  case  that  is  not  set  fonh  in  either  of  the  petitions. 

6th.  It  coming  to  our  knowledge  that  the  petition  of  W.  Emil  Wulschner,  as 
printed  on  page  235,  ante,  did  not  set  forth  the  full  and  true  state  of  facts,  we  per- 
mitted the  attorney  of  said  petitioner  to  file  an  amended  petition,  and  herein  incor- 
porate such  paper,  as  follows: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  August  1,  1879.. 

To  the  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — My  tax  list  (a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  filed)  shows  personal  pro- 
perty in  my  hands  on  April  1st,  1878,  to  the  amount  of  $15,000. 

On  said  date,  I  owned  no  property  in  Marion  County  whatever.  I  owned,  on 
said  date,  no  property  in  the  'State  of  Indiana.  My  wife  owned  realty  in  Morgan 
County,  to  the  value  of  about  $15,000. 

I  have  only  been  a  resident  of  the  United  States  three  years,  and  at  said  date 
spoke  the  English  language  indifferently  and  understood  it  but  little  better.  If  I 
gave  that  amount  to  the  Deputy  Assessor,  it  was  a  mistake.  I  have  no  recollection 
of  it  at  all.  I,  therefore,  pray  your  honorable  bodies  to  release  me  from  this  hard- 
ship my  ignorance,  or  somebody  else's  mistake,  has  placed  upon  me.

Mr.  Wulschner  and  his  attorney  also  appeared  in  person  before  us;  and  being 
now  fully  convinced  that  said  petitioner  was  innocently  in  error-in  making  his  tax- 
list  of  1878,  and  that  he  did  not  then  have  in  his  possession,  subject  to  taxation  by 
this  city,  the  $9,000  of  personalty  shown  by  said  tax-list,  we  recommend  that  the 
City  Clerk  be  instructed  to  certify  off  the  taxes  charged  against  such  personalty 
from  the  tax-duplicate.

The  Committee  on  Public  Health  and  Hygiene,  through  Chairman. 
VanVorhis,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  duly  received: 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  Common  Council  of  City  of  Indianapolis: 

In  accordance  with  a  motion  passed  by  this  body,  directing  the  Committee  on< 
Public  Health  and  the  Board  of  Health  to  take  such  steps  as  in  their  judgment. 
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were  demanded  to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of  infectious  diseases  in  this 
city,  your  committee  met  the  Board  of  Health,  and,  after  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  question,  respectfully  report  that  it  is  the  unanimous  judgment  of  your  com- 
mittee and  the  Board  of  Health  that  it  would  be  impracticable  to  quarantine  the 
city,  and  that,  if  practicable,  it  is  entirely  unnecessary;  but  that  an  immediate  and 
energetic  effort  should  be  made  to  put  the  city  in  the  best  hygienic  condition  pos- 
sible under  all  the  circumstances. 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  steps  have  accordingly  been  taken,  looking  to* 
this  end.  The  Mayor,  at  the  request  of  the  committee,  has  issued  a  proclamation, 
giving  notice  to  citizens  and  asking  their  individual  co-operation.  The  Board  of 
Health  is  using  all  the  means  placed  at  their  disposal  to  the  best  advantage  pos- 
sible ;  but  your  committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
sanitary  policemen  allowed  the  Board  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  demand  made 
upon  them.  Most  of  the  time  of  the  sanitary  policemen  is  consumed  in  attending 
to  notices  given  by  citizens  of  matters  demanding  the  special  attention  of  the  Board. 
It  has,  in  consequence,  been  almost  impossible  for  the  Board  to  make  any  system- 
atic investigation  of  any  kind.  Your  committee,  therefore,  submit,  herewith,  a 
motion  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  three  additional  sanitary  policemen,  to 
serve  until  the  first  of  October  next,  and  recommend  that  it  be  adopted. 

Their  consideration  of  this  subject  has  forced  upon  the  attention  of  the  commit- 
tee a  number  of  questions  of  very  great  importance  to  the  present  and  future  health 
interests  of  the  city — questions  that  in  our  opinion  demand  the  most  earnest  and 
careful  consideration  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen.  To  some 
of  these,  therefore,  your  committee  call  the  special  attention  ot  this  body: 

1st.  A  careful  investigation  of  Pogue's  Run,  running  through  this  city  from 
northeast  to  southwest,  discloses  the  fact  that  there  is  an  accumulation  of  filth  in 
it,  the  magnitude  of  which  is  absolutely  appalling.  The  material  from  the  sewer 
of  the  Female  Reformatory  is  emptied  into  a  little  stream  between  the  Reforma- 
tory and  the  U.  S.  Arsenal,  and  from  thence  is  washed,  sooner  or  later,  into  Pogue's 
Run.  The  sewer  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum  also  empties  into  the  Run,  almost 
in  the  heart  of  the  city.  And  all  along  the  Run,  from  the  corporation  line  north- 
east to  the  corporation  line  southwest,  are  privies,  including  those  of  the  Union 
Depot,  that  have  no  other  vault  except  the  banks  of  the  Run,  .and  private  drains, 
almost  innumerable,  convey  into  it  all  manner  of  filth.  From  these  various  sources, 
and  the  washings  from  the  street  gutters,  there  has  accumulated  filth  that  has  be- 
come mixed  with  soil  and  sand  in  the  bottom  of  the  Run  to  the  depth  of  two  or 
three  feet,  until  the  whole  will  amount  to  not  less  than  eight  or  ten  thousand  t6ns, 
that,  during  the  hot  days  of  summer,  is  a  reeking,  festering  mass.  It  will  be  found 
that  wherever  the  water  is  only  a  few  inches  deep,  and  the  sun  strikes  the  bottom 
fairly,  the  gases  are  evolved  so  rapidly  that  they  can  be  seen  to  bubble  up  through 
the  water  almost  incessantly.  Looking  at  the  whole  matter  altogether,  it  mio-ht  be 
supposed  to  be  a  diabolical  scheme,  skilfully  devised  and  carefully  executed,  to  con- 
vey into  the  heart  of  the  city  the  greatest  possible  amount  of  filth,  and  there,  in  the 
bed  of  Pogue's  Run,  as  in  a  vast  retort,  to  work  it  up  into  foul  and  poisonous 
gases. 

Upon  this  your  committee  can  make  no  recommendation  that  seems  consistent 
with  the  present  financial  ability  of  the  city,  except  that  any  further  additions  to 
the  enormous  mass  should  be  prevented.  If,  by  any  means,  the  bottom  of  the  Run 
could  be  kept  covered  with  water  to  the  depth  of  two  or  three  feet,  a  very  great 
part  of  the  emanations  could  be  prevented. 

2d.  The  complaints  that  have  come  to  the  Board  of  Health  from  along  the  line 
of  the  sewers,  especially  on  S.  Illinois  street,  seem  to  demand  some  attention,  and 
suggest  these  inquiries:  Whether  or  not  there  is  a  deficiency  in  the  catch-basins 
in  the  street  and  in  the  traps  in  the  pipes  leading  from  buildings?  Whether  or 
not  the  city  ought  not  to  assume  the  entire  control  of  the  construction  of  all  traps 
in  private  pipes  connected  with  the  sewer,  so  that  the  danger  from  imperfect  trap- 
ping shall  be  reduced  to  the  minimum?  and  Whether  some  arrangement  can  not 
be  made  to  ventilate  the  sewers  of  the  city,  by  means  of  shaft  and  furnace,  near  the 
termination  at  the  river?     Your  committee,  therefore,  submit  a  motion  herewith, 
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directing  the  Committee  on  Sewers  and  City  Civil  Engineer  to  investigate  these- 
questions  and  report  thereon,  and  recommend  that  it  be  adopted. 

3d.  As  the  city  increases  in  extent  and  population,  the  answer  to  the  question 
How  are  we  to  dispose  of  the  garbage  daily  accumulated  ?  becomes  of  more  and 
more  importance.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  time  has  come  when  this 
question  should  be  solved.  If  the  revenue  of  the  city  was  not  restricted  as  it  is,., 
your  committee  would  not  hesitate  to  recommend  that  the  city  assume  the  entire 
burden  and  control  of  the  removal  of  all  garbage  from  all  sources  within  the  city. 
But  as  this  would  involve  an  expenditure  far  too  great,  in  our  judgment,  to  be- 
thought of  in  our  present  financial  condition,  we,  therefore,  recommend  that  an 
ordinance  be  passed,  authorizing  the  appointment  of  one  man  in  each  Aklermanic 
District,  who  shall  be  authorized,  under  bond  and  under  rules  prescribed  by  this 
body  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  remove  all  garbage  from  private  dwellings 
and  other  sources,  and  to  collect  therefor  a  certain  sum  from  each  person  for  whom 
garbage  is  removed — the  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  ordinance;  and  that  it  be  made 
a  penal  offense  for  occupants  of  property  to  allow  any  accumulation  thereof.

That  the  Committee  on  Public  Health  and  the  Board  of  Health  be  authorized 
to  employ  three  additional  Sanitary  Policemen,  to  serve  until  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober, 1879. 

Councilman  Bieler  moved  to  reduce  the  number  of  additional  sanitary- 
policemen  to  one. 

Councilman  Tucker  moved  to  lay  foregoing  proposition  on  the  table; 
which  motion  did  not  prevail. 

Councilman  Bieler's  amendment  was  then  adopted  by  the  following 
aye  and  nay  vote  (a  demand  having  been  made  for  a  decision  by  such 
means)  :

of  above  and  below,  are  such  as  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  people,  and  do  cause 
malarial  diseases  in  the  neighborhood;  and  if  it  is  their  opinion  that  all  obstruc- 
tions in  said  creek,  between  the  points  above  named,  should  be  removed.

The  following  transcript  of  certain  action  taken  by  the  Boird  of  School 
Commissioners  upon  the  matter  named  in  foregoing  call,  was  presented 
by  Councilman  Carey,  and  was  duly  received  : 

Whereas,  We  are  informed  by  Wm.  Sullivan,  agent  of  the  City  of  Indiana- 
polis in  the  matter  of  the  bequest  of  Thomas  D.  Gregg,  deceased,  that  the  ad- 
ministrator of  said  decedent's  estate  is  about  to  advertise  and  sell,  at  public  sale, 
all  of  the  lands  in  Dallas  County,  Iowa,  belonging  to  said  decedent's  estate,  and  to 
convert  the  proceeds  therefrom  into  assets  for  distribution,  contrary  to  the  interests 
of  this  city,  as  we  believe,  and  over  the  protest  of  said  agent; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  a  part  of  the  will  of  the  testator,  filed  for  probate,  and  em- 
bodied in  the  decree  of  the  Court,  under  which  our  City  of  Indianapolis  takes  said 
bequest,  that  the  gross  amount  in  value  of  said  bequest  should  be  safely  placed  at 
interest,  and  the  interest  only  applied  and  used  for  school  purposes,  as  stated  in 
said  will; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  a  tenant  in 
common  with  the  other  distributees  in  said  Dallas  County,  Iowa,  lands,  and  that 
said  city  has  the  right  to  petition  the  Courts,  and  have  her  portion  (five- fifteenths 
of  said  lands)  set  apart  to  her,  there  being  no  necessity  for  the  sale  of  said  lands, 
nor  any  part  thereof,  for  payment  of  the  debts  of  said  estate ; 
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And  Whereas,  We  believe  it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  said  city  to  retain  and 
hold  her  portion  of  said  lands  for  future  disposal,  and  as  a  good  and  safe  investment 
of  so  much  of  the  principal  sum  of  said  bequest;  and  although  we  believe  the  sale 
of  said  lands,  in  the  manner  above  stated,  would  be  informal,  and  might  become 
illegal,  yet  we  think  it  possible  for  said  agent,  at  the  said  contemplated  sale,  to  bid 
in  lor  the  City  of  Indianapolis  her  portion  of  said  lands  for  a  sum  not  greater  than 
one-third  of  the  whole  amount  and  value  of  all  of  said  lands. 

Now,  Therefore,  In  order  to  obtain  a  full,  complete,  and  speedy  settlement  of  this 
Dallas  County,  Iowa,  land  branch  of  said  bequest,  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board,  that 
William  Sullivan,  as  agent  for  said  city,  be,  and  is,  instructed  to  attend  said  sale, 
and  use  his  be.-t  judgment  in  having  all  of  said  lands  and  town-lots  fairly  appraised, 
in  lots  not'  exceeding  one  quarter  of  a  section  each,  at  the  fair  cash  value  per  acre 
for  the  farm  lands  at  the  time  of  sale,  and  the  town-lots  appraised  in  like  manner, 
all  by  good  resident  Ireeholders  of  that  county,  one  of  whom  to  be  chosen  by  each 
of  the  three  parties  in  inter,  st — said  appraisers,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  under  such  appointment,  to  take  the  usual  oath  of  that  State  admin- 
istered to  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Courts  in  suits  of  partition..  That  after- 
said  appraisement  and  the  ascertainment  of  the  appraised  value  of  each  town-lot,, 
and  the  average  value  per  acre  of  the  farm  lands,  and  the*  sum  total  of  all  said 
lands  and  lots,  and  said  sale  being  conducted  fairly  and  honestly,  said  William 
Sullivan  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  if  in  his  judgment  it  be  for  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  city  to  do  so,  to  make  offer  and  bid  in  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis  as 
much  as  one-third  part  of  said  lots  and  lands,  if  he  can  do  so  for  one-third  of  the- 
gross  sum  that  all  of  said  lots  and  lands  shall  bring  at  said  sale,  or  as  nearly  that 
amount  as  practicable.  And  he  is  further  authorized  to  bid  in  for  said  City  of 
Indianapolis  any  of  said  lots  and  lands,  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars  in 
amount,  that  he  may  think  a  prudent  investment  by  the  city  of  the  Gregg  bequest. 

But  if  said  William  Sullivan  shall  not  deem  it  prudent  or  for  the  interest  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  trust  confided  to  her,  or  that  the  plan  herein  proposed, 
and  authorized  can  not  be  legally  carried  out,  then  that  he  take  such  measures  as, 
in  his  judgment,  are  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  said  city  and  secure  to  her- 
the  fair  share  and  right  she  is  entitled  to  in  the  lands  herein  mentioned,  for  the 
purposes  contemplated.

We  recommend  said  work  be  done. 

Report  from  Board  of  Public  Improvements  and  Street  Commissioner, 
giving  an  exhibit  of  moneys  paid  on  account  of  the  Street-Repairs  De- 
partment, for  the  month  of  July,  1879  [see  page  312,  ante],  was  read,  and 
was  duly  approved. 

The  following  joint  report  from  the  Council  and  Aldermanic  Commit- 
tees on  Bridges  was  read ;  and  this  body  duly  concurred  with  the  Com- 
mon Council  in  approving  the  recommendation  therein  contained  [see 
page  313,  ante]-. 

To  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Your  Committees  on  Bridges,  to  whom  was  referred  a  motion  that  "  they  examine, 
at  once,  all  the  city  bridges,  and  put  them  in  safe  condition,"  make  the  following 
report : 

We  have  made  personal  examination  of  the  following  bridges:  Washington 
street  bridge  over  White  Kiver,  Indiana  avenue  bridge  over  Fall  Creek,  Third 
street  bridge  over  the  canal,  New  York  street  bridge  over  the  canal,  Shelby  street 
bridge  over  Pleasant  Kun,  Pine  street  bridge  over  Pogue's  Kun,  Davidson  street 
bridge  over  Pogue's  Kun,  west  half  of  Delaware  street  bridge  over  Pogue's  Kun, 
Ash  street  bridge  over  State  Ditch;  and  find  them  in  such  condition  as  to  demand 
immediate  attention.  In  some  instances  a  new  floor  will  suffice;  in  others,  it  will 
require  both  floor  and  joists  to  make  the  necessary  repairs. 

We  have  estimated  the  total  cost  of  material  and  labor  to  be  $2,000. 
We  recommend  the  work  be  done,  and  that  the  street  Commissioner  be  instructed 
to  at  once  purchase  suitable  material  to  put  in  good  repair  the  above  mentioned 
bridges.

Report  signed  by  the  Council  Committee  on  Finance,  recommending

[see  page  314,  ante],  was  read ;  and  then,  on  motion  of  Alderman  Grubbs, 
the  accompanying  bonds  were  referred  to  the  Aldermanic  Committee  on 
Finance.

Committees  [see  pages  314  to  316,  ante],  was  read;  and  this  body  duly 
concurred  with  the  Common  Council,  in  approving  the  several  recom- 
mendations therein  contained : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  Judiciary  Committees  and  the  City  Attorney  have  jointly  considered  cer- 
tain papers  which  were  presented  in  and  referred  by  the  Common  Council,  and  do 
now  report  thereon  as  follows: 

1st.  Is  a  clause  in  a  report  from  the  City  Attorney,  in  which  said  officer  states 
that  a  verdict  and  judgment  of  $1500  and  costs  had  been  given  the  plaintiff  in  the 
case  of  John  Hensley  vs.  The  City — an  action  for  bodily  injuries  received  by  pluin- 
tiif  by  felling  into  a  well  on  N.  Mississippi  street — and  which  was  referred  to  us 
with  instructions  to  report  whether,  according:  to  our  opinion,  an  appeal  of  said 
crise  should  be  taken  or  the  judgment  and  costs  be  now  paid. 

After  a  full  and  careful  consideration  of  foregoing  matter,  we  recommend  against 
taking  an  appeal,  and  advise  that  the  judgment  and  costs  therein  be  now  paid, 
by  and  through  the  miscellaneous  appropriation  ordinance  to  be  introduced  this 
evening. 

2d.  On  May  26th,  the  Common  Council  referred  to  us  a  certain  communication 
from  City  Treasurer  Wiles  [see  page  53,  ante],  and  we  requested  said  officer  to  fur- 
nish us,  in  writing;,  a  fuller  and  more  explicit  statement  of  his  wishes  in  said  case.

A  receipt  for  $867.40  for  1876.  was  made  by  me.  for  Dr  D.  H.  Oliver,  on  Feb- 
ruary 12th,  1878,  which  he  failed  to  take  up,  and  I  have  accounted  to  the  city  for 
the  same. 

Sophia  Collins  paid  $220.03  on  February  11th,  1879,  for  the  years  1876  and  1877, 
on  the  undivided  one-third  of  these  lots,  leaving  a  balance  due  the  city  of  $445  03. 

It  is  now  ascertained  that  the  property  has  been  erroneously  assessed,  and  that  it 
•hould  have  been  assessed  as  follow* :

All  the  parties  interested  are  anxious  t6  pay  their  taxes,  but  I  am  unable  to  furn- 
ish tht-m  a  proper  receipt,  owing  to  the  condition  in  whicn  it  appears  on  the  books. 
I  desire  that,  in  order  to  have  the  city  enabled  to  receive  the  amount  due  her,  t hat 
the  City  Assessor  be  directed  to  put  the  lots  in  proper  shape  on  the  books,  and  the 
amount  of  $220.03.  erroneously  paid  by  Sophia  Collins,  be  reiunded  to  her,  and 
also  the  sum  of  $267.40  be  reiunded  to  me.

At  our  last  conference,  on  Thursday  evening  last,  we  instructed  Treasurer  Wiles 
to  obtain  all  the  necessary  pledges  fr«  m  persons  desiring  separation  of  property 
interests  that  they  would  promptly  pay  into  the  treasury  all  taxes  due  on  tne  realty 
set  apart  to  them,  and  do  here  incorporate  ihe  pledge  of  the  Indianapolis,  Bloom- 
ington &  Western  Railway  Company  as  to  the  taxes  on  six  a»d  one-half  acres  oc- 
cupied by  that  corporation  : 

We  are  prepared,  and  will  pay,  immediately,  on  six  and  one-half  acres  of  out-lot 
11,  west  of  White  River,  for  city  tax  of  1876,  1877,  and  1878,  when  the  tame  is 
placed  on  the  Duplicates  in  proper  form,  so  that  the  Treasurer  can  make  proper 
receipts.  A.  P.  Lewis,  Agt.  1.,  13.  &  W. 

We  do  now  recommend  that,  the  division  of  out-lots  11  and  13  be  made  by  the 
proper  officer  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  in  the  foregoing  communication 
from  the  City  Treasurer;  that  the  taxes  thereon  be  forthwith  collected  in  accord- 
ance with  such  distribution;  and  that  the  Treasurer  then  adjust,  by  direct  refund- 
ing, any  money  erroneously  paid,  so  far  as  equivalent  taxes  shall  come  into  his 
hands,  keep.ng  the  city  whole  and  from  all  loss  in  such  adjustment  and  refunding. 

3d.  With  regard  to  the  four  petitions  from  James  G.  Douglass,  for  refunding 
moneys  paid  at  erroneous  tax  sales,  we  make  the  following  recommendations: 

That  the  sum  of  $46  60,  with  interest  from  February  14th,  1877,  be  refunded 
said  petitioner,  by  and  through  the  next  miscellaneous  appropriation  ordinance. 
Aforesaid  amount  was  paid  by  the  petition*  r,  on  date  before  mentioned,  in  sale  for 
delinquent  taxes  purported  to  be  due  on  "  70  feet  west  of  30  leet  east  ends  lots  4,  5, 
and  6,  C.  West's  Addition/'  when  said  taxes  were  really  due  upon  "  70  teet  the  east 
ends  of  lots  4,  5,  and  6,  C.  West's  Addition."  We  further  recommend,  in  this  case, 
that  the  refunded  amount  be  charged  up  to  the  property  set  forth  in  the  last  de- 
scription, and  that  the  City  Treasurer  forthwith  collect  such  delinquent  tax,  pen- 
alty, and  interest  from  the  now  owner  thereof,  covering  the  total  of  the  moneys  so 
collected  into  the  city  treasury. 

That  the  sum  of  $75  73,  with  interest  from  February  11th,  1879,  be  refunded 
same  petitioner,  by  and  through  the  next  miscellaneous  appropriation  ordinance. 
The  necessity  for  this  refunding  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  delinquent  property 
was  advertised  for  sale  as  "lot  61,  C,  C ,  C.  &  I.  Addition,"  when  it  appears  on  the 
t  x-duplicate  as  "lot  51,  C.  C.  and  C.  C.  Addition."  We  make  the  same  further 
recommendation  in  this  case  that  we  have  in  the  one  preceding. 

That  the  City  Treasurer  re-call  the  tax-sale  certificate  erroneously  given  same 
petitioner  for  "  25  by  205  feet  northeast  corner  of  out  lot  64,  and  14  leet  by  205  feet 
northw«  st  corner  of  out  lot  65,"  sold  on  February  14th,  1877,  for  the  delinquent 
taxes  charged  against  John  W.  Muir;  and  also  the  tax-sale  certificate  given  same 
petitioner  for  "50  feet  on  Market  street  by  193  feet  6£  inches  on  west  line,  and  170 
feet  and  \  inch  on  east  line,  northeast  corner  of  out-lot  65,  and  25  feet  on  .Market 
street  by  197  feet,  northeast  corner  of  out  lot  64,"  sold  on  February  12th,  1879,  for 
the  delinquent  taxes  of  Geo.  W.  New,  and  forihwith  correct  such  erroneous  sales 
without  loss  to  the  city 
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4th.  Is  a  petition  from  C.  S.  Converse,  asking  the  refunding  of  $22.78,  and 
interest  from  February  ]4th,  1877,  the  same  being  moneys  paid  at  a  tax  sale  of 
property  described  as  "lot  4,  County  Commissioners'  and  City  Council  s  Addition, 
being  the  undivided  half  of  four  acres  in  section  34,  township  15  [16]  north  of  range  4 
east."    The  property  it  was  intended  to  sell  is  located  in  "section  24,  township  15." 

We  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  aforesaid  petitioner  be  granted ;  the  amount 
due  him  be  refunded  by  and  through  the  next  miscellaneous  appropriation  ordi- 
nance; that  the  refunded  amount  be  charged  up  against  the  property  which  was 
really  delinquent;  and  that  the  City  Treasurer  forthwith  collect  such  delinquent 
tax,  covering  all  the  moneys  so  collected  into  the  city  treasury. 

5th.  We  have  referred  the  original  and  supplemental  petition  from  F.  M. 
Churchman,  for  the  refunding  of  tax-sale  moneys  paid  on  "25  feet  north  of  50  feet 
south  of  lot  1,  square  69,"  to  City  Treasurer  Wiles,  who  claims  to  have  certain  in- 
formation in  this  particular  case  that  is  not  set  forth  in  either  of  the  petitions. 

6th.  It  coming  to  our  knowledge  that  the  petition  of  W.  Emil  Wulschner,  as 
printed  on  page  235,  ante,  did  not  set  forth  the  full  and  true  state  of  facts,  we  per- 
mitted the  attorney  of  said  petitioner  to  file  an  amended  petition,  and  herein  incor- 
porate such  paper,  as  follows: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  August  1,  1879. 

To  the  Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — My  tax  list  (a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  filed)  shows  personal  pro- 
perty in  my  hands  on  April  1st,  1878,  to  the  amount  of  $15,000. 

On  said  date,  I  owned  no  property  in  Marion  County  whatever.  I  owned,  on 
said  date,  no  property  in  the  State  of  Indiana.  My  wife  owned  realty  in  Morgan 
County,  to  the  value  of  about  $15,000. 

I  have  only  been  a  resident  of  the  United  States  three  years,  and  at  said  date 
spoke  the  English  language  indifferently  and  understood  it  but  little  better.  It  I 
gave  that  amount  to  the  Deputy  Assessor,  it  was  a  mistake.  I  have  no  recollection 
of  it  at  all.  I,  therefore,  pray  jour  honorable  bodies  to  release  me  from  this  hard- 
ship my  ignorance,  or  somebody  else's  mistake,  has  placed  upon  me.

Mr.  Wulschner  and  his  attorney  also  appeared  in  person  before  us;  and  being 
now  fully  convimed  that  said  petitioner  was  innoeently  in  error  in  making  his  tax- 
list  of  lb78,  and  that  he  did  not  then  have  in  his  possession,  subject  to  taxation  by 
this  city,  the  $9,000  of  personalty  shown  by  said  tax-list,  we  recommend  that  the 
City  Clerk  be  instructed  to  certify  off  the  taxes  charged  against  such  personalty 
from  the  tax-duplicate.

and  be  an  accomplished  fact  until  K.  L.  AlcOuat,  the  owner  oi  said  Addition,  shall 
have  paid  into  ihe  city  treasury  all  the  expenses  attending  such  vacation  lor  which 
the  city  could  be  held  liable,  and  deposited  the  City  Treasurer's  receipt  therefor  in 
the  office  ol  the  City  Clerk,  and  received  the  last-named  officer's  quietus  in  lku  of 
such  receipt. 

And  it  was  then  referred  to  the  Aldermanic  Committee  on  Streets  and

Whereas,  We  are  informed  by  Wm.  Sullivan,  agent  of  the  City  of  Indiana- 
polis in  the  matter  ot  the  bequest  of  Thomas  D.  Gr«gg,  deceased,  that  the  ad- 
ministrator of  said  decedent's  estate  is  about  to  advertise  and  sell,  at  public  sale, 
all  of  the  lands  in  Dallas  County,  Iowa,  belonging  to  said  decedents  estate,  and  to 
convert  the  proceeds  therelrom  into  assets  for  distribution,  contrary  to  the  interests 
of  this  city,  as  we  believe,  and  over  the  protest  ot  said  agent; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  a  part  of  the  wdl  of  the  testator,  filed  for  probate,  and  em- 
bodied in  the  decree  of  the  Court,  under  which  our  City  of  Indianapolis  takes  said 
bequest,  that  the  gross  amount  in  value  of  said  bequest  should  be  sa  ely  placea  at 
in  it- rest,  and  the  interest  only  applied  and  used  tor  school  purposes,  as  stated  in 
said  will; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  City  of  Indianapolis  is  a  tenant  in 
common  with  the  other  distributees  in  said  Dallas  County,  Iowa,  lands,  and  ttiat 
said  city  has  the  right  to  petition  the  Courts,  and  have  her  portion  ^nve-fiitetpthl 
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of  said  lands)  set  apart  to  her,  there  heing  no  necessity  for  the  sale  of  said  lands, 
nor  any  part  thereof,  for  payment  of  the  debts  of  said  estate; 

And  VVherfas,  We  believe  it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  said  city  to  retain  and 
hold  her  portion  of  s-aid  lands  for  luture  disposal,  and  as  a  good  and  safe  investment 
of  so  much  of  the  principwl  sum  of  said  bequest;  and  although  we  believe  the  sale 
of  said  lands  in  ti>e  manner  above  stated,  would  be  informal,  and  might  become 
illegal,  yet  we  think  it  possible  lor  said  agent,  at  the  said  contemplated  *al«,  to  bid 
in  lor  the  City  of  Indianapolis  her  portion  of  said  lands  lor  a  sum  not  greater  than 
one-third  of  the  whole  amount  and  value  of  all  of  said  lands. 

Now,  Therefore,  Jn  order  to  obtain  a  lull,  complete,  and  speedy  settlement  of  this 
Pallas  County,  Iowa,  land  branch  of  said  bequt  st,  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board,  that 
"W  illiam  SuLivan,  as  agent  lor  said  city,  be,  and  is,  instructed  to  attend  said  sale, 
and  use  his  be  t  judgment  in  having  all  of  said  lands  and  town-lots  lair  y  appraised, 
in  lots  not  exceeding  one  quarter  ot  a  section  each,  at  the  fair  cash  value  per  acre 
for  the  farm  lands  at  the  time  of  sale,  and  the  town  lots  appiaised  in  like  manner, 
all  by  good  re>-id<  nt  1  ret  holders  ot  tl  at  county,  one  of  whom  to  be  chosen  by  each 
of  the  three  parties  in  inter  st — said  appraisers,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge 
of  their  dutits  under  such  appointment,  to  take  the  usual  oath  of  ihat  State  admin- 
istered to  Commissioners  appoint'  d  by  the  Courts  in  suits  of  partition.  That  after 
said  appraistment  and  the  ascertainment  of  the  appraised  value  ot  each  town-lot, 
and  the  average  value  per  acre  of  the  farm  lands,  and  tie  sum  total  ot  all  said

amount  as  }  rat  ti<  able.  And  he  is  turther  authorized  to  b  d  in  lor  said  City  of 
Indianapolis  any  of  said  lots  and  lands,  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars  in 
amount,  that  he  may  think  a  prudent  investment  by  the  city  of  the  Gregg  bequest. 

But  if  said  William  Sullivan  shall  not  deem  it  prudent  or  for  the  inttrest  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis  and  the  trust  confided  to  ht  r,  or  that  the  plan  herein  proposed 
and  authorized  can  not  be  legally  cariied  out,  then  that  he  take  such  measures  as, 
in  his  judgment,  are  necessary  to  protet  t  the  inleresis  of  said  t  ity  and  secure  to  her 
the  fair  share  and  right  she  is  entitled  to  in  the  lands  herein  mentioned,  for  the 
purposes  contemplated. 

And  it  is  ordered  by  this  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  That  a  copy  of  the  fore- 
going instructions,  duly  certified  by  the  proper  officers,  be  furnished  Jlr.  Sullivan, 
as  his  instructions  in  that  behalf. 

At  a  reg^ar  session  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  held  August  1st, 
1879,  ihe  ion  gomg  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  Mr.  JVIerritt  instructed  to  lay 
the  matter  before  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen.

GentJemm: — As  the  attorney  of,  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of,  a  very  large 
number  of  clients,  consisting  of  respectable  citizens  and  tax-payers  residing  in  the 
vicinity  ot  the  premises  named  below,  we  most  respectfully  protest  and  remonstrate 
against  the  establishment  or  maintenance  of"  a  hospital  in  the  midst  of  our  homes, 
and  so  now  most  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  bodies  to  refuse  to  permit  or 
license  the  establishment  or  maintenance  of  a  hospital,  on  East  Vermont  street,  be- 
tween Ea«t  and  Liberty  streets,  on  the  premises  known  at  St.  Joseph  C  .lurch  pro- 
perty, being  a  part  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  out-lot  No  52,  in  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, as  prayed  for  in  the  petition  filed  August  16th,  1879,  and  signed  "Aug. 
Besbonies." 

This  matter  was  fully  discussed  and  considered  by  you  during  the  consideration 
of  the  ordinance  under  which  license  is  now  sought.  And  we  ask  your  careful 
consideration  of  the  arguments  then  made.  We  further  ask  your  attention  to  the 
several  petitions  and  remonstrances  on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's  office,  against  this 
project,  signed  by  many  hundreds  of  our  most  respectable  citizens  and  tax-payers. 

And,  further,  we  again  call  your  attention  to  the  written  and  earefully  considered 
opinions  of  the  following  distinguished  physicians  of  the  city,  viz  :  I.  C.  Walker, 
M.  D.;  L.  D.  Waterman,  M.  D.;  W.  C.  Thompson,  M.  D.;  John  M.  Kitchen,  M.  D.; 
J  H.  Woodburn,  M.  D.;  John  M.  Gaston,  M.  D. ;  J.  R.  Hussey,  M.  D. ;  Henry 
Jameson,  M.  IX;  Geo.  W.  New,  M.  D  ;  D.  Funkhouser,  M.  D  ;  K.  S.  Gale,  M.  D.; 
"W.  Wands,  M.  D  ;  Orpheus  Everts.  M.  D  ;  W  W.  Hester,  M.  D  ;  and  S.  A.  But- 
terfield,  M.  D. — heretofore  presented  you,  s-trongl}7  against  the  location  of  a  hos- 
pital in  the  resident  part  of  our  city,  for  sanitary  reasons,  which  I  attach  hereto. 
These  are  not  the  names  of  men  obscure  in  their  profession.  Tney  are  the  opinions 
of  the  most  eminent,  learned,  and  successful  physicians  of  our  city,  and  given  un- 
selfishly, in  deference  to  the  public  good  and  in  opposition  to  their  more  private  or 
personal  interests. 

We  will  not  tax  your  patience  by  a  repetition  of  the  arguments  heretofore  sub- 
mitted to  you  in  the  premises.  They  are  still  fresh  in  your  memories.  JBut  we 
beg  to  briefly  summarize  a  few  of  the  most  important,  viz.: 

1st.  A  hospital  so  located  will  be  dangerous,  and  detrimental  to  the  health,  wel- 
fare, and  comfort  of  that  part  of  the  city. 

2d.  It  will  greatly  depreciate  property  in  that  vicinity,  and  make  it  undesirable 
and  unsaleable  for  residences. 

3d.  It  will  necessitate  the  construction  of  a  sewer,  the  expense  of  which  will  be 
thrown  on  my  clients,  for  the  benefit  of  others. 

4th.  It  is  against  the  interests  of  our  citizens  and  tax-payers,  as  regards  health, 
comfort,  and  property,  and  solely  in  the  interests  of  private  parties,  mostly  non- 
taxpayers  and  non-residents. 

5th.  There  is  no  demand  or  necessity  for  it  there.  The  site  and  building  are 
not  eligible  or  suitable  for  it,  and  better  locations  can  readily  be  had,  where  no  one 
will  be  injured  by  it. 

6th.  Every  interest  of  the  city,  its  citizens,  and  even  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
project  itself,  require  its  location  elsewhere. 

As  to  the  pretended  claim  that  they  opened  the  hospital  in  June  last,  I  have  to 
say  that,  in  view  of  the  facts,  this  is  an  unwarranted  presumption,  legally  speaking.

The  facts  are,  as  your  own  records  will  show,  that  when  this  project  was  first  hinted 
at  and  long  before  any  action  whatever  had  been  taken  by  its  projectors,  as  early 
as  April  7th  last,  we,  in  behalf  of  our  clients,  filed  a  strong  remonstrance  against  it 
before  you,  which  was,  in  due  course,  referred  to  your  Joint  Judiciary  Committees 
and  the  City  Attorney.  The  real  projector  of  this  matter  and  his  t  gent  now,  the 
spresent  applicant  (that  is  to  say,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Francis  Silas  Chatard  and  the  Rev. 
Aug.  Bessonies),  appeared  in  person  before  your  honorable  committees,  and  sub- 
mitted their  statements,  arguments,  and  evidence.  And  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  said, 
in  substance,  that,  in  deference  to  the  remonstrance  and  the  action  of  the  city,  he 
would  defer  further  action  in  the  matter  and  await  the  then  pending  proceedings, 
before  proceeding  himself.  And  they  did  wait  patiently,  attending  several  com- 
mittee meetings  in  person,  during  April,  May,  and  a  part  of  June,  and  until  your 
honorable  committees  took  adverse  action  to  them  by  reporting,  for  passage,  an 
ordinance  requiring  them  to  first  get  your  permit  or  license;  when  they  at  once 
became  impatient,  and,  in  violation  of  the  submission,  as  L  think,  as  well  as  in  dis- 
respect of  your  authority,  and  before  the  reported  ordinance  could  be  pissed,  they 
hurriedly  run  into  their  church-building  two  or  three  alleged  siek  persons,  and  de- 
fiantly claimed  they  had  anticipated  and  defeated  your  proposed  action.  In  view 
of  their  exceeding  and  late  haste,  your  honorable  bodies  very  properly  passed  the 
present  ordinance,  under  which  they  now  ask  a  license  or  permit.  And  so  the 
claim  of  an  established  hospital  is  a  shallow  pretense.  The  building  is  still  used  as 
a  church.  They  have  no  sewerage  there,  and  no  conveniences  for  the  proper  main- 
tenance of  a  hospital. 

And  we  have  to  say,  as  a  rule,  that  no  hospitals  treat  contagious  diseases,  but  the 
•danger  is,  that  physicians  can  not  always  tell  whether  a  given  case,  at  first,  is  con- 
tagious or  non-contagious,  and  epidemics  may  come  which  will  necessitate  its  use 
thereior. 

And,  therefore,  on  behalf  of  my  clients,  who  have  built  their  homes  there,  and 
are  first  occupants  and  prior  in  time,  and  their  families,  their  wives,  and  their 
children,  and  on  behalf  of  humanity  and  the  general  good  of  the  city  and  its  citi- 
zens generally,  we  mo  t  respectfully,  and  urgently,  petition  your  honorable  bodies 
to  refuse  the  prayer  of  the  petition  for  a  license.

The  proposed  East  Vermont  street  Hospital,  and  the  Objections  to  the  location 
according  to  Science  and  Hygiene. 

Indianapolis,  April  12, 1879. 
■Charles  L.  Holstein,  Esq.,  Indianapolis: 

Dear  Sir ; — In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  enclose  to  your  address  the  fol- 
lowing on  the  subject  of  the  location  of  hospitals: 

A  hospital,  in  my  judgment,  should  not  be  located  in  the  residence  portion  of  a 
city,  for  many  reasons,  the  mention  of  whieh  would  appear  almost  superfluous. 

No  great  hospital  can  be  made  uncontaminating  without  being  in  proximity  to  a 
great  sewer,  through  which  ad  effete  matter  can  be  promptly  washed  away.  Even 
then,  it  would  be  injurious  to  the  public  health,  if  the  sewer  did  not  discharge  itself 
very  soon  after  leaving  the  hospital;  otherwise,  foul  air  would  be  constantly  escap- 
ing, impregnating  persons  along  its  line  of  flow  with  the  seeds  of  disease.  There 
should  also  be  an  abundant  supply  of  water  and  a  thorough  washing  out  of  the 
sewer  every  two  or  three  days,  which  could  not  be  done  if  the  sewer  had  great 
length. 

Again:  A  hospital  should  be  near  a  depot,  especially  so  if  it  is  to  be  the  recep- 
tacle tor  the  afflicted  from  abroad.  The  sick  could  not  be  carted  acr.-ss  a  great 
•city,  over  rough  and  crowded  street^,  without  great  discomfort,  if  not  danger,  to 
the  sufferers;  to  say  nothing  of  the  exposure  to  the  residents  along  the  line  of 
•travel. 

And,  more:    Hospitals  after  a  time  become  impregnated  with  the  germs  of  dis- 
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ease,  and  may,  at  any  moment,  be  the  starting  point  of  an  epidemic,  from  the  rav- 
ages of  which  the  inhabitants  of  the  immediate  neighborhood  would  be  without 
protection. 

Therefore,  the  erection  of  a  hospital  in  the  residence  portion  of  a  city,  should  not 
bethoi/ghtof  for  a  moment  by  those  who  have  given  any  attention  to  the  laws 
governing  health  and  disease.  There  is  not  so  much  objection  to  a  hospital  in  the 
business  portion  of  a  city,  if  properly  managed,  because  of  the  advantages  of  sew- 
ers, water,  d<  pot,  etc.;  and,  further,  her  citizens  do  not  eat,  drink,  and  sleep  in 
the  immediate  locality. 

Again:  An  impressible,  nervous  organization  would  be  greatly  injured  by  being 
compelled  to  live  next  door  to  a  hospital,  and  witness,  from  day  to  day,  the  moving 
in  and  out  of  the  sick,  dying,  and  dead. 

The  weight  of  authority  will  fully  sustain  the  foregoing  position.

Sir: — You  have  given  me  but  short  time  to  answer  important  sanitary  ques- 
tions. 

The  probable  and  possible  detriment  to  health  by  living  in  the  vicinity  of  a  gen- 
eral hospital  might  be  very  great,  especially  during  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic. 

The  germs  of  disease  are  found  floating  in  the  air  even  at  some  considerable 
distance  from  the  place  they  emanate;  therefore,  concentration  of  diseased  persons 
would  make  a  locality  unhealthy,  and  reduce  the  safety  of  the  neighbors  from  dis- 
ease below  the  minimum  standard. 

The  comfort  of  people  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  a  hospital  would  be 
seriously  interfered  with,  because  of  the  reception  of  sick  and  wounded  people  at 
all  hours  ot  the  day  and  night.  The  groans  of  the  sick  an«l  dying,  the  consterna- 
tion of  delerious  patients,  etc.,  all  tend  to  disturb  the  peace  oi  the  near  residents. 

The  dangers  to  highly  sensitive  nervous  organizations  by  living  in  close  proxr 
imity  to  a  hospital,  whether  from  imaginary  or  apprehended  evils,  at  least  in  some 
cases,  would  prove  serious. 

You  ask,  are  not  a  large  portion  of  the  "ills  of  life"  imaginary?  I  would  say 
not;  but  whether  real  or  imaginary,  the  physician  would  deal  with  the  mind  and 
body  separately  or  jointly,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  best  authorities  agree  that  ihe  cottage  plan  of  hospitals  is  vastly  superior  to 
massive  structures,  and  experience  proves  that  the  mortality  in  them  is  less,  and 
that  they  offer  greater  comfort  to  the  patients. 

All  sanitarians  agree  that  hospitals  should  be  located  remote  from  the  densely- 
populated  portion  of  a  city,  so  as  to  obtain  pure  air  and  lreedom  from  noxious 


That  the  walls,  floors,  and  wood-work  of  a  hospital  can  hold  the  germs  of  dis- 
ease, to  be  liberated  under  favorable  conditions,  there  can  be  no  doubt. 

A  well  constructed  sewer  is  an' important  essential  to  a  public  hospital.  If  the 
sewerage  be  defective,  it  will  become  a  direct  source  of  disease  by  the  regurgitation 
and  escape  of  deadly  gases.  The  poisonous  effluvia  generated  in  sewers  is  very 
fatal  to  health.  Evidence  has  been  accumulated,  showing,  in  the  most  conclusive 
manner,  that  fevers,  cholera,  diphtheria,  etc.,  are  produced  by  contamination  by 
sewer  gas.  In  an  inland  city  like  Indianapolis,  we  have  not  the  advantages  of 
sewers  flowing  into  large  rivers  or  the  ocean,  carrying  off  completely  the  delete- 
rious matter  they  contain. 

Fire  and  heat  are  the  most  effectual  means  we  have  for  destroying  disease-germs 
or  noxious  odors  in  whatever  material  they  find  a  hiding  place.

Sir: — I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  location  of  a  hospital  at  the  point 
referred  to  (East  Vermont  street)  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  health  and  the  inter- 
ests of  the  neighborhood,  while,  at  the  same  time,  it  would  not  be  the  best  location 
that  could  be  selected  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick  It  is  a  densely  populated  neighb- 
orhood, convenient  and  desirable  for  residences,  and  the  property  is  mostly  owned 
by  the  occupants ;  and  it  would  be  a  grievous  wrong  upon  the  rights  of  these  p  ople 
to  force  this  measure  up*  n  them  It  would  undoubtedly  damage  the  value  of  the 
realty  thereal  outs,  and  cause  it  to  be  shunned  as  a  place  of  residence.  Considering 
the  interests,  comfort,  and  convenience  of  the  neighborhood,  in  my  judgment  a  soap> 
or  glue  factory,  or  some  work  of  like  character,  would  be  less  objectionable,  often- 
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«ive,  and  dangerous  than  a  general  hospital.  If  a  hospital  must  he  located  in  or 
near  the  centre  of  the  city,  there  are  other  points  just  as  eligible  and  central,  as 
•open  to  the  air,  and  less  open  to  objections,  and  where  no  one's  interests  would  be 
injured  by  it. 

Considering  the  benefit  of  the  hospital  patients,  the  hospital  should  be  located 
outside  of  the  city.  For  the  personal  convenience  of  the  managers  and  proprietors 
of  the  hospitals,  it  might  be  desirable  to  have  the  hospital  centrally  located. 

The  buildngs  on  E.  Vermont  street,  which  they  propose  to  use,  are  not  suitable 
for  a  hospital,  not  having  been  planned  and  built  for  such  purpose. 

A  building  once  used  for  a  hospital  is  never  after  fit  to  be  used  for  anything  else. 
The  walls,  floors,  and  ceilings  are  apt  to  become  impregnated  with  disease-germs, 
the  emanations  and  excreta  of  the  patients,  by  wh'ch  disease  is  liable  to  be  propa- 
gated, and  from  which  they  can  not  be  freed  by  any  known  process  save  by  fire. 
And  the  natural  disagreeable  impressions  and  associations  from  such  use  of  the 
buildings  can  never  be  disassociated  from  the  recollections  of  the  neighborhood. 

Another  insuperable  objection  to  the  proposed  location  is  the  eHtire  absence  of 
any  sewerage,  and  the  impracticability  of  obtaining  any  suitable  sewerage,  owing 
to  the  long  distance  from  the  river,  the  point  of  its  discharge,  and  the  slight  de- 
scent. The  flow  must,  therefore,  necessarily  be  slow,  and  the  chances  for  contam- 
inating the  air  on  Us  passage  through  the  city  are  correspondingly  great.  Our 
inland  city,  built  upon  a  plane  differs  widely,  in  these  conditions,  from  other  large 
cities  located  near  the  oceans  or  large  rivers,  and  having  expensive  and  splendid 
sewerage  privileges. 

I  think  that  the  location  of  a  general  hospital  on  the  site  proposed,  for  the  reasons 
stated,  would  be  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  city,  and  certainly  dangerous.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  a  friend  to  private  and  public  hospitals,  and  am  pleased  to  note 
the  prospect  for  the  establishment  of  a  general  hospital  in  Indianapolis,  for  the 
patronage  of  all.  without  reference  to  religious  creeds,  of  those  who  may  seek  the 
benefits.  The  public  good  of  our  city  demands  such  a  hospital,  and  we  must 
have  it. 

Dr.  I.  C.  Walker's  letter  receives  my  endorsement  and  embodies  my  views.  I 
should  object  to  the  Vermont  street  location,  because  of  inadequate  sewerage,  want 
of  ample  pleasure-grounds,  and  its  proximity  to  the  residence  portion  of  the  city. 

The  disposition  of  hospital  authorities  in  Eastern  cities  now  is  to  remove  from 
the  populous  districts  and  general  thoroughfares  to  park  or  suburban  grounds,  with 
ample  acreage,  rapid  sewerage,  and  accessibility  considered.

To  the  Editor  of  The  Indianapolis  News: 

With  your  permission  I  wish  to  say,  through  The  News,  a  few  words  concerning 
my  opposition  to  the  East  and  Vermont  street  hospital. 

My  opposition  to  a  Catholic  hospital  at  that  location  is  not  because  it  is  a  Cath- 
olic hospital,  for  Catholics  hive  as  much  right  to  have  a  hospital  as  anybody  else; 
but  I  ohject  to  it  for  the  same  reason  that  I  would  protest  against  a  Methodist, 
Presbyterian,  Robert  Ingersoll,  Masonic,  or  any  other  hospital  in  the  same  locality 
— that  is,  the  compromising  of,  not  only  ihe  comfort,  but  the  health  and  life  of  all 
the  inhabitants  of  the  environs,  besides  lessening  the  value  of  their  property. 
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Again:  The  establishment  of  such  a  hospital  would  necessitate  the  making  of  a 
sewer,  adding  thereby  to  the  load  of  the  already  overburdened  taxpayers ;  and  even 
then,  when  the  sewer  is  made,  it  will  be  of  more  than  doubtful  utility,  the  tall  be- 
ing necessarily  so  slight,  that  proper  washing  out  would  be  impossible,  even  with  a 
bountiful  supply  of  water— a  thing  impossible  to  get  under  existing  circumstances. 
If  the  inhabitants  along  our  present  sewers  complain  of  the  odors  they  emit,  what 
might  we  not  expect  from  one  so  level,  receiving  all  the  waste  from  a  hospital? 

But  they  say  they  will  obviate  all  this  by  using,  instead  of  a  sewer,  a  large  vault. 
If  this  should  be  attempted,  it  should  at  once  be  indicted  as  a  nuisance,  as  it  would 
contaminate  the  water  in  the  surrounding  wells  so  as  to  unfit  it  for  any  use  what- 
ever, besides  producing  typhoid  and  other  malignant  diseases  te  an  extent  not  to 
be  tolerated  for  a  day.  The  stratum  of  gravel  underlying  this  part  of  the  city 
gives  such  facile  transmission  to  all  liquids,  that  the  distance  to  which  such  a  vault 
would  poison  the  water  in  wells  is  difficult  to  determine. 

If  the  Catholics,  or  anybody  else,  wants  a  hospital  besides  the  public  one,  all 
right;  but  they  have  gr  >und  elsewhere,  in  a  pi  ice  convenient  to  sewerage  and 
away  from  private  residences,  besides  being  convenient  for  all  transient  patients. 

The  plea  for  establishing  the  hospital  at  the  proposed  locality,  for  a  short  time 
only,  and  then  remove  elsewhere,  if  that  is  really  the  intention,  is  surely  bad  finan- 
ciering, to  be  at  so  much  trouble  and  expense  for  so  short  a  term  of  benefit;  b^it  if 
it  is  only  to  quiet  opposition  till  they  are  permanently  established,  then  it  is  simply 
double-dealing,  and  should  be  rebuked.

HOSPITAL    LOCATIONS. 

W.  G.  Wylie,  M.  D.,  in  his  recent  work  (1877)  on  "  Hospitals,  their  Organization, 
History  and  Construction'  (Boylston  prize  essay  of  Harvard  University  for  1876), 
says  (p   89,  et  seq  ) : 

Location. — The  first  thing  to  be  decided  is  the  location.  In  a  small  city  or  town 
there  is  no  question  as  to  wh  -ther  the  hospital  should  be  placed  in  the  midst  o^'  the 
town  or  outside  in  spacious  grounds;  but  in  large  cities  many  objections  are  made 
to  the  hospital  being  removed  from  the  centre  of  population.  It  is  claimed  that 
the  sick  can  not  be  safely  tra-sported,  and  on  that  account  the  hospital  must  be  in 
town.  The  real  difficulty  is  that,  if  the  hospital  is  out  of  town,  the  managers  and 
attending  physicians  and  surgeons  are  inconvenienced,  and  in  the  case  of  the  doc- 
tors it  would  be  hardly  possible  for  those  in  full  practice  to  leave  town  every  day. 
Then,  too,  the  medical  schools  are  in  town,  and.  if  the  hospitals  are  out  of  town, 
clinical  instruction  would  be  attended  with  difficulty. 

In  answer  to  this  we  would  say  that  in  large  cities  where  the  streets  average  not 
more  than  fifty  or  sixty  feet  in  width,  unless  a  hospital  can  be  in  the  centre  of  a 
large  park,  it  should  be  placed  out  of  town  for  the  following  reasons: 

So  as  to  give  the  patients  the  advantage  of  pure  air — doctors  send  their  patients 
out  of  town  to  get  the  benefits  of  pure  air  ;  to  free  the  hospital  and  its  grounds  from 
surrounding  obstructions  to  the  free  circulation  of  outside  air;  to  remove  the  hos- 
pital from  sources  that  render  the  air  impure,  such  as  large  sewers,  manufactories, 
the  filth,  dirt  and  d  <st  of  the  cities'  streets  and  houses,  etc 

On  the  ground  of  economy;  the  land  is  cheaper,  and  this  permits  the  erection  of 
cheap  one-story  buildings  in  place  of  costly  many-storied  structures. 

As  to  the  question  of  transportation,  the  improved  ambulances  and  other  means 
of  conveyance  pr-act'cally  do  away  with  the  difficulty,  when  combined  with  a  sys- 
tem of  small  reception  hospitals — one  or  more,  as  the  circumstances  demand,  of  a 
few  beds  each- -where  emergency  cases  could  be  received  and  treated  until  able 
to  be  carried  to  the  general  hospital 

As  to  the  inconvenience  to  the  managers,  if  they  are  working  for  the  welfare  of 
the  patients,  then  they  should  do  their  duty,  or  give  way  to  others  who  would. 
The  attending  doctors  who  are  expected  to  treat  the  cases  should  not  be  men  with 
very  large  private  practices;  whether  the  hospital  is  in  or  out  of  town,  the}*  can 
not  w.dl  spare  the  time  to  do  the  every-day  work  Such  men,  if  they  will  hold  the 
hospital  positions,  should  have  assistants  to  do  the  work  that  they  have  not  the 
time  to  do. 
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As  to  the  medical  schools,  the  question  is  of  more  importance;  but,  under  a  bet- 
ter system,  where  the  clinical  instruction  is  confined  to  the  more  advanced  students,. 
the  difficulty  would  not  be  so  great. 

Note  —At  the  annual  meeting,  held  June  5,  1876,  of  the  Boylston  Medical  Committee,  consisting-, 
of  the  following  physicians:  J.  B.  S.  Jackson,  M.  D.  ;  Henr  J.  Big^low,  M.  D. ;  I)  H.  Storer,  M.D. ; 
Richard  M  Hodges,  M.  D. ;  Morrill  W\  man,  M.  D. ;  Calvin  Ellis,  M.  D. ;  Samuel  Cabot,  M.  D  ,  the 
annual  prize  was  awarded  to  Dr.  W.  Gill.  Wylie  for  his  work  on  hospitals,  from  which  the  above  ex- 
tract is  taken.     Higher  authority,  there  is  none. 

And  then  Councilman  McKay  made  the  following  motion : 

That  all  the  papers  referring  to  the  St.  Joseph  Hospital  be  referred  to  the- 
Hospital  Board,  Board  of  Health,  Committees  on  Public  Health  of  both  bodies,, 
the  Joint  Judiciary  Committees,  and  the  City  Attorney. 

Councilman  Dowling  moved  to  strike  out  the  words  ''Joint  Judiciary 
Committees"  from  foregoing  motion;  which  proposition  the  Common 
Council  refused  to  consent  to. 

The  original  motion  was  then  duly  adopted. 

The  City  Clerk  also  presented  the  following  communication;  which,, 
on  Councilman  McKay's  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Joint  Committees 
on  Public  Property  and  the  City  Attorney : 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Board  of  Aldermen,  and 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — We,  the  undersigned,  doing  business  on  the  Sellers'  Farm,  respect- 
fully ask  that  John  Smith,  and  others,  who  are  carrying  on  the  business  of  render- 
ing grease  from  dead  animals  and  offal,  and  manufacturing  fertilizers,  be  removed 
to  the  Sellers'  Farm,  or  that  permission  be  granted  us  to  remove  our  establishments 
into  the  city;  for  under  the  present  discrimination,  we  are  practically  driven  out 
of  business,  those  parties  in  the  city  having  the  great  advantage  of  transporta- 
tion, while  we  are  banished  three  miles  out  of  the  city,  with  no  railroad  communi- 
cation whatever,  and  all  our  material  must  be  hauled  to  and  from  the  Farm  in. 
wagons,  over  a  toll-road,  which  is  costing  us  ten  cen^s  per  team  per  trip. 

Our  teaming,  toll,  and  rent,  completely  debar  us  from  competing  with  the  city 
parties,  and  leaves  us  no  profits  wherewith  to  erect  the  new  and  improved  machin- 
ery necessary  to  the  manufacture  of  material  into  fertilizers  without  offense. 

Your  humble  petitioners,  therefore,  pray  that  all  be  treated  alike ;  that  those  who 
carry  on  the  business  of  rendering  dead  animals,  offal,  etc.,  and  manufacture  grease, 
fertilizers,  etc.,  be  removed  to  the  Sellers'  Farm,  so  that  all  may  share  equal  bene- 
fits, either  at  the  Farm  or  in  the  city. 

Trusting  that  you  will  give  this  petition  your  impartial  consideration,  and  in.. 
your  wisdom  order  that  justice  be  done,  we  remain

Teport;  and  the  adverse  recommendation,  therein  contained,  was  duly

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  Fire  Board,  to  whom  was  referred  a  petition  from  the  Indianapolis  Chair 
Manufacturing  Company,  asking  your  honorable  body  to  locate  a  fire-plug  on  west 
side  of  Ellsworth  street,  one  hundred  feet  north  of  New  York  street,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  its  factory  and  warerooms,  have  visited  the  described  locality,  and  do 
now  report  the  following  facts  in  relation  thereto  : 

The  factory  and  warerooms  of  the  petitioner  are  situated  on  the  banks  of  the 
<canal  at  crossing  of  New  York  street ;  said  street  is  extended  over  the  canal  by 
means  of  a  bridge  the  full  width  of  the  street,  and  having  two  openings  for  engine- 
suction  in  the  flooring  thereof.  Within  one  square  north  is  the  Vermont  street 
"bridge,  which  is  also  provided  with  two  engine-suction  openings.  And  in  addition 
to  aforesaid  facilities  for  getting  water,  within  the  circuit  of  two  squares  there  are  no 
(less  than  eight  fire-plugs. 

From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  petitioner  is  more  completely 
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accommodated  with  the  means  of  extinguishing  fire  than  is  any  other  property 
within  the  city  limits.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner- 
be  not  granted.

Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Common  Couvcil  and  Board  of  A  Mermen  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, That  it  is  necessary,  for  the  further  and  better  protection  from  fire,  that 
water-mains  be  laid  and  extended  in  and  along  Illinois  street,  from  Seventh  street 
to  Ninth  street;  thence,  in  and  along  Ninth  street,  Irom  Illinois  street  to  Meridian 
street;  thence,  in  and  along  Meridian  street,  Irom  Ninth  street  to  (Second  street, 
connecting  with  the  water-main  now  located  at  or  near  intersection  of  Second  and 
Meridian  streets. 

That  the  Water-Works  Company  be  notified  by  the  City  Clerk  to  proceed  to 
lay  such  mains,  and  esiablish  fire- hydrants  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Pire 
Engineer — such  hydrants  to  be  established  not  less  than  one  thousand  feet  apart,, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  Water- Works  Company.

The  Hospital  Board,  through  Councilman  Morrison,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing communication : 
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To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — At  a  meeting  of  Council  on  August  4th,  1879,  during;  the  pendency 
of  the  appropriation  ordinance  on  account  of  (Jiiy  Hospital,  an  item  of  $80,  due 
W.  I.  Ripley,  for  horse  purchased  for  the  Hospital,  was  stricken  from  the  ordi- 
nance. 

We  are  inclined  to  the  belief  that  many  of  the  members  voted  against  this  allow- 
ance under  a  misapprehension  of  the  facts.  This  is  indicated  by  the  reports  in  the 
daily  press,  to  the  effect,  that  the  Hospital  Hoard  had  purchased  the  Superintendent 
a  horse,  which  would  imply  that  the  horse  was  for  h>s  enjoyment  and  gratification. 
If  this  were  true,  your  action,  in  relusing  to  confirm  the  purchase,  would  not  only 
be  justifiable  and  right,  but  the  Board  would  deserve  severe  censure  and  rebuke. 
The  Board  however,  disclaim  having  any  motive  other  than  to  contribute  to  the 
effectiveness  and  convenience  of  the  Institution.  In  the  purchase  of  this  horse, 
they  were  governed  by  what  they  considered  to  be  their  duty  to  the  Hospital  and 
to  the  city,  as  viewed  from  a  business  standpoint.  The  Hospital  is  located  at  one 
extremity  of  the  city;  and  it  is  safe  to  presume  that  there  is  not  a  single  member 
of  your  honorable  bodies,  who.  if  conducting  a  business  of  even  less  magnitude  than 
that  of  the  City  Hospital,  isolated  as  it  is  from  the  business  portion  of  the  city, 
would  not  provide  himself  with  a  horse  to  do  errands  and  chores,  not  only  for  his 
own  convenience,  but  as  a  matter  of  economy  in  time  and  money. 

We  will  here  take  occasion  to  say,  that  the  Hospital,  is  being  run  on  an  estimate 
of  $10,000  per  annum,  when  only  a  tew  years  ago,  the  annual  expenditure  was 
over  $28,000;  the  number  of  employes  has  been  reduced  to  the  lowest  limit  con- 
sistent with  efficiency;  that  the  duties  of  the  Superintendent  are  combined  with 
those  of  a  Steward  ;  and  that,  with  this  systematic  division  of  labor,  facilities  should 
be  afforded  for  performing  these  duties,  if  it  is  your  desire  to  still  further  reduce 
the  running  expenses  or  to  maintain  the  present  rate. 

We  understand  that  some  of  the  members  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  ordinance 
"creating  the  Hospital  Board  does  not  justify  the  Board  in  making  any  expenditure, 
in  excess  of  a  specific  sum.  "We  have  examined  this  ordinance,  and  find  that,  while 
no  limit  in  amount  is  named,  the  purchases  are  restricted  to  articles  necessary  for 
conducting  the  Institution  and  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  patients.  "While  the 
word  "horse"  does  not  occur  in  the  ordinance,  neither  does  such  articles  as  stoves, 
beds,  clothing,  hogs,  or  horse- feed;  and  yet  all  these  articles  have  been  been  pur- 
chased by  the  present  Board  or  its  predecessors,  as  agents  of  the  city,  which  pur- 
chases have  been  sanctioned  by  the  Council,  thereby  establishing  a  precedent 
which  might  enable  Mr.  Ripley  to  sustain  a  suit  in  the  Courts,  even  if  the  language 
of  the  ordinance  did  not  justify  the  Board  in  making  this  purchase.  It  has  not 
been  charged  that  the  price  of  the  horse  is  exorbitant,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
Mr.  Ripley  will  not  be  compelled  to  sue  for  his  money,  as  it  would  involve  the  city 
in  useless  expense,  and  be  an  undeserved  annoyance  to  him. 

We,  therefore,  earnestly  request  your  honorable  bodies  to  reconsider  your  former 
action,  and  take  such  steps  as  will  enable  Mr.  Ripley  to  get  his  money  without 
further  delay.

Gentlemen  : — 1  am  the  owner  of  the  land  lying  north  of  the  levee  upon  the  south 
side  of  the  naw  channel  of  Fall  Creek,  from  the  lower  dam  to  the  mouth,  which 
includes  the  bed  of  the  creek  and  some  land  upon  each  side  of  it;  and  upon  this 
land  is  located  the  best  gravel  beds  any  where  nearthe  city.  The  city  is  a  constant 
purchaser  of  gravel,  and  purchases,  annually,  about  five  hundred  dollars'  worth 
from  this  land  and  about  the  same  amount  from  other  paces,  and  in  the  future 
will  be  compelled  to  use  much  more  than  she  has  in  the  last  two  years.  In  the 
spring  of  the  year,  when  the  river  and  creek  are  high,  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
obtain  good  gravel.  If  this  property  belonged  to  the  city,  she  could,  when  the 
waier  is  low,  at  very  small  expense,  get  gravel,  and  place  it  above  high- water 
mark,  and  thus  have  a  supply  on  hand  for  use  in  the  spring 

I  am  at  this  time  in  arrears  to  the  city  for  taxes  upon  my  land,  and  for  other 
reasons  anxious  to  dispose  of  this  property,  and  would  be  willing  to  sell  it  to  the 
city  for  such  a  sum  that  the  interest  upon  the  money  would  be  very  much  less  than 
she  is  now  paying  for  gravel.  I  would,  therefore,  ask  your  honorable  bodies  to 
refer  this  matter  to  the  prop  >r  board  or  committee  for  investigation,  and  to  the 
end  that  I  may  negotiate  with  the  city  for  the  purchase  of  this  property,  if,  after 
investigation,  it  shall  be  decided  by  you  that  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city  to 
make  a  purchase.

Gentlemen : — In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  have  examined  and  herewith 
submit  an  opinion  as  to  the  construction  to  be  given  to  that  portion  of  section  52 
of  the  city  charter,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"No  member  of  the  Common  Council,  or  other  officer  of  such  city,  shall,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  be  a  party  to,  or  in  any  manner  interested  in,  any  contract 
or  agreement  with  such  city,  for  any  matter,  cause  or  thing  by  which  any  liability 
or  indebtedness  is  in  any  way  or  manner  created  against  such  city." 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  provision  of  the  charter  prohibits  members  of 
the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  as  also  all  other  city  officers,  from 
being  in  any  way  interested  in  any  contract  with  the  city  which  is  regularly  en- 
tered into.  But  some  confusion  seems  to  have  arisen  as  to  whether  this  statute 
should  be  construed  as  prohibiting  members  of  the  Common'  Council  and  Board  of 
Aldermen  from  making  sales  in  open  market  of  articles  of  merchandize  to  officers 
of  the  city  authorized  to  purchase  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  city;  and  if  so,  would 
the  prohibition  apply  alike  to  sales  made  to  the  city  by  a  firm  of  which  a  Council- 
man, Alderman,  or  other  city  officer,  is  a  member? 

At  common  law,  all  such  contracts  or  sales  are  prohibited  on  the  grounds  of 
public  policy.  This  statute  is  simply  declaratory  of  the  rule  at  common  law,  and 
should  be  liberally  construed.  A  sale  of  merchandise  to  the  city  constitutes  a 
contract  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  and  an  indebtedness  or  liability  is  thereby 
created  against  the  city. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  a  strict  legal  construction  of  the  section  re- 
ferred to  would  prohibit  the  making  of  all  contracts  or  sales  of  the  character 
above  mentioned.

The  Committees  on  Public  Light,  through  Councilman  Rooker,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report;    which  was  concurred  in  : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Your  Committees  on  Public  Light  would  report  that  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light 
and  Coke  Company  have  put  in  service  two  hundred  of  the  street  lamps  which 
were  discontinued  under  the  temporary  contract  of  1878-1879,  and  that  the  full 
quota  of  street  lamps  (2,400),  as  stipulated  in  the  new  temporary  contract  appro\  ed 
on  July  22d,  1879,  are  now  fully  in  use. 

The  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  however,  entered  into  a  verbal 
agreement  with  your  committees  to  shift  the  burners,  etc.,  from  any  of  the  lamps 
now  in  use  to  any  of  the  four  hundred  and  forty  lamps  yet  remaining  out  of  serv- 
ice, by  the  reduction  under  the  temporary  contract  of  August  2d,  1878.  It  is  the 
desire  of  the  gas  company  that  this  work  of  changing  may  be  entered  upon  and 
completed  at  one  time.  Your  committees,  therefore,  request  that  the  Councilmen 
and  Aldermen  notify  us,  before  the  next  regular  sessions  of  their  resp<  ctive  bodies, 
of  any  changes  which,  in  their  judgment,  they  may  think  should  be  made  under 
the  terms  of  aforesaid  verbal  arrangement.

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Also,  the  following  report;  which  was  received,  and  so  much  of  the 
same  as  requires  an  opinion  from  the  City  Attorney,  was  referred  to  such 
officer  for  report : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  Committee  on  Public  Light,  to  whom  was  referred  (with  power  to  act 
thereon)  a  motion  directing  the  City  Civil  Engineer  to  re  advertise  for  bids  for 
erecting  public  gas-lamps  on  West  street,  from  Georgia  street  to  Kentucky  avenue, 
would  stale  that  we  deem  it  impolitic,  at  this  time,  to  give  any  such  order,  for  the 
following  reasons: 

The  number  of  public  gas-lamps  on  August  2d,  1878,  was  2,840.  No  new  lamps 
have  been  erected  since  in  April  of  that  year.  On  August  19th,  1878,  a  new  con- 
tract was  made  with  the  Indianapolis  Gas-Light  and  Coke  Company,  under  the 
terms  of  which  640  lamps  were  d  scontinued,  leaving  2,200  in  use.  On  July  22d, 
this  year,  a  new  contract  was  made  with  said  company,  and  the  number  of  lamps 
was  increased  to  2,400.  The  added  200  lamps  are  now  all  in  use,  having  been  se- 
lected from  the  640  discontinued  from  service  in  1878.  Every  new  lamp  erected 
would,  therefore,  increase  the  expenditure  on  account  of  public  gas-lighting,  as 
per  the  terms  of  aforesaid  late  agreement,  by  the  sum  of  $25  per  annum. 

With  the  low  general  tax-levy  of  this  year,  the  utmost  economy  in  every  depart- 
ment of  expenditure  must  be  exercised.  The  total  estimate  of  the  city's  expenses 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  May  31st,  1880"  is  $456,988.62,  and  your  committees 
have  been  compelled  to  ask  that  $60,000  (or  nearly  one-ninth  of  the  entire  co»t  of 
running  the  city)  be  paid  to  the  Indianapolis  Gas  L'ght  and  Coke  Company.  The 
exact  amount  paid  this  company  during  the  twelve  and  one-half  months,  ending 
on  May  31st,  1879  (part  of  which  time  ^,840  lamps  were  in  service),  was  $59,331.23. 
"With  the  foregoing  facts  before  us,  we  dare  not  favor,  no  matter  how  expedient  or 
important,  any  augmenting  of  expenditure  on  account  of  public  gas-lighting. 

.Again  :  We  deem  it  impolitic  to  exercise  the  power  you  have  given  us  to  increase 
the  expenditure  in  the  Department  you  have  placed  in  our  charge,  because  we  fear, 
and  know,  it  would  open  the  way  for  the  introduction  and  demanded  passage  of 
many  additional  ordinances  for  lighting  other  streets  not  now  lighted. 

We  would,  however,  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  bodies  to  the  following 
facts  with  regard  to  the  locality  described  in  the  motion  to  us  referred.  West 
street,  from  Georgia  street  to  Kentucky  avenue,  is  crossed  and  occupied  by  more 
than  one  dozen  compa'iy  and  private  railroad  tracks.  Among  these  are  the  main 
and  switch-tracks  of  the  Indianapolis,  Bloomington  &  Western  Railway  Company, 
the  Indianapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  the  "  Vandalia  Line,"  and  the 
Indianapolis  &  Vincennes  Railway  Company — four  of  the  most  important  railway 
companies  to  which  the  right-of-way  in  and  upon  the  streets  of  our  city  has  been 
granted.  Your  committees  have  been  informed  that  the  erection  of  only  four  street 
lamps  is  asked  between  the  thoroughfares  which  limit  the  gas-lighting,  and  that 
the  '."  Vandalia  Line"  have  pledged  themselves  to  pay  for  the  erection  of  two  of 
these  four  lamps.  The  foregoing  facts  suggest  to  us  the  inquiry,  Could  not  these 
four  companies  be  induced,  not  only  to  pay  for  the  erection  of  the  lamps,  but  also 
to  divide  among  themselves  the  small  aggregate  expense  of  $100  per  annum  for 
the  gas  consumed  in  said  lamps? 

Before  leaving  this  subj  ct,  your  committees  would  remind  your  honorable  bodies 
that  liberal  and  important  franchises  have  been,  by  you,  granted  to  a  full  score  of 
railway  companies  and  manufacturing  establishments,  by  which  the  streets  of  this 
city  are  occupied  by  so  many  tracks  that  our  city  map  looks  like  an  enormous 
spider-web  Most  of  these  tracks  are  used  or  obstructed  after  nightfall.  At  this 
time,  not  one  of  this  network  of  tracks  is  gas-lighted  except  at  the  expense  of  the 
city's  tax-payers.  Of  course,  the  lives  of  these  tax-payers  would  be  jeopardized  in 
crossing  a  railway  track  laid  in  or  intersecting  an  unlighted  street.  But  in  the 
event  op  any  person  or  property  being  injured  by  a  passing  railway  train,  the  com- 
.  pany  is  held  liable  for  the  da  nage  done.  Would  it  not  be  politic,  then,  for  the 
•companies  and  owners  of  railway  tracks  within  the  city  limits  to  provide  for  effi- 
ciently lighting  the  same,  at  their  own  expense?  And  is  it  within  your  power  to 
sig.  42. 
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compel  them  to  do  so?  We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  42d  clause  of  section* 
53  of  the  City  Charter,  and  recommend  that  a  report  hereon  he  demanded  from* 
the  City  Attorney.

To  the  Honorable  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — For  several  years  past  I  have  "been  making  a  very  limited  use  of 
Pennsylvania  street  in  front  of  my  factory,  placing  thereon  good.-  of  my  manufac- 
ture or  about  to  be  manufactured— said  goods  never  taking  up  more  than  six  feet 
from  the  » dge  of  the  pavement.  Neither  the  Street  Commissioner,  whose  duty  it 
was,  nor  the  police  have  ever  given  me  any  notice  to  keep  said  street  perfectly 
clear,  and  it  is  a  fact  that  Sinker,  Davis  &  Co.,  Hetherington  &  Berner,  Indianap- 
olis Machine  and  Bolt  Works,  and  in  fact  nearly  all  the  other  manuacturers  in 
the  city,  have  encumbered  the  streets  in  front  of  their  establishments  to  a  like  or 
greater  degree  than  I.  Last  week  Mr  John  G.  Pendergast,  who  is  now  in  the 
employ  of  the  city  in  the  Fire  Department,  swore  out  a  warrant  against  me  tor 
pla  ing  some  lumber  in  the  street  in  front  of  my  shop,  had  me  arrested,  and  after 
being  treated  by  the  city  officials  like  a  common  felon  and  prosecuted  with  a  zeal 
■worthy  of  a  better  cause,  I  was  fined  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  the  sum  of  $14.45, 
which  sum  included  costs  mostly  made  up  of  witness  fees  claimed  by  Pendergast 
and  the  other  firemen,  whose  services  are  wholly  due  and  paid  for  b}^  the  city. 

This  prosecution  was  wholly  malicious  and  personal,  and  Mr.  r'ulmer,  the  Street 
Commissioner,  informs  me  that  the  lumber  did  not  obstruct  the  street,  else  he- 
would  have  notified  me  to  remove  it.  If  the  ordinance,  fur  the  violation  of  which 
I  was  fined,  is  to  be  rigidly  and  impartially  enforced.  1  have  no  compbiint  to 
make;  but  I  earnestly  protest  against  being  singled  out  and  fined,  whilst  hundreds- 
of  others  all  around  me  more  guilty  than  I  escape  punishment. 

I  therefore  respectfu'ly  request  either  a  strict  execution  of  the  law  against  all 
violators,  or  a  refunding  of  the  fine  and  costs  to  me.  1  also  request  that  the  wit- 
ness fees  collected  by  Mr.  Pendergast  and  the  firemen  be  deducted  from  their 
salaries.

1st.  Your  petitioners  would  respectfully  represent,  that  said  West  street,  north 
from  First  street,  is  now  owned  by  a  gravel  road  or  turnpike  company,  and  that 
the  centre  of  said  road  (or  West  street)  is  high  above  the  sidewalks  on  either  side 
thereof,  leaving  deep  gutters  and  holes  on  either  side  of  said  street,  and  that  all  of  the 
water  falling  on  said  street  runs  into  said  gutters  and  holes,  forming  large  pools  at 
various  places  along  said  gutters,  the  principal  pool  formed  being  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  West  and  Second  streets.  There  being  no  drainage  for  running  said  water 
off,  it  there  remains  until  dried  up,  festering  and  putrifying  in  the  rays  of  the  sun, 
•and  thereby  endangering  the  health  of  the  city,  as  well  as  greatly  impairing  the 
value  of  property  in  all  that  vicinity. 

2d.  The  Board  of  Health  has  been  repeatedly  informed  of  the  condition  of  said 
street,  but  can  do  nothing  for  us,  as  the  sidewalks,  which  have  been  graded  and 
improved,  are  so  much  lower  than  the  streets,  and  no  provision  having  been  made 
by  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  the  owners  of  said  gravel  road  for  draining  the 
same.  Therefore,  your  petitioners  being  tax-payers  in  said  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  paying  taxes  as  we  do,  at  ihe  same  per  cent,  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  as  other 
citizens  within  said  city  who  have  their  streets  improved,  would  respectfully  pray 
your  honors  to  condemn  and  vacate  said  West  street  north  from  First  street,  as  a 
turnpike  or  gravel  road,  and  to  open,  grade,  and  drain  said  street  north  from  First 
street  to  the  city  limits,  for  the  use  of  all  the  citizens  of  said  city  of  Indianapolis 
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as  a  public  "highway  and  street.  As  said  gravel  road  or  turnpike  is  now  maintained 
it  is  a  nuisance,  diminishes  tae  value  of  property  in  all  that  part  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis, and  on  account  of  the  water  standing  there,  festering  and  smelling  in  the 
sun  for  days  and  weeks  together,  it  does  thereby  greatly  endanger  the  health  of  the 
Oity  of  Indianapolis;  and  for  these  reasons  ought  to  be  abated  as  a  nuisance,  and 
graded  and  properly  drained  as  a  street.

Gentlemen : — In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  have  examined  and  herewith 
submit  an  opinion  as  to  the  construction  to  be  given  to  that  portion  of  section  52 
•of  the  city  charter,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"No  member  of  the  Common  Council,  or  other  officer  of  such  city,  shall,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  be  a  party  to,  or  in  any  manner  interested   in,  any  contract- 
or agreement  with  such  city,  for  any  matter,  cause  or  thing  by  which  any  liability 
•or  indebtedness  is  in  any  way  or  manner  created  against  such  city." 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  provision  of  the  charter  prohibits  members  of 
the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  as  also  all  other  city  officers,  from 
being  in  any  way  interested  in  any  contract  with  the  city  which  is  regularly  en- 
tered into.     But  some   confusion  seems  to  have  arisen  as  to  whether  this  statute 
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should  be  construed  as  prohibiting  members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of 
Aldermen  from  making  sales  in  open  market  of  articles  of  merchandize  to  officers" 
of  the  city  authorized  to  purchase  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  city ;  and  if  so,  would 
the  prohibition  apply  alike  to  sales  made  to  the  city  by  a  firm  of  which  a  Council- 
man, Alderman,  or  other  city  officer,  is  a  member? 

At  common  law,  all  such  contracts  or  sales  are  prohibited  on  the  grounds  of 
public  policy.  This  statute  is  simply  declaratory  of  the  rule  at  common  law,  and 
should  be  liberally  construed.  A  sale  of  merchandise  to  the  city  constitutes  a 
contract  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  and  an  indebtedness  or  liability  is  thereby 
created  against  the  city. 

T  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  a  strict  legal  construction  of  the  section  re- 
ferred to  would  prohibit  the  making  of  all  contracts  or  sales  of  the  character- 
.above  mentioned,

Gentlemen: — At  a  meeting  of  the  stone-cutters  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  inform  your  Honorable  Bodies  that  the  cutting  of  the 
superstructure  of  the  Indiana  State  House  is  about  to  be  taken  to  the  quarries  near 
Spencer,  Owen  county,  Ind. 

You  no  doubt  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  specifications  call  for  the  work  to 
be  done  on  the  ground  or  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis.  Now,  we  think  the  taking 
of  the  stone-cutting  away  from  the  city  is  contrary  to  the  interest  of  every  busi- 
ness man  of  this  city,  as  well  as  an  injury  to  the  mechanics.  As  it  will  take  at 
least  six  or  seven  years  to  build  the  State  House,  you  can  at  once  see  the  benefit  to 
this  city  by  doing  the  cutting  here,  as  there  will  be  at  least  between  two  and  three 
thousand  dollars  per  week  left  here  in  the  city. 

Therefore,  we  most  respectfully  ask  your  Honorable  Body  to  take  an  interest  in 
the  matter.

Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indiana poUs, 
That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  forthwith  establish  the  grade  of 
Twelfth  street,  between  the  points  named,  and  then  to  notify  said  Township  Trustee 
to  immediately  grade  said  street  in  accordance  with  such  stakes,  filling  up  all 
places  below  the  proper  grade  with  gravel  of  the  quality  taken  from  the  gravel- 
pit  dug  in  said  street. 
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Resolved,  further,  That  if  said  Township  Trustee  shall  neglect,  fail,  or  refuse  to 
enter  upon  the  work  of  repairing  the  damage  recited  in  the  preamble  of  these 
resolutions  on  or  before  the  15th  instant,  the  Street  Commissioner  is  hereby 
ordered  to  do  such  work  of  grading,  and  to  collect  the  costs  thereof  from  said 
Township  Trustee.

Councilman  VanVorhis  moved  to  amend  by  inserting 
after  the  words  "escape  therefrom"  the  words  "provided,  that  the  Board 
of  Health  may,  by  written  permit,  allow  privy  vaults  to  be  otherwise  con- 
structed, if  in  their  judgment  the  nature  of  the  ground  is  such,  where 
such  vaults  are  to  be  constructed,  as  to  render  the  use  of  brick  and  cement 
unnecessary."

And  the  City  Clerk  shall,  upon  the  pre- 
sentation of  such  written  approval  and  the  receipt  given  for  such  payment,  issue  a 
permit  authorizing  such  person,  firm,  or  company  to  prosecute  such  work  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every 
person;  firm,  or  company  to  whom  such  permit  shall  be  issued,  to  return  the  same 
to  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health,  in  the  City  Hall,  within  ten  days  of  the  date 
when  the  written  approval  of  said  Board  was  given,  with  a  written  entry  as  to  the 
date  upon  which  the  work  was  done,  or  a  like  endorsed  written  statement  of  why 
it  was. not  prosecuted  and  completed  within  the  allotted  time.

"the  price  charged  for  such  removal  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  seven 
cents  for  each  cubic  foot  of  contents  so  removed  and."

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  have  made  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a 
brick  sewer  in  the  same  vicinity,  which,  in  my  opinion,  constitutes  a  better  route 
than  the  one  proposed.  I  would  recommend  the  proposed  sewer  be  laid  in  and 
alone;  East  street,  from  Coburn  street  to  Morris  street,  and  be  two  feet  in  diameter; 
thence  along  said  East  street  and  Yeiser  street,  from  Morris  street  to  Kennington 
street,  with  two  and  one-half  feet  diameter  ;  thence  along  said  Yeiser  street,  from 
Kennington  street  to  Madison  avenue,  with  three  feet  diameter.  This  would  give 
ample  drainage  for  Coburn,  East,  Morris,  Uunlap,  Downey,  Kennington,  and  va-

rious  cross  streets  in  that  locality,  a  larger  scope  than  could  be  drained  by  the  other 
route.  The  cost  would  be  more,  but  a  more  satisfactory  drainage  would  be  estab- 
lished by  adopting  the  latter  route.

The  Police  Board,  through  Councilman  Downey,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report ;  which  was  read  : 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — In  answer  to  a  motion  which  proposed  to  authorize  us  to  pay  the 
Janitor  at  the  Central  Police  Station  at  the  rate  of  $30  a  month,  we  would  report 
as  follows: 

In  making  up  the  estimate  of  salaries  and  compensations  payable  to  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  Police  Force  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  on'May  31st,  1880, 
the  pay  of  the  Janitor  at  the  Central  Police  Station  was  fixed  at  $15  a  month. 
This  compensation  will  not  seem  so  small,  if  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the  Janitor  is 
entitled  to  take  his  meals  at  the  Station.  We  can  keep  this  position  filled  at  the 
established  figures,  and,  consequently,  there  is  no  pressing  demand  for  increasing 
them,  and  the  items  which  compose  our  estimate  will  not  admit  of  such  increase 
except  to  the  detriment  of  some  other  branch  of  the  Police  Department.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  that  aforesaid  motion  be  not  adopted. 

2d.     A  motion,  proposing  to  direct  the  City  Civil  Engineer  to  advertise  for  pro- 
posals for  building  cells  at  the  Sixth-street  Station  House,  was  also  referred  to  us. 
We  would  submit — 

1st.  That  there  is  no  necessity  for  cells  at  this  Station,  it  being  only  a  temporary 
place  of  confinement,  and  the  rooms  assigned  us  by  the  city  having  been  supplied, 
with  nearly,  if  not  quite,  all  the  conveniences  required  for  such  temporary  occu- 
pancy. 

2d.  We  can  not  afford  to  make  the  outlay  the  construction  of  such  cells  would 
necessitate.  The  estimate,  for  expenditures  on  account  of  Station  Houses  during 
the  present  fiscal  year  is  only  $2,700 — an  average  of  $225  a  month.  Our  bills  for 
the  months  of  June  and  July  have  aggregated  over  $350.  This  month,  we  will  be 
be  compelled  to  replenish  the  beds  and  bedding.  During  at  least  half  of  the  .year, 
coal  will  have  to  be  purchased  for  heating  both  Station  Houses,  thus  largely  in- 
creasing the 'outlays  made  during  the  warm  months.  It  is  the  practice  of  the 
Police  Board  to  keep  the  average  expenditures  well  under  the  monthly  average 
during  the  warm  seasons  of  the  year,  so  as  to  have  margins  to  use  during  the  cold 
seasons.  Good  and  efficient  management  requires  this  economizing.  We  are  sat- 
isfied that  the  limited  estimate  in  behalf  of  Station  Houses  prohibits  every  needless 
expenditure,  and  such,  we  deem  the  proposed  cells  at  the  Sixth-street  Station. 
We  recommend  that  no  further  steps  be  taken  in  this  matter.

Your  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney  would  report  as  follows  upon  two 
petitions  for  widows'  exemption  from  taxes,  to  them  referred: 

1st.  The  petition  from  Permelia  Tercy  [spelled  "Tursey,"  by  the  City  Assessor 
and  on  the  tax-duplicate],  asking  for  the  refunding  of  $7  77,  by  her  paid  as  taxes 
on  lot  11,  square  4,  out-lot  12,  since  year  1872,  has  been  disposed  of  by  the  follow- 
ing entry  which  we  find  on  the  Tax-Duplicate  of  1878:  "Widow — 3  years  exemp- 
tion.    All  exempt.     W.  Hadley." 

If  it  had  not  been  for  the  foregoing  entry,  and  the  application  for  refunding 
thereby  disposed  of,  we  would  have  been  compelled  to  have  reported  against  the 
granting  of  petitioner's  prayer,  for  faulty  representations.  The  tax-receipts 
attached  to  the  petition  were  for  the  realty  taxes  of  1875  and  for  the  personalty 
taxes  of  1876,  and  aggregated  the  sum  of  $7.77,  and  were  not,  as  stated  in  petition, 
tax-receipts  going  back  to  1872. 

2d.  Is  a  petition  from  Maria  Louisa  Tieman,  Maria  H.  Tieman,  and  Catharine 
L.  Tieman  (widow  and  unmarried  females),  for  the  refunding  of  city  taxes  for 
years  1874,  1875,  1876,  and  1877,  aggregating  $57.62.  The  petitioners  were  ex- 
empted from  payment  of  the  taxes  ot  1878. 

We  would  refer  your  honorable  body  to  the  report  of  our  predecessors  of  1877- 
1878,  on  page  917  of  Council  Journal  of  that  year,  which  we  quote  :  "  We  find,  on 
examination,  of  the  records  of  the  Assessor's  office,  that  the  properties  of  foregoing 
petitioners  [viz.:  Maria  Louise  Tieman  and  daughters  and  one  Elizabeth  Doerr] 
are  assessed  at  over  SI 000;  therefore,  they  are  not  entitled  to  any  relief  under  the 
provisions  of  said  Widows'  Exemption  Law."  The  property  claimed  by  the  signers 
'of  the  petition  under  consideration  yet  appears,  on  the  city's  books,  undivided,  and 
in  the  name  of  "  H.  F.  C.  Tieman."  No  proper  or  adequate  notice  has  yet  been 
given  the  city  of  any  partition  of  property  interests,  if  any  has  been  made  at  any 
time  since  the  alleged  death  of  said  H.  E.  C.  Tieman.  It  is  not  even  stated  that 
the  lot  is  owned  by  '■  H.  F.  C.  Tieman's  heirs."  It  would  seem  to  us  as  if  such  error 
of  omission  would  be  a  bar  to  refunding,  until  it  were  clearly  proven  that  H.  F.  C, 
Tieman,  a  man,  and  therefore  having  no  claim  of  exemption,  was  not,  at  this  day, 
the  owner  of  the  estate  asked  to  be  relieved  from  taxation. 

Again  :  We  cite  from  page  966,  Council  Journal  for  1877-1878,  and  from  page 
403,  Aldermanic  Journal  for  lt-77-1878,  the  following  resolution,  which  was  con- 
currently adopted,  and  has  not  since  been  rescinded:  "Resolved,  That  in  the  fu- 
ture no  more  taxes  be  refunded  under  what  is  known  as  the  Widow's  Exemption 
Act;  and  that  all  persons  claiming  such  exemption  be  required  to  make  such  claims 
to  the  City7  Assessor,  before  paying  their  taxes  " 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  and  proceedings,  we  feel  compelled  to  recommend 
that  the  prayer  of  petitioners  be  npt  granted.

That  all  ordinances  for  the  appropriation  of  moneys,  the  improvement, 
widening,  opening,  or  closing  of  streets  or  alleys,  the  construction  of  public  build- 
ings, bridges,  viaducts  and  tunnels,  the  annexation  of  territory,  the  increase,  de- 
crease and  government  or  regulation  of  the  Police  or  Fire  Departments,  and  fixing 
the  rate  of  taxation,  shall  first  originate  in  and  be  passed  by  the  Common  Council 
before  being  presented  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

3d.  That  all  ordinances,  orders,  or  resolutions  of  general  regulation,  which  do 
not  require  an  appropriation  of  moneys,  and  which  do  not  pertain  to  the  several 
matters  specifically  mentioned  in  the  second  item  of  this  report,  may  first  originate 
in  and  be  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen ;  but  that  concurrent  action  of  the 
Common  Council  thereon  is  required  to  render  the  same  legal  and  operative.

that  an  ordinance  be  passed  authorizing  and  directing  the  grading  and  graveling 
of  the  sidewalks  at  once,  so  that  both  works  may  progress  at  the  same  time.

The  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  making  this  contract,  excludes  any  part  of  said  alley 
not  legally  open  to  the  public,  and  the  contractors  shall  receive  estimates,  only  for 
the  number  of  feet  actually  improved.

ADJOURNED  SESSION— September  22,   1879. 

The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  met  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  on  Monday  evening,  September  22d,  A.  D.  1879,  at  half-past 
seven  o'clock,  pursuant  to  adjournment.

By  consent,  His  Honor,  Mayor  Caven,  presented  the  following  com- 
munication ;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing,  with  in- 
structions to  report,  at  next  regular  meeting  of  this  Council,  as  to  the 
expediency  of  employing  some  competent  person  to  perform  the  work  of 
gathering  the  statistics  asked  for  in  this  and  former  communications : 

Department  oe  Statistics  and  Geology,  ") 
Indianapolis,  July  25,  1879.      J 

Dear  Sir : — The  Legislature  last  winter  created  the  "Bureau  of  Statistics  and 
Geology,"  laying  out  broad  and  onerous  duties  on  the  Chief  and  his  assistants;,  yet 
making  such  a  limited  appropriation,  that  unless  the  people,  and  especially  the 
officials,  who  appreciate  the  importance  of  the  work  assigned  to  this  Bureau,  will 
give  voluntary  aid  by  sending  such  information  as  is  needed,  the  report  will  fall  short 
of  what  it  should  be,  and  what  the  people  expect.  AVhen  it  is  considered  that  the 
Bureau  must  correspond  with  ninety-two  each  of  Clerks,  Auditors,  Treasurers, 
Sheriffs,  Kecorders,  Surveyors,  Coroners,  School  Superintendents,  over  one  thousand 
each  of  Township  Trustees  and  Assessors,  over  fifteen  hundred  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  over  three  hundred  town  and  city  officials,  over  seventy  railroad  officials, 
the  unknown  hundreds  of  Church  Organizations,  Secret  Societies,  Trades  Unions, 
Banking  Associations,  and  the  unknown  thousands  of  Manufacturing  and  Mining 
Industries,  much  of  which  correspondence  must  be  repeated  because  of  miscar- 
riage, neglect  or  misunderstanding,  besides  the  correspondence  with  similar  Bureaus 
of  other  States,  together  with  printing,  forms,  stationery  and  clerk  hire,  you  will 
see  how  very  much  the  efficiency  of  this  Bureau  depends  on  the  good  will  of  the 
people  and  the  officials  True,  the  law  gives  the  Bureau  very  broad,  and  to  some 
extent  arbitrary  power,  but  it  will  not  be  the  purpose  to  exercise  it,  if  success  is 
possible  without.     See  Sec.  7,  of  the  act  creating  this  department: 

"  Any  person  or  persons  authorized  by  the  bureau  to  collect  statistics,  or  answer 
questions  relating  thereto,  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  true  returns,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars."

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This  is  a  work  of  high  importance.  What  a  legislator  wants  is  information.  It 
is  not  uncommon  for  legislatures  to  pass  laws  that  are  impracticable,  because  con- 
trary to  existing  but  unknown  facts.  All  our  neighboring  States,  and  many  others, 
are  ahead  of  us  in  this  work,  and  Indiana  to-day  stands  as  a  missing  link  in  the 
•chain  of  statistical  enquiry.  But  despite  the  limited  appropriation,  and  the  disad- 
vantages under  which  it  labors,  this  Bureau  will  do  its  very  best  to  make  the  Indi- 
ana Reports  compare  favorably  with  those  of  other  States  engaged  in  similar  en- 
quiries. We  trust  that  each  person  appealed  to  will  share  in  this  effort  to  show  all 
the  facts.  Many  county  officers  and  others  have  signified  their  willingness  to  con- 
tribute their  share  to  the  work,  and  we  hope  that  all  will  do  so.  It  will  require 
less  time  and  labor  than  is  frequently  given  to  campaign  meetings. 

Should  the  officers  of  any  county  fail  or  refuse  to  respond,  the  people  of  the 
whole  State  will  regret  to  see  that  county  exhibiting  a  blank  space  in  the  statistical 
tables.     Your  co-operation  is  earnestly  invited. 

It  is  proper  to  assure  every  person  that  while  the  Bureau  will  be  obliged  to  en- 
quire considerably  into  details  of  private  business,  in  order  to  get  at  the  aggregate 
wealth  of  the  State,  the  private  affairs  of  individuals  will  be  kept  strictly  confiden- 
tial. For  instance,  enquires  are  made  of  A,  B,  C,  D  and  E,  who  are,  we  will  say, 
merchants  or  manufacturers,  what  their  sales  have  been  during  the  past  year,  how 
much  cash  sales,  how  much  on  time,  what  the  claims  outstanding,  what  their  bona 
fide  indebtedness,  how  many  persons  employed,  male  and  female,  what  wages,  etc., 
not  for  the  purpose  of  prying  into  the  private  business  of  each,  but  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  the  aggregate  of  such  business  in  the  State  and  several  counties.  All 
these  will  be  destroyed  as  soon  as  the  total  for  the  county  is  known.  So  with  each 
line  of  business.  This  is  already  done  every  year  on  the  assessment  blanks,  and 
every  ten  years  by  the  United  States  census  takers.

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — That  Indianapolis  much  needs  a  better  market-house  and  a  large 
public  hall  requires  no  argument.  We  have  the  market  space,  and  how  to  obtain 
the  building  is  all  that  remains  of  the  question.  We  have  not  the  money  to  spare 
from  current  income,  and  we  do  not  wish  to  tax  higher  or  incur  debt.  The  east 
market  space  is  420  by  195  feet.  Should  a  building  be  erected  covering  the  entire 
space,  by  running  two  passages  through  from  east  to  west,  about  210  rooms, 
12  feet  wide  by  25  feet  deep,  could  be  made,  about  86  of  which  would  be  outside 
rooms,  and  would  rent  for  $150  each  per  annum,  making  $12,900.  The  inner 
rooms  could  be  lighted  through  glass  in  the  floor  above,  and  at  $50  per  annum,  say 
120  in  number,  would  be  $6,000,  making  a  total  rental  of  $18,900,  being  an  income 
of  8  per  cent,  on  $236,000.  These  market  stalls  could  have  cellars  beneath,  with 
light,  sewerage,  and  water,  and  could  be  occupied  and  open  at  all  business  hours, 
thus  obviating  the  necessity  for  farmers  to  come  in  the  cold  and  darkness  of  the  night, 
or  buyers  from  being  compelled  to  buy  at  unseasonable  or  uncomfortable  hours. 
So  many  rooms  below  would  furnish  a  great  many  cross  walls,  making  the  floors 
of* the  hall  above  well  supported.    Above  should  be  a  hall  as  large  as  can  be  made. 

In  order  to  secure  perfect  acoustic  qualities  in  public  halls,  they  should  be  oval 
in  form  and  without  the  slightest  projection.  There  seems  to  be  an  opinion  that 
good  acoustic  qualities  in  a  hall  is  a  sort  of  accident,  to  be  occasionally  stumbled 
upon  as  a  mysterious  and  unexplainable  piece  of  good  luck,  like  buying  a  lottery 
ticket,  whereas  it  is  governed  by  laws  as  fixed  as  the  laws  of  God.  The  waves  of 
sound  flow  out  from  the  point  of  disturbance  as  waves  of  water  from  a  central 
point  flow  out  in  perfect  circles,  smoothly  and  regularly,  unless  brokt  n  against 
obstructions  or  irregular  shapes;  and  the  speaker  should  be  the  lowest  person  in  the 
hall,  and  speak  up  instead  of  down.  Giving  it  the  oval  shape,  spaces  are  cut  off 
-each   corner,   which  might  be  utilized  [as  entrances.     The  hall  floor  need  not  be 
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more  than  twelve  feet  from  the  ground,  and,  with  wide  doors,  would  make   escape 
easy. 

This  hall,  without  a  gallery,  would  seat  15,000  people,  and  would  be  the  largest  in 
the  United  States. 

If  some  company  would  build  (they  receiving  the  rental  from  the  market,  and 
the  city  to  have  the  hall)  it  would  be  valuable  on  national  occasions,  and  for  exposi- 
tions, festivals,  and  military  drills.  The  city  to  have  the  right  to  buy  the  company's 
interest  at  the  end  of,  say,  twenty  years,  and  all  rental  received  from  the  hall  to  be 
placed  in  some  compounding  sinking  fund.  It  might  not  be  unreasonable  to  expect 
that,  at  the  end  of  that  time  a  sufficient  fund  would  be  accumulated  to  buy  the 
company's  interest;  and  to  this  could  be  added  the  proceeds  of  the  Tomlinson 
estate,  and  as  there  is  now  in  the  treasury  $19,677.20,  to  the  credit  of  this  fund,  the 
city  might  take  that  amount  of  stock  in  the  building,  and  thus  aid  in  carrying  out 
the  wishes  of  the  donor,  sooner  than  it  could  be  accomplished  otherwise.  That 
fund  would  not  alone  be  sufficient  to  erect  in  many  years  such  a  building  as  we  need, 
and  as  the  city  is  both  unable  and  unwilling  to  build.  I  know  of  no  other  plan  by 
which  it  can  be  obtained  for  many  years  to  come,  while,  if  successful  in  this,  we 
would  immediately  have  a  good  market,  a  valuable  hall,  and  producing  an  income  to 
buy  itself  with,  without  at  any  time  being  a  cost  to  the  city, 

I  am  inclined  to  believe  it  would  be  a  desirable  investment  for  private  capital, 
and  that  the  matter  may  have  at  least  importance  enough  to  justify  the  city  in  ad- 
vertising for  proposals  and  plans.

On  account  of  the  absence  of  some  of  the  principal  officers  of  our  company,  and 
the  sickness  of  the  Superintendent,  we  have  delayed  beyond  the  time  specified  by 
the  charter  to  notify  your  honorable  body  of  our'intention  to  construct,  or  not,  the 
extension  of  our  tracks  on  North  street. 

We  have  given  the  subject  the  most  mature  consideration  since  it  was  first  pro- 
posed in  committee,  and  deem  it  better,  under  the  circumstances,  to  forfeit  our 
rights  under  the  charter  to  the  proposed  route,  rather  than  build  a  road  so  perfectly 
at  variance  with  our  views  and  plans  for  future  extensions  of  our  lines. 
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We  believe  the  northwest  quarter  of  the  city  justly  entitled  to  two  (2)  extensions, 
instead  of  one.  One,  to  reach  by  the  most  practicable  route,  Blake  street  and 
Indiana  avenue,  and  the  other  to  extend  north  from  Indiana  avenue  on  "West 
street. 

Besides  these  considerations,  we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  large  outlay  we 
have  incurred,  within  the  last  twelve  (12)  months,  in  extensions  on  Noble  street, 
Massachusetts  avenue,  East  Washington  street,  and  Indiana  avenue,  besides  doub- 
ling* our  tracks  on  College  avenue,  New  Jersey  and  Illinois  streets;  the  re-build- 
ing of  Pennsylvania  street  track  almost  bodily  in  order  to  be  able  to  carry  the 
large  crowds  that  annually  attend  the  State  Fair — the  work  on  which  we  are  now 
engaged  and  pressing  to  completion  in  time  for  the  approaching  Fair. 

The  extent  of  the  work  on  Pennsylvania  and  Seventh  and  Alabama  streets  was 
rather  unexpected,  and  has  consequently  delayed  other  improvements  in  contem- 
plation.

Indianapolis,  October  6,  1879. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen : — I  have,  as  required  by  you,  investigated,  and  herewith  submit  a  re- 
port upon  the  several  matters  referred  to  me  for  an  opinion  thereon  : 

First.  Is  the  question  as  to  whether  the  city  has  the  power  to  compel  railroad 
companies,  managing  and  operating  trains  within  the  city  limits,  to  properly  light 
their  tracks  at  their  own  expense. 

Upon  this  question,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  has  the  power,  under  its 
charter,  as  also  under  the  general  police  power  delegated  to  a  municipal  corporation 
for  the  protection  of  its  citizens,  by  ordinance  to  require  such  railroad  companies 
to  do  anything  that  will  materially  add  to  ihe  safety  of  citizens  from  the  running 
of  their  trains  within  the  city  limits;  and  if  in  fact  the  lighting  of  the  tracks  at  any 
particular  points  would  tend  in  any  considerable  degree  to  diminish  the  danger 
occasioned  by  the  running  of  trains,  then  the  city,  in  my  judgment,  might  compel 
said  companies  to  light  their  tracks  at  such  points,  at  their  own  expense. 

This  power,  however,  is  not  so  general  as  would  authorize  the  city  to  compel  said 
companies  to  light  their  traeks  throughout  their  entire  length  within  the  city  lim- 
its, but  only  at  such  points  as,  from  the  circumstances  and  surroundings,  are  ren- 
dered extremely  dangerous  to  citizens  from  the  running  of  the  trains,  and  where 
such  lighting  of  the  tracks  by  said  companies  at  such  points  would  materially  di- 
minish the  danger  caused  by  the  running  of  trains. 

In  other  words,  the  right  of  the  city  to  exercise  this  power  would  depend  entirely 
upon  the  question  of  fact  as  to  whether  the  erection  of  lights  at  any  particular 
point  would  materially  lessen  the  danger  to  citizens  from  the  running  of  trains  at 
such  point. 

Second.  Is  a  resolution  of  the  Council,  together  with  a  report  of  the  City  Civil 
Engineer,  made  pursuant  to  said  resolution,  requiring  me  to  prepare  and  report 
proper  notices  to  be  served  on  the  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  &  Lafayette  Railroad 
Company,  requiring  said  company  to  lower  their  tracks,  and  make  the  same  con- 
form to  the  grade  of  the  streets. 

I  have  examined  the  report  of  the  Civil  Engineer,  and  find  that  at  some  of  the 
crossings  of  the  streets  the  difference  between  the  track  and  the  grade  of  the  street 
is  so  slight  that  a  change  in  the  track  would  seem  unnecessary,  while  at  other  points 
it  might  be  proper  to  require  a  change  in  the  track;  but  as  the  Engineer's  report 
does  not  indicate  at  what  points  and  to  what  extent  the  tracks  should  be  changed, 
I  am  unable  to  determine  to  what  points  the  notices  should  be  directed,  and  I 
therefore  report  the  whole  matter  back  to  your  honorable. body,  for  such  action  as 
you  may  deem  proper. 

Third.  Is  a  motion  requiring^me  to  examine  and  report  whether  the  City  Com- 
missioners have  been  regularly  elected,  and  are  all  qualified  to  act  as  such. 

I  have  examined  the  record  of  the  oppointment  of  said  Commissioners,  and  also 
investigated  their  qualifications,  and  I  find  that  there  are  several  irregularities  in 
the  appointment,  and  in  the  manner  in  which  said  Commissioners  qualified;  but 
these  irregularities  are  of  such  a  character  as  would  not,  in  my  judgment,  invali- 
date their  appointment,  and  said  Commissioners  might  be  said  to  be  legally  ap- 
pointed and  qualified  to  discharge  the  duties  of  City  Commissioners  were  it  not  for 
the  fact,  as  I  have  learned  upon  investigation,  that  one  of  said  Commissioners  was 
not,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  or  at  the  time  he  qualified,  a  freeholder  of  the- 
city.  He  has,  however,  signified  his  willingness  to  resign  his  appointment;  and  I 
would  recommend  that  the  Circuit  Court  be  requested  to  make  new  appointments 
of  City  Commissioner,  four  of  whom  might  be  of  those  heretofore  appointed,  and 
the  other  some  such  suitable  person  as  the  Court  may  designate,  and  that  the  City 
Clerk  issue  certificates  accordingly.

else  to  promptly  file  against  the  said   ''John  Smith  and  others,"  and  brino-  such 
offenders  into  the  City  Court. 
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We  quote  the  sections  referred  to  : 

"Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  carry  on  the  business  of  manu- 
facturing of  dead  animal  matter  or  offal  into  fertilizing  material  or  into  any  kind 
of  material  or  substance,  at  any  place  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  within  two 
miles  of  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  except  upon  what  is  known  as  the  Sellers, 
Farm." 

"Sec.  15.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
fined  in  any  siim  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars."

The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  through  Councilman  Kahn, 
submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  concurred  in  : 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  would  report  as  follows  on  a  certain 
matter  to  it  referred; 

The  eastern  terminus  of  North  street,  for  many  years,  was  as  at  Winston  street, 
now  called  Pine  street.  One  of  the  terms  and  conditions  in  the  contract  embodied 
in  General  Ordinance  4, 1878  (ordained  and  established  on  April  2d,  1878),  required 
the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis  Railway  Company  to  open, 
extend,  and  improve  said  North  street  across  its  grounds,  to  the  full  width  of  the 
street  immediately  west  thereof.  The  aforesaid  railway  grounds  are  bounded,  on 
the  west,  by  a  north  and  south  alley,  120 \  feet  east  of  Pine  street,  and  thus  a  break 
is  made  in  North  street  from  Pine  street  to  aforesaid  north  and  south  alley,  and 
the  only  connecting  link  between  the  broken  ends  of  said  North  street  is  an  alley, 
fifteen  feet  in  width,  which  separates  lots  39  and  40,  Bradshaw's  Subdivision. 

One  E.  J.  Beerbower,  who  states  he  is  "the  owner  of  the  real  estate  fronting  on 
Pine  street,  between  Michigan  street  and  St.  Clair  street,  and  surrounding  streets," 
petitions  for  the  opening  of  North  street,  from  Pine  street  to  aforesaid  north  and 
south  alley,  by  and  through  the  condemnation  of  lot  40;  and  one  Fidele  Schuler, 
owner  of  said  lot  40,  states  that  he  has  been  greatly  damaged  by  reason  of  this 
eastern  extension  of  North  street  bringing  his  said  lot  and  the  building  thereon  in 
the  middle  of  the  lines  of  said  street,  and  prays  for  an  immediate  condemnation 
and  appropriation  of  his  said  property,  or  an  assurance  from  the  city  that  she  will 
not  so  condemn  and  appropriate  for  a  number  of  years,  "so  that  he  can  guarantee 
the  renting  thereof,  and  not  suffer  the  consequences  of  loss  or  suit  with  the  city." 

As  the  plat-books  and  records  of  the  city  show  that  Mr.  Beerbower  is  not  the 
extensive  land-owner  his  petition  represents,  we  recommend  that  said  petition  be 
rejected  for  insufficiency. 

So  far  as  Mr.  Schuler's  memorial  is  concerned,  we  would  suggest  that  it  is  not 
within  the  power  of  the  city  to  guarantee  that  gentleman  in  the  quiet  possession  of 
his  obstructing  property  If  the  owners  of  the  lots  and  lands  in  his  vicinity  shall, 
at  any  time  in  the  future,  become  so  urgent  in  their  desire  to  have  North  street 
opened  through  the  obstructing  property  as  to  petition  for  the  same,  and  file  a  bond 
indemnifying  the  city  against  any  and  all  damages  that  may  accrue  from  such  full 
and  complete  opening  of  said  thoroughfare,  the  Common  Council  for  the  time  be- 
ing will  be  compelled,  by  operation  of  statutory  law,  to  take  cognizance  of  such 
demand.  We,  therefore,  can  only  express  an  opinion  that  it  is  likely  several  years 
will  elapse  before  a  sufficient  number  of  adjacent  property  owners  will  be  ready  to 
pledge  themselves  to  the  payment  for  the  property  that  would  have  to  be  cor- 
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demned  and  appropriated  in  aforesaid  opening,  and  to  urgently  recommend  this 
Council  and  our  successors  not  to  even  consider  this  or  any  other  street  opening 
case,  unless  a  bond  is  filed  by  the  petitioners  therefor  to  meet  all  damages  that 
would  accrue  therefrom  by  the  prior  payment  of  all  benefits  assessed  by  the  City 
Commissioners  in  such  case.

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August,  1879,  was  referred,  to  obtain  from  you  certain  instructions,  before  entering 
upon  the  preparation  or  forwarding  of  the  statistical  matter  called  for  by  said  cir- 
cular.

If  you  can  refer  to  any  particular  volume  and  page  of  the  Census  Eeports  for 
1870,  as  a  model  for  compiling  these  statistics,  please  do  so;  or  if  you  have  any 
printed  form  of  instructions,  or  printed  blanks  in  which  the  desired  reports  could 
be  entered  or  tabulated,  please  favor  me  with  the  same.

For  his  services  in  con- 
nection with  the  committees  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
this  city,  said  Clerk  shall  receive  a  compensation  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  per  an- 
num, which  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  installments,  by  and  through  the  Appropri- 
ation Ordinances  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  Committees  on  Accounts  and 
Claims." 

Councilman  Tucker  moved  to  strike  the  ordinance  from  the  files,  and 
that  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  be  required  to  per- 
form the  duties  set  forth  in  said  ordinance.

Gentlemen: — At  a  meeting  of  your  honorable  body  on  September  1st,  1879,  there 
was  passed  G.  O.  ]No.  46,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  provide  the  committees  of  the 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  with  a  Clerk,  and  prescribing  the  duties 
of  said  clerk,"  and  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  said  ordinance 
was  amended  by  inserting  the  following:  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee 
Clerk  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  and  make  a 
record  of  their  proceedings,  and  to  keep  correct  account  of  all  their  expenditures 
incurred  by  them,  and  report  the  same  monthly  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen,  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  required  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Improvements." 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  act  of  a  former  Council  abolishing 
the  office  of  Committee  Clerk,  and  adding  the  duties  of  that  office  to  those  of  the 
City  Civil  Engineer.  This  officer  has  performed  these  duties  without  extra  remu- 
neration, saving  thereby  to  the  city  several  thousand  dollars. 

Since  my  connection  with  the  office,  in  which  I  am  employed,  I  have  performed 
the  duties  of  Committee  Clerk,  kept  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Improvements,  kept  and  reported  a  monthly  record  of  expenditures  of  said 
Board;  in  short,  performed  all  the  duties  specified  in  G.  O.  'No.  46,  when  required, 
and  at  a  salary  considerably  below  the  amount  proposed  to  be  paid  by  the  ordi- 
nance referred  to.  The  passage  of  said  ordinance  simply  legislates  me  out  of  a  sit- 
uation and  legislates  into  office  the  originator  of  the  ordinance,  the  arrangement 
of  which  is  such  that  no  one  is  permitted  to  compete  with  the  said  originator  for  a 
place  under  the  ordinance,  a  thing  accorded  to  competitors  for  all  other  offices. 
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I  propose,  gentlemen,  if  you  desire  to  avoid  the  creation  of  a  new  office,  with  a 
salary  exceeding  that  received  by  the  Street  Commissioner,  City  Engineer,  Chief 
of  Police,  or  City  Assessor,  to  continue  my  present  duties  and  perform  all  the 
duties  specified  in  General  Ordinance  No.  46,  without  any  remuneration  additional 
to  what  I  now  receive.

His  Honor,  Mayor  Caven,  submitted  the  following  message;  which 
was  referred  to  the  Council  and  Aldermanic  Committees  on  Public  Pro- 
perty, on  Markets,  the  Mayor,  and  the  City  Attorney : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — On  September  22d,  last,  1  addressed  to  you  a  communication,  on 
the  subject  of  a  Hall  and  Market  House,  and  find  but  one  opinion  among  our  peo- 
ple, so  far  as  1  have  heard  it  expressed,  all  agreeing  it  would  be  very  desirable. 
We  have  not,  and  will  not  have,  the  means  from  current  income  and  can  not  in- 
cur debt,  and  hence  must  look  to  some  other  resource,  which,  of  course, 
means  private  capital  seeking  investment.  It  is  desirable,  however,  the  city 
should  control  the  building  absolutely.  The  best  way  would  be  to  advertise  for 
plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  to  be  paid  for  if  accepted.  Then  advertise  for 
bids  irom  private  capital  to  build,  or  furnish  the  means  to  build,  according  to  con- 
tracts let  by  the  city,  the  city  to  guarantee  to  the  parties  furnishing  the  funds,  the 
rate  of  rental  or  interest  offered  and  accepted.  The  city  to  have  the  right  to  pay 
off  the  whole  amount  at  some  time  to  be  agreed  upon.  There  would  be,  I  pre- 
sume, no  difficulty  in  this  way  of  pocuring  the  use  of  any  amount  of  capital,  at 
about  the  same  rate  of  interest  as  the  city  could  borrow  money  on  her  bonds,  say 
at  five,  or  not  exceeding  six  per  cent. 

The  result  of  this  plan  would  be  that  we  would  have  the  building  immediately, 
have  the  control  of  it,  and  an  income  from  it  that,  in  a  reasonable  probabil- 
ity, would  pay  expenses ;  and  if  any  excess  of  income,  let  it  be  funded 
into  a  purchasing  fund.  When  a  favorable  time  comes  the  Tomlinson  estate  can 
be  sold  and  the  proceeds  invested  in  payment  of  the  principal  Without  some 
such  plan,  1  see  no  way  ol  securing  the  building.  The  Tomlinson  estate  being 
now  the  only  resource,  and  if  sold  the  amount  realized  would  not  be  sufficient 
to  erect  any  approach-to  the  building  we  need,  and  the  accumulated  income  from  it 
would  not  in  a  long  period  accomplish  the  purpose.  The  receipts  from  it  last  year 
were  $3,389.85,  expenses  $285.56,  net  $3,104.29. 

As  the  renters  of  market  stalls  would,  of  course,  pay  for  water,  gas,  and  heating, 
and  the  city  have  only  to  care  for  the  Hall,  the  expenses  need  not  be  very  large. 
It  is  usual,  I  believe,  to  employ  the  architect  whose  plans  are  accepted  to  superin- 
tend the  erection,  and  pay  him  a  certain  per  cent,  on  the  cost,  making  it  directly 
his  interest  to  make  the  cost  as  great  as  possible;  making  his  interest,  in  a  mat- 
ter he  to  a  considerable  extent  controls,  antagonistic  to  the  interest  of  bis 
employer.  It  would  be  better  to  have  the  architect  state,  if  his  plans  are  accepted, 
what  sum,  in  gross,  he  will  accept  as  supervising  architect. 

The  committee  to  whom  the  former  matter  was  referred  will,  no  doubt,  lay  be- 
fore you  reliable  estimates  of  probable  cost  and  income,  and  1  will  leave  that 
branch  of  the  subject  to  them.  My  present  purpose  being  only  to  suggest  a  prac- 
tical plan  of  procuring  the  funds.  Should  you  decide  to  move  forward  in  the  mat- 
ter, and  if  so,  arrangements  should  be  perfected  to  commence  work  early  in  the 
spring.

Gentlemen: — Your  petitioner  respectfully  represents  — 

That  he  is  the  owner  of  lots  185  to  194,  inclusive,  in  John  L.  Ketcham's  Com- 
missioners' Subdivision  of  out-lot  50,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis— said  lots  being 
situated  on  the  east  side  of  Railroad  street,  between  Michigan  and  North  streets. 
That  said  Railroad  street  was  occupied,  for  several  years,  and  until  in  March,  1878, 
with  the  main  and  a  switch-track  of  the  Indianapolis,  Peru  &  Chicago  Railway. 
That  the  main  track  of  said  railway  commenced  to  curve  to  the  eastward  near  the 
south  line  of  his  said  lot  185.  and  that  the  width  of  said  Railroad  street,  at  the 
south  line  of  North  street,  according  to  the  plat-books  of  the  city,  was  125  feet, 
while  the  width  of  said  street  south  of  Michigan  street  and  up  to  the  south  line  of 
his  said  lot  185  was  only  60  feet.  That,  in  said  month  of  March,  1878,  the  afore- 
said railway  company  had  fully  removed  its  said  main  and  switch-tracks  from  said 
Railroad  street,  and  an  ordinance  was  introduced  for  the  improvement  of  said  street, 
which  said  ordinance  was  finally  ordained  and  established  on  July  1st,  1878. 

The  improvement  made  under  the  provisions  of  above-mentioned  ordinance  was 
limited  in  width  for  its  entire  line — viz.,  from  Ohio  street  to  North  street — to  60 
feet.  Consequently,  commencing  at  the  south  line  of  your  petitioner's  lot  185  and 
extending  to  the  north  line  of  his  lot  194,  at  North  street,  there  intervenes  between 
the  east  sidewalk  of  said  Railroad  street  and  the  west  line  of  your  petitioner's  lots 
185  lo  194,  inclusive,  a  strip  of  ground  of  varying  width,  which  separates  your  pe- 
titi6ner's  lots  from  said  east  sidewalk. 

Your  petitioner  further  represents  that»the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  not  him- 
self, was  assessed  and  did  pay  the  cost  of  the  improvement  of  said  street  along  the 
line  of  his  said  lots;  and  he  now  respectfully  asks  your  honorable  bodies  to  vacate 
the  intervening  strip  described  above,  and  he  will  pay  into  the  city  treasury  the 
moneys  thus  paid  by  the  city  for  said  improvement,  together  with  all  and  singular 
the  exprnses  attending  such  vacation  proceedings,  and  a  reasonable  price,  if  such 
be  deemed  just  and  proper,  for  the  vacated  strip,  now  belonging  to  said  City  of  In- 
dianapolis.

1878  " 
to  place  my  'Street-Guide"  on  such  lamps,  at  the  price  of  $1.50  each,  and  to  accept 
my  pay  therefor  in  installments  as  follows:  One  third  cash  when  work  is  com- 
pleted, one-third  at  end  of  one  year,  and  the  remaining  one-third  at  end  of  second 
year.  The  gross  cost  to  the  city  will  be,  according  to  my  estimate,  a  little  upwards 
of  $1,000. 

I  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Council  Committee  on  Public 
Light,  of  date  September  15th,  1879,  on  page  470  of  printed  journals  of  your  hon- 
orable bodies.

The  undersigned,  citizens  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  tax-payers  and  residents 
on  West  street,  north  of  First  street  and  the  streets  adjacent  thereto,  do  respectfully 
present  to  your  honors  the  following  petition  : 

1st.  Your  petitioners  would  represent  that  West  street  (or  the  Michigan  Road) 
north  of  First  street,  is  now  used  and  maintained  as  a  turnpike  or  gravel  road,  and 
that  the  said  turnpike  or  gravel  road,  as  it  is  now  maintained,  is  a  perpetual  nuis- 
ance, and  greatly  endangers  the  health  of  all  that  portion  of  the  City  of  indiana- 
polis.  The  centre  of  said  West  street  or  gravel  road  is  now  much  higher  than  the 
sidewalks  on  either  side  of  said  street,  which  said  sidewalks  are  graded  and  made, 
and  that  various  large  holes  exist  along  said  street,  into  which  all  the  water  falling 
on  said  street  flows,  forming  large  pools,  and  there  stands,  and  festering  in  the  sun, 
making  cess-pools  which  must  greatly  endanger  the  health  of  all  that  portion  of 
the  city,  and  greatly  diminishing  the  value  of  real  estate.  The  principal  one  of 
said  pools  forms  at  the  intersection  of  Second  and  West  streets,  and  there  remains 
almost  perpetually. 

2d.  Your  petitioners  all  being  tax-payers,  and  are  paying  taxes  at  the  same  rate 
on  the  $100  as  other  citizens  in  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  who  have  their  streets 
improved,  would  respectfully  petition  your  honors  to  investigate  the  condition  of 
said  street  and  to  pass  such  an  ordinance  in  relation  thereto  that  the  owners  of  said 
West  street  shall  be  compelled  to  properly  grade  and  drain  said  street,  and  other- 
wise improve  said  street  so  as  to  abate  said  nuisance. 

3d.  Your  petitioners  have  repeatedly  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Health 
to  the  condition  of  said  street,  but  on  account  of  the  want  of  the  proper  draining, 
grading,  etc.,  it  could  give  us  no  relief.  And  that  your  honors  will  pass  such  an 
ordinance  in  relation  thereto  as  above  mentioned,  or  that  your  honors  will  pass  an 
ordinance  in  relation  thereto  condemning  said  street  and  vacating  the  same  as  a 
turnpike  or  gravel  road,  and  ordering  the  same  opened,  graded,  drained,  etc.,  as 
other  streets  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis  are  graded,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  said  city 
forever  as  a  street,  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray,  etc.

right  and  justice  to  all  citizens,  she  asks  that  she  be  allowed  compensation  for  the 
above  injuries  to  her  said  property  and  also  asks  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
said  premises  and  injuries  thereto.

The 
District  in  which  the  21st  ward  is  located  is  not  larger  than  some  of  the  other  Dis- 
tricts, and  it  has  its  equitable  proportion  of  police  supervision  when  compared,  with 
other  wards,  some  of  which  are  even  more  densely  populated. 

We  are  compelled  to  report  unfavorably  upon  granting  the  prayer  of  the  above 
mentioned  petition  because  we  are  utterly  unable  to  accede  thereto.

That  the  City  Clerk  designate  the  correct  No.  for  each  house  on  Broadway  street, 
between  St.  Clair  street  and  Christian  avenue,  and  that  the  City  Marshall  cause  such 
designated  numbers  to  be  placed  in  conspicuous  places  on  the  houses,  at  cost  of 
respective  owners  thereof. 

That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  and  he  is  hereby  ordered  to  place  all  dirt  taken 
from  the  street  of  the  north  and  east  parts  of  the  city,  into  the  holes  immediately 
north  of  North  Street  and  east  of  Kailroad  street,  where  such  hauling  can  be  done 
within  a  reasonable  distance  of  said  hole,  until  it  is  levelled  with  the  streets. 

That  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  notify  owner  or  agent  of  property 
number  two  hundred  and  nineteen  (219),  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-one  (221), 
Indiana  avenue,  to  repair  brick  sidewalk  in  front  of  aforesaid  numbers.  If  not 
done  within  ten  days  after  notice  is  given,  the  Street  Commissioner  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  do  such  work,  and  collect  the  cost  of  repairing  same  from  the  owner  or 
agent. 

That  Edward  Santo  be  granted  permission  to  grade  and  pave  with  brick  the  side- 
walk in  front  of  his  property  on  Indiana  avenue,  west  side,  from  North  street,  north 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet.  The  work  to  be  done  at  his  own  expense, 
and  within  sixty  days,  and  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  is  hereby  instructed  to  set 
the  grade  stakes  for  same  as  soon  as  possible. 

That  William  Scott  &  Co.  have  permission  to  put  in  waggon  scales  in  front  of 
146  South  Pennsylvania  street,  under  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

That  the  City  Marshal  is  hereby  ordered  to  notify  Wm.  H.  Sharpe  to  take  his 
fences  and  other  obstructions  out  of  the  north  end  of  the  3-feet  alley,  on  the  east 
side  of  his  lot  in  the  southeast  quarter  of  square  18,  Drake's  Addition,  so  that  said 
alley  may  be  forthwith  used  and  enjoyed  by  the  owners  of  the  abutting  property 
for  its  full  length,  from  Fourth  street  to  first  alley  north  of  said  street. 

That  the  firm  of  Landers  &  Co.,  pork-packers,  on  Blake  street,  be  granted  per- 
mission to  use  the  west  side  of  said  street,  in  front  of  their  premises,  during  the 
packing  season — said  firm  complying  with  the  ordinance  directing  a  signal-light 
to  be  displayed,  and  said  firm  to  maintain  such  signal-light  during  the  occupancy 
of  said  street. 

Inasmuch  as  the  7th  section  of  General  Ordinance  No.  13  is  totally  disregarded 
wherein  it  is  made  unlawful  for  any  person  to  excavate,  or  to  place  any  rubbish, 
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building  material,  or  any  obstruction  of  any  kind  upon  the  streets  and  alleys  of 
the  city,  unless  the  same  is  provided  with  red  signal-lights,  conspicuously  posted  at 
or  on  such  excavation  or  obstruction,  and  kept  burning  from  dusk  until  daylight 
during  every  night  such  excavation  or  obstruction  shall  remain  ;  and  whereas,  such 
negligence  makes  it  unsafe  for  the  public  to  travel  the  streets  of  the  city  at  night, 
and  also  makes  the  city  liable  for  damages;  therefore, 

Moved,  That  the  Chief  of  Police  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  notify  the  Police 
force  to  strictly  enforce  said  ordinance. 

That  Wm.  Robertson  be  permitted  to  lay  a  brick  sidewalk,  and  to  curb  the  same 
with  stone,  in  front  of  Nos.  414  and  416  S.  Meridian  street — said  work  to  be  done 
at  his  own  expense,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

That  the  Committee  on  Parks  be.  ordered  to  keep  open  the  gates  of  the  Military 
Park  on  Sundays. 

That  the  City  Marshall  notify  the  proper  parties,  to  clear  the  obstructions  out  of 
the  alley,  running  south  from  Sixth  street,  between  Illinois  and  Tennessee  streets. 
It  is  blocked  up  with  brick  wagons,  dirt,  rails,  ashes,  and  other  things  too  numer- 
ous to  mention— and  all  other  alleys  in  this  city.

REGULAR  SESSION— November  3,  1879. 

The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  met  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  on  Monday  evening,  November  3d,  A.  D.  1879,  at  half-past 
seven  o'clock,  in  regular  session. 

Present — Hon.  John  Caven,  Mayor,  and,  ex  officio,  President  of  the  Common 
Council,  in  the  chair,  and  22  members,  viz.:  Councilmen  Bermann,  Bieler, 
Brown,  Bryce,  Carey,  Dowling,  Downey,  Hamilton,  Kahn,  King,  Lamb,  Mor- 
rison, McGinty,  McKay,  O'Connor,  Pearson,  Prier,  Kooker,  Shilling,  Tucker, 
VanVorhis,  and  Wiese. 

Absent,  3 — viz.     Councilmen  Harmening,  Sheppard,  and  Wood. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Common  Council,  for  the  regular  session,  held 
on  October  20th,  1879,  f°r  tne  special  session,  held  on  October  2 2d,  1879, 
and  the  proceedings  of  the  Fourth  Joint  Convention,  held  on  October  24th, 
1879,  having  been  printed,  and  placed  on  the  desks  of  the  Councilmen, 
said  journals  were  approved  as  published. 

Sealed  proposals  for  making  the  below-described  improvements,  were 
opened,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Contracts : 

(Under  S.  O.  51, 1879).  For  grading  and  graveling  Newman  street  and  sidewalks, 
from  Hill  avenue  to  Seventh  street. 

For  constructing  a  brick  sewer  from  the  intersection  of  Coburn  and  East  streets, 
in  and  along  said  East  street  to  Yeiser  street;  thence  in  and  along  said  Yeiser 
street  to,  and  connecting  with,  the  Madison  avenue  sewer. 

Also,  a  proposition  from  John  Edwards,  city  bill-poster,  proposing  to  pay  the  sum 
of  ten  dollars  for  the  exclusive  privilege  of  posting  bills  in  and  around  East 
Market  Space,  for  the  term  of  one  year.

The  City  Civil  Engineer  presented  the  contract  and  bond  of  Henry 
Clay,  for  improving  Highland  street  from  Washington  street  to  Ohio  street, 
by  grading  and  graveling  the  street  and  sidewalks,  and  bowldering,  and 
curbing  with  stone,  the  gutters  thereof.  Penalty  of  bond,  $4,000 ;  surety, 
Hamilton  Bailie. 

Councilman  Downey  presented  the  following  petition ;  which  was  re- 
ceived, and  prayer  of  petitioners  granted : 

Indianapolis,  November  3,  1879. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  undersigned,  owners  of  property  upon  the  line  of  Highland  street,  from 
"Washington  to  Ohio,  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to 
the  legislation  that  has  been  had  in  reference  to  the  improvement  of  this  street. 
The  original  ordinance,  being  No.  48,  1878,  was  "  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  im- 
proving Highland  street  from  Washington  street  to  Miami  street,  by  grading  and 
graveling  the  street  and  sidewalks,  and  bowldering  and  curbing  with  stone  the 
gutters  thereof." 

The  law  requires  the  pendency  of  all  such  ordinances  to  be  advertised  before  the 
passage  thereof,  and  whatever  advertising  was  done  in  this  case  was  done  upon  the 
original  ordinance.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Council  the  ordinance  was 
changed,  both  in  the  title  and  body  of  the  same,  so  as  to  describe  a  very  different 
improvement,  and  it  was  passed  as  changed.  The  ordinance,  as  changed,  describes 
an  improvement  from  Washington  street  to  Ohio,  while  the  original  describes  one 
from  Washington  to  Miami.  No  advertisement  was  ever  made  of  the  pend- 
ency of  the  new  or  changed  ordinance,  and  we  therefore  submit  that  the  ordinance 
as  it  now  stands  has  not  been  legally  passed,  and  the  Council  can  not  award  a  con- 
tract and  proceed  to  make  the  improvement  under  it,  and  compel  the  property 
owners  to  pay  the  expense. 

We  wish,  also,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  present  proposed  plan 
of  grading  Highland  street  will  cut  down  the  grade  of  Market  street  about  1£  feet 
at  its  intersection  with  Highland  street,  and  will  leave  it  in  a  very  bud  condition, 
unless  in  some  way  improved.  While  Highland  street,  between  Washington  and 
Market  the  distance  of  one  square,  will  be  left  with  a  very  deep  depression 
or  valley  about  half  way  between  the  streets,  and  the  grade  will  be  so  steep  thai 
the  gravel  placed  upon  it  will  in  a  very  short  time  be  entirely  washed  off.  An 
examination  of  the  locality  will  demonstrate  to  any  person  that  before  any  lasting 
improvements  are  made  the  grades  of  Market  and  Highland  streets,  at  the  point 
of  intersection,  must  be  very  materially  changed,  as  the  intersection  is  upon  the

apex  of  a  steep  knoll,  and  when  the  grades  of  the  two  streets  are  properly  estab- 
lished they  will  have  a  gradual  descent,  sufficient  to  properly  drain  them,  and  no 
more.  Again,  the  plan  of  the  proposed  improvement  will  cause  the  flooding  of  a 
large  portion  of  petitioners'  property  fey  the  surface  water  that  will  thereby  be 
drained  upon  it. 

As  the  expense  of  this  improvement  is  to  be  paid  by  your  petitioners,  we  desire 
before  it  is  made  that  the  proper  steps  be  taken  so  that  the  same  shall  be  an  advan- 
tage to  our  property  instead  of  .an  injury.  We  are  informed  that  a  contract  is 
about  to  be  entered  into  by  the  city  for  the  prosecution  of  this  work,  and  we  there- 
fore earnestly  protest  against  it,  and  ask  your  honorable  body  to  take  no  further 
steps  towards  making,  the  improvement  until  such  time  as  the  grades  of  the  streets 
can  be  properly  made,  and  an  improvement  made  then  will  be  a  permanent  one. 
We  make  this  request  feeling  that  when  the  facts  are  known  you  will  not  hesitate 
to  grant  it,  and  because  we  preferred  calling  your  attention  to  it  in  this  manner 
instead  of  at  once  instituting  proceeding  to  enjoin  the  prosecution  of  the  work, 
thereby  causing  trouble  and  useless  expense. 

We  therefore  trust  that  your  honorable  body  will  grant  our  request.

Councilman  Dowling  presented  the  following  remonstrance  : 

Indianapolis,  November  3,  1879. 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Alder- 
men, an  ordinance  was  introduced  and  passed,  granting  the  right  of  way  for  a 
double  track  railroad  to  the  Indianapolis,  Decatur  &  Springfield  Railroad,  from 
the  west  side  of  White  River  to  Tennessee  street.  We,  the  undersigned,  property 
owners  on  the  line  of  the  proposed  road,  would  humbly  petition  your  honorable 
bodies  to  reconsider  the  ordinance,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  destructive  to  private 
property,  and  will  occupy  the  entire  width  of  Louisiana  street,  between  Tennessee 
and  Missouri  streets,  and  thus  destroy  this  street,  not  leaving  a  sidewalk  to  pass  on. 
We  feel  assured,  on  second  thought,  that  your  honorable  bodies  did  not  intend  to 
grant  such  large  privileges,  and  do  so  much  damages  to  the  city  and  property  own- 
ers along  the  line  of  said  road.

Councilman  Tucker  moved  that  the  City  Attorney  be  instructed  to 
immediately  prepare  an  ordinance  repealing  G.  O.  55,  1879,  and  that 
the  repealing  ordinance  be  acted  upon  at  this  meeting. 

Councilman  Lamb  moved  to  amend  the  foregoing  motion  by  providing 
for  the  repealing  of  so  much  of  the  original  ordinance  as  allows  the  said 
company  to  lay  double  tracks  in  and  through  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
east  of  White  River ;  which  amendment  was  accepted  by  Councilman 
Tucker  (no  further  action  was  had  on  foregoing  motion). 

Councilman  Dowling,  by  consent,  introduced  the  following  entitled 
ordinance,  which  was  read  the  first  time  : 

G.  O.  60,  1879 — An  Ordinance  repealing  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  au- 
thorizing the  Indianapolis,  Decatur  &  Springfield  Railway  Company  to  con- 
struct and  maintain  a  double  track  into  and  through  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  prescribing  the  terms  thereof,"  ordained  and  established  October  22d,  1879.

in  G.  O.  55,  1879,  and  that  the  subject  be  made  the  special  order  for 
next  meeting  of  this  body.

The  Police  Board,  through  Councilman  Downey,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report;  which  was  received,  and  the  Police  Board  instructed  to 
have  the  work  done,  and  cost  of  same  to  be  paid  by  special  appropria- 
tion : 


To  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen : — We  respectfully  report  upon  the  motion  referred  to  us  concerning 
the  construction  of  cells  in  Sixth  Street  Station  House,  that  we  think  there  is  an 
existing  necessity  that  the  work  be  done;  but  if  the  expense  of  said  work  is  to  be 
charged  to  the  estimate  made  up  by  us  for  Station  House  expenses  we  object  to  the 
outlay.  We  are  endeavoring  by  all  proper  economy  to  bring  our  expenses  within 
the  estimate ;  but,  of  course,  will  not  be  able  to  do  so  if  your  body  orders  the  outlay 
of  money  which  was  not  contemplated  at  the  time  of  making  estimates.  If,  how- 
ever, the  work  is  ordered  done,  and  special  appropriation  made  therefor,  we  are  in 
favor  of  it. 
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The  motion  gives  dimensions  of  cells  as  five  (5)  feet  square.  This  is  too  small. 
They  should  be  at  least  five  (5)  by  seven  (7)  feet,  so  that  prisoners  may  have  suf- 
ficient room  in  which  to  lie  down.

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  through  Councilman  McKay, 
submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  read,  and  the  several  recom- 
mendations concurred  in,  except  the  first  clause,  which  was  received : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
motions,  make  thereon  the  following  report: 

1st.  Is  Special  Ordinance  No.  48,  1879,  providing  for  the  grading  and  graveling 
of  Cypress  street  and  the  sidewalks  thereof,  from  Olive  to  Reid  street.  The  ordi- 
nance is  accompanied  by  both  petition  for  and  remonstrance  against  its  passage. 

After  examination  of  the  street,  and  in  consideration  of  the  large  majority  of 
remonstrants  over  petitioners,  we  recommend  the  prayer  of  the  remonstrants  be 
granted,  and  the  ordinance  be  not  passed. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  that  your  Board  report  to  the  Council  the  best  price  that  can 
be  had  for  the  strip  of  ground  belonging  to  the  city  on  the  east  side  of  Pine  street, 
immediately  south  of  St.  Clair  street,  or  what  good  use  it  can  be  put  to  by  the  city. 

We  recommend  that  the  City  Clerk  be  authorized  to  advertise  the  above  men- 
tioned property  for  sale,  and  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  to  be  turned  over  to  the  City 
Treasurer — bids  to  be  received  until  Monday  noon,  December  1st,  1879, 

3d.  Is  a  petition  from  the  property  holders  on  Louisiana  street,  between  Merid- 
ian and  Illinois  streets,  to  have  said  street  re-bowldered. 

We  have  examined  said  street,  and  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner 
repair  it  where,  in  his  judgment,  it  is  needed. 
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4th.  Is  a  proposition  from  Messrs.  Patterson  and  Scott,  to  remove  the  gravel 
in  the  creek  at  the  Southern  Park,  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer, 
and  pay  the  city  for  said  gravel  fifty  (50)  dollars. 

After  investigation,  and  upon  personal  examination  of  the  creek  in  the  Southern 
Park,  we  recommend  that  the  proposition  be  not  accepted. 

5th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  clean  the  gutters 
on  South  street,  between  Delaware  street  and  the  railroad  crossing. 

"We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

6th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  repair  the  east  crossing  of  Illi- 
nois street,  at  its  intersection  with  Maryland  street. 

We  find  this  crossing  in  a  very  bad  condition.  To  repair  it  would  require  new 
wooden  blocks  for  the  entire  intersection.  A.s  that  is  one  of  the  thoroughfares  of 
our  city,  we  recommend  a  double  stone  crossing  instead  of  repairs,  as  asked  for  in 
the  motion. 

7th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  grade  of  the  north  gutter  of  Maryland  street,  between 
Tennessee  and  Mississippi  streets,  be  raised  to  allow  a  free  flow  of  water. 

We  recommend  the  gutter  be  cleaned,  believing  this  will  accomplish  the  object 
of  the  motion. 

8th.  Is  a  motion  to  fill  the  chuck-holes  on  new  Jersey  street,  between  Washing- 
ton and  New  York  streets. 

We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

9th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  fill  the  mud-holes  at  the  inter- 
section of  Alabama  and  North  streets. 

We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

10th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  clean  the  gutters  on  St.  Clair 
street,  east  of  East  street,  and  repair  the  grading  half  square  west  of  Massachusetts 
avenue. 

We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

11th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  ordered  to  construct  two 
wooden  culverts  at  the  crossing  of  Pratt  and  Camp  streets. 

We  recommend  the  work  be  not  done  at  present. 

12th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  clean  the  gutters  on  Maple 
street,  between  McCarty  and  Kay  streets. 

We  recommend  the  work  be  not  done. 

13th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  clean  the  gutters  on  McCarty 
street,  from  Illinois  street  to  Pogue's  Kun.

15th.  Is  a  resolution  that  Peter  Fritz  and  Amelia  Fritz  have  privilege  to  dig  a 
well  and  put  a  pump  in  front  of  No  115  Fort  Wayne  avenue,  provided  the  same 
is  done  at  his  own  expense,  and  is  located  outside  of  the  sidewalk,  and  kept  in  good 
repair,  without  creating  a  nuisance  thereby. 

We  recommend  the  resolution  be  not  adopted. 
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16th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  repair  the  gutters  on  Alabama 
street,  between  Merrill  and  McCarty  streets,  with  Boiling  Mill  cinders,  to  prevent 
washing  out. 

We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

17th  Is  a  motion  that  Edward  King  and  G.  H.  Voss  be  directed  to  remove  the 
fence  from  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  their  property  on  West  Washington  street.

The  Board  of  Health  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  : 

Indianapolis,  October  20,  1879. 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen : — Numerous  complaints  come  to  this  office  in  regard  to  the  filthy  con- 
dition of  the  gutter  on  Market  street,  opposite  the  jail ;  also,  the  gutter  on  south- 
west corner  of  St.  Clair  street  and  Massachusetts  avenue;  also,  the  gutter  on  south- 
east corner  of  New  Jersey  and  Michigan  streets;  also,  the  gutter  on  southeast  cor- 
ner of  St.  Clair  and  Alabama  streets;  also,  the  gutter  on  northeast  corner  of  Wash- 
ington and  Delaware  streets;  also,  the  graded  alley  running  south  from  Pine  street 
and  between  Virginia  avenue  and  Elm  street.  At  all  these  places  the  water  stands 
and  stagnates,  and  is  offensive  to  the  sight  and  smell,  and  is  deleterious  to  the  pub- 
lic health.  The  cause  is,  in  most  instances,  the  defective  grade  of  the  streets,  gutters 
and  alleys. 
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These  masses  of  decaying  matter  are  pregnant  with  the  seeds  of  typhoid  and 
typho-malarial  fevers,  of  which  we  are  at  present  reaping  a  harvest  (as  per  report, 
11  deaths  in  the  past  two  weeks). 

We  would  respectfully  suggest  to  your  honorable  body  that  prompt  action  be 
taken  in  cleansing  all  filthy  gutters;  and  to  the  public  we  recommend  that  they 
scrutinize  closely  the  sources  of  their  water  supply,  as  that  is  the  avenue  through 
which  the  seeds  of  typhoid  fever  most  easily  and  frequently  travels.

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To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  sundry  papers  were  referred, 
would  report  thereon  as  follows  : 

1st.  The  City  Clerk's  statement,  by  accounts,  of  orders  drawn  upon  the  City 
Treasurer  during  the  month  of  September,  1879. 

2d.  The  report  of  Wm.  G.  Wasson,  City  Treasurer,  of  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments for  the  month  of  September,  1879. 

A  comparison  of  above  mentioned  financial  statements  with  the  books  of  the  City 
Treasurer  and  City  Clerk  having  shown  said  statements  to  be  in  form  and  correct, 
we  recommend  the  same  be  duly  approved.

Police  Board,  and  City  Attorney,  after  careful  investigation  would  respectfully 
report  as  follows : 

That  no  change  be  made  for  balance  of  fiscal  year,  as  other  officers  of  the  city,

.    any  are  desired,  should  be  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  when  all  matters  in

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

The  undersigned  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
ordinance  to  amend  section  2  of  the  Salary  Ordinance  (G.  O.  19,  1879),  would  re- 
commend that  said  ordinance  be  passed,  for  the  following,  among  other  reasons: 

Public  clamor  and  the  public  press  are  continually  used  against  our  police  force 
on  account  of  the  fee  system,  and  the  effects  of  these  criticisms  are  proving  very 
unpleasant  and  must  have  a  somewhat  demoralizing  influence  on  its  members. 

The  patrolmen,  themselves,  or  at  least  nine-tenths  of  them,  would  like  to  be  re- 
lieved from  the  unjust  reflections  which  the  fee  system  occasions. 

The  fee  system  is  peculiar  to  Indianapolis,  and  the  sooner  it  shall  be  abolished, 
the  sooner  the  morale  of  the  force  will  be  elevated  to  its  proper  standard. 

No  city  of  the  Union  has  a  better  average  force,  in  morals  and  efficiency,  than 
has  Indianapolis,  and  the  wishes  of  the  majority  of  its  members  should  be  acceded 
to,  if  not  to  the  detriment  of  the  city  treasury. 

"We  do  not  believe  that  the  cutting  of  fees  would  be  followed  by  diminished  ser- 
vice, but  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  fees  paid  would  nearly  or  quite  equal  the  extra 
compensation  proposed  by  the  ordinance.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  papers,  report  thereon,  to  wit: 

1st.  McKay's  proposed  ordinance  No.  56,  1879.  We  recommend  its  immediate 
passage. 
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2d.  Louis  Lehr's  paper.  We  recommend  the  payment  of  thirty  dollars  as  a 
compromise.     If  not  accepted,  contest  the  entire  amount. 

3d.  Abbie  Sullivan's  paper — widow — back  taxes.  We  recommend  its  rejec- 
tion. 

4th.  Kiney  Keeves'  paper — widow — back  taxes.  We  recommend  its  rejec- 
tion. 

5th.  Ewald  Over's  paper — sundry  grievances.  If  the  fine  assessed  was  exces- 
sive, the  remedy  is  by  appeal.  If  costs  were  improperly  taxed,  the  remedy  is  by 
motion  to  re-tax,  and  ask  for  the  correct  rule.  If  the  petitioner  was. illegally 
treated  by  the  officer  making  the  arrest,  that  is  good  cause  for  removal  and  prose- 
cution besides;  and  if  John  G.  Pendergast  made  a  malicious  prosecution,  the  rem- 
edy is  ample  and  severe.  If  the  petitioner  has  been  wronged,  let  him  at  least  seek 
bis  remedy  at  the  proper  place  first.

Your  Committee  on  Printing,  together  with  same  committee  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  have  jointly  considered  the  matters  to  us  referred,  and  do  now  report, 
thereon  as  follows : 

1st.  No  answer  has  yet  been  received  to  our  letter  of  September  29th,  asking 
Hon.  Geo.  E.  Waring,  Jr.,  of  the  Census  Office,  for  definite  instructions  as  to  what 
the  General  Government  desired  from  this  city  for  the  Census  Eeports  for  1880. 
In  lieu  of  a  directory  letter,  there  have  been  two  additional  communications  from 
same  gentleman,  quite  as  indefinite,  as  to  when  the  asked-for  statistical  material 
should  b^gin  or  end,  as  was  his  first  circular-letter,  referred  to  us. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  demands  made  upon  this  city  by  the  U.  S.  Census 
Office,  we  have  instructed  Geo.  H.  Fleming  to  forward  suitable  portions  of  his 
"Indexical  Digest  to  the  Journals"  for  1877-1878  and  for  1878-1879,  together  with 
other  collatings  of  statistical  facts,  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  for  year 
ending  May  15th,  1879,  and  (as  soon  as  printed)  the  Reports  of  the  Superintendent 
of  the  City  "Hospital  and  Branch  for  years  1877-1878  and  1878-1879. 

We  are  yet  in  the  dark  as  to  whether  aforesaid  documents  and  statistical  mate- 
rial will  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  Census  Office,  but  they  comprehend,  in  our 
judgment,  all  that  the  city  can  now  supply. 

2d.  We  have  again  carefully  reviewed  the  list  of  statistical  items  embraced  in 
the  form  sent  the  city  by  the  State  Department  of  Statistic!'  and  Geology,  and  find, 
that  said  form  contains  over  200  inquiries,  calling  for  about  1000  particulars. 

We  have  requested  Mr.  Fleming  to  procure  and  compile  the  statistics  the  State 
asks  for  as  promptly  as  possible,  and  to  send  in  as  perfect  a  report  as  may  be  prac- 
ticable by  middle  of  present  month. 

We  ask  that  we  be  allowed  to  expend  not  more  than  $50  on  "  incidental  account," 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  up  these  statistical  materials,  and  that  said  sum  be  in- 
serted in  the  Miscellaneous  Appropriation  Ordinance  this  evening  introduced,  pay- 
able to  this  committee. 

3d.  We  would  recommend  that  600  copies  of  the  Reports  of  the  Superintendent 
of  the  City  Hospital  and  Branch  for  the  years  1877-1878  and  1878-1879  (now  in 
our  hands)  be  printed,  on  the  requisition  of  the  President  of  the  Hospital  Board,  to

Indianapolis,  October  30,  1879. 
Common  Council,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — We  have  the  following  report  to  make  of  collections  and  repairs  of 
the  property  of  the  city,  placed  in  our  hands  August  1st,  1879  : 

The  collections  for  the  first  quarter  to  date  have  amounted  to  $376.25,  as  per 
itemized  statement  accompanied  herewith,  of  which  sum  $354.84  have  been  ex- 
pended in  repairs,  mainly  at  the  block  of  dwellings,  Nos.  113,  115,  and  117  North 
Illinois  street.  Commissions  for  collections  $13.18,  leaving  balance  in  our  hands 
of  $8.23. 

The  bill  for  tin  work,  and  some  other  items,  have  not  as  yet  been  paid. 

The  property  is  all  occupied,  and  the  current  collections  all  up  to  date,  and  we 
have  also  collected  some  portion  of  the  back  rent. 

The  Illinois  street  block  is  now  in  very  good  condition,  and  will  not  need  any 
repairs  for  some  time. 

The  Ohio  street  and  Indiana  avenue  properties  all  require  considerable  work  to 
put  them  into  good  tenan table  condition,  which  work  we  are  doing  as  fast  as  we 
can  collect  the  rents  to  use  for  that  purpose. 

The  dwelling  occupied  by  Dr.  Pritehard,  on  Ohio  street,  we  have  as  yet  been  un- 
able to  get  straightened  out.  Dr.  Pritchard  claims  to  pay  his  rent  in  medical  ser- 
vices to  the  Fire  Department  horses. 

We  find  upon  inquiry  of  the  Chief  of  Fire  Department,  that  the  services  of  Dr. 
Pritchard  are  valuable,  he  having  made  about  200  calls  during  ihe  past  year.  If 
his  services  are  worth  $300  per  year  to  the  city,  this  is  more  than  could  probably 
be  collected  in  rent  for  the  house  he  occupies,  as  the  house  is  old  and  in  bad  condi- 
tion ;  and  we  have  therefore  not  disturbed  the  existing  arrangement,  and  will  await 
further  instructions  from  your  committee  before  attempting  to  collect  any  rent 
from  Pritchard.

formal or  illegal,  to  prepare  and  submit  an  ordinance  repealing  S.  O. 
.48,  1878: 

Indianapolis,  November  3,  1879. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

The  undersigned,  owners  of  property  upon  the  line  of  Highland  street,  from 
Washington  to  Ohio,  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to 
the  legislation  that  has  been  had  in  re  erenee  to  the  improvement  of  this  street. 
The  original  ordinance,  being  No  48,  1878,  was  "  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  im- 
proving Highland  street  from  Washington  street  to  Miami  street,  by  grading  and 
graveling  the  street  and  sidewalks,  and  bowldering  and  curbing  with  stone  the 
gutters  thereof." 

The  law  requires  the  pendency  of  all  such  ordinances  to  be  advertised  before  the 
passage  thereof,  and  whatever  advertising  was  done  in  this  ease  was  done  upon  the 
original  ordinance.-  At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Couneil  the  ordinance  was 
changed,  both  in  the  title  and  body  of  the  same,  so  as  to  describe  a  very  different 
improvement,  and  it  was  passed  as  changed.  The  ordinance,  as  changed,  describes 
an  improvement  from  Washington  street  to  Ohio,  while  the  original  describes  one 
from  Washington  to  Miami.  No  advertisement  was  ever  made  of  the  pend- 
ency of  the  new  or  changed  ordinance,  and  we  therefore  submit  that  the  ordinance 
as  it  now  stands  has  not  been  legally  passed,  and  the  Council  can  not  award  a  con- 
tract and  proceed  to  make  the  improvement  under  it,  and  compel  the  property 
owners  to  pay  the  expense. 

We  wish,  also,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  present  proposed  plan 
of  grading  Highland  street  will  cut  down  the  grade  of  Market  street  about  1^  feet 
at  its  intersection  with  Highland  street  and  will  leave  it  in  a  very  bad  condition, 
unless  in  some  way  improved.  While  Highland  street,  between  Washington  and 
Market  the  distance  of  one  square,  will  be  left  with  a  very  deep  depression 
or  valley  about  half  way  between  the  streets,  and  the  grade  will  be  so  steep  that 
the  gravel  placed  upon  it  will  in  a  very  short  time  be  entirely  washed  off.  An 
examination  of  the  locality  will  demonstrate  to  any  person  that  before  any  lasting 
improvements  are  made  the  grades  of  Market  and  Highland  streets,  at  the  point 
of  intersection,  must  be  very  material  y  changed,  as  the  intersection  i>  upon  the 
apex  of  a  steep  knoll,  and  when  the  grades  of  the  two  streets  are  properly  estab- 
lished they  will  have  a  gradual  descent,  sufficient  to  properly  drain  them,  and  no 
more.  Again,  the  plan  of  the  proposed  improvement  will  cause  the  flooding  of  a 
large  portion  of  petitioners'  property  by  the  surface  water  that  will  thereby  be 
drained  upon  it. 

As  the  expense  of  this  improvement  is  to  be  paid  by  your  petitioners,  we  desire 
before  it  is  made  that  the  proper  steps  be  taken  so  that  the  same  shall  be  an  advan- 
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tage  to  our  property  instead  of  an  injury.  We  are  informed  that  a  contract  i& 
about  to  be  entered  into  by  the  city  for  the  prosecution  of  this  work,  and  we  there- 
fore earnestly  protest  against  it,  and  n>\  your  honorable  body  to  take  no  further 
steps  towards  making  the  improvement  until  such  time  as  the  grades  of  the  streets- 
can  be  properly  made,  and  an  improvement  made  then  will  be  a  permanent  one. 
We  make  this  request  feeling  that  when  the  facts  are  known  you  will  not  hesitate- 
to  grant  it,  and  because  we  preferred  calling  your  attention  to  it  in  this  manner 
instead  of  at  once  instituting  proceeding  to  enjoin  the  prosecution  of  the  workr 
thereby  causing  trouble  and  useless  expense. 

We  therefore  trust  that  your  honorable  body  will  grant  our  request.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  re- 
ceived : 

Indianapolis,  November  17,  1879. 

To  the  Mayor.  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  : — I  beg  leave  to  report  that  since  your  last  meeting,  the  case  of  Thos. 
H.  Phillips  vs.  TheCity  et  al.,  has  been  tried  in  the  Superior  Court,  and  resulted 
in  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  city. 
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This  was  an  action  for  damages  which  the  plaintiff  claimed  to  have  sustained  by 
reason  of  an  alleged  detect  in  the  sidewalk  on  VVest  New  York  street. 

.The  case  was  vigorously  prosecuted,  occupying  ten  days  in  its  trial,  and  resulted 
as  above  stated. 

I  also  deem  it  proper  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  case  of  Charles  Boehl 
vs.  The  City,  the  decision  of  which  I  reported  to  you  at  your  last  meeting. 

There  are  a  number  of  other  claims  of  a  similar  character  against  the  city,  and 
the  attorneys  of  the  parties  are  urging  the  payment  of  the  same. 

The  legal  question  having  been  settled  in  the  Boehl  case,  I  recommend  that  steps 
be  at  once  taken  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  said  claims,  in  order  that  the  city 
may  thereby  avoid  the  expense  of  other  suits  of  a  similar  character.

The  Chief  Fire  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was 
received  : 

Indianapolis,  November  17,  1879. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  Caven,  Common  Council,  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen:-  -I  hereby  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  quite  a  num- 
ber of  localities  in  our  city  that  are  almost  entirely  without  water  supply  in  case 
of  fire.  The  lines  of  water  mains  that  you  have  ordered  layed,  cover  nearly  all  of 
this  territory,  but  as  nothing  has  yet  been  done,  as  I  can  see,  towards  the  laying  of 
these  lines,  I  feel  that  I  can  not  longer  delay  in  calling  your  attention  to  this  fact. 

The  first  place  I  would  call  your  attention  to,  is  the  corner  of  Seventh  and  How- 
ard streets,  where  there  is  a  large  district  that  is  thickly  built  up,  and  some  large 
factories,  and  no  water  to  depend  upon  in  case  of  lire. 

The  second  place  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  City  Hospital.  There  is  a  large  district 
that  has  no  water  supply  in  case  of  fire  in  the  City  Hospital.  There  is  but  one 
cistern  that  we  could  reach,  and  that  is  about  1000  feet  from  the  building,  which 
would  take  nearly  two  reels  of  hose. 

The  third  is  in  the  vicinity  of  Furguson's  Pork-house.  Should  a  fire  break  out 
in  that  building,  the  nearest  water  that  we  could  get  is  nearly  2000  feet  from  the 
building,  and  that  only  one  hydrant. 

The  fourth  is  near  the  corner  of  Kentucky  avenue  and  Merrill  street.  There 
are  several  large  factories  and  pork-houses  there,  and  in  a  manner  no  water. 

The  fifth  is  south  and  west  of  Lieber's  Brewery.  There  is  a  large  district  wholly 
unprotected. 

Sixth,  east  of  the  Fair  Grounds,  there  are  some  hundreds  of  acres  that  are  entirely 
without  water. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  to  your  honorable  bodies  that  cisterns  be  located 
and  built  at  once,  in  the  above  named  localities.

Gentlemen  ; — The  undersigned,  owners  of  the  real  estate  fronting  on  Seventh  (7th) 
street,  between  lllinoi*  and  Meridian  streets,  respectfully  remonstrate  against  the 
passage  of  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  paving  of  the  sidewalks  on  Seventh  street. 
We  have  a  splendid  gravel  walk;  it  has  within  the  last  year  or  so  been  graveled. 
_  As  we  represent  the  entire  frontage  on  Seventh  street,  between  Illinois  and  Me- 
ridian streets,  we  trust  you  will  cheerfully  give  our  remonstrance  due  consider- 
ation.

Whereas,  John  Stuckmeyer,  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of

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not  done  in  compliance  with  such  notice  given,  the  said  Street  Commissioner  is 
hereby  instructed  to  do  the  same,  and  collect  the  cost  thereof  from  owners  of  abut- 
ting property. 

That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  and  City  Clerk  be,  and  are  hereby,  instructed  to 
give  the  property  holders  on  Bellefontaine  avenue,  from  Massachusetts  avenue  to 
the  north  corporation  line,  their  proper  numbers. 

That  Peter  Hooker  be  granted  permission  to  lay  a  brick  sidewalk  in  front  of  his 
property  on  Maryland  street,  between  West  and  California  streets,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Civil  Engineer,  at  his  own  expense.

Gentlemen: — I  have,  in  obedience  to  your  instructions,  examined  the  claims  of 
A.  Gall  and  A.  L.  Wright  &  Co.,  for  matting  purchased  and  laid  in  the  offices  of 
the  City  Treasurer  and  City  Clerk,  to  determine  whether  the  purchase  of  said  mat- 
ting was  legally  authorized,  and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  thereon : 

The  ordinances  governing  matters  of  this  character  require  that  the  purchases  of 
supplies  for  the  city  offices  should  be  authorized  by  the  Joint  Committees  on  Sup- 
plies, and  without  such  authority,  properly  speaking,  a  purchase  could  not  be  said 
to  be  legally  made. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  formal  order  from  the  proper  committees  au- 
thorizing the  purchase  of  the  matting  above  referred  to,  but  I  am  informed  that. 
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the  purchase  of  the  matting  for  the  Clerk's  office  was  verbally  authorized  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Joint  Committees  on  Supplies,  and  it  may  therefore  be  said,  as  1  think, 
that  the  same  was  legally  ordered,  although  not  in  strict  accordance  with  ordinance. 
In  reference  to  the  matting  furnished  by  A.  Gall,  for  the  Treasurer's  office,  I  am 
informed  that  the  same  was  furnished  on  the  verbal  authority  of  the  members  of 
the  Council  Committee  on  Supplies  only,  and  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  in 
a  strict  legal  sense  this  purchase  was  not  legally  authorized  at  the  time  it  was 
made. 

I  might  add,  however,  that  whatever  irregularities  exist  with  reference  to  either 
of  the  claims  referred  to,  the  Council  and   Board  of  Aldermen,  if  they  deem  the 
claims  just,  have  the  power  to  ratify  the  purchases  and  order  the  bills  paid.

Gentlemen: — I  would  report  as  follows  in  regard  to  G.  O.  No.  30,  1879,  referred 
to  me  October  22d,  1879,  by  your  honorable  body: 

The  switch  referred  to  in  said  ordinance  conforms  to  the  grade  at  a  point  237 
feet  south  of  Morris  street,  but  at  points  300  feet,  337  feet,  and  387  feet  from  Mor- 
ris street  the  switch  is  3  inches,  4  inches,  and  4f  inches,  respectively,  above  grade, 
while  at  a  point  437  feet  from  Morris  street  the  switch  is  1 J  inches  below  grade. 

The  difference  is  so  small  it  might  be  well  to  require  a  few  loads  of  gravel  placed 
at  the  various  points,  which  would  suffice  to  put  the  street  in  good  condition.     I 
herewith  submit  a  plat  of  the  switch,  with  explanatory  figures  thereon.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  con- 
curred in : 

Indianapolis,  December  1,  1879. 

The  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  report  the  result  of  the  following  cases,  disposed  of 
by  the  Superior  Court  at  Special  Term : 

The  case  of  Wm.  IS .  Lake  vs.  the  City  et  al.,  for  damages  on  account  of  a  breach 
of  an  alleged  contract,  has  been  dismissed  at  plaintiff's  cost. 

The  case  of  Henry  Kollman  vs.  The  City,  was  tried  by  a  jury,  and  resulted  in  a 
verdict  and  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  for  $500.00. 

This  was  an  action  for  damages  on  account  of  expenses  incurred  and  for  loss  of 
services  of  plaintiff's  wife  by  reason  of  injuries  which  she  received  in  an  accident, 
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caused  by  the  alleged  negligence  of  the  city  in  not  erecting  proper  barriers  along 
an  alley  on  the  west  bank  of  Pogue's  Bun,  between  McNabb  street  and  South 
street. 

Prior  to  the  commencement  of  my  term  of  office,  Henry  Kollman  and  his  wife 
Elizabeth  sued  and  recovered  judgment  against  the  city  for  $1,000.00  for  the  wife's 
personal  injuries.,  The  plaintiff  also  sued  and  recovered  judgment  for  $60.00  for 
damages  done  to  his  horse  and  wagon,  injured  in  the  same  accident,  and  on  the 
trial  of  the  present  action  the  Court  held  and  instructed  the  jury  that  the  record 
and  judgments  in  the  former  actions  were  conclusive  against  the  city  upon  the 
question  of  negligence;  thus  leaving  nothing  for  the  jury  to  determine  but  the= 
measure  of  damages,  and  upon  that  question  the  evidence  would  be  sufficient  to 
sustain  the  verdict  in  an  appellate  court. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  the  judgment  can  be  reversed,  and  the  case- 
probably  ultimately  defeated,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  cause  be  ap- 
pealed. 

The  case  of  Hogan  McCarty  vs.  The  City  et  al.  has  been  tried,  and  resulted  in  a 
finding  for  the  defendants.  This  was  an  action  by  the  plaintiff  to  recover  the  pos- 
session of  a  set  of  gambling  implements,  seized  by  the  officers  of  the  city  pursuant 
to  a  certain  ordinance.  The  validity  of  the  ordinance  and  the  constitutionality  of 
the  provision  of  the  charter  authorizing  the  same  was  involved  in  the  action.  The 
Court,  however,  held  the  ordinance  valid,  and  entered  judgment  for  the  defend- 
ants. 

The  case  of  W.  O.  Kockwood  et  al.  vs.  The  City  et  al.,  was  an  action  brought  to 
test  the  legality  of  the  annexation  to  the  city  of  the  I.,  C.  &  L.  Addition.  The 
question  raised  in  this  case  is  also  involved  in  a  number  of  other  Additions  annexed 
to  the  city  by  the  same  resolution  The  Court  has  sustained  a  demurrer  in  behalf 
of  the  city  to  the  complaint  in  said  cause;  thus  holding  the  annexation  legal  and 
binding  on  the  parties  interested. 

I  also  beg  leave  to  submit  the  annexed-  petition,  for  such  action  thereon  as  you 
may  deem  proper.

Alfred  and  John  C.  S.  Harrison  represent  that  they  are  the  owners  of  the  follow- 
ing real  estate  in  said  city,  to-wit : 

Lot  number  four  in  George  W.  Parker's  Subdivision  of  lots  number  1,  2,  3,  4,  5, 
6,  7,  and  8,  of  Ovid  Butler's  Subdivision  of  a  part  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  sec- 
tion 36,  township  16,  north  of  range  3  east. 

The  city  has  taken,  and  is  using  for  a  street,  15  feet  off  the  west  side  of  said  lot, 
having  graded  and  graveled  the  same.  In  cause  19,768,  in  the  Superior  Court  of 
said  county,  in  a  suit  wherein  these  petitioners  were  plaintiffs  and  said  city  was  a 
party  defendant,  it  was  decided  by  Judge  Elliott  that  the  city  had  no  right  to  said 
15  feet,  and  had  wrongfully  and  unlawfully  placed  her  street  therein. 

Plaintiffs  have  never  enclosed  said  15  feet  since  said  decision  was  made,  but  have 
a  right  so  to  do  at  any  day,  and  thereby  obstruct  and  interfere  with  the  use  of  said 
street.  There  is  now  pendiag  in  the  Superior  Court  a  suit  by  these  petitioners 
against  said  city  for  the  recovery  of  said  street,  and  injury  and  damages  to  said  lot 
by  the  city.  But  as  a  matter  of  compromise  and  to  settle  said  suit,  and  to  put  at 
rest  a  matter  which  if  not  settled  now  will  be  the  subject  of  litigation,  petitioners 
make  the  following  proposition,  to-wit:  Upon  the  payment  of  $400  in  money  and 
the  costs  of  said  suit  now  pending,  No.  24,853,  1  Superior  Court  of  said  city,  the 
petitioners  will  make  a  good  and  acceptable  quit-claim  deed,  conveying  to  the  city- 
all  their  title  in  and  to  said  15  feet,  and  will  dismiss  said  suit.

His  Honor,  Mayor  Caven,  presented  the  following  message :

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — Telegraph  dispatches  of  this  morning  announce  the  death,  at  Chi- 
cago yesterday  morning,  of  Gen.  Jeff.  C.  Davis. 

Gen.  Davis  was  in  Fort  Sumpter  when  it  was  fired  upon  on  the  memorable  12th 
day  of  April,  1861,  and  during  that  siege  and  the  entire  war  was  one  of  the  bravest 
and  ablest  soldiers  in  the  service,  rising  to  high  rank  and  renowned  for  his  gallantry, 
and  his  name  is  enrolled  among  those  of  the  great  captains  of  the  war.  He  was  a* 
native  of  this  State,  and  in  honoring  him  Indiana  but  honors  herself  and  the  great 
cause  in  which  he  fought. 

When  such  men  die  they  should  not  be  forgotten.  It  would  be  gratifying  to  our 
people,  if  consistent  with  the  feelings  and  arrangements  of  his  friends,  could  the 
remains  be  permitted  to  lie  in  state  for  a  time  in  the  corridor  of  the  Court  House, 
that  our  citizens  might  take  a  last  look  at  the  great  soldier ,  and  I  would  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  confer  with  his  friends  on  this  subject, 
and  also  to  draft  resolutions  expressive  of  the  respect  and  admiration  in  which  he 
was  held  by  our  citizens,  and  of  our  sorrow  for  his  death.

It  is  intended  that  this  demonstration  shall  be  entirely  non-partizan,  and  emin- 
ently worthy  of  the  whole  people  of  the  State — a  gratifying  reunion  of  her  gallant 
Soldiers,  and  a  fitting  tribute  to  her  Illustrious  Guest.

The  Board  of  Public   Improvements,   through  Councilman    McKay, 
submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  read  by  clauses: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and 

Board  ol  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Tour  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
papers,  make  thereon  the  following  report: 

First.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  lay  a  cross-walk  on  McCarty 
street,  on  a  line  with  west  sidewalk  of  New  Jersey  street. 
"We  recommend  the  walk  he  made  with  broken  stone. 

Second.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  lay  -a  stone  cross  walk  on 
Alabama  street,  on  a  line  with  north  sidewalk  of  McCarty  street. 
We  recommend  that  the  work  be  not  done. 
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Third.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  lay  two  stone  cross-walks  over 
McCarty  street,  on  line  with  Delaware  street  sidewalks. 

We  recommend  that  inasmuch  as  there  are  two  stone  walks  already  at  this  point, 
no  more  be  made  at  present. 

Fourth.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  lay  a  cross-walk  over  the 
first  alley  north  of  McCarty  street,  on  a  line  with  the  east  sidewalk  of  New  Jersey 
street. 

"We  recommend  that  the  work  be  done  with  broken  stone. 

Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  construct  a  cross-walk  on  Sinker 
street,  at  intersection  of  New  Jersey  street,  using  rolling-mill  cinders  or  other  like 
cheap  material. 

We  recemmend  that  the  walk  be  made  of  broken  stone. 

Sixth.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  clean  the  gutters 
of  New  Jersey  street,  from  Merrill  to  McCarty  street,  and  fill  the  chuck-holes. 
The  work  has  been  done.   . 

Seventh.  Is  a  motion  that  permission  be  granted  J.  Miller,  druggist,  in  Spencer 
House  block,  on  South  Illinois  street,  to  erect  in  front  of  his  premises  a  business 
sign,  nine  feet  high. 

We  recommend  that  he  be  required  to  comply  strictly  with  the  provisions  of  an 
ordinance  regarding  the  erection  of  signs. 

Eighth.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  make  a  crossing  over  the 
gutter  at  southeast  corner  of  Massachusetts  avenue  and  St.  Clair  street. 
We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

Ninth.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  repair  the  south  side  of  the 
bridge  over  Pogue's  Run  on  Michigan  street. 
We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

Tenth.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  clean  the  gutters  on  Maple 
.street,  between  Ray  and  McCarty  streets. 
We  recommend  the  work  be  not  done. 

Eleventh.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  clean  the  west  gutter  on 
West  street,  from  Morris  to  McCarty  street. 
We  recommend  the  work  be  not  done. 

Twelfth.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  clean  the  gutters  on  Morris 
street,  between  Illinois  and  Dakotah  streets. 

We  recommend  the  work  be  not  done. 

Thirteenth.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  clean  out  the  gutter  on 
the  east  side  of  West  street,  from  First  to  Second  street. 

The  sidewalk  and  gutter  never  having  been  improved  between  the  points  men- 
tioned in  this  motion,  we  recommend  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  herewith  trans- 
mitted for  such  improvement. 

Fourteenth,.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  clean  the  gutter  on  the 
south  side  of  North  street,  from  West  to  California  street;  the  water  can  not  flow. 
We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

14J.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  bowlder  and  raise  grnde  of  the 
mouth  of  the  first  alley  south  of  Maryland  street,  on  the  west  side  of  Illinois 
street. 

We  recommend  a  stone  crossing  be  made  at  this  place. 
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Fifteenth.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  fill,  at  once,  with  broken 
stone,  the  chuck-hole  at  the  corner  of  South  and  West  streets.         • 
We  recommend  the  hole  be  filled  with  gravel  instead  of  broken  stone. 

Sixteenth.  Is  a  petition  that  the  gutters  of  Mulberry  street  and  their  connec- 
tions be  so  repaired  as  to  admit  of  free  flow  of  water. 

We  recommend  the  work  be  done  by  the  Street  Commissioner. 

Seventeenth.  Is  a  petition  from  a  number  of  property  owners  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  intersection  of  Vermont  and  Delaware  streets,  to  have  a  stone  walk  made 
across  the  alleys  on  the  south  side  of  Vermont  street,  between  Delaware  and  Penn- 
sylvania streets.     One  alley  is  ten  and  the  other  is  thirty  feet  wide. 

Inasmuch  as  this  is  very  central  and  a  much  needed  improvement,  we  recom- 
mend the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  granted. 

Eighteenth.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  be,  and  are 
hereby,  ordered  to  improve  Indiana  avenue  and  Michigan  Koad,  from  Fall  Creek 
bridge  to  White  Kiver,  and  that  they  be  instructed  to  obtain  what  aid  they  can. 
from  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  and  from  any  other  citizens  who  may 
want  to  donate  money,  gravel,  teams,  or  labor  for  such  improvement. 

This  motion  was  not  referred  by  Council,  but  we  have  considered  the  matter, 
and  feeling  confident  of  the  support  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  we- 
report  upon  the  same.  This  is  a  road  inside  the  city,  and  is  in  a  very  bad  condi- 
tion. It  will  cost  about  four  hundred  dollars  to  make  the  contemplated  'repairs. 
There  has  been  over  one  hundred  dollars  in  cash  subscribed,  all  the  gravel  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  work  donated,  all  the  laborers  necessary  to  do  the  shoveling, 
aad  two  teams  additional  will  be  furnished  by  the  county.  We  recommend  that 
a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  be  expended  for  the  above  repairs,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Street  Commissioner.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen : — At  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committees  on  Markets  and  Public 
Property,  together  with  the  Citizens'  Committee  appointed  by  the  Merchants'  Ex- 
change, to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  devising  means  for  the  erection  of  a 
Market  and  Public  Hall  on  the  East  Market  Space,  a  Sub-Committee,  consisting  of 
W.  H.  Tucker,  H.  G.  Carey,  J.  M.  Eidenour,  J.  Caven,  and  S.  Mossier,  was  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  a  plan  for  raising  funds  for  said  purpose. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  said  Joint  Committees,  held  November  22,  1879,  said 
Sub-Committee  presented  their  report,  which  is  transmitted  herewith,  and  so  much 
thereof  as  recommends  the  advertising  for  plans  for  a  building,  was  approved.

The  Sub- Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration  of  the  subject  of  a 
Hall  and  Market,  report  that  in  their  opinion  the  erection  of  such  a  building  is 
much  to  be  desired  and  important  to  the  city's  interest. 

The  committee  have  considered  three  important  points — first,  the  general  plan; 
second,  how  to  procure  the  necessary  funds ;  and  third,  how  to  make  it  self-sustain- 
ing. On  the  first  point,  "  the  general  plan,"  we  are  of  opinion  that  a  market  should 
be  built  covering  the  entire  space,  and  divided  into  market  stalls  to  be  leased  to  the 
best  advantage,  and  above  a  large  Hall  capable  of  seating  9,000  to  10,000  persons,  and 
being  the  largest  in  the  United  States,  which  we  deem  it  important  it  should  be; 
and  also  rooms  and  halls  for  the  City  Officers,  Aldermanic  and  Council  Chambers, 
and  Police  Court.  In  the  future,  when  the  Jail  is  rebuilt,  the  city  should  join  and 
have  the  Station  House  in  the  same  building,  and  the  Police  Court  above. 

The  question  of  how  to  provide  the  funds  is  the  most  difficult.  Under  our  laws 
the  city  can  not  erect  public  buildings  or  other  important  works  except  by  some 
indirect  process,  as  we  can  neither  borrow  or  accumulate,  and,  in  this  matter  it  will 
be  necessary  to  devise  some  unusual  mode  or  do  without  for  all  time,  and  lacking 
the  essentials  of  a  city.  One  plan  suggested  was  to  invite  private  capital  to  build 
•and  the  city  to  guarantee  a  certain  rate  of  interest  until  the  principal  was  paid, 
we  having  no  legal  power  to  contract  to  pay  the  principal,  and  hence  would  be  a 
loan  at  the  pleasure  of  the  city  as  to  payment  of  principal';  and  as  it  is  an  unusual 
mode,  whether  private  capital  would  so  invest  could  only  be  ascertained  by  adver- 
tising for  proposals. 

The  city  owns  $500,000  Belt  E.  E.  bonds,  due  in  17  years  from  January  1,  1880. 
These  bonds  we  could  sell  by  consent  of  the  E.  E.  Co.  (which  we  believe  could  be 
obtained),  and  would  sell  readily  at  or  above  par.  "We  have  now  on  hand  money 
of  the  Tomlinson  estate  to  the  amount  of  $20,114.70,  and  the  estate  is  appraised  at 
$70,000,  but  as  the  net  income  realized  last  year  was  equal  to  six  per  cent,  on  $51,700, 
perhaps  that  would  be  the  true  estimate  of  present  value. 

If  we  sold  $250,000  of  the  Belt  E.  E.  bonds,  this  would  put  us  at  once  in  posses- 
sion of  the  amount  probably  needed,  so  that  we  could  proceed  to  build  next  spring, 
and  have  it  ready  for  occupancy  by  October,  1881. 
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In  exchange  for  the  Belt  R.  R.  bonds  there  is  outstanding  an  equal  amount  of 
City  bonds,  on  which  we  pay  interest,  and  the  R.  R.  pays  the  same  amount  to  the 
<jity,  and  when  these  bonds  would  become  due  and  the  R.  R.  takes  up  theirs, 
and  with  the  proceeds  the  city  would  take  up  hers;  bui  if  we  sell  $250,000  of  these 
bonds,  we  would  then  be  obliged  to  provide  from  other  resources  $15,000  of  interest 
per  annum,  and  also  for  the  payment  of  $250,000  at  the  end  of  17  years;  and  the 
questions  are  how  to  meet  these  expenditures,  and  if  they  could  be  realized  out  of 
the  project  itself. 

The  place  is  420  feet  by  195.  With  two  passage  ways,  each  20  feet  wide,  running 
from  east  to  west,  would  make  six  fronts  420  feet  long,  1046  feet  being  outside 
frontage,  which,  giving  12  feet  to  a  stall,  would  made  87  outside;  but  taking,  say 
85  feet  for  entrances  to  the  Hall,  would  leave  80  outside  stalls,  which  we  think 
ought  to  average  $150  rental  per  annum,  making  $12,000.  The  stalls  on  the  north 
side  might  not  rent  for  so  much,  but  those  on  the  east,  west,  and  south  would  prob- 
ably bring  up  the  average.  After  reserving  space  for  heating  apparatus  and  store 
looms  for  furniture,  there  could  be  100  inside  stalls,  which  we  would  estimate  at  an 
average  of  $50,  making  $5,000,  or  a  total  rental  of  $17,000  from  the  markets  alone, 
or  $2,000  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the  interest,  and  being  6  per  cent,  on  $283,333. 
Tables  six  feet  by  four  on  the  curbstone  now  lease  for  ten  cents  a  morning,  and  $50 
per  year  would  be  only  sixteen  cents  a  day  for  a  stall  25  feet  by  11,  with  a  cellar 
and  every  convenience,  to  be  occupied  all  the  time. 

Should  these  expectations  be  realized  (that  the  rental  would  meet  the  current 
interest),  we  still  have  the  big  question  of  meeting  the  payment  of  $250,000  at  the 
end  of  17  years.  What  rental  the  Hall  would  produce  would  be  largely  conjec- 
ture. Its  unusual  size  would  attract  a  certain  unusual  occupancy,  and  lose  another 
usual  to  ordinary  halls.  It  could  probably  be  occupied  thirty  days  every  year  for 
an  Exposition,  at  $100  per  day,  and  every  other  year  could  be  rented  and  realize 
largely  from  political  meetings.  The  Academy  of  Music  rented  for  such  purposes 
for  $100  per  night.  Allowing  two  years  for  building,  if  the  Hall  would  realize 
$2,000  per  year  for  15  years,  this,  if  invested  and  compounded  every  year  at  6  per 
cent,  by  the  time  the  bonds  became  due  would  amount  to  $47,000. 

The  Tomlinson  property  was  willed  to  the  city  "to  be  used  in  the  erection  of 
buildings  for  the  use  of  citizens  and  city  authorities  (what  are  commonly  termed 
'Public  Buildings')  on  the  west  end  of  the  East  Market  House,"  and  the  agreement 
with  Mrs.  Tomlinson  provides  "that  the  rents  and  profits  from  such  property  after 
deducting  therefrom  only  the  expenses,  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  provided    * 

*     *     in  the  will,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever." 

The  net  income  last  year  was  $3,104.29,  equal  to  6  per  cent,  on  $51,500,  and  if  we 
can  assume  it  will  realize  $3,000  per  year  for  17  years,  this  amount  compounded 
and  invested  every  year  at  6  per  cent,  would  amount  to  $90,000.  Estimating  the 
property  now  at  $50,000,  an  advance  in  value  of  3  per  cent,  per  year  for  17  years 
would  at  the  end  of  that  time  be  $100,000.  Great  changes  will  be  wrought  in  this 
city  in  the  next  17  years,  and  we  think  will  justify  the  assumption  of  the  doubling 
of  values  of  well  located  real  estate  in  that  time. 

The  city  is  paying  the  county  a  rental,  including  lighting  and  warming,  of  $3,000 
per  year,  and  the  lease  will  expire  December  31st,  1882.  We  could  then  take  pos- 
session of  our  building,  and  allowing  $1,000  for  light  and  heat,  we  could  pay  a 
rental  of  $2,000  per  year  to  the  Hall  sinking  fund,  and  this  invested  and  com- 
pounded every  year  at  6  per  cent,  for  14  years  would  amount  to  $43,000. 

Should  we  sell  these  bonds,  they  need  not  all  be  sold  at  once,  but  say  $100,000 
this  spring,  and  $150,000  next,  so  as  to  save  interest  as  long  as  possible. 

Estimating  the  cost  of  the  building  at  $270,000,  the  account  might  stand  about 
thus : —

At  the  end  of  17  years  the  Tomlinson  estate  being  sold,  income  from  that  source- 
would  cease,  and  the  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  of  bonds  having  been  taken 
up,  outgo  from  that  source  would  cease,  and  the  result  a  superior  Market,  the  largest 
Hall  in  the  United  States,  city  buildings  free  of  rental,  and  on  our  present  assumed' 
basis  of  rental  an  income  of  $17,000  per  year. 

"We  have  estimated  accumulated  aggregates  by  assuming  that  income  from  this 
source  ought  to  be  credited  to  and  invested  for  its  benefit,  and  if  the  city  uses  its 
funds  should  pay  interest  on  it  as  if  borrowed  from  any  other  creditor,  and  at  the 
end  of  each  six  months  or  a  year,  if  not  actually  paying  such  interest,  should  add  it 
to  the  principal  and  pay  interest  on  it,  which  would  swell  this  fund  and  yet  be  ex- 
actly the  same  to  the  city  as  if  borrowed  from  any  other  creditor,  and  as  with  our 
present  taxation  the  city  will  be  a  continual  borrower,  we  might  as  well  borrow 
from  that  fund  as  from  any  other  lender. 

In  1889  $110,000  of  our  bonds  will  become  due,  and  in  1890  $45,000  more,  which1 
we  might  take  up  with  monies  of  this  fund,  if  any  on  hand.  Could  we  by  this  pro- 
cess invest  the  Tomlinson  estate  in  accordance  with  the  wish  of  the  testator,  and 
turn  this  unsightly  space  into  a  great  Market  and  Hall  and  city  buildings,  having 
paid  for  themselves  and  being  a  source  of  income,  it  certainly  would  have  accom- 
plished great  results. 

The  plan  we  suggest  would  certainly,  and  at  once,  place  us  in  possession  of  the- 
necessary  building  fund,  and  solving  absolutely  that  apparently  difficult  question^ 
yet  in  its  after  bearings  is  not  without  complications  and  contingencies. 

"We  were  not  called  upon  to  consider  the  best  plan,  being  free  to  choose,  but  to> 
devise  a  possible  one.  It  is  either  something  like  this  or  not  at  all  at  any  time,. 
however  far  in  the  future,  as  under  existing  laws  we  can  not  borrow  or  tax  for 
Omore  than  sufficient  to  economical^7  meet  current  expenses. 

One  matter  might  be  thought  premature  here,  but  this  committee  feel  it  is  one  that 
should  not  at  any  time  be  unthought  of.  It  is,  almost  without  exception,  the  fact 
that  public  buildings  cost  vastly  more  than  originally  estimated,  but  being  begun 
must  go  on  at  any  cost.  We  must  not  commit  this  mistake,  and  enter  upon  some 
great  indefinite  expenditure.  Before  we  commit  ourselves  we  should  know 
precisely  what  it  will  cost — have  positive  contracts  with  responsible  contractors,, 
and  good  bonds. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  city  advertise  for  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  fire-proof  buildings,  to  cover  the  entire  East  Market  Square,  embracing 
in  the  design  a  Market,  large  Hall,  and  City  Buildings;  and  if  something  satisfac- 
tory is  received,  then  advertise  for  proposals  to  build,  with  the  right  to  reject  any 
and  all  bids,  for  until  this  is  done  the  cost  is  to  some  extent  conjecture,  and  if  then 
found  that  it  can  be  built  inside  of  $300,000,  the  committee  have  considerable  con- 
fidence it  might  be  self-sustaining,  and  in  the  period  designated  go  far  towards 
paying  its  first  cost  out  of  the  resources  mentioned,  and  be  thereafter  a  source  of 
income. 

In  pursuing  this  course  we  commit  ourselves  to  nothing  that  will  cost  much  until) 
we  find  just  what  we  do  want  and  what  it  will  cost,  and  then  if  beyond  our  ability 
the  matter  can  be  dropped  and  no  harm  done,  and  with  the  consciousness  of  hav- 
ing made  an  honest  effort  to  do  something  to  build  up  our  city,  and  failing  only 
"because  success  was  impossible.

Gentlemen : — Your  Committees  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred  a  petition 
praying  for  an  extension  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  on  the  Massachusetts  and 
College  avenue  line  from  Seventh  street  to  Tenth  street,  would  respectfully  recom- 
mend, that  en  account  of  the  large  expenditures  made  the  past  season  by  the  Citi- 
zens' Street  Railway  in  building  new  lines  and  improving  the  old  ones,  that  they 
be  not  compelled  to  extend  said  line  until  March  1st,  1880.

1st.  Is  a  petition  of  Mary  L.  Lee,  for  damages  claimed  by  her  on  account  of 
improving  first  alley  south  of  Washington  street,  running  on°  of  Benton  street 
•east. 

Eeport  the  same  ought  to  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

2d.     Motion  in  reference  to  lettering  streets,  etc. 

We  request  further  time  on  same,  and  ask  the  Finance  Committee  be  added. 
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3d.     In  reference  to  S.  O.  68,  1879,  and  remonstrance  thereto. 

This  proposed  ordinance  is  to  grade,  and  pave  with  brick,  the  south  sidewalk  of 
Seventh  street,  from  Meridian  street  to  Illinois  street.

Your  committee  report  against  the  passage  of  said  motion,  but  in  favor  of  allow- 
ing him  to  put  the  same  in  the  alley  running  north  and  south,  and  in  the  rear  and 
immediately  adjacent  to  said  premises,  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engi- 
neer.

We  recommend  permission  for  the  same  be  granted,  and  the  work  be  done  under 
the  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

Is  a  motion  that  William  JBuschman  be  allowed  to  sink  a  place  for  waste 
water,  under  the  sidewalk  on  St.  Mary  street,  adjoining  his  property. 

We  think  it  inexpedient  to  make  a  precedent  of  this  kind,  and  recommend  the 
indefinite  postponement  of  the  motion. 

7th.     Petition  to  vacate  an  alley  and  four  lots,  fully  described  by  diagram  at- 
tached thereto,  the  original  of  which  is  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 
Your  committee  recommend  that  so  much  of  said  petition  as  relates  to  said  alley 
be  granted,  under  the  proper  laws  regulating  vacations  of  alleys,  and  that  the  bal- 
ance of  said  petition  be  refused.

To  the  Honorable  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  of  Indianapolis: 

53The  undersigned,  being  members  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  City  Dispensary, 
with  other  practicing  physicians  of  this  city,  would  respectfully  beg  leave  to  set 
before  you  the  following  facts  in  regard  to  the  resident  physicians  of  the  Dispen- 
sary, and  request  that  certain  changes  (hereafter  mentioned)  maybe  made,  if,  after 
due  consideration  you  deem  them  just  and  reasonable. 

That  the  resident  physicians  at  the  Dispensary  (two  in  number),  with  a  prescrip- 
tion clerk,  are  attending  to  all  the  pauper  practice  of  this  city,  outside  the  City 
Hospital,  including  the  Station  House,  and  all  surgical  and  obstetrical  business;  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  which  duties  they  are  held  responsible  by  you.  That  be- 
sides a  large  amount  of  business  done  at  their  office,  requiring  several  hours  each 
day,  they  have  a  large  visiting  list  of  patients  who  require  daily  attendance  at  their 
homes,  and  these  mostly  living  in  distant  parts  of  the  city,  too  far  to  be  reached  at 
all  times  without  the  aid.  of  some  conveyance,  which  the  present  rates  of  remuner- 
ation will  not  justify  ihem  in  employing  without  drawing  upon  other  resources. 

By  reference  to  their  report,  made  to  your  committee,  for  the  quarter  ending, 
October  31st,  you  will  see  what  is  the  amount  of  labor  they  have  performed-  -that 
during  that  period  they  treated  over  fourteen  hundred  patients,  and  have  besides- 
their  office  work  made  over  three  hundred  visits  per  month  (at  a  cost  to  the  city 
of  about  eighteen  cents  per  visit).  This,  perhaps,  is  as  large  a  business  as  any 
medical  firm  of  this  city  is  doing,  and  without  the  necessary  aids  to  facilitate  their 
work — in  short,  that  they  are  over- worked  and  tmoter-paid.  They  do  not  expect  to 
make  money  out  of  their  positions,  but  simply  to  make  a  living  out  of  them  during 
the  time  they  are  engaged,  and  this  they  certainly  can  not  do  at  the  present  rates. 
They  are  well  educated  and  competent  young  men,  and  still  are  receiving  less  re- 
muneration for  their  services  than  common  laborers. 

We,  as  members  of  the  Dispensary  Staff,  without  any  interest  personally  in  the 
matter,  but  the  service  we  render  gratuitously,  have  thought  proper  to  send  this- 
communication,  and  respectfully  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  these  officers  be 
increased,  severally,  to  four,  five,  and  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  Druggist, 
Assistant,  and  Superintendent — and  we  would  state  that  in  our  judgment  these  are 
the  minimum  rates  that  should  be  allowed  for  these  services.

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Fourteenth.     Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  clean  the  gutter  on  the 
south  side  of  North  street,  from  West  to  California  street;  the  water  can  not  flow. 
We  recommend  the  work  be  done. 

14J.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  bowlder  and  raise  grade  of  the 
mouth  of  the  first  alley  south  of  Maryland  street,  on  the  west  side  of  Illinois 
street. 

We  recommend  a  stone  crossing  be  made  at  this  place. 

Fifteenth.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  fill,  at  once3  with  broken 
stone,  the  chuck-hole  at  the  corner  of  South  and  West  streets. 

We  recommend  the  hole  be  filled  with  gravel  instead  of  broken  stone. 

Sixteenth.  Is  a  petition  that  the  gutters  of  Mulberry  street  and  their  connec- 
tions be  so  repaired,  as  to  admit  of  free  flow  of  water. 

We  recommend  the  work  be  done  by  the  Street  Commissioner. 

Seventeenth.  Is  a  petition  from  a  number  of  property  owners  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  intersection  of  Vermont  and  Delaware  streets,  to  have  a  stone  walk  made 
across  the  alleys  on  the  south  side  of  Vermont  street,  between  Delaware  and  Penn- 
sylvania streets.     One  alley  is  ten  and  the  other  is  thirty  feet  wide. 

Inasmuch  as  this  is  very  central  and  a  much  needed  improvement,  we  recom- 
mend the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  granted. 

Eighteenth.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  be,  and  are 
Tiereby,  ordered  to  improve  Indiana  avenue  and  Michigan  Koad,  from  Fall  Creek 
^bridge  to  White  Kiver,  and  that  they  be  instructed  to  obtain  what  aid  they  can 
from  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  and  from  any  other  citizens  who  may 
want  to  donate  money,  gravel,  teams,  or  labor  for  such  improvement. 

This  motion  was  not  referred  by  Council,  but  we  have  considered  the  matter, 
and  feeling  confident  of  the  support  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  we 
report  upon  the  same.  This  is  a  road  inside  the  city,  and  is  in  a  very  bad  condi- 
tion. It  will  cost  about  four  hundred  dollars  to  make  the  contemplated  repairs. 
There  has  been  over  one  hundred  dollars  in  cash  subscribed,  all  the  gravel  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  work  donated,  all  the  laborers  necessary  to  do  the  shoveling, 
and  two  teams  additional  will  be  furnished  by  the  county.  We  recommend  that 
a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  be  expended  for  the  above  repairs,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Street  Commissioner. 

Alderman  Mussmann  moved  not  to  concur  in  the  18th  clause. 

Which  motion  failed  of  adoption  by  the  following  vote  :

The  following  report  from  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  was 
read ;  and  this  body  concurred  with  the  Common  Council  in  approving 
the  same  [see  page  693,  ante]  :

Gentlemen : — We  would  respectfully  report,  that  in  June  last  there  was  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  $1,266.00,  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  New  Jersey  street 
bridge  over  Pogue's  Kun  and  St.  Clair  street  bridge  over  the  canal. 
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"We  have  completed  the  bridges  at  a  cost  of  $954.49,  leaving  a  balance  of  $311.51 
of  the  appropriation  unexpended. 

"We  would  recommend  that  said  balance  be  used  in  the  payment  of  labor  and 
material  used  in  the  construction  of  the  Walnut  street  bridge  over  the  canal.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  the  first  clause  was 
received,  and  the  second  clause  referred  to  the  Joint  Committees  on  Ju- 
diciary and  City  Attorney : 

Indianapolis,  December  15,  1879. 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — Since  your  last  regular  meeting,  in  the  case  of  The  State  ex  rel 
Maria  Tieman  et  al.  vs.  The  City,  the  Superior  Court,  in  Special  Term,  has  sus- 
tained the  demurrer  of  the  city  to  the  alternate  writ  of  mandate. 

This  was  an  action  to  compel  the  city  to  refund  certain  taxes  alleged  to  have 
been  illegally  assessed  and  collected  from  the  relators. 

It  was  claimed  on  behalf  of  the  relators  that  the  property,  upon  which  the  taxes 
were  assessed,  was  exempt  from  taxation  under  8th  clause  of  section  7  of  the  Act 
December  21st,  1872  (see  Acts  of  1872-3,  page  59),  which  provides  that  five  hundred 
dollars  of  the  estate  of  a  widow  and  an  unmarried  female,  when  their  whole  estate 
does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

In  behalf  of  the  city  I  raised  the  question  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  above 
law,  and  the  Court,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  question,  held  the  law  uncon- 
stitutional and  sustained  the  demurrer  to  the  writ. 

As  a  result  of  this  decision,  the  city  not  only  can  not  be  compelled  to  refund 
said  taxes,  or  any  others  of  like  character,  but  the  city  can  assess  and  compel  the 
payment  of  taxes  upon  that  portion  of  the  property  of  widows  and  unmarried  fe- 
males which  has  of  late  been  exempt  from  taxation  upon  the  supposed  validity  of 
said  law. 

2d,  I  also  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  case  of  The  City 
vs,  George  W.  Scott  et  al.  the  defendants  have  obtained  a  change  of  the  venue  of 
said  cause  to  Hendricks  county. 

This  is  an  action  to  recover  possession  of  the  South  Park,  and  the  trial  of  the 
cause  in  another  county  will  be  attended  with  considerable  expense,  which  will 
doubtless  have  to  be  paid  by  the  city  if  the  defendants  should  prove  insolvent,  and 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  defendants  have  signified  their  willingness  to  pay  the 
back  rent,  to-wit,  one  hundred  dollars,  which  matured  September  1st,  1879,  and 
also  pay  the  rent  in  the  future,  provided  they  are  permitted  to  remain  in  possession 
of  the  property,  1  have  thought  it  best  to  report  these  facts  for  such  action  thereon 
as  you  may  deem  proper.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Bridges,  together  with  a  like  committee  from 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  whom  were  referred  sundry  motions,  would  respectfully 
report  as  follows  thereon : 

1st.  Is  a  motion  requiring  us  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  bridge 
over  the  canal  on  Seventh  street. 

We  regard  the  erection  of  such  bridge  inexpedient  at  this  time,  owing  to  inade- 
quate appropriations,  and  would  recommend  no  steps  be  taken  toward  the  erection 
of  said  bridge. 

2d.  Are  three  questions  propounded  for  answers  from  our  committees  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  The  cost  and  kind  of  pine  lumber  used  in  the  city's  bridges. 
The  kind  is  a  good  quality  of  N  orway  Pine,  and  cost  $10.50  per  M. 

2.  The  cost  and  kind  of  Oak  lumber  that  might  be  used. 

There  might  be  used  burr  oak,  pin  oak,  red  oak,  black  oak,  and  swamp  oak,  but 
white  oak  is  the  kind  generally  used,  at  a  cost  of  $12.00  to  $15.00  per  M.,  delivered 
in  the  city. 

3.  Whether  oak  is  not  the  cheapest  and  best. 

Oak  should  be  used  for  everything  pertaining  to  bridges  except  for  flooring,  and 
pine  at  $10.50  per  M.  is  the  cheapest  for  that  purpose.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen : — Your  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  were  referred  sundry  papers, 
would  beg  leave  to  report  upon  them  as  follows  : 

1st.  Is  an  ordinance  to  provide  for  constructing  a  brick  sewer  (at  the  expense 
of  the  city),  from  the  intersection  of  Coburn  and  East  streets,  on  and  along  East 
street  to  Yeiser  street ;  thence  in  and  along  Yeiser  street  to,  and  connecting  with, 
the  Madison  avenue  sewer. 

We  recommend  that  the  further  consideration  of  this  ordinance  be  postponed 
until  next  spring,  for  the  reason  that  the  sewer  can  not  be  built  during  the  winter 
months,  and  for  the  better  reason  that  we  have  no  funds,  at  the  present  time,  for 
such  an  expenditure. 

2d.  Are  the  reports  of  the  City  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  setting  forth  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  the  month  of  November. 

By  comparison  with  the  books  of  these  officials,  we  find  their  reports  correct. 

3d.  Is  a  request  from  J.  T.  Magner,  M.  F.  Connett,  G.  S.  Wright,  W.  G.  Was- 
son,  L.  A.  Fulmer,  Dr.  W.  Wands,  W.  E.  Jeffries,  and  T.  N.  Watson,  for  telephonic 
connection  with  their  respective  offices. 

We  would  recommend  that,  in  view  of  the  many  valuable  privileges  granted  by 
the  city  to  the  Telephone  Company,  they  be  requested  to  put  the  same  up  free  of 
charge. 

4th.  Are  propositions  from  H.  A.  Moore  and  Tucker  &  Dorsey,  to  furnish  and 
put  up  their  respective  street-guides  upon  all  the  lamp-posts  at  all  cross- streets  in 
the  city. 

While  your  committee  is  of  opinion  that  either  of  the  plans  proposed  is  prac- 
ticable, and  that  the  city  should  (when  her  financial  condition  will  permit),  adopt 
some  plan  of  street-guide,  for  the  present  we  recommend  no  further  action.

COMMUNICATIONS,    ETC.,    FROM    THE    MAYOR. 

His  Honor,  Mayor  Caven,   presented  the  following  communication 
which  was  referred  to  the  Hospital  Board : 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

The  undersigned  petitioner,  takes  permission  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  he  is  the  owner  and  occupant  of  house  No.  151,  Elizabeth  street,  in  this  city  ; 
that  opposite  of  said  house  there  is  a  vacant  lot  which  is  much  deeper  than  the 
street ;  that  on  account  of  the  absence  of  gutters  in  said  street,  the  water,  whenever 
it  rains,  runs  into  said  lot,  becomes  stagnant  there,  and  spreads  a  disagreeable  and 
unhealthy  odor.  The  same  condition  of  things  exists  four  lots  west  from  the  said 
house  151  Elizabeth  streei,  where  this  petitioner  also  owns  a  lot,  and  where  the  lot 
next  to  it  also  fills  with  water  after  a  rain.  These  two  vacant  lots  are,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  absence  of  gutters,  regular  nuisances,  which  hinder  this  petitioner  in 
the  full  enjoyment  of  his  property.  Your  petitioner  therefore  respectfully  requests 
that  proper  steps  be  taken  to  vacate  said  nuisances,  and  that  the  proper  officers  be 
clothed  with  suflScient  authority  to  act  in  the  matter  as  it  is  proper.

which,  on  motion  by  Councilman  McKay,  was  referred  to  His  Honor, 
Mayor  Caven,  the  Council  and  Aldermanic  Committee  on  Public  Chari- 
ties and  the  City  Attorney  : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Dec.  20th,  1879. 
Hon.  John  Caven : 

Dear  Sir:  —  As  you  are  doubtless  aware,  we  are  about  building  and  operating  a 
Friendly  Inn  and  Work  Yard.  As  it  is  a  matter  in  which  the  city  is  directly  in- 
terested, permit  us  to  explain  its  idea  and  plan  of  action. 

The  Friendly  Inn  is  for  the  use  of  the  transient  and  tramps  who  are  willing  to 
work  as  payment  for  food  and  lodging.  It  will  be  located  on  the  line  of  the  Bee 
Line  road,  on  ground  which  is  leased  to  us  for  five  years,  on  payment  of  taxes, 
only.  Our  idea  is  expressed  in  the  words:  "  Work  for  all.  Food  and  Lodging  for 
all  who  will  work."  On  entering,  the  transient  is  compelled  to  take  a  bath,  is 
furnished  a  clean  night  shirt,  and  is  given  a  comfortable  bed.  This  is  in  the  in- 
terest of  cleanliness  as  well  as  humanity.  In  the  morning  he  is  required  to  work 
for  about  three  hours  in  payment  of  lodging  and  food.  This  Inn  makes  provis- 
ion also  for  transient  women,  who  will  pay  for  what  they  receive  by  washing  and 
cleaning. 

This  Inn  will  be  located  inside  an  enclosure  which  is  the  wood-yard.  The  space 
thus  enclosed  is  about  14,000  square  feet.  In  this  yard  there  is  room  for  several 
hundred  cords  of  wood. 

This  is  designed  to  furnish  work  for  any  residents  of  the  city  who  are  out  of 
work.     We  will  pay  fifty  cents  a  day  to  all  such,  in  money,  food,  or  fuel,  enough 
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to  support  them  during  the  exigency.  No  one  need  he  out  of  work,  or  suffer  from 
hunger,  or  ask  for  charity,  who  is  willing  to  work. 

This  Friendly  Inn  is  no  new  and  untried  experiment.  It  has  been  tried  in  Bos- 
ton, and  in  Providence,  E.  I.,  with  success.  In  Providence  the  mayor  reports  that 
it  saved  the  city  $6000.     In  Boston  it  has  nearly  paid  expenses. 

One  feature  of  the  plan  which  merits  attention  is  the  help  it  has  been  to  these  cities 
in  diminishing  the  tramp  element.  In  each  city  the  lodgers  at  the  station-houses 
are  informed  that  they  will  be  taken  by  the  police  to  the  wood-yard,  will  be  fed, 
and  then  required  to  work  until  eleven  o'clock.  In  Providence  the  falling  off  in 
station-house  lodgers  was  4,300  in  a  single  year.  The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  Bos- 
ton report  to  the  same  effect. 

The  records  of  the  city  courts  will  show  that  a  large  number  of  the  offenders  are 
from  this  class  The  cost  of  prosecution  and  of  maintenance  in  the  city  prison  is 
a  large  item.  It  would  certainly  be  a  saving  to  the  city  if  these  men  could  either 
be  forced  to  work,  or  could  be  kept  away  from  the  city  by  the  knowledge  that  they 
would  be  required  to  work. 

There  are  others,  also,  who,  from  having  no  proper  place  to  go,  "  fall  among 
thieves."  Our  Inn  and  yard  will — 1st.  Thus  put  the  icork-test  to  each  applicant 
for  relief,  to  every  tramp  and  beggar.  2d.  It  will  furnish  good  baths,  good,  beds, 
and  good  food  to  all  who  will  work.  3d.  It  will  relieve  the  station-houses  of  a 
crowd  of  disorderly  or  unpleasant  lodgers.  4th.  It  will  warn  away  from  the  city 
the  tramps.  5th.  It  will  give  shelter  to  the  stranded  and  forlorn.  Such  an  enter- 
prise in  other  cities  is  operated  by  the  city  authoritites.  Here  it  is  undertaken  by 
private  benevolence.  But  to  ensure  its  success,  it  should  have  the  co-operation  of 
the  city. 

We  respectfully  ask  such  co-operation  in  money  and  by  ordinance.  We  ask 
that  a  grant  of  one  thousand  dollars  be  made  toward  building  and  equipping  the 
Inn.  We  ask  that  there  be  passed  an  ordinance  requiring  all  station-house  lodg- 
ers to  work  in  the  Work-Yard  three  hours  each  morning  for  lodging  and  food. 
We  would  be  willing  that  a  representative  of  the  Council  should  be  put  on  the 
committee  of  management  to  ensure  the  wise  expenditure  of  money,  and  the  faith- 
ful carrying  out  of  the  idea. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  Inn  and  its  full  equipment  is  about  $2,000.  When  in 
operation,  it  is  believed  that  it  will  be  self-supporting.

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of 
the  Mayor,  on  the  subject  of  resolutions  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Gen.  Jeff.  C. 
Davis,  would  report: 

That  in  compliance  with  your  instructions  the  committee  presented  a  communi- 
cation to  Mrs.  Davis  requesting  that  the  remains  of  the  General  be  permitted  to  lie 
in  state  in  the  corridor  of  the  Court  House  at  such  time  as  might  be  acceptable  to 
her  feelings,  which  request  was  complied  with,  and  the  body  lay  in  state  at  such 
place  a  large  portion  of  the  afternoon  of  Dec.  2d,  1879,  and  although  no  public 
notice  had  been  given,  the  distinguished  dead  was  looked  upon  by  many  thousands, 
and  a  marked  peculiarity  was  the  great  number  of  children  among  the  visitors. 

Gen.  Davis  was  a  native  of  Indiana,  born  in  Clark  county,  March  2d,  1827,  and 
died  in  Chicago,  November  30th,  1879,  in  the  52d  year  of  his  age. 

While  but  a  boy  he  served  with  great  credit  as  a  private  soldier  in  the  war  with 
Mexico,  and  was  under  Gen.  Taylor,  at  the  battle  of  Buena  Yista  and  during  the 
campaign. 

On  the  17th  day  of  June  1848,  he  was  commissioned  as  Second  Lieutenant  in  the 
1st  artillery,  regular  army  of  II.  S.,  and  was  promoted  to  First  Lieutenant  on  the 
29th  day  of  February  1852,  and  to  Captain,  May  14th,  1861.  Of  date  Dec.  1st, 
1879,  General  Sherman  in  General  Order  No.  104  writes  of  him:  "When  the  great 
civil  war  of  1861  burst  on  this  country,  he  knew  the  little  regular  army  was  entirely 
inadequate  to  the  occasion,  and  he  turned  at  once  to  his  friends  in  Indiana,  and  was 
elected  Colonel  of  the  22d  Indiana  Infantry,  Aug.  15,  1861.  His  was  no  incertain 
action  but  with  all  the  ardor  of  his  nature  he  threw  his  whole  soul  into  the  contest  and 
wherever  the  fighting  was  hardest,  for  four  years  we  find  him  at  the  very  front." 

He  afterwards  rose  to  the  rank  of  Corps  Commander  in  which  capacity  he  served 
with  great  galantry  and  distinction  ranking  among  the  great  Captains  of  the  war, 
but  to  recount  his  achievements  would  be  a  history. 

He  was  not  a  mere  soldier  pursuing  the  profession  of  arms  or  actuated  by  mere 
ambition,  but  was  a  patriot,  and  it  was  this  intense  love  of  country  and  determina- 
tion the  Union  should  be  saved,  that  nerved  his  arm  and  fired  his  heart,  and  that 
which  went  peculiarly  to  made  him  the  great  soldier  he  was.  That  he  was  Indiana's 
greatest  soldier  is  of  course  undisputed,  and  Indiana  may  well  be  proud  of  him  and 
do  him  honor ;  therefore,

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Resolved^  That  in  Gen.  Jefferson  C.  Davis,  we  recognize  Indiana's  foremost 
soldier  in  the  war  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  and  we  honor  him  for  his- 
great  soldierly  qualaties  and  grand  patriotism,  and  when  he  died  a  good  man  and 
great  soldier  fell,  and  the  army  and  nation  has  suffered  a  great  and  irreparable  loss. 
We  had  hoped  he  would  live  long  to  enjoy  the  honors  he  had  won,  and  lament  his 
death,  and  tender  our  deepest  sympathy  to  his  widow,  relatives  and  friends.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  fined  for  placing  or  hanging  goods  or  signs  on 
or  across  any  sidewalk  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  unless  twenty-four  hours  notice 
shall  have  been  given  to  such  person  or  persons  so  obstructing  such  sidewalk,  by 
some  policeman  or  other  officer  of  the  city,  to  remove  such  obstruction.  Provided, 
any  person  or  persons  once  notified  and  shall  repeat  the  offense  by  placing  the 
same  or  similar  obstructions,  no  additional  notice  shall  be  necessary. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  owners  of  real  estate  along  the  line  of  Highland 
street,  between  Washington  and  Ohio  streets,  desire  to  remonstrate  against  the 
passage  of  Special  Ordinance  No.  75,  entitled  "  An  ordinance  to  provide  for,  grad- 
ing and  graveling  the  sidewalk  and  roadway,  and  bowldering  and  curbing  with 
stone  the  gutters  of  Highland  street,  from  Washington  street  to  the  north  line  of 
Ohio  street,  and  repealing  Special  Ordinance  No.  48,  1879,"  now  pending  before 
your  honorable  bodies,  for  the  reason  that  said  ordinance  provides  that  the  work 
shall  be  done  according  to  stakes  set  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  and  does  not  in 
any  manner  establish  the  grade  of  the  street  when  improved.  As  the  establish- 
ment of  a  grade  is  very  necessary  upon  the  line  of.  this  street,  for  the  reason  that 
it  is  at  present  very  uneven  and  without  any  established  grade,  we  think  the  ordi- 
nance should  by  its  terms  fix  the  grade  of  the  street.  We  are  informed  that  the 
Engineer  has  made  a  profile  under  which  he  expects  to  have  the  work  done,  and 
we  do  most  earnestly  protest  against  the  improvement  of  this  street  according. to 
that  profile,  as  it  will  cut  down  Market  street  at  the  point  of  intersection  about 
one  and  a  quarter  feet,  and  will  leave  that  street  at  that  point  in  a  very  bad  condi- 
tion, unless  it  is  graded  east  and  west  of  Highland  street  to  make  it  conform  to  it, 
which  would  have  to  be  paid  for  by  the  city;  while  Highland  street,  between 
Washington  and  Market,  the  distance  of  one  square,  will  be  left  with  a  very  deep 
depression  or  valley  about  half  way  between  the  streets,  and  the  grade  will  be  so 
steep  that  the  gravel  placed  upon  it  will  in  a  very  short  time  be  entirely  washed 
off.  An  examination  of  the  locality  will  demonstrate  to  any  person  that  before 
any  lasting  improvements  are  made  upon  this  street,  the  grades  of  Market  and 
Highland  streets  at  the  point  of  intersection  must  be  very  materially  changed,  as 
the  intersection  is  upon  the  apex  of  a  steep  knoll ;  and  when  the  grades  of  the 
two  streets  are  properly  established  they  will  have  a  gradual  descent,  sufficient  to 
properly  drain  them  and  no  more.  Again,  the  improvement  as  now  proposed  will 
cause  the  flooding  of  a  great  deal  of  the  surrounding  property,  by  the  backing  up 
of  surface  water  that  will  be  drained  upon  it. 

For  these  reasons  we  most  earnestly  protest  and  remonstrate  against  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  or  the  making  of  this  improvement,  until  such  time  as  it  can  be 
properly  done,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  an  improvement  instead  of  a  damage 
to  our  property.     And  we,  therefore,  ask  that  said  ordinance  be  not  passed.

Parvin  of  this  city,  offers  to  examine  the  water  of  all  the  principal  wells  of  this 
city;  the  only  expense  to  the  city  will  be  cost  of  vessels  and  transportation, 
amounting  to  probably  ten  or  fifteen  dollars.

their  best  judgement,  they  deem  proper.  Provided,  the  same  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars,  ($175.00).

800  Journal  of  Board  of  Aldermen.  [Regular  Session 

The  following  report  and  resolutions  from  the  special  Committee  were 
read ;  and  this  body  concurred  with  the  Common  Council  in  approving 
the  same,  [see  pages  7  7 9,  and  780  ante]  : 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of 
the  Mayor,  on  the  subject  of  resolutions  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Gen.  Jeff.  C. 
Davis,  would  report: 

That  in  compliance  with  your  instructions  the  committee  presented  a  communi- 
cation to  Mrs.  Davis  requesting  that  the  remains  of  the.  General  be  permitted  to  lie 
in  state  in  the  corridor  of  the  Court  House  at  such  time  as  might  be  acceptable  to 
her  feelings,  which  request  was  complied  with,  and  the  body  lay  in  state  at  such 
place  a  large  portion  of  the  afternoon  of  Dec.  2d,  1879,  and  although  no  public 
notice  had  been  given,  the  distinguished  dead  was  looked  upon  by  many  thousands, 
and  a  marked  peculiarity  was  the  great  number  of  children  among  the  visitors. 

Gen.  Davis  was  a  native  of  Indiana,  born  in  Clark  county,  March  2d,  1827,  and 
died  in  Chicago,  November  30th,  1879,  in  the  52d  year  of  his  age. 

Wbile  but  a  boy  he  served  with  great  credit  as  a  private  soldier  in  the  war  with 
Mexico,  and  was  under  Gen.  Taylor,  at  the  battle  of  Buena  Vista  and  during  the 
campaign. 

On  the  17th  day  of  June  1848,  he  was  commissioned  as  Second  Lieutenant  in  the 
1st  artillery,  regular  army  of  IT.  S.,  and  was  promoted  to  First  Lieutenant  on  the 
29th  day  of  February  1852,  and  to  Captain,  May  14th,  1861.  Of  date  Dec.  1st, 
1879,  General  Sherman  in  General  Order  ]STo  104  writes  of  him  :  "When  the  great 
civil  war  of  1861  burst  on  this  country,  he  knew  the  little  regular  army  was  entirely 
inadequate  to  the  occasion,  and  he  turned  at  once  to  his  friends  in  Indiana,  and  was 
elected  Colonel  of  the  22d  Indiana  Infantry,  Aug.  15,  1861.  His  was  no  incertain 
action  but  with  all  the  ardor  of  his  nature  he  threw  his  whole  soul  into  the  contest  and 
wherever  the  fighting  was  hardest,  for  four  years  we  find  him  at  the  very  front." 

He  afterwards  rose  to  the  rank  of  Corps  Commander  in  which  capacity  he  served 
with  great  galantry  and  distinction  ranking  among  the  great  Captains  of  the  war, 
but  to  recount  his  achievements  would  be  a  history. 

He  was  not  a  mere  soldier  pursuing  the  profession  of  arms  or  actuated  by  mere 
ambition,  but  was  a  patriot,  and  it  was  this  intense  love  of  country  and  determina- 
tion the  Union  should  be  saved,  that  nerved  his  arm  and  fired  his  heart,  and  that 
which  went  peculiarly  to  made  him  the  great  soldier  he  was.  That  he  was  Indiana's 
greatest  soldier  is  of  course  undisputed,  and  Indiana  may  well  be  proud  of  him  and 
do  him  honor ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  in  Gen.  Jefferson  C.  Davis,  we  recognize  Indiana's  foremost 
soldier  in  the  war  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  and  we  honor  him  for  his 
great  soldierly  qualaties  and  grand  patriotism,  and  when  he  died  a  good  man  and 
great  soldier  fell,  and  the  army  and  nation  has  suffered  a  great  and  irreparable  loss. 
We  had  hoped  he  would  live  long  to  enjoy  the  honors  he  had  won,  and  lament  his  . 
death,  and  tender  our  deepest  sympathy  to  his  widow,  relatives  and  friends.

Gentlemen: — The  following  cases  have  been  tried  in  the  Superior  Court  since 
.  your  last  meeting  : 

The  case  of  Amelda  K,  Mortland,  administratrix,  vs.  The  City,  was  tried  by  a 
jury,  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  in  favor  of  The  City. 

This  was  an  action  for  damages  by  the  administratrix  of  Alex.  M.  Mortland,  de- 
ceased, growing  out  of  an  accident  to  the  deceased,  on  the  west  Michigan  street  fill, 
which  resulted  in  his  death.  The  action  was  based  upon  the  alleged  negligence  of 
the  city  in  not  providing  suitable  barriers  along  the  edge  of  the  road  to  prevent 
horses  and  vehicles  from  running  off  at  the  sides  of  the  fill  in  case  of  accident.  The 
road  in  question  is  not,  probably,  as  secure  as  it  should  be,  and  it  might  be  well 
enough  to  take  some  action  that  would  give  greater  security  to  travelers,  in  order 
that  accidents  might  be  avoided  in  the  future. 

The  case  of  James  Muse  vs.  The  City,  was  tried  by  a  jury  and  resulted  in  a  ver- 
dict in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  for  $501.38. 

This  was  an  action  to  recover  a  balance  alleged  to  be  due  the  plaintiff  upon  a 
contract  with  The  City  for  the  deepening  and  widening  the  State  ditch.  The  find- 
ing of  the  jury  is  the  amount  due,  as  appears  by  the  contract,  with  6  per  cent,  in- 
terest since  the  work  was  completed ;  and  if  the  contract  was  right,  the  verdiet  is 
not  unreasonable.  It  was  claimed  on  behalf  of  the  city — the  issue  having  been 
made  up  by  my  predecessor — that  there  was  a  mistake  in  drawing  the  contract ;  all 
the  evidence  that  could  be  had  was  offered  on  the  trial,  but  without  effect.  This  is 
the  second  trial  of  the  cause.  On  the  first  trial  there  was  a  finding  and  judgment 
for  the  amount  due  on  the  contract,  without  interest;  and  on  the  last  trial  the  jury 
allowed  interest. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  apply  for  a  new  trial,  but  I  have  filed  a  motion  in 
arrest  of  judgment,  and  if  the  motion  should  be  overruled,  I  would  recommend 
that  the  cause  be  appealed.

Ours  has  ever  been  a  work  of  faith  in  Him  who  came 
to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost  May  His  strength  be  made  perfect  in  our.

Your  Committees  on  Printing  herewith  submit  a  first  draft  of  City  Statistics  for 
1878,  prepared  in  accordance  with  your  orders  of  November  3d  and  5th,  1878 
which  order  was  as  follows  :  "That  the  Committees  on  Printing  be  authorized  to 
employ  all  necessary  assistance,  and  to  obtain,  as  soon  as  possible,  all  necessary 
Statistics  for  the  proper  State  authorities,  and  to  make  the  same  as  complete  as  pos- 
sible." A  copy  of  this  draft  will  be  at  once  made,  and  the  same  will  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Statistics  before  this  report  will  reach  the  Board  of 
Aldermen.

The  report  herewith  furnishes  the  State  Bureau  with  all  the  information  asked 
fur,  with  the  exception  of  "Division  F — Death  Rates."  The  Board  of  Health  has 
furnished  us  with  monthly  mortality  reports  from  September  1st,  1872,  to  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1879 — seven  years  and  four  months.  The  tabulating  of  these  reports  has 
been  delayed  until  a  certain  inquiry  sent  the  United  Census  Office  shall  have  been 
answered.  This  postponement  is  by  and  withathe  consent  and  advice  of  the  State 
Bureau. 

Your  committees  would  mention  the  fact  that  the  State  Bureau  blank  is  not  as 
full  and  comprehensive  an  one  as  should  be  published  in  connection  with  the  Jour- 
nals of  yoilr  honorable  bodies.  We  would,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  that  we  be 
Authorized  to  instruct  our  Statistician,  Geo.  H.  Fleming,  to  forthwith  prepare  such 
a  report  as  tbe  city's  interests  demand,  and  that  such  report,  as  fast  as  completed,  be 
printed  in  sufficient  quantities  for  distribution  and  preservation.  Our  estimate  of 
the  clerical  work  we  place  at  a  sum  not  exceeding  $100. 

We  would,  also,  suggest  that  steps  be  speedily  taken  to  get  up  statistics  for  the 
year  1879.  One  of  the  chief  difficulties  in  the  way  of  satisfactory  statements  for 
1878  arose  from  the  fact  that  no  work  was  done  thereon  until  nearly  the  end  of 
1879;  our  business  men  had,  consequently,  either  forgotten  about  their  sales  or 
manufacturing  for  the  first  year,  or  were  indifferent  to  or  opposed  to  taking  the 
trouble  of  furnishing  the  same.  Most  of  our  houses  have  now  but  recently  taken 
inventories  and  closed  up  their  books  for  1879;  therefore,  they  would  the  more 
willingly  furnish  the  important  information  sought,  and  this  could  be  done  with 
greater  accuracy  than  in  the  report  now  before  you.

(Continuation  of  Roll  call  of  last  meeting.) 

Councilman  VanVorhis  presented  the  following  petition ;  which  was 
received : 

To  the  Honorable  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

The  undersigned,  owners  of  property  fronting  on  Meridian  street,  north  of  New 
York  street,  in  said  city,  respectfully  represent  that  the  wooden  blocks  laid  on  said 
street,  a  few  years  ago,  have  decayed  and  worn  out,  so  that  said  street,  between  New 
York  and  St.  Clair  streets,  has  become  and  is  impassable  insomuch  that  the  same 
is  no  longer  used  as  a  thoroughfare.  That  the  miasma  arising  therefrom  greatly 
tends  to  produce  dangerous  diseases  to  persons  living  along  the  line  of  said  street. 
That  the  tendencj7  of  all  wood,  when  put  upon  streets,  is  to  rapidly  decay  and  cause 
such  streets  to  become  early  out  of  repair  and  difficult  of  repair,  and  to  cause  the 
sickly  miasma  above  mentioned,  and  thus  tend  to  lessen  the  value  of  the  property 
bordering  the  same,  in  the  market;  that  such  improvements  are  most  expensive 
and  least  durable  that  can  be  made  in  this  city. 

That  said  street,  between  Washington  and  New  York  streets,  is  now,  and  has 
foeen  for  about  twenty  years,  improved  by  bowlders  ;  that  such  improvement  was 
made  at  a  small  cost,  as  compared  with  wood  ;  that  the  same  is  now,  and  has  been 
for  several,  years,  the  only  part  of  the  street  suitable  and  fit  for  use,  while  the  cost 
of  repairing  the  same  has  been  quite  small,  if  anything  has  been  expended  for  that 
purpose.  Your  petitioners  therefore  pray  your  honorable  bodies  to  pass  an  ordi- 
nance for  taking  up  said  decayed  and  worn  out  wooden  blocks,  and  replace  the 
same  with  good  substantial  stone  bowlders,  or  broken  stone  pavement,  of  the  full 
width  of  the  street,  from  curb  to  curb,  between  said  New  York  and  St.  Clair  streets, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Engineer,  and  if  deemed  advisable,  some  person 
of  judgment  and  experience  in  that  kind  of  work;  the  expense  thereof,  except  for 
street  and  alley  crossings,  to  be  paid  by  the  persons  owning  property  fronting  on 
said  street  so  improved.

REPORTS,    ETC,    FROM    OFFICIAL    BOARDS. 

The  Fire  Board,  and  Committees  on  Water,  through  Councilman  Pear- 
son, submitted  the  following  report ;   which  was  concurred  in  : 

Indianapolis,  Feb.  2,  1880. 
To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — The  Joint  Committees  on  Water  and  Fire  Board,  together  with 
the  Mayor  and  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  adjustment 
of  water  rates  for  water  furnished  the  city  by  the  Indianapolis  Water  Works  Com- 
pany, during  the  present  year,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  had  the  same 
under  consideration,  and  herewith  submit  the  following  in  relation  thereto : 

During  the  year  ending  September  1st,  1879,  the  city  has  had  the  use  of  5^2  hy- 
drants, paying,  however,  for  only  472,  at  the  rate  of  $50  per  hydrant,  the  other  80, 
owing  to  their  location,  being  deemed  by  the  city  practically  useless.  Since  said 
last  named  day,  the  Water  Works  Company  have  claimed  payment  of  the  full  num- 
ber of  hydrants  now  in  use,  and  until  recently  have  refused  to  yield  from  their 
position.  We  have  had  frequent  interviews  with  representatives  of  said  Company, 
and  have  endeavored  to  arrive  at  a  settlement  that  would  be  consistent  with  the 
city's  interest.  We  have  no  doubt  that  there  are  many  h}rdrants  now  in  use  that 
might  be  dispensed  with,  without  in  any  way  impairing  the  usefulness  of  the  Water- 
Works  for  fire  protection ;  and  as  there  are  a  large  number  of  hydrants  as  at  pres- 
ent located,  which  are  of  no  benefit  to  the  city,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  some 
definite  plan  should  be  adopted,  and  carried  into  effect,  by  which  there  might  be  a 
redistribution  of  the  hydrants,  in  order  that  each  hydrant  could  be  brought  into 
practicable  use.  We  further  report,  however,  that  the  Water  Works  Company 
have  recently  proposed  to  furnish  water  to  the  city  as  heretofore,  allowing  the 
city  the  use  of  all  hydrants  now  in  use,  the  city  however  to  pay  (at  the  rate  of  fifty 
dollars  per  hydrant,)  for  the  whole  number  now  in  use,  less  forty  hydrants,  and  the 
city  to  have  the  right  to  remove  any  hydrant  (at  her  own  expense)  at  any  time  to 
other  points  on  the  mains  of  said  company.  This  arrangement  to  date  back  to  Sep- 
tember the  first,  1879,  and  to  continue  until  September  the  first,  1880. 

While  this  proposition  of  said  company  is  not  as  satisfactory  as  we  hoped  to  have 
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accomplished,  yet  in  view  of  the  present  complications,  we  recommend  that  th&

Gentlemen : — Your  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry 
papers,  make  the  following  report  thereon : 

1st.  Is  a  motion  that  the  crossing  of  Pearl  street,  on  the  east  side  of  Illinois 
street,  between  Washington  and  Maryland  streets,  be  improved  by  putting  down  a 
double  stone  crossing. 

On  examination,  we  find  this  to  be  a  much  needed  improvement,  and  recom- 
mend the  work  be  done. 

2d.  Is  a  motion  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  clean  the  gutter  on  Mor- 
ris street,  from  White  river  to  J.,  M.  &  I.  railroad,  and  fill  the  chuck  holes  with 
coarse  gravel  or  broken  stone.     The  work  has  been  done. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  and  Street  Commis- 
sioner be  requested  to  report  to  thist  Council  the  probable  amount  it  requires  to 
scrape  and  clean  the  mud  gutters  of  the  city  per  year;  what  part  of  the  estimates 
made  for  the  street  department. 

We  have  made  a  careful  estimate  for  seven  months,  and  find  the  cost  of  cleaning 
mud  or  dirt  gutters  in  the  aggregate  to  be  $5,807.88,  or  $829.69  per  month  which 
would  make  the  total  expenses  for  the  year,  taking  the  average  per  month' of  the 
past  seven  months  as  a  basis,  $9,956.28,  or  nearly  one-third  of  the  whole  amount 
estimated  for  the  street  repair  department,  The  cost  of  cleaning  bowldered  and 
wooden  gutters  for  the  same  time  is  $1,848.49;  average  cost  per  month  $264.07- 
total  cost  per  year,  $3,168.84. 

4th.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Street  Commissioner  and  Board  of  Public  Improve- 
ments be  directed  to  go  and  see  what  can  be  done  to  secure  the  peoples'  property 
that  has  been  washed  away  by  the  overflow  of  Pogue's  run,  between  Merrill  street 
and  Catharine  street  bridge.

2.  Is  a  like  petition  of  Mrs.jS.  Collins;  upon  which  our  recommendation  is  the 
same. 

3.  Is  a  petition  by  C.  F.  Wishmeier,  asking  the  city  of  Indianapolis  to  make  him 
a  good  title  to  certain  grounds,  more  fully  described  in  his  petition,  and  accompa- 
nied by  a  proposition  to  pay  into  the  city  treasury  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
therefor.

The  undersigned,  property  owners  and  residents  on  Alabama  street,  between 
Seventh  and  Tenth  streets,  respectfully  ask  that  the  telephone  posts  erected  by 
the  two  telephone  companies  upon  either  side  of  Alabama  street,  between  said 
Seventh  and  Tenth  streets,  be  removed,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1st.  The  poles  should  not  have  been  placed  in  the  street,  the  alley  between  Del- 
aware and  Alabama,  and  that  between  New  Jersey  and  Alabama  streets  offering 
every  advantage  for  the  purpose. 

2d.  The  poles  were  erected  exclusively  for  a  public  purpose,  viz:  for  the  con- 
venience of  exhibitors  at  the  State  Fair.  There  being  no  use  whatever  for  telephone 
connection  with  the  Exposition  Building  when  the  fair  is  not  in  progress,  and  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture. having  resolved  to  discontinue  the  State  Fair  at  that 
place.

Is  a  motion  that  the  crossing  of  Pearl  street,  on  the  east  side  of  Illinois 
street,  between  Washington  and  Maryland  streets,  be  improved  by  putting  down  a 
double  stone  crossing. 

On  examination,  we  find  this  to  be  a  much  needed  improvement,  and  recom- 
mend the  work  be  done. 

3d.  Is  a  motion  that  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  and  Street  Commis- 
sioner be  requested  to  report  to  this  Council  the  probable  amount  it  requires  to 
scrape  and  clean  the  mud  gutters  of  the  city  per  year;  what  part  of  the  estimates 
made  for  the  street  department. 

We  have  made  a  careful  estimate  for  seven  months,  and  find  the  cost  of  cleaning 
mud  or  dirt  gutters  in  the  aggregate  to  be  $5,807.88,  or  $829.69  per  month,  which 
would  make  the  total  expenses  for  the  year,  taking  the  average  per  month  of  the 
past  seven  months  as  a  oasis,  $9,956.28,  or  nearly  one-third  of  the  whole  amount 
estimated  for  the  street  repair  department.  The  cost  of  cleaning  bowldered  and 
wooden  gutters  for  the  same  time  is  $1,848.49;  average  cost  per  month  $264.07; 
total  cost  per  year,  $3,168.84. 

Report  from  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Dispensary,  for  the  month 
of  January,  1880  (see  page  858,  ante),  was  read  and  received.

■S.  O.  18,  1880 — An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  grading,  curbing  and  bowldering 
(where  not  already  curbed  and  bowldered),  the  west  gutter  of  Delaware  street, 
from  Merrill  street  to  Madison  avenue. 

Councilman  Downey  presented  the  following  remonstrance ;  which 
was  received :

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  owners  of  real  estate  fronting  on  the  first  alley 
east  of  East  street,  between  Ohio  street  and  New  York  street,  respectfully  remon- 
strate against  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  providing  for  the  grading  and  graveling 
of  said  alley.     And  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray,  etc.

F.  W.  Dunmeyer,  from  north  to  south  205  feet; 
W.  Wilding,  from  north  to  south  35  feet;  J.

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Councilman  Kahn  presented  the  following  petition  ;  which  was  refer- 
red to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements : 

Indianapolis,  February  3,  1880. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen : — I  see  by  reference  to  Council  proceedings  of  January  5th,  1880,  that 
a  remonstrance  was  tiled  against  the  proposed  improvement  of  Highland  street, 
from  Washington  to  Ohio  street,  and  against  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  for  said 
improvement. 

The  remonstrants  seek  to  have  the  ordinance  establish  the  grade,  instead  of  the 
City  Civil  Engineer !  Was  such  a  thing  ever  done  or  heard  of  before  ?  Have  not 
the  grades  of  all  the  streets  been  established,  and  the  work  done  thereon  according 
to  stakes  set  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer  ?  If  the  Council  is  to  establish  by  ordi- 
nance the  grade  of  the  streets  to  be  improved,  what  is  the  need  of  an  Engineer? 

Now  this  proposed  improvement  is  of  a  street  (Highland)  running  north  and 
south  from  Washington  to  Ohio  street,  thus  crossing  Market'street,  which  runs  east 
and  west.  Now  the  grade  of  Washington  street  and  of  Market  street  has  already 
been  established  ;  so  that  it  is  naturally  to  be  supposed  that  Highland  street  will 
start  from  Washington  street  in  conformity  with  the  grade  of  Washington  street, 
and  that — as  the  grade  of  Market  street  has  been  established,  and  the  street  im- 
proved, according  to  the  established  grade  —  the  grade  of  Highland  street,  at  the 
intersection  or  crossing  of  Market  street,  must  conform  to  the  grade  of  Market 
street.  It  was  evidently  the  intention  of  the  city  authorities,  when  the  grade  of 
Market  street  was  established,  that  such  should  be  the  case;  for  a  public  fire  cistern 
.  was  placed  in  Highland  street  at  the  crossing  of  Market,  which  would  be  destroyed 
if  the  grade  of  Highland  street  should  be  lowered  at  that  point  as  the  remonstrants 
■seem  to  desire.  Then  see  the  injustice  and  damage  that  would  be  done  the  under- 
signed, if  the  grade  of  Market  street  should  be  changed  and  lowered,  to  suit  the 
tastes  of  the  remonstrants. 

In  addition  to  the  additional  expense  of  re  improving  Market  street,  should  the 
grade  thereof  be  changed  (having  paid  hundreds  of  dollars  for  its  original  improve- 
ment according  to  the  grade  already  established,)  the  shade  trees  planted  and  grow- 
ing, would  be  lost ;  fences  would  have  to  be  torn  down  and  rebuilt,  and  yards  re- 
graded  ;  besides,  if  the  grade  should  be  lowered  so  as  to  drain  the  "valley"  half  way 
between  Washington  and  Market  streets,  (mentioned  by  remonstrants,)  into  Market 
-street,  it  would  leave  the  house  of  the  undersigned  from  fifteen  to  twenty  feet  above 
the  grade  of  said  street  so  changed,  and  would  irreparably  damage  his  said  prop- 
erty ;  and  besides,  the  cistern  above  referred  to  would  be  perfectly  undermined. 

Now  if  the  grade  of  Highland  street  is  established  according  to  the  grade  of 
Market  and  Washington  streets,  as  now  established,  no  more  water  will  be  drained 
in  or  upon  the  property  of  the  remonstrants  than  at  present;  and  it  has  never 
rained  hard  enough  in  this  latitude  to  wash  a  handful  of  gravel  along  the  grade 
that  would  be  required  as  aforesaid. 

If  your  honorable  bodies  will  examine  the  territory  mentioned  in  ?the  remon- 
strance, you  will  find  no  "steep  knoll"  at  the  intersection  of  Highland  and  Market 
streets,  and  will  find,  I  humbly  believe,  that  Highland  street  should  be  made  in 
grade  to  conform  to  that  already  established  on  Market  street ;  and  against  any 
•change  in  the  grade  of  Market  street,  the  undersigned,  a  property  holder  thereon, 
most  earnestly  and  respectfully  protests.  J.  L.  Mitchell,

That  he  did 
so  prepare  such  plans  and  specifications,  and  that  the  same  were  duly  accepted  by 
the  officers  of  this  city,  and  proposals  for  the  erection  of  such  building,  in  accord- 
ance therewith,  duly  received  by  said  city  through  her  duly  authorized  officers,  and. 
such  contract  was  let  to  Oliver  Kelly,  and  his  bond  duly  filed  and  approved  tor  the 
completion  of  such  work;  but  that  afterwards,  by  the  action  of  your  honorable- 
body,  it  was  determined  not  to  erect  said  building,  and  said  contract  was  annulled. 
But  your  petitioner  would  show  that  he  did  and  performed  the  work  for  which  he- 
was  employed  in  good  faith,  and  that  by  an  agreement  with  the  duly  authorized 
officers  of  said  city,  at  the  time  of  such  employment,  he  was  to  receive  the  sum  of' 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  for  his  said  work ;  but  he  says  that  he  has 
never  been  paid  said  sum,  or  any  part  thereof,  nor  received  any  compensation  what- 
ever for  his  said  work,  and  he  therefore  prays  that  said  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  be  allowed  and  paid  to  him  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  city  of 
Indianapolis.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

Councilman  Hamilton  presented  the  following  communication  and 
claim : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — In  months  of  September  and  October,  1879, 1  served  your  honorable- 
bodies  in  the  capacity  of  clerk  of  your  official  boards,  and  committees,  and  did  much 
clerical  service  for  individual  Councilmen  and  Aldermen;  at  least  I  did  such  ser- 
vice for  over  thirty  out  of  the  aggregate  of  thirty-five  of  your  membership. 

During  aforesaid  two  months,  I  averaged  fully  eight  hours  a  day  of  exhausting 
labor — brain  and  pen. 

At  the  regular  session  of  the  Common  Council,  held  on  September  1st,  1879,  the 
so-called  "Committee  Clerk  Ordinance"  was  passed  by  the  Common  Council.  As 
nineteen  out  of  the  twenty-five  Councilmen  had  signed  a  document  recommending 
me  for  that  position  (which  was  a  majority  of  both  bodies),  it  was  natural  for  me- 
to  suppose  that  I  was  the  choice  of  your  honorable  bodies.  I,  therefore,  entered 
fully  upon  the  duties  of  said  office,  and  discharged  them  faithfully,  and,  I  believe, 
with  reasonable  satisfaction,  for  two  months. 

Complications  subsequently  intervened,  and  I  lost  the  position ;  but  not  until 
after  the  first  of  November,  1879.  Of  course,  my  services  were  willingly  and  vol- 
untarily given  to  all  official  boards,  committees,  and  individnal  members  of  your 
honorable  bodies,  but  not  with  such  self-sacrifice  as  could  be  paid  with  a  "thank 
you."  I,  therefore,  herewith  file  my  claim  for  an  unpaid  account  of  $100,  and  re- 
spectfully ask  that  you  refer  the  same  to  the  Joint  Committees  on  Accounts  and 
Claims,  with  instructions  to  insert  said  claim  in  their  next  appropriation  ordinance..

Having  daily  crossed,  for  the  last  eighteen  years,  the  east  Washington  and  Noble 
street  railroad  crossings,  and  although  being  a  careful  man  and  experienced  driver, 
I  have  scarcely  escaped  with  my  life  and  those  of  my  children,  this  very  morning; 
and  moreover,  danger  stares  you  in  the  face  every  time  you  are  obliged  to  cross, 
especially  at  night.  Therefore,  I  pray  your  honorable  body  to  pass  immediately  a 
necessary  act  to  provide  said  watchman  with  a  twenty-foot  pole,  and  a  red  flag  on 
the  end,  and  until  9  o'clock  at  night  a  red  light,  to  be  held  up  in  the  center  of  the 
street  at  said  railroad  crossings,  until  there  is  no  danger  in  crossing ;  or  any  other 
law  you  may  see  fit  to  answer  the  emergency,  will  greatly  oblige  humanity.

Resolved,  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  March,  1880,  the  assistants  and  em- 
ployes in  the  City  Civil  Engineer's  department,  shall  consist  of  the  following:  One 
rodman,  one  axeman,  and  one  draughtsman,  and  no  more;  and  said  employes  shall 
receive  for  their  services,  during  the  time  actually  employed,  the  following  sums, 
to- wit:  Rodman,  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  per  day;  axeman,  one  dollar 
and  seventy  five  cents  per  day,  and  draughtsman  two  dollars  per  day,  and  no  more. 

If  at  any  time  it  shall  become  necessary  to  have  any  draughting  done,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  city,  where  the  cost  thereof  will  exceed  twenty-five  dollars,  the  Civil 
Engineer  shall  apply  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  for  an  order 
authorizing  the  same  before  having  said  work  done. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  di- 
rected to  see  that  the  terms  of  the  foregoing  resolution  are  complied  with ;  and  they 
are  hereby  required  to  fix  the  pay  of  the  employes  therein  named,  in  accordance 
therewith. 

Councilman  McKay  presented  the  following  report;    which  was  re- 
ceived : 
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To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

The  undersigned,  representing  your  city  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  "Union 
Eailroad  Transfer  and  Stock- Yard  Company,"  submit  the  following  report: 

The  road  of  the  said  company  is  completed,  and  well  equipped  and  furnished; 
and  it  has  a  business  that  is  well  established  and  reliable,  and  steadily  increasing. 

The  number  of  live  stock  handled  at  its  yard,  during  the  year  that  has  just  passed, 
was  one  million  three  hundred  and  seventy  thousand;  and  it  has  relieved  the  city 
from  the  passage  through  it  of  near  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  freight  cars;  and, 
•aided  by  proper  legislation  from  you,  the  whole  of  the  through  freight  cars  on  the 
several  railroads  passing  through  this  city — except  the  Peru,  which  has  no  connec- 
tion with  this  road — might  be  transferred,  and  passed  around  the  city  over  this 
road,  relieving  the  city  from  the  hindrance  to  travel,  and  other  dangers  and  incon- 
veniences coming  from  the  passage  of  such  cars  through  the  city  to  a  still  larger 
extent. 

The  amount  expended  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  road,  and  for 
buildings  erected,  and  improvements  made  in  connection  therewith,  may  be 
stated  in  round  numbers  at  nine  hundred  thousand  dollars.  During  the  last  year 
.quite  extensive  additions  were  made  to  the  sheds,  for  the  accommodation  of  stock ; 
two  new  large  locomotives  were  purchased,  and  are  now  in  use  on  the  road — and 
other  property  has  been  acquired  which  adds  largely  to  the  ability  of  the  company 
to  transact  its  business  and  accommodate  the  wants  of  the  trading  public,  and  to 
the  security  of  the  city. 

The  interest  on  the  bonded  debt  has  been  punctually  paid  by  the  company;  and, 
in  our  opinion,  there  exists  no  reasonable  grounds  to  doubt  of  its  being  punctually 
paid  hereafter,  as  it  falls  due. 

The  success  of  the  company  has  added  much,  already,  to  the  commercial  and 
business  interests  of  this  city  ;  and  the  prospect  is  favorable  for  a  large  increase  in 
the  future. 

In  spite  of  the  hard  times  and  consequent  falling  off  in  business,  several  manu- 
facturing enterprises  of  considerable  magnitude  h:ive  been  established  and  are  in 
successful  operation  on  the  line  of  the  road,  and. others  are  in  contemplation.  In- 
deed, with  reviving  business  and  trade,  and  the  increasing  demand  for  manufac- 
tured articles  which  will  follow,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  manufactories  and  shops  for 
the  production  of  almost  everything  useful  and  necessary  will  be  established  along 
the  entire  line  of  this  road. 

The  company,  to  this  time,  has  never  failed  to  meet  its  engagements.  Its  finan- 
cial condition  is  good;  its  moneyed  assets  in  excess  of  its  floating  debt — leaving, 
practically,  no  debts  existing  except  the  bonded  debt. 

"We  take  pleasure  in  stating  it  as  our  opinion  that  the  success  of  the  company, 
and  its  steadily  increasing  business,  joined  to  the  prudent  and  successful  manage- 
ment of  its  business  thus  far,  gives  good  promise  that  it  will  in  the  end  fulfill  all  of 
its  agreements,  and  the  city  suffer  no  loss  by  lending  her  aid  to  this  useful  and 
profitable  enterprise. 

We  have  been  in  attendance  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
company,  since  our  election,  and  have  labored  faithfully  to  discharge  our  duties  to 
the  best  advantage  of  the  interests  involved  ;  and  we  trust  it  will  prove  satisfactory 
to  your  honorable  bodies. 

Our  relations  with  the  directors  and  officers  of  the  company  have  been  very 
pleasant;  and  they  have  afforded  us  every  facility  for  information  concerning  the 
condition  and  business  of  the  company  desired.

After 
a  thorough  investigation,  Judge  Elliott  held  that  the  city  had  no  right,  title  or  in- 
terest in  or  to  said  real  estate,  or  any  part  of  it,  and  that  her  use  of  said  fifteen  feet 
for  a  street  or  sidewalk,  or  any  other  purpose,  was  unlawful  and  wrongful.  Peti- 
tioners are  entitled  to  inclose  said  fifteen  feet,  and  thereby  interfere  with  the  use  of 
said  street  and  sidewalks,  and  will  take  this  course  unless  some  satisfactory  ar- 
rangement is  made. 

The  commissioners  representing  the  city  estimated  the  damages  to  said  lot  by  the 
taking  of  said  fifteen  feet,  at  $800.  To  avoid  litigation,  the  petitioners  are  willing 
to  accept  said  $800,  and  give  satisfactory  quit-claim  deed  to  said  fifteen  feet,  and 
thereby  put  at  rest  a  matter  which  otherwise  may  lead  to  litigation 

This  offer  is  made  as  a  compromise,  and  is  not  to  be  used  in  evidence  in  any  mat- 
ter.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

8  Gentlemen: — The  following  cases  have  been  decided  since  your  last  meeting : 

1st.  The  case  of  Wm.  H.  Morrison  vs.  Wm.  M.  Wiles,  et  al.,  has  been  affirmed 
by  the  Superior  Court  in  General  Term. 

This  was  an  action  against  Wiles  as  treasurer,  to  enjoin  the  collection  of  taxes  on 
certain  bank  stock,  the  judgment  at  Special  Term  being  in  favor  of  the  defendants. 

2d.  The  Court  in  General  Term  has  also  affirmed  the  judgment  in  the  case  of 
The  State  ex.  rel.  Tieman  vs.  The  City,  the  decision  below  being  in  favor  of  the 
defendant. 

This  was  an  action  to  compel  the  refunding  of  taxes  on  property  claimed  exempt 
from  taxation  under  the  law  providing  for  an  exemption  in  favor  of  widows  and 
unmarried  females.  A  majority  of  the  Judges  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  law  is 
constitutional,  but  affirm  the  judgment  on  other  grounds. 

3d.  The  case  of  The  City  vs.  Albert  W.  Denny,  Supervisor,  pending  in  Circuit 
Court,  has  been  decided  in  favor  of  the  defendant. 

This  is  an  action  to  enjoin  the  defendant  from  opening  a  road  along  the  south 
side  of  the  Southern  Park.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  case  can  be  reversed;  but 
as  there  is  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to  whether  it  will  be  to  the  city's  interest 
to  further  prosecute  the  case,  I  submit  the  same  to  you  for  instructions.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — We  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  city  has  not 
as  yet  made  any  suitable  provision  for  the  dumping  of  human  feces  and  other  offen- 
sive matter  in  White  river.  We  would  further  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  locality  below  the  Belt  Railroad  bridge  is  the  natural  outlet  for  such  refuse,  and 
that  there  is  danger  in  the  near  future  of  the  city  being  shut  off  from  the  river,  or 
else  compelled  to  pay  an  exorbitant  price  for  the  privilege  of  getting  to  it.  At 
present  there  is  such  great  inconvenience  and  difficulty  in  wagons  getting  to  and 
in  the  river,  that  there  is  large  quantities  of  such  refuse  left  on  the  bank,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  health  of  the  surrounding  residents,  and  also  to  the  city,  by  the 
southwest  winds  bringing  the  offensive  odors  back. 

For  these  reasons  we  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  city  purchase  a  lot 
at  the  point  mentioned,  and  build  h  suitable  wharf,  so  that  all  refuse  may  easily  be 
dumped  in  the  channel  of  the  river.

The  ladies  of  the  Belief  Society  would  petition  your  honorable  body  for  a  small 
donation  to  our  society,  whose  work  embraces  all  the  territory  south  of  Washing- 
ton street. 

We  attend  to  all  worthy  poor,  without  regard  to  color,  nationality  or  religion ; 
our  only  aim  being  to  prevent  and  relieve  suffering,  as  far  as  possible. 

Our  rules  require  that  no  person  or  family  shall  be  helped  until  they  are  visited 
by  the  ladies  in  whose  district  they  reside,  to  ascertain  their  exact  condition,  and 
the  kind  of  help  required,  also  to  prevent  imposition.  Our  chief  work,  however, 
lies  among  the  sick,  and  widows  and  orphan  children  whom  we  assist  in  clothing,. 
so  that  they  make  a  respectable  appearance  in  our  public  schools. 

Though  the  winter  has  been  unusually  mild,  there  has  been  a  great  amount  of 
sickness  among  our  poor;  in  some  cases  the  entire  family  have  been  seriously  ill  at 
the  same  time.  In  one  family  on  Mulberry  street,  the  mother  and  three  children 
were  sick  with  scarlet  fever — all  in  one  small  room,  with  only  one  bed;  the  oldest 
child,  a  boy  of  twelve  years,  very  ill,  and  when  found  by  our  visitor,  was  lying  on 
a  pile  of  rags  in  one  corner  of  the  room.  The  size  of  the  room  would  not  admit  of 
another  bedstead  being  set  up;  but  a  comfortable  bed  was  soon  prepared  upon  the 
floor,  a  change  of  garments  for  both  mother  and  children  provided,  also  provisions, 
pillow-cases  and  sheets,  and  taken  care  of  until  they  recovered.  The  family  are 
now  self-supporting. 

In  another  family  the  father  was  sick  with  typhoid  pneumonia  six  weeks,  the 
mother  seven  weeks,  but  improving.  They  were  utterly  destitute.  Nourishment, 
in  the  form  of  beef  tea,  was  prepared  for  him  for  weeks  by  our  visitor,  and  now  that 
he  is  able  to  take  something  more  substantial,  his  steak  and  other  articles  of  food, 
are  carried  to  him  daily  by  the  same  hand ;  also  the  wants  of  the  family  supplied. 

Our  visitor  in  the  southeast  reports  great  destitution  in  her  district  —  often  sev- 
eral families,  and  part  of  them  sick,  crowded  together  in  one  small  house,  without 
beds,  and  almost  without  bedding,  but  forgetting  their  wants  in  their  eagerness  to 
obtain  food. 

Many  more  cases  might  be  presented,  but  we  fear  to  trespass  further  on  your 
time  and  patience.  Hoping  that  you  are  convinced  that  we  are  doing  a  good  work 
among  the  deserving  poor,  and  that  you  will  lend  a  helping  hand,  being  assured, 
that  every  dollar  we  receive  goes  directly  to  the  relief  of  the  suffering  poor,

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  see  that  there  is  a  project  in  view  by  the  city  Council  and  Board 
of  Health,  of  making  a  wharf  or  dumping  place  into  White  river,  south  of  the  city,. 
for  the  filth  taken  from  the  numerous  privy  vaults  of  the  city.  I  most  earnestly 
protest  against  the  project,  for  this  reason:  The  filth  dumped  there,  one-third  will 
not  he  carried  away  by  the  stream,  but  will  be  beat  back  against  the  shore,  and 
lodge  along  the  banks  and  low  marshes  of  the  river,  and  remain  there  during  the 
warm  and  sultry  portion  of  the  season;  and  evaporations  will  arise,  ana  bring  up 
the  odor  with  the  various  gasses  that  accumulate  from  discbarges  of  the  bowels  of 
persons  that  probably  have  died  from  various  contagious  diseases,  such  as  typhoid 
fever,  scarlet  fever,  etc.  This  arises  in  the  air,  and  is  carried  over  the  city  by  south- 
west winds,  and  contaminates  the  air,  and  is  brought  down  to  the  roofs  of  our  dwel- 
lings by  a  warm  drizzling  rain,  and  is  both  inhaled  into  the  lungs  and  is  taken  into 
the  stomach  in  drinking  cistern  water.  Now  considering  the  amount  cf  filth, 
dumped  near  the  river  southwest,  and  the  Starch  factory,  the  Soap  factory,  the  Sel- 
lers farm,  and  various  things  of  the  same  kind,  which  all  goes,  or  has  a  very  strong- 
tendency  to  contaminate  and  poison  the  air ;  and  if  the  matter  was  fairly  investi- 
gated would  be  found  the  cause  of  so  many  new  diseases,  and  the  cause  of  so  many- 
sudden  deaths  that  have  baffled  the  skill  of  the  best  physicians  of  our  city. 

I  trust  this  will  be  given  some  consideration  by  those  who  have  the  care  of  the- 
health  of  the  people  of  our  city  under  their  control.

Pieces  of  timber  have  been  put  in  from  one  building  to  the  other  across  the  alley, 
and  the  alley  completely  covered  with  wires  about  six  inches  apart,  so  that  in  ease 
of  fire  in  any  of  those  large  buildings,  it  would  be  utterly  impossible  to  raise  a  ladder, 
or  get  a  stream  of  water  through  them  without  it  being  cut  to  pieces  so  that  it  would 
be  useless.

The  hole  was  full  of  water,  and  it  was  dark 
upon  the  street,  and  the  injury  sustained  wholly  from  the  negligent  manner  in 
which  the  city  officers  allowed  the  street  to  remain  in  the  said  condition,  and  with- 
out any  fault  on  the  part  of  the  driver. 

I  therefore  ask  that  you  will  order  the  payment  of  said  repairs,  after  you  shall 
hiave  satisfied  yourselves  of  the  correctness  of  this  statement.

Chamber,  on  Monday  evening,  April  5th,  A.  D.  1880,  at  half  past 
seven  o'clock,  in  regular  session.

The  City  of  Indianapolis  is  hereby  notified  that  the  above  entitled  suit  is  brought 
against  the  defendants  to  quiet  title  to  the  following  real  estate,  to-wit;  Block  12,

His  Honor,  Mayor  Caven,  presented  the  following  petition :  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  City  Attorney: 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

I  would  respectfully  represent  that  at  the  city  tax  sales  of  1876,  I  bought  the 
north  half  of  Lot  173,  Ing.  Fletcher's  addition,  in  order  to  protect  a  mortgage  I 
had  on  it.  The  propetty  appeared  of  record  in  the  name  of  Noah  A.  Walker  and 
his  wife  Emily,  though  they  had  sold  it  before  the  time  of  tax  sale,  and  conveyed 
it,  though  the  deed  had  not  been  put  on  record,  and  in  fact  never  was. 

A  year  later,  February,  1877,  the  same  lot  was  again  sold  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
but  this  time  for  the  delinquent  personal  taxes  of  Noah  A.  Walker,  running  back 
several  years.  In  order  to  avoid  a  protracted  and  expensive  law  suit,  I  was  com- 
pelled to  again  buy  the  lot.  paying  about  $30. 

There  are  two  or  three  things  connected  with  this  transaction  worthy  your  notice. 
First.  The  property  was  not  at  the  time  of  attaching  this  tax  on  personal,  1876,  the 
property  of  Noah  A.  Walker,  or  of  Noah  A  and  Emily  Walker,  his  wife.  They 
had  parted  with  it  by  deed.  Although  the  deed  had  not  been  recorded,  the  title  was 
not  in  the  Walkers,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  laid  no  claim  to  it,  and  collected 
no  rents  from  it. 

Secondly.  The  city  had,  a  year  before,  sold  to  me  all  of  Walker's  interest,  ex- 
cept his  right  to  redeem.  It  could  not  be  taxed  in  my  name,  because  it  could  not 
be  transferred;  but  it  was  none  the  less  mine  for  all  that  Even  alter  the  expira- 
tion of  two  years,  and  the  farce  of  giving  a  deed  is  gone  through  with,  the  right  of 
redemption  is  practically  the  same.  If  Walker's  delinquent  and  personal  taxes  may 
follow  such  land  one  year,  they  may  two  or  ten.  unless  the  mere  recording  of  a 
deed  stops  it.  Recording  a  deed  is  not  necessary  to  the  transfer  of  title,  and  my 
land  is  not  liable  for  Walker's  personal  taxes  merely  because  it  appears  of  record 
in  his  name.     If  it  is  one  year,  it  may  be  made  for  two  or  ten. 
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Third.  I  grant  that  the  neglect  or  omission  of  the  Treasurer  to  assess  taxes  for 
any  year,  does  not  prevent  the  assessment  of  taxes  upon  concealed  property  there- 
after; but  the  primary  lien  of  such  taxes  is  upon  the  property  taxed,  and  the  city 
can  not  hunt  up  real  estate  that  Mr.  Walker  may  have  owned  and  arbitrarily  at- 
tach the  taxes  thereto.  He  especially  can  not  attach  it  to  real  estate  which  she  her- 
self has  sold  as  the  property  of  Walker  a  year  or  many  years  before,  whatever 
right  of  redemption  Walker  may  have,  or  even  if  it  still  appears  on  the  duplicate 
in  Walker's  name. 

But  finally:  The  law  and  the  decisions  under  the  law,  are  very  plain.  The  city 
can  not  sell  real  estate,  even  for  its  own  taxes,  without  first  exhausting  the  personal 
property  of  the  delinquent;  much  less  can  it  sell  real  estate  for  personal  taxes, 
when  all  the  while  the  taxed  property  is  in  the  city  and  can  be  had  by  calling  for 
it.  This  was  the  case  ill  this  instance.  The  personal  property  was  in  the  city  all 
the  time,  and  plenty  of  it,  and  not  concealed,  but  in  daily  use  by  the  owners,  in 
their  house  and  on  the  streets. 

I  would  further  represent  that  on  the  third  day  of  February,  1877,  John  F. 
Adam?  bought  Lot  64,  in  McChesney's  subdivision  of  Out  Lot  150,  at  Sheriff's  sale, 
and  a  few  days  after,  at  the  sale  by  the  city  for  city  taxes,  I  bought  the  same  lot  for 
delinquent  taxes,  (including  the  then  delinquent  personal,)  and  that  ever  since  I 
have  kept  the  city  taxes  paid ;  but  upon  calling  a  few  days  ago  to  pay  the  taxes  of 
1879,  I  found  that  said  lot  had  been  sold  by  the  city  for  the  personal  taxes  of-Ma- 
hala  Gorham  for  1878,  and  the  current  taxes  of  1879,  on  the  lot.  The  injustice  of 
this  is  as  manifest  as  the  injustice  of  the  preceding  case.  Mahala  Gorham  has  had 
no  interest  in  said  lot  since  Februarv  3d,  1877,  except  her  equity  of  redemption  till 
February  3d,  1878.  The  personal  taxes  of  1878,  for  which  it  was  sold  last  Febru- 
ary, accrued  even  after  the  expiration  of  this  equity,  to  say  nothing  of  it  being  sub- 
sequent to  the  sale,  by  the  city,  more  than  a  year  before. 

These  are  cases  of  manifest  injustice,  as  well  as  of  clear  violations  of  law.  Be- 
tween individuals,  they  could  be  adjusted  without  the  slow  and  expensive  process 
of  law.  I  see  no  good  reason  why  the^  may  not  be  between  the  city  and  an  indi- 
vidual. I  propose,  therefore,  if  you  have  any  doubts  as  to  your  right  and  duty  to 
return  to  me  the  $30  paid  three  years  ago,  in  the  Walker  case,  and  to  set  aside  the 
sale  of  another  man's  property  for  the  personal  taxes  of  another,  which  accrued 
after  said  third  party  had  ceased  to  have  any  interest  whatever  in  it,  that  you  pre- 
pare an  agreed  statement  of  facts  for  the  court,  in  each  case,  that  the  law  and  the 
equity  in  the  case  may  be  reached  without  the  expense  and  acrimony  of  litigation. 
The  interest  of  the  tax  payer  and  the  city  alike  demand  such  an  adjudication,  for 
the  city  is  the  aggregate  body  of  tax  payers.  It  is  well  to  have  revenue,  but  it 
must  be  had  equitably  and  lawfully,  and  there  are  other  interests  to  be  consulted 
than  the  mere  convenience  of  the  City  Treasurer.  Respectfully,

which  was  received,  ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  body,  and 
a  vote  of  thanks  tendered  His  Honor: 

To  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen : — The  question  of  taxation  is,  of  course,  one  of  great  interest  to  every 
taxpaver,  and  should  be  studied  by  all,  and  especially  by  officers  who  levy,  collect 
and  disburse  them  To  complain  of  high  taxes  is  supposed  to  be  alwavs  in  order 
and  yet  very  much  is  demanded  of  the  city  treasury.  To  maintain  the  fire  and 
police  departments  as  they  are  always  expected  to  be,  in  the  highest  efficiency,  build 
and  repair  bridges,  and  in  this  city  keep  clean  and  repair  one  hundred  and  fifty 
miles  of  streets  and  an  equal  length  of  alleys,  with  many  other  unavoidable  expen- 
ses, requires  large  sums  of  money,  and  it  is  a  very  frequent  occurrence  for  the  same 
person  to  denounce  the  high  taxes  and  in  the  same  connection  complain  because 
some  very  unreasonable  local  expenditure  which  would  especially  benefit  him  has 
not  been  made.  A  comparison  of  our  taxes  with  other  cities  might  help  throw 
some  light  on  the  question  whether  our  taxes  are  too  high  or  not. 


i 
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In  1850  Indianapolis  had  a  population  of  8,034,  and  was  the  74th  city  in  size  in 
the  United  States.  In  1860,  with  a  population  of  18,611  inhabitants,  was  the  45th, 
and  in  1870,  with  48,244,  was  the  27th,  and  in  1880.  with  from  95,000  to  100,000, 
will  be  the  21st,  having  in  the  last  ten  years  passed  six  cities — having  passed  a  city 
every  twenty  months,  and  for  thirty  continuous  years  has  passed  and  left  behind 
one  city  every  six  months  and  24  days. 

In  1870,  in  the  United  States,  there  was  72  cities  having  a  population  of  20,000 
and  upward,  Indianapolis  being  then  27th,  and  now  21st  in  population.  Of  the 
20  larger  cities  1  have  statistics  of  all  except  one,  which  I  have  not  been  able  to 
obtain. 

The  rate  of  taxation  of  the  19  larger  cities  is  in  the  following  order,  and  also  the 
per  cent,  of  debt  to  property  and  to  population  :

In  this  list  Indianapolis  has  the  lowest  tax-rate.  The  average  rate  of  the  ten 
highest  taxed  is  $2.28;  of  the  nine  lowest  taxed,  $1.33,  and  of  the  nineteen  is  $1.83. 
Indianapolis'  tax-rate  is  only  29.06  per  cent,  of  the  highest  taxed  city — 40. 78  per 
cent,  the  average  of  the  ten  highest;  70  per  cent,  of  the  nine  lowest  — 14  per  cent, 
less  than  the  lowest  and  50.82  per  cent,  the  average  of  the  nineteen.  Their  average 
debt  to  the  property  is  $9.33;  ours  $2.94,  or  31.51  per  cent,  of  their  average. 

Of  the  52  cities  less  than  Indianapolis  in  1870,  and  having  a  population  of  20,000 
and  upwards,  two  have  since  been  incorporated  with  larger  cities,  and  of  the  other 
50  I  have  statistics  of  46,  and  their  tax-rates  are  as  follows,  beginning  with  the 
highest :

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Indianapolis'  rate  is  but  19,09  per  cent,  of  the  highest  taxed  of  these  cities,  but 
30.19  per  cent,  of  the  average  highest  ten,  but  45.54  per  cent,  of  the  average  of  the 
second  highest  ten,  but  58.42  per  cent,  of  the  third  highest  ten,  but  69.19  per  cent, 
of  the  fourth  highest  ten,  and  but  5.12  per  cent,  higher  than  the  average  of  the  low- 
est six,  and  the  average  rate  of  the  forty-six  smaller  cities  is  $186.95,  of  which  our 
rate  is  49  21  per  cent.,  and  the  average  rate  of  the  nineteen  larger  and  forty-six 
smaller  cities  combined,  is  $185.66,  of  which  our  rate  is  50  09  per  cent.  In  the  rank 
of  the  sixty-six  cities,  Indianapolis  in  population  is  twenty  first;  in  property,  twenty- 
third;  in  tax-rate,  sixty-third;  and  compared  with  the  nineteen  larger  cities,  in 
the  per  cent,  of  debt  to  property,  and  also  to  population,  is  17,  but  if  we  taxed  as 
high  as  the  one  with  the  lowest  per  cent,  of  debt,  we  could  pay  our  entire  debt  in 
five  and  one-half  years',  and  if  as  high  as  the  other,  could  pay  our  debt  in  fifteen 
years.  There  is  no  city  as  large  as  Indianapolis  with  as  low  a  tax,  and  there  are 
but  three  smaller  ones,  with  a  population  over  20,000,  with  a  lower  rate,  and  of 
these  three  the  next  lowest  has  only  increased  9,000  in  population  in  the  last  ten 
years,  less  than  one-fifth  our  increase;  and  the  next  lowest  has  increased  less  than 
one-half  ours,  and,  having  a  number  of  different  special  taxes,  may  not  be  less  than 
ours;  and  the  lowest  taxed  city,  with  25  per  cent,  of  our  property,  has  a  debt  50 
per  cent,  larger,  a  debt  equal  to  nearly  20  per  cent,  of  her  property,  has  abandoned 
her  city  government,  and  if  her  debt  bears  6  per  cent,  interest,  it  would  require  a 
tax  80  per  cent,  higher  than  ours  to  pay  her  interest  alone. 

The  average  debt  to  property  of  the  65  cities  is  $10.84;  Indianapolis,  $2  94.  or 
only  37.73  per  cent,  of  the  general  average.  Average  debt  of  19  larger  cities, 
per  capita,  $62.68  ;  Indianapolis,  $14.14,  only  22.55  per  cent,  of  the  general  average. 
And  the  average  debt,  per  capita,  of  the  46  smaller  cities  is  $74.43  ;  Indianapolis, 
$14.14,  equal  to  19  percent,  of  the  general  average.  The  estimated  population  has 
been  taken  in  every  instance  from  information  furnished  me  by  some  responsible 
officer  of  the  city  referred  to. 

The  debts  of  many  of  these  cities  are  much  larger  than  the  basis  I  have  estimated 
from,  but  showing  available  assets  to  be  applied  to  the  debt  reduction,  I  first  cred- 
ited them  with  their  assets  and  called  their  debt  the  remainder,  as  I  also  did  with 
our  own  city  by  deducting  from  our  nominal  debt  the  amount  of  the  Belt  Kailroad 
bonds  we  hold,  and  which  are  available  for  the  reduction  of  our  debt,  both  princi- 
pal and  current  interest. 

In  addition,  several  cities  that  have  much  heavier  taxes  than  ours  charge  heavy 
licenses  on  all  kinds  of  business.  One  city  with  two  and  one-third  our  tax-rate, 
collected  from  licenses  alone  equal  to  34  per  cent,  on  her  entire  property  last  year, 
or  more  than  one-third  our  entire  tax. 

The  entire  tax  Indianapolis  will  have  to  pay  this  year  will  be,  city,  general  pur- 
pases,  75  cents;  city  school,  18  cents;  State,  12  cents;  State-house,  2  cents ;  State 
school,  16  cents;  county,  15  cents— total,  $1.38,  or  only  73.81  per  cent  of  the  average 
city  tax  alone  paid  by  the  sixty-six  cities  with  over  20,000  inhabitants.  My  list  of 
State  and  county  taxes  paid  by  other  cities  is  very  incomplete,  but  what  I  have  are 
mostly  much  higher  than  ours.  One  city,  with  a  $2  city  tax,  has  a  State  and  county 
tax  of  $1.00;  another,  with  a  city  tax  of  SI. 50,  has  a  State  and  county  tax  of  $1.50. 
Of  our  entire  tax,  24.50  per  cent,  is  for  educational  purposes.

A  reduction  in  appraisement  of  30.50  per  cent,  and  in  rate  of  42.4  per  cent.,  and 
a  combined  reduction  in  appraisement  and  rate  of  57  per  cent.  A  property  that 
in  1875  paid  $100  tax  will  this  year  pay  $43,  with  an  average  school  attendance  of 
23  per  cent,  more  to  care  for. 

If  Indianapolis  taxed  as  high  as  the  highest  taxed  larger  city,  in  two  years  our 
surplus  would  build  the  State-house,  market,  and  city  hall,  and  as  high  as  the  high- 
est-taxed smaller  city  could  do  the  same  thing  in  thirteen  months. 
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If  we  taxed  as  high  as  the  average  rates  of  the  cities  greater  and  smaller  as  here- 
inbefore classified,  and  should  yearly  invest  our  surplus  at  6  per  cent.,  the  following 
calculations  will  show  how  soon  our  income  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  our  expen- 
ses, and  we  might  cease  taxation  altogether. 

If  as  high  as  the  highest-taxed  larger  city,  in  5  years ;  at  average  rate  of  5  highest- 
taxed  larger  cities,  in  6  years;  at  average  rate  of  10  highest-taxed  larger  cities,  in  8 
years;  at  average  rate  of  9  lowest-taxed  larger  cities,  in  17  years;  at  average  rate 
of  19  larger  cities,  in  14  years;  at  the  rate  of  highest-taxed  smaller  city,  in  4  years; 
at  average  rate  of  5  highest  taxed  smaller  cities,  in  5  years;  at  average  rate  of  10 
highest-taxed  smaller  cities,  in  6|  years;  at  average  rate  of  second  10  highest-taxed 
smaller  cities,  in«ll  years;  at  average  rate  of  third  10  highest-taxed  smaller  cities, 
in  16  years;  at  average  rate  of  fourth  10  highest  taxed  smaller  cities,  in  20  years; 
at  average  rate  of  46  smaller  cities,  in  12  years;  at  average  rate  of  65  larger  and 
smaller  cities,  in  13  years. 

Our  appraisement  of  improvements  in  the  spring  of  1875  was  $17,465,550,  and 
during  the  years  1875-6-7-8-9  new  buildings  were  erected  of  the  value  of  $4,540;- 
750,  being  an  increase  of  25  per  cent.;  and  yet  in  1879  our  improvements  were 
appraised  at  $15,019,100,  being  a  decrease  of  14  per  cent ,  and  during  the  same  five 
years  reduced  our  debt  $191,665. 

In  Indiana  are  ten  smaller  cities  than  Indianapolis,  with  property  over  three 
millions,  and  an  estimated  population  of  12,000  and  upwards,  and  their  tax  rates 
are  as  follows,  beginning  with  the  highest,  and  also  the  per  cent,  of  debt  to  pro- 
perty:

Indianapolis'  is  but  54  60  per  cent,  the  tax-rate  of  the  highest  of  these — but  71 
per  cent,  the  average  of  the  five  highest,  and  94  per  cent,  of  the  average  of  the  5 
lowest,  and  81  per  cent,  of  the  average  of  the  ten.  Our  debt  to  property  is  49.24 
per  cent,  of  the  7  highest  and  47.32  per  cent,  more  than  the  three  lowest,  and  our 
debt  to  property  is  60  per  cent,  of  the  average  of  the  ten. 

It  has  long  been  indefinitely  known  that  Marion  county  was  paying  into  the 
State  school  fund  much  more  than  it  received  therefrom,  and  believing  the  facts 
would  be  interesting  to  our  tax-payers,  I  have  prepared  the  following  tables  show- 
ing the  amounts  paid  into  and  received  from  said  fund  from,  to  and  inclusive  of 
the  years  1861  to  1879.  The  State  school  fund  for  distribution  consists  of  taxes 
paid  in  by  the  counties  and  interest  from  the  permanent  fund  loaned  out.  Prior 
to  1861  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  data;  for  the  years  1861-2  have  been  able 
to  find  only  the  total  amounts  this  county  paid  in  .and  received,  without  showing 
what  portion  of  the  amount  received  was  from  interest.  For  the  years  1863-4-5-6, 
I  find  what  we  paid  in  from  taxes  and  what  we  received  as  a  whole,  without  show- 
ing what  portion  was  from  interest;  but  from  and  inclusive  of  1867  to  1879,  I  find 
and  set  out  what  we  paid  and  received  from  taxes,  and  so,  from  and  inclusive  of 
1861  to  1866  the  following  figures  show  totals  received  and  paid,  it  not  being  pos- 
sible to  ascertain  what  portion  was  from  taxes  or  interest,  and  while  that  far  not 
entirely  exact,  yet  is  not  far  from  the  facts,  as  the  interest  was  of  course  placed  to 
both  sides  of  the  account :

So  that  44  55  per  cent,  of  the  State  school  tax  paid  by  this  county  is  distributed 
out  of  it.  The  excess  we  have  paid,  had  it  been  invested  yearly  at  six  per  cent,  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  1880,  would  amount  to  $946,196.61,  and  the  yearly  interest 
on  which  would  amount  to  $11,423  43  more  than  the  yearly  average  amount  we 
have  received,  and  pqual  to  paying  for  twelve  and  one-half  years  in  advance  a  sum 
equal  to  the  amount  we  received  last  year.  In  the  last  six  years  we  have  paid  to 
the  State  school  fund  $918,640.85,  and  drawn  out  $422,743.17,  or  $495,897.68  less 
than  we  paid  in ;  or  an  average  yearly  loss  to  us  of  182,648.28 — receiving  only  45 
per  cent,  of  the  amount  we  paid  in.  The  property  of  this  county  was  appraised 
last  year  at  $94,343,910.  Indianapolis  property  at  "$67,379,695  ;  Center  township 
outside  of  the  city,  at  $8,733,645,  and  the  remainder  of  the  county  at  $18,230,570. 
On  that  basis  this  yeai',  Indianapolis  will  pay  $32,600.26  more  than  the  whole  county 
received  last  year.  If  the  property  of  the  county  were  appraised  at  $46,942,650,  a 
reduction  of  a  little  over  50  per  cent ,  we  would  this  year  pay  as  much  school  tax  as 
we  received  last.  Seventy-one  and  40  one-hundredths  per  cent  of  the  property  of 
the  county  is  in  this  city,  and  as  an  appraisement  will  be  made  this  y^r,  in  justice 
to  ourselves  there  should  be  a  reduction  of  at  least  40  per  cent.,  and  should  not  be 
appraised  higher  than  for  city  purposes,  which  will  probably  be  about  $50,000,000. 

The  census  of  1870  reports  our  population  at  48,244,  and  the  enumeration  of 
school  children  for  that  year  was  13,082,  the  ratio  of  school  children  to  population 
being  1  to  3.68,  and  assuming  that  ratio  from  year  to  year  to  be  a  fair  approximate, 
the  following  tables  will  show  our  probable  population  March,  1879:

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An  increase  in  nine  years  of  47,579,  or  a  fraction  over  98  per  cent.,  an  average 
yearly  increase  of  5,286;  and  during  the  five  worst  years  of  the  panic  the  increase 
was  29,733,  an  annual  increase  of  5,946.  This  approximate  of  school  children  is 
continually  employed,  and  seems  to  be  reliable.  In  1860  our  population  was  18,612 
and  the  school  children  5,178,  being  1  to  3.59  of  population,  against  3.68  in  1879 — a 
difference  of  only  2.44  per  cent.,  and  in  1870  the  ratio  of  school  children  to  popula- 
tion in  the  entire  State  was  1  to  3.74,  or  2  14  per  cent,  more  than  ours  in  1870. 

In  May,  1869,  the  total  vote  for  mayor  in  this  city  was  5,641.  In  May,  1879,  it 
was  14,466,  an  increase  of  almost  exactly  150  per  cent. ;  so  that  if  we  had  a  popula- 
tion of  40,000  in  1869  (one  year  before  the  census  report  shows  we  had  48,242,)  our 
population  by  this  approximation  would  have  been  100,000  in  May  last.  The  av- 
erage yearly  increase  for  the  years  between  the  census  of  1860  and  1870  was  2,966 ; 
and  if  we  allow  the  year  ]  869  credit  for  double  this  average  growth,  our  population 
in  May  of  that  year  would  be  43,329,  which  multiplied  by  150  per  cent.,  would 
make  our  population  now  108,322. 

According  to  the  census  of  1870,  Marion  county  had  71,939  population,  and  in 
the  same  year  cast  11,304  votes.  This  is  in  the  ratio  of  one  voter  to  6.364.  In  1878 
the  county  cast  22  226  votes  for  Congressman,  which,  multiplied  by  6.364,  would 
make  the  population  of  the  county  in  the  fall  of  1878,  141,466,  and  the  vote  in  the 
city  was  16,012,  which,  multiplied  by  the  same  ratio,  would  give  us  a  population  at 
that  time  of  101,900.  The  population  outside  of  the  city  in  the  county  in  1870  was 
23,695  as  against  probably  40,000  now.  The  vote  of  the  State  in  1870  was  one  voter 
to  5.29  of  population. 

The  increase  in  our  population  in  the  last  nine  years  was  equal  to  31  per  cent,  of 
that  of  New  York;  to  35  per  cent,  of  that  of  Philadelphia;  to  36  per  cent,  of  that 
of  St.  Louis;  to  61  per  cent,  of  that  of  Boston;  to  51  per  cent,  of  that  of  Baltimore; 
to  85  per  cent,  of  that  of  Cincinnati,  and  19  per  cent,  more  than  Buffalo.  During 
the  last  nine  years  there  were  only  thirteen  cities  in  the  United  States  that  added 
more  to  their  population  than  Indianapolis— not  in  per  cent,  merely,  but  in  actual 
numbers.  During  that  period  we  passed  six  cities  and  gained  largely  on  three 
more.     The  census  of  1880  will  show  our  population  to  be  near  100,000. 

In  1810  Indiana  in  population  was  the  20th  State;  in  1820  the  18th;  in  1830  the 
13th;  in  1840  the  10th;  in  1850  the  7th  ;  in  1860  the  6th,  where  it  still  remains, 
having  passed  and  left  behind  during  a  period  of  fifty  years,  fourteen  States,  being 
equal  to  passing  one  State  every  three  years  and  seven  months;  and  this  city,  for 
the  last  thirty  continuous  years,  has  passed  and  left  behind  one  city  every  six 
months  and  twenty-four  days,  and  the  census  of  1880  will  show  a  population  in  the 
State  of  2,200,000. 

Of  the  nineteen  cities  larger  than  this,  the  police  force  ranges  from  one  officer  to 
433  to  1,434  inhabitants,  the  average  being  one  officer  to  each  717  inhabitants.  In- 
dianapolis has  one  to  each  1,611  inhabitants,  or  equal  to  27  per  cent,  of  the  highest 
rate,  89  per  cent,  of  the  lowest,  and  44.50  per  cent,  of  the  average. 

Of  forty-four  smaller  cities,  with  over  20,000  inhabitants,  it  ranges  from  one  offi- 
cer to  543  to  3,000  inhabitants,  one  city  only  having  the  latter  figure,  the  next  being 
one  to  1,930,  and  the  average  is  one  to  1,247,  Indianapolis  being  34  per  cent,  of  the 
highest,  and  77  per  cent,  of  the  average. 

It  is  usual  to  complain  of  taxes,  forgetting  how  much  is  expected.  It  is  simply  a 
question  like  any  other  business  question,  what  amount  the  taxpayer  can  afford  to 
pay,  not  as  a  burden,  but  a  benefit?  Simply  low  taxation  may  not  be  economy  if 
at  the  expense  of  safety,  health,  cleanliness,  comfort,  growth  and  prosperity.  The 
true  economy  consists  largely  in  judicious  expenditure. 

It  seemed  to  me  it  misrht  enlighten  us  some  to  institute  a  comparison  of  our  taxes 
with  other  cities  in  the  United  States,  and  we  find  our  tax  is  only  half  the  average 
of  all  the  cities  of  the  country  having  a  population  in  1870  of  20,000  and  upwards, 
we  having  a  lower  tax  than  any  larger  city,  and  the  lowest  of  any  larger  or  smaller 
but  three,  and  two  of  them  growing  but  little,  and  one  of  them  is  but  three  cents 
lower,  and  during  the  last  ten  years  has  increased  in  population  but  one-fifth  our 
growth,  and  the  third  city  has  repudiated;  and  in  the  combined  facts  of  low  tax, 
debt  and  growth,  we  make  a  far  better  showing  than  most,  and  the  best  of  any  hav- 
ing in  the  last  five  years  advanced  in  the  right  way  from  four  different  directions;

First,  by  $1,000,000  additional  improvements  each  year,  and  yet,  second,  reducing 
our  appraisement,  and  third,  reducing;  our  tax-rate,  being  a  combined  reduction  in 
tax  of  60  per  cent.;   and  fourth,  reducing  our  debt. 

It  might  be  well  to  have  such  a  comparison  with  other  cities  made  every  year,  as 
it  would  be  gratifying  to  our  taxpayers  to  know  that  our  affairs  are  as  judiciously 
managed  as  other  cities,  and  it  might  enable  us  to  detect  when  we  were  becoming 
extravagant.  It  is  true,  the  labor  is  great  and  the  expense  something.  I  had  to 
write  about  two  hundred  letters  to  obtain  the  information  necessary  to  prepare  this 
communication,  and  the  calculations  took  days  and  nights  of  labor,  but  I  hope  you 
will  feel  that  it  is  not  entirely  without  value.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  referred 
to  the  Joint  Committees  on  Judiciary,  and  Finance  and  the  City  At- 
torney : 

Indianapolis,  April  3d,  1880. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen:—!  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  Superior  Court,  in  the  case  of  Simon 
Yandes  vs.  Kushcarp,  et  al.,  entered  judgment  and  a  decree  against  the  citv  for 
$5,858.69.  J 

This  was  an  action  to  foreclose  a  mortgage  on  certain  real  estate  on  north  Penn- 
sylvania street,  50  feet  of  which  had  been  taken  for  a  street  in  1875,  in  the  opening 
of  Second  street. 

In  the  condemnation  proceedings,  damages  to  the  amount  of  $6,364  00  were 
awarded  to  Kuscharp  on  account  of  the  ground  so  taken,  and  the  same  was  subse- 
quently paid  to  him.  At  that  time  Yandes  held  a  mortgage  on  said  real  estate  and 
was  not  notified  of  the  condemnation  proceedings. 

The  Court,  at  the  former  trial,  ordered  all  the  property  sold,  including  that  taken 
for  street,  and  directed  that  the  city  pay  any  deficiency  that  might  remain  unpaid 
of  plaintiff's  debt.  An  appeal  was  taken  from  that  judgment,  and  the  same  waa 
by  the  General  Term  reverted. 

The  cause  was  again  tried  at  Special  Term,  and  resulted  in  decree  for  the  above 
amount,  but  directing  that  the  ten  feet  not  taken  for  the  street  be  sold,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds applied  in  discharge  of  the  debt  of  the  plaintiff,  and  the  city  pay  (he  balance. 
Mr.  Yandes  has  made  me  an  offer  to  compromise  the  matter  for  $4,500.00  and  f 
therefore  submit  the  same  to  you  for  such  action  thereon  as  you  may 'deem  proper. 

I  might  add  that  the  cause  has  been  prepared  for  an  appeal,  if  you  so  desire.  I 
also  herewith  submit  a  communication  from  Addison  C  Harris,  Esq.,  for  your  con- 
sideration.

The  following  communication  was  read;  and  referred  to  the  Joint  Com- 
mittees on  Judiciary,  and  Finance  and  City  Attorney: 

Indianapolis,  March  19,  1880. 
Dr.  Sir:— On  February  18,  1870,  an  ordinance  was  introduced  and  passed,  for 
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putting  a  cement  pipe  sewer  in  Illinois  street,  between  Washington  and 'South 
streets.  The  cost  was  paid  out  of  the  General  Sewerage  Fund.  By  the  ordinance 
itself,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  John  W.  Dodd.  You  will  see  that  by  the  4th 
section  of  the  ordinance,  half  the  money  paid  out  was  sought  to  be  collected  back 
from  the  property  holders  owning  property  "on  both  sides  of  Illinois  street."  After 
the  sewer  was  put  in  and  paid  for,  one-half  of  the  cost  was  put  on  the  property  be- 
tween South  and  Washington  streets,  apportioned  at  so  much  per  foot,  irrespective 
of  the  supposed  benefits.  The  sewer  was  so  small — 15  by  22  inches  oval — as  to  be 
of  no  practical  use.  In  1873  a  suit  was  brought  by  certain  of  the  property  holders 
to  enjoin  a  threatened  sale  of  their  property,  (being  case  number  3,194  in  the  Su- 
perior Court,)  under  these  assessments.  Judge  Perkins  granted  an  injunction,  as 
he  was  then  on  the  Superior  Bench. 

Soon  after  this,  perhaps  in  1874  or  '5,  the  city  tore  out  the  worthless  sewer  and 
built  a  good  one  in  its  place.  The  pipes  used  were  found  to  be  rotten  and  worth- 
less, and,  as  said  before,  the  sewer  was  so  small  as  to  be  of  no  value. 

Since  the  sewer  was  torn  out,  no  effort  has  been  made  to  collect  the  assessments. 
I  am  informed  the  whole  matter  has  been  dropped  by  the  city  officers.  Without 
speaking  of  the  legal  questions  involved,  it  is  manifesily  inequitable  and  unjust  to 
strive  to  make  the  property  holders  pay  for  a  sewer  that  was  of  no  benefit  to  any- 
body, but  wholly  worthless. 

Judge  Holman  wants  the  case  disposed  of.  The  city,  I  know,  desires  to  deal 
fairly  with  her  citizens.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  feel  that  the  city  should  no 
longer  claim  to  enforce  these  assessments.  I  do  not  understand  that  she  has  made 
any  effort  to  enforce  their  collection  for  the  last  five  or  six  years.  1  beg  that  you 
will  consult  and  advise  with  the  officers,  Aldermen  and  Councilmen  in  this  regard. 
I  feel  sure  that  every  one  will  concur  in  the  view  that  it  is  the  right  thing,  under 
the  circumstances,  to  abandon  all  claims  to  compel  the  property  holders  to  pay  for 
that  which  was  never  of  any  value  to  them,  and  consent  that  these  assessments  be 
set  aside,  so  that  they  may  not  appear  to  be  a  charge  on  the  lots  and  a  cloud  on 
their  titles.

Indianapolis,  April  2,  1880. 
TO  the  Honorable  Mayor  Caven  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen : — In  compliance  with  your  order  of  March  15th,  with  reference  to 
South  Meridian,  Union  and  Chestnut  streets,  I  would  report  as  follows: 

That  1  have  examined  said  streets,  and  find  that  on  South  Meridian  street  there 
are  a  few  bad  places,  such  as  deep  ruts  and  holes;  also  on  Union  street  there  are 
some  bad  places,  and  on  the  north  end  of  Chestnut  street.  These  places  would  be 
unsafe  for  the  Fire  Department  to  pass  over  in  going  to  a  fire,  especially  after 
night,  when  they  could  not  be  seen,  but  generally  these  streets  compare  favorably 
with  a  majority  of  our  streets. 

I  would  further  report  that  unless  we  are  provided  with  water  in  that  district 
there  would  not  be  much  use  for  us  to  pass  over  these  streets,  either  day  or  night. 
As  there  is  a  large  district  south  of  Morris  street  that  is  thickly  built  up  and  alto- 
gether unprovided  with  water  to  use  in  case  of  fire,  a  cistern  built  in  that  district 
would  be  very  important  in  case  the  services  of  the  Fire  Department  was  needed 
there;  therefore  1  respectfully  recommend  that  a  cistern  with  a  capacity  of  1800 
barrels  be  built  in  the  above  named  district.

The  Superior  Court  in  General  Term/ have  reversed  the 
judgment  of  the  court  at  Special  Term,  and  in  effect  deciding  against  the  plaintiff 
upon  the  whole  case.  There  is,  however,  a  diversity  of  opinion  among  the  judges, 
and  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  upon  the  ques- 
tions in  issue.  The  School  Commissioners  have  prepared  an  appefl  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  will  doubtless  perfect  the  same  at  an  early  day.  /

Councilman  Tucker  submitted  the  following  communication ;  which 
was  received : 

Public  places  of  resort  having  proved  beyond  question  to  be  not  only  desirable 
but  of  great  profit  wherever  established  in  all  cities  throughout  the  world,  they 
having  been  encouraged  by  Government,  State  and  municipal  bodies,  and  each 
priding  themselves  above  all  else  on  their  public  places  of  resort,  it  is  to  be,  how- 
ever, regretted  that  our  city  has  not  long  since  taken  some  definite  action,  and  made 
some  special  effort  to  give  to  the  public  a  place  for  public  recreation  and  enjoyment; 
such  a  place  as  would  reflect  credit  not  only  upon  the  city,  but  upon  the  entire 
State.  Fortunately,  the  city  owns  within  very  easy  access,  grounds  naturally  well 
and  suitably  adapted  for  being  made  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  attractive  places 
of  public  resort  in  the  country,  and  without  much  expense.  Under  the  circum- 
stances, however,  of  our  limited  income,  those  grounds  are  suffered  to  lay  idle,  and 
of  no  benefit  to  the  public  whatever;  and  unless  some  feasible  plan  can  be  found  to 
improve  said  grounds,  there  seems  to  be  no  possible  way  of  providing  a  place  so 
much  desired.  After  careful  examination  of  the  condition  and  resources  of  our 
city,  I  desire  to  submit  the  following,  believing  that  if  referred  to  a  committee  of 
our  incoming  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  the  same  is  carefully  investi- 
gated, and  that  they  report  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  the  same  will  meet 
with  public  favor. 

Our  city  has  on  an  average,  from  ten  to  twenty  prisoners  being  confined  on  com- 
mitments, from  20  to  30  and  60  days  each,  and  fed  at  great  expense  to  the  taxpayers 
of  our  city.  This  class  of  prisoners  are  a  burden  and  expense.  Thus  far  there  ap- 
pears to  have  been  no  feasible  plan  devised  whereby  they  can  be  worked  to  any 
advantage  or  profit.  The  stone  yard  project  —  only  started  as  an  experiment — is 
surely  not  flatteringly  a  success,  neither  is  it  a  moral  benefit  to  the  prisoners,  which 
is  the  one  great  aim  in  view  in  the  working  of  prisoners,  which  should  never  be 
lost  sight  of.  The  prisoners  being  daily  paraded  to  and  from  the  jail  through  our 
public  streets  to  the  stone  yard,  is  disgraceful,  degrading,  demoralizing  and  ex- 
pensive. To  effect  any  moral  influence  upon  this  class  of  prisoners,  they  must  be 
removed  from  a  direct  meeting  with  the  public. 

If  the  city  will  build,  on  its  South  Park  grounds,  a  building  suitably  adapted  for 
the  safe  keeping  of  the  prisoners  when  not  working,  with  the  same  number  of 
guards  now  employed,  or  at  no  greater  expense,  they  can  be  worked  to  a  great  and 
good  advantage  improving  the  grounds.  This  class  of  labor  is  suitably  adapted 
for  such  work,  each  one  being  able  to  make  a  full  hand  upon  his  arrival,  inasmuch 
as  the  work  could  be  so  divided  that  all  classes  could  be  worked  to  advantage,  at 
very  little  expense.  Tools  could  be  procured,  such  as  plows,  drags,  spades,  hoes, 
shovels,  &c,  &c,  and  with  the  horses  which  could  be  used  from  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, when  they  become  broken  down  for  that  service,  teams  could  be  cheaply  pro- 
vided. The  grounds  could  be  improved  into  drives,  walks  and  gardens,  from  some 
suitable  plan  which  might  be  adopted ;  and  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  within  five 
years  our  city  would  be  able  to  invite  strangers  who  come  among  us,  to  one  of  the 
finest  places  of  public  resort  in  the  country,  and  to  the  general  masses  of  our  people 
it  would  be  a  place  of  great  pleasure  and  profit.  The  two  beautiful  streams  con- 
tinually flowing  through  the  grounds,  would  afford  ample  means  for  small  lakes 
and  ponds.  The  gravel,  of  which  there  is  an  abundance,  from  the  creek  is  the  very 
best  for  making  the  drives ;  the  pit-sand  and  gravel  from  the  banks  for  foot- walks

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tipoti  the1  grdunds.      There  is  everything  well  and  suitably  adapted  for  beautify-* 
ing  and  ornamenting  the  Park. 

The  cost  would  be  but  a  trifle,  and  the  benefit  derived  far  beyond  calculation. 
The  committee  should  report  the  probable  cost  of  fitting  ©ut  suitable  tools,  teams, 
&c,  &c;  also,  to  report  what  the  expense  would  be  to  erect  suitable  quarters  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  the  prisoners  when  not  working.  There  are  many  things  for  the 
Committee  to  take  into  consideration  in  their  investigation,  and  in  making  their 
report  to  be  careful  that  all  sides  of  the  question  receive  their  careful  consideration. 
It  is  believed  by  many  that  funds  could  be  raised  from  public  donations  sufficient 
to  erect  suitable  buildings,  and  for  the  necessary  tools,  &c»  The  county  authorities 
wouhi,  no  doubt,  join  in  with  the  city,  help  and  assist  us,  for  the  county  would  be 
largely  benefited.

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  transmit  to  your  honorable  body  certain  papers,  which 
were  favorably  passed  upon  by  the  Common  Council,  at  its  session,  held  this  even- 
ing, May  3d,  188O,  for  your  action  upon  same.

The  following  report  from  the  City  Attorney  was  read;  and  the  action 
of  the  Common  Council  thereon  (see  page  1082,  ante)  was  concurred  in: 

Indianapolis,  May  3d,  1880. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  report  that  since  your  last  meeting,  decisions  have 
been  rendered  in  the  following  cases: 

In  the  case  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  &c,  vs.  Wm,  M.  Wiles, 
Treasurer,  and  The  City.  The  Superior  Court  in  General  Term  have  reversed  the 
judgment  of  the  court  at  Special  Term,  and  in  effect  deciding  against  the  plaintiff 
upon  the  whole  case.  There  is,  however,  a  diversity  of  opinion  among  the  judges, 
and  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  upon  the  ques- 
tions in  issue.  The  School  Commissioners  have  prepared  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  will  doubtless  perfect  the  same  at  an  early  day. 

In  the  case  of  Mary  Hatfield  vs.  The  City,  a  jury  was  impaneled,  and  after  the 
sig.  108.  T  10971 
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trial  had  progressed  during  one  day  and  part  of  the  next,  the  plaintiff  dismissed, 
and  judgment  was  entered  in  favor  of  the  city  for  costs.  This  was  an  action  for 
personal  injuries. 

The  case  of  Henry  H.  Sheets  vs.  The  City,  being  an  action  for  $150,000  damages 
on  account  of  the  burning  of  the  Sheets  Hotel,  has,  on  motion  of  the  city,  been  dis- 
missed at  plaintiff's  cost. 

In  the  case  of  Jane  Scott  vs.  The  City,  a  verdict  and  judgment  has  been  entered 
against  the  city  for  $1,200.00. 

This  was  an  action  for  damages  on  account  of  alleged  personal  injury  to  the 
plaintiff  caused,  as  was  claimed,  by  a  defective  gutter  crossing  at  the  southeast  cor- 
ner of  Liberty  and  Michigan  streets.  The  case,  upon  the  evidence,  presents  no 
substantial  merits.  I  have  prepared  the  case  for  an  appeal,  and  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  same  can  be  reversed,  and  possibly  ultimately  defeated.  I  therefore  re- 
commend that  the  cause  be  appealed.  Kespectfully  submitted,

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public  light.  These,  with  the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  must  be  provided  for  in 
no  parsimonious  measure.  What  may  be  left  can  be  used  in  cleaning  the  streets, 
temporary  repairs,  hospital,  dispensary,  and  other  general  expenses.  The  burden 
of  taxation  has  heretofore  been  largely  borne  by  real  estate,  in  many  cases  to  almost 
confiscation  of  unproductive  property.  This  I  deem  neither  wise  nor  just.  The 
amount  of  money  to  be  paid  by  the  whole  people  would  be  exceedingly  light  if 
equitably  distributed.  The  street-repair  fund  needs  enlargement  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  that  department.  The  health  and  comfort  of  the  people  demand  the 
proper  sewerage,  and  other  disposition  of  refuse  matter,  and  should  have  serious 
consideration.  Now  is  not  the  time,  nor  this  the  place  for  me  to  enter  into  details 
in  discussing  the  needs  of  the  city,  and  means  to  meet  them. 

One  thing  is  perfectly  understood :  we  must  live  within  our  income ;  that  income 
the  coming  year  will  not  allow  of  any  expansion  of  expenditure,  but  rather  a  cur- 
tailment. With  the  most  rigid  and  searching  economy  the  past  year  we  have 
barely  gone  through  ;  with  the  return  of  commercial  and  manufaeturing  prosperity 
will  come  demands  on  the  city  not  required  to  be  met  in  the  immediate  past,  and 
it  behooves  every  citizen,  whether  in  or*out  of  official  position,  to  inquire  how  the 
necessary  revenue  can  be  raised,  and  through  what  agencies  the  same  shall  be  ex- 
pended so  as  not  to  be  oppressive  on  the  one  hand,  and  secure  fair  living  compen- 
sation to  all  those  called  to  serve  the  city  in  anj^  capacity.  The  solution  to  my 
mind  is  an  easy  one.  I  am  of  the  opinion  the  official  machinery  of  the  city  may 
be  greatly  simplified  and  strengthened,  whereby  the  enforcement  and  observance 
of  municipal  law  may  be  the  better  secured,  public  health  protected,  and  a  marked 
economy  the  result. 

Whilst  scores  and  hundreds  of  our  most  active,  enterprising  citizens  have  been 
carried  down  by  the  financial  cyclone  that  has  swept  over  us  within  the  past  de- 
cade— many  of  them  never  to  regain  their  former  business  standing — our  city  as  a 
whole  has  continued  to  maintain  her  relative  position  as  one  of  the  great  business 
centres  of  the  Central  West.  And  to-da}~  her  future  growth  and  prosperity  is 
assured  if  we  handle  wisely  the  natural  and  artificial  advantages  we  enjoy.  The 
municipal  government  is  one  of  the  agencies  through,  which  the  citizen  may  be 
recognized,  encouraged  and  protected  in  all  his  interests.  I  hope  and  believe  the 
incoming  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council  will  be  the  equal  if  not  supe- 
rior of  those  preceding  in  this  regard. 

On  motion  by  Alderman  Drew,  the  foregoing  message  was  received, 
and  ordered  spread  upon  the  Journals  of  this  body.
